Special  Session

Louisiana  College,  Pineville,  Louisiana 


Registration  for  the  Special  Session  began  at  8:00  a.m.  at  Louisiana  College  in  Pineville, 
Louisiana. 

The  Opening  of  the  Special  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  began  at  9:25  a.m.  with 
choruses  being  enthusiastically  led  by  Mrs.  Joy  Solomon. 

The  Special  Session  was  called  to  order  by  Bishop  Solomon  with  opening  statements  regarding 
the  mission  to  children.  He  began  by  saying;  "Sisters  and  brothers  of  the  Louisiana  Conference, 
I  now  call  us  to  order.  This  Special  Session  has  been  called  to  focus  our  thinking  on  Christ's 
mission  with  children  in  poverty.  We  have  come  here  to  be  equipped  for  specific  missional 
initiatives  in  behalf  of  children.  We  have  come  here  to  claim  the  awesome  power  of  God  that 
inspires  us  with  the  confidence  we  need  to  make  our  lives  and  every  congregation  a  means  of 
grace  for  the  transformation  of  persons  and  the  demonstration  of  a  just  and  compassionate  social 
order.  I  welcome  you  and  rejoice  in  the  privilege  we  have  together  today  to  look  into  each 
other's  faces  as  we  seek  to  reflect  the  face  of  Christ  in  and  among  our  lives,  our  churches  and  the 
whole  world." 

He  introduced  Dr.  Don  Avery,  Superintendent  of  the  Alexandria  District  and  Host 
Superintendent,  to  lead  in  the  opening  prayer. 

Bishop  Solomon  again  welcomed  the  Special  Session  with  words  of  challenge  and  insight.  "It  is 
indeed  a  great  joy  to  look  into  your  faces.  From  across  Louisiana  we  have  gathered  to  declare 
to  ourselves,  our  churches  and  our  state  and  the  world  that  United  Methodists  are  on  the  move— 
we  are  moving  forward  in  new  ministries  with  and  for  children;  we  are  moving  with  the  Spirit's 
leading  into  places  of  risk  to  be  a  people  of  resurrection  passion;  we  are  moving  against  the  forces 
in  this  society  that  harm  children  and  degrade  families. 

"You  have  come  in  remarkable  numbers  to  bear  a  witness  and  I  am  convinced,  receive  a  blessing. 
You  have  come  bearing  gifts—tennis  shoes  by  the  tons— I  wish  we  could  hear  all  the  tennis  shoes 
stories— there  are  many  of  them.  A  little  girl  of  eleven  years  of  age  in  one  of  our  communities  set 
out  and  gathered  up  one  hundred  nine  pair  of  tennis  shoes  just  on  her  own.  A  little  five-year-old 
at  her  table  with  her  family  as  they  had  been  thinking  and  talking  about  tennis  shoes  said,  "Lord, 
tell  the  children  of  Africa  not  to  walk  any  more  until  we  get  their  tennis  shoes  to  them."  Tennis 
shoes  stories  by  the  tons.  Before  today  is  over,  we  hope  we  can  announce  to  you  the  total  of  the 
number  of  tennis  shoes  that  have  been  brought  by  all  of  you.  What  a  remarkable  response  you 
have  given  and  what  a  great  blessing  of  connectedness,  person  to  person,  church  to  church, 
people  to  people  around  the  world  in  the  name  of  Christ  to  give,  to  receive.  There  are  many 
testimonies  today  to  what  happens  when  all  of  us  go  to  work  for  a  worthy  purpose.  Let  us  be 
clear  that  these  tennis  shoes  are  more  than  shoes,  they  are  in  a  sense  for  us,  a  great  sign.  From 
ancient  times  shoes  were  the  sign  of  being  set  free— no  longer  slaves.  You  remember  that 
celebrated  story  where  Daddy  said,  'Kill  the  fatted  calf— bring  the  robe  of  honor'-and  put  shoes 
on  his  feet— He  has  been  set  free— Louisiana  United  Methodists  are  going  to  be  galvanized  today 
in  behalf  of  all  God's  children  who  are  'gonna  have  shoes."' 
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"We  have  come  to  join  with  Christ  to  say,  let  the  children  come.  We  have  come  to  hear  Christ 
say  again — 'In  as  much  as  you  have  done  it  to  one  of  the  least  of  these,  you  have  done  it  unto 
me.'  So,  I  say  to  you,  welcome—to  this  day  of  information,  inspiration  and  mobilization  for 
mission." 

Bishop  Solomon  turned  to  Dr.  Stone  Caraway,  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  who  gave 
appropriate  motions. 

1.)  I  move  that  the  bar  of  the  conference  be  the  entire  area  of  this  field  house,  with  a 

corresponding  self-imposed  bar  of  the  conference  for  the  purposes  of  voting  be  limited  to  those 
who  are  officially  elected  lay  and  clergy  delegates.  In  other  words  we  shall  operate  on  the  honor 
system  as  it  relates  to  voting  by  official  Annual  Conference  delegates  only. 

2.)  I  move  that  the  agenda  of  the  Special  Session  be  the  schedule  for  the  day  as  made 

available,  including  the  workshop  sessions,  with  the  bishop  being  authorized  to  make  changes 
in  the  agenda  as  needed. 

3.)  I  move  that  the  minutes  of  the  Special  Session  be  limited  to  the  actions  taken  within  this 

field  house  with  the  understanding  that  the  presentations  in  the  workshops  will  form 
supplementary  resource  material  to  be  utilized  in  the  further  implementation  of  the  Episcopal 
Initiative  on  Children  and  Poverty. 

The  motions  were  approved. 

Bishop  Solomon  continued,  "The  Council  of  Bishops  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  launched 
the  Episcopal  Initiative  on  Children  and  Poverty  at  the  Fall  Council  of  Bishops  meeting  in  1996. 
We  gather  today  in  this  historic  occasion  to  implement  in  definite,  dramatic,  and  determined 
fashion  this  Episcopal  Initiative  in  the  Louisiana  Conference." 

"This  Initiative  addresses  the  crisis  among  children.  I  quote: 

'Child  sacrifice  has  been  taboo  among  the  world's  great  religions  for  at  least  three 
thousand  years,  yet  today  children  are  being  sacrificed  to  the  gods  of  consumerism, 
violence,  and  neglect.  Economic  injustice,  racial  and  ethnic  and  religious  hatred,  and 
the  abuse  of  political  power  are  resulting  in  the  genocide  of  the  world's  most  vulnerable 
citizens,  children  who  live  in  poverty."' 

"In  Louisiana,  the  crisis  is  not  just  among  children;  it  is  also  among  our  United  Methodist 
churches.  23%  of  our  churches  can  report  no  child  related  to  the  church.  27%  can  report  no  more 
than  ten  (10).  This  means  50%  of  our  churches  have  no  more  than  ten  (10)  children  related  to 
the  church.  Even  churches  with  more  children  often  have  little  or  no  outreach  to  children  in  the 
community.  The  crisis  is  not  that  there  are  no  children  around  us~the  crisis  is~we  are  not  among 
them  and  they  are  not  among  us." 

"Hear  this  further  quote  from  the  Episcopal  Initiative: 

'The  plight  of  children  and  the  impoverished  raises  critical  theological  concerns.  The 
Apostle  Paul  confronts  us  with  the  basic  challenge:  Therefore  be  imitators  of  God,  as 
beloved  children,  and  live  in  love,  as  Christ  loved  us.'  (Ephesians  5:1)  The  primary 
issue  is  the  nature  and  the  action  of  the  God  who  we  are  called  to  imitate  and  to  be  a 
sign  of  such  a  God  in  the  world.  The  church  is  called  to  imitate  and  be  a  sign  of  the 
presence  of  the  God  revealed  in  the  Scriptures  and  supremely  in  Jesus  Christ.' 
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"Children  and  their  total  needs  were  of  a  deep  and  particular  concern  to  the  early  Methodists. 
Wesley  was  especially  concerned  that  impoverished  children  not  only  learn  "to  read,  write,  and 
cast  accounts,"  but  more  especially  (by  God's  assistance)  to  know  God  and  Jesus  Christ  whom 
he  hath  sent.  The  curriculum  of  the  early  Methodist  schools  included  religious  instruction, 
worship,  and  even  fasting,  as  well  as  strong  academics.  Methodist  preachers  were  expected  to 
spend  time  with  children.  Quoting  from  Wesley,  Whenever  a  society  included  10  children,  the 
preachers  were  to  establish  a  band  and  meet  with  them  twice  a  week.  Some  preachers  hesitated, 
claiming,  "But  I  have  no  gift  for  this."  Wesley's  firm  response  was,  "Gift  or  no  gift,  you  are  to 
do  it,  else  you  are  not  called  to  be  a  Methodist  preacher."  I  always  appreciated  the  way  in  which 
John  Wesley  was  so  subtle  about  what  he  was  convinced  of." 

"Wesley's  commitment  to  children  and  the  impoverished  went  beyond  friendship  and 
proclamation.  He  sought  to  provide  holistically  for  their  needs.  He  provided  education,  opened 
free  health  clinics,  established  a  sewing  cooperative  for  women  and  helped  those  in  poverty  to 
have  in  their  communities  lending  agencies  with  the  kind  of  workable  interest  that  made  it 
possible  for  empowerment  to  occur.  He  opposed  slavery,  visited  the  imprisoned,  and  ministered 
to  the  condemned.  Methodism  in  the  eighteenth  century  was  a  movement  of  the  poor,  by  the 
poor,  and  for  the  poor;  and  Wesley  considered  affluence  the  most  serious  threat  to  the  continued 
vitality  and  faithfulness  of  the  Methodist  movement." 

"The  primary  goal  of  the  Episcopal  Initiative  is  evangelization,  the  proclamation  in  word  and 
deed  of  the  gospel  of  God's  redeeming,  reconciling,  and  transforming  grace  in  Jesus  Christ  to  and 
with  the  children  and  those  oppressed  by  poverty.  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  called  to  be 
a  means  of  grace  to  the  vulnerable.  The  church  must  also  be  open  and  hospitable  to  God's 
transforming  grace  through  the  vulnerable.  Receiving  the  gifts  of  the  children  and  the 
impoverished  will  be  a  means  through  which  God  evangelizes  the  contemporary  church." 

"My  sisters  and  brothers,  today  let  us  here  and  now  commit  ourselves  to  claim  every  experience 
of  this  Special  Day  as  beginning  ingredients  for  our  congregations  new  and  improved  ministries 
with  and  for  children.  For  all  of  us,  it  will  mean  connecting  with  children  in  fresh  ways  in  our 
faith  family;  for  others  it  will  mean  connecting  with  unchurched  children;  for  all  of  us  it  will 
mean  seeking  children,  loving  children,  caring  for  children,  and  walking  with  children  into 
relationships  with  Christ  and  each  other  that  help  us  all  mature  as  children  of  God." 

"It  is  essential  and  it  is  appropriate  that  we  worship  and  thereby  center  and  anchor  this  day  in  the 
praise  and  inspiration  of  God's  power  and  presence.  And  it  is  appropriate  and  also  essential  that 
we  turn  to  our  children  to  lead  us  in  worship.  " 

Worship,  Saturday,  October  4,  1 997  "Feed  My  Lambs" 

Pre-service  music  was  given  by  the  Rapides  Parish  Youth  Orchestra,  led  by  Dorman  Clayton.  The 
processional  of  banners  followed,  accompanied  by  the  Youth  Orchestra.  The  Call  to  Prayer  was 
followed  by  the  Children  Choir's  offering  of  Come,  Lord  Jesus.  A  child's  Invitation  was  given 
by  Chris  Broadwell.  Darrius  Hill  read  the  word  in  scripture,  Mark  10:  13-16.  Special  music  was 
then  given  by  the  Children's  Choir,  a  signing  choir,  and  liturgical  dancers.  Voices  of  Children 
were  heard  between  the  refrain  sung  by  the  assembly.  A  moving  performance  of  an  African  grief 
dance  to  Sometimes  I  Feel  Like  a  Motherless  Child,  with  Vivian  Walker  as  soloist  and 
accompanied  by  the  Youth  Orchestra.  Appreciation  was  shown  by  long  and  enthusiastic 
applause. 

Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  gave  the  Call  to  Action. 

"Christ  and  Children  are  inseparable.    Not  only  because  Jesus  loves  little  children,  but  also 
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because  Jesus  honors  children.  In  fact,  Jesus  declares  that  children  are  the  unique  means  of  a 
relationship  with  him.  Whoever  receives  one  child  in  my  name  receives  me.  Likewise,  to 
disavow,  devalue,  abuse  and  harm  children  is  of  such  gravity  Jesus  says  that  it  would  be  better 
for  such  a  perpetrator  to  have  stones  attached  to  their  bodies  and  they  be  cast  into  the  sea.  Jesus 
took  children  far  more  seriously  than  is  now  apparent  in  many  of  our  churches  that  are  under  his 
name.  Mark  7:27  quotes  Jesus  as  saying,  "Let  the  children  first  be  fed."  Now  sisters  and 
brothers,  that  is  more  than  just  what  happens  at  a  covered  dish  supper.  All  the  joy  of  seeing 
children  rush  to  crowd  in  line  ahead  of  older  adults  at  the  church  supper,  the  children  are  there, 
thanks  be  to  God  for  that.  What  does  it  mean  to  say,  let  the  children  be  fed  first?  It  means  a  lot 
of  things  of  course,  but  I  want  to  suggest  that  to  us  it  means  these  two  things.  It  means  first  of 
all  that  if  the  children  are  going  to  be  fed  first,  we  are  going  to  have  to  change  our  obsessions. 
Psychologists  talk  about  people  who  have  compulsive,  obsessive  behavior  patterns.  In  fact,  that 
is  not  unusual  only  for  individuals,  it  also  happens  to  churches.  Sometimes  sequentially, 
sometimes  simultaneously  we  have  compulsive  behavior  patterns.  For  instance,  I  served  a  church 
some  years  ago  that  had  obsessive  behavior  and  compulsive  patterns.  It  could  always  find  money 
to  refurbish  the  history  and  archives  room  but  it  couldn't  always  find  money  to  refurbish  the 
children's  building.  The  rationale  was  for  some,  we  have  a  past,  but  we  don't  have  any  children. 
Hello,  church. 

I  served  another  congregation  on  one  occasion  whose  obsessive,  compulsive  behavior  was  trying 
to  save  money.  In  fact,  they  instituted  an  administrative  board  meeting  where  they  spent  lengthy 
periods  of  time  in  discussion  about  the  proper  rules  to  adopt  as  to  who  was  going  to  get  to  use 
the  copy  machine  in  the  church  office  and  how  much  was  it  going  to  cost  them.  All  the  while 
when  there  was  a  need  for  more  money,  rather  than  respecting  and  reflecting  the  grace  of  God 
and  responding  to  it,  the  inclination  was  to  raise  the  fees  that  the  day  care  center  paid  to  the 
church  for  the  use  of  the  facility  so  the  church  could  have  more  money  to  operate  and  thereby 
have  more  money  to  run  the  copy  machine.  If  we  only  spent  as  much  time  and  energy  in 
administrative  board  meeting  on  ministries  to  children. 

How  tragic  it  is  that  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  congregations  have  fallen  into  the  trap  of 
the  society  in  which  we  live  trying  to  make  money  off  of  children.  Becoming  obsessed  with 
buildings  rather  than  the  people  that  God  wants  to  help  build  into  the  community  of  Christ  in  the 
world,  may  God  forgive  us. 

I  served  another  congregation  that  was  obsessed  with  segregation.  No,  not  the  kind  of 
segregation  that  immediately  comes  to  your  mind  now,  the  kind  of  segregation  that  says,  we  want 
to  segregate  the  children  from  the  adults.  Oh,  they  had  state  of  the  art  cry  rooms  in  that 
congregation.  Nary  a  babies'  voice  could  be  heard  rippling  across  the  life  of  the  congregation. 
They  had  all  kinds  of  ways  by  which  children  were  isolated  and  ultimately,  on  occasion, 
insulated  from  the  working  of  God's  spirit  in  their  midst.  In  fact,  the  most  significant  interaction 
between  children  and  adults  in  that  congregation  on  a  sustained  basis  was  taking  place  in  the  Girl 
Scout  Troop  and  the  Boy  Scout  Troop  and  not  necessarily  among  the  adults  of  the  congregation 
and  the  children.  If  we  are  going  to  feed  the  children  first,  it  is  going  to  mean  that  we  change  our 
obsessions. 

If  we  are  going  to  feed  the  children  first,  it  also  means  we  are  going  to  have  to  change  our 
compulsions.  Think  with  me  what  it  is  like  when  the  most  important  agenda  on  the  finance 
committee  is  how  we  can  make  the  sanctuary  more  lovable  or  shall  I  say  in  some  instances,  how 
we  can  seal  the  mortar  on  the  museum  .and  not  spend  even  more  time  in  our  finance  committees 
talking  about  how  much  money  can  we  spend  to  help  children  come  to  know  the  joy  of  loving 
Jesus  Christ.  I  want  to  suggest  that  at  your  next  administrative  board  meeting  and  your  next 
finance  committee  meeting  you  get  you  a  little  timer  and  you  ask  someone  to  run  the  stopwatch 
and  see  how  much  time  you  talk  about  matters  other  than  the  centrality  of  training  up  a  child  in 
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the  way  that  he  or  she  should  go  so  when  they  grow  older,  they  shall  not  depart  therefrom.  I  say 
to  us,  my  sisters  and  brothers,  that  belongs  on  the  agenda  of  a  finance  committee  meeting. 

I  want  to  suggest  to  us  that  when  your  nominating  committee  meets  next  time,  check  yourself  out. 
Are  we  talking  about  warm  bodies  in  vacant  spots,  or,  are  we  talking  about  ministry  for  Jesus 
Christ  that  makes  a  difference.  I  challenge  you  in  your  next  meeting  of  your  nominating 
committee  that  you  talk  about  who  are  those  two  or  three  persons  who  will  form  a  task  force  to 
connect  this  church  with  children  in  this  community.  I  suggest  you  form  another  task  force  with 
two  or  three  persons  or  more  who  will  be  those  who  help  children  in  your  congregation  and 
beyond  to  truly  proclaim  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ  and  walk  in  his  way.  I  suggest  you  form 
another  task  force  in  your  nominating  committee  who  will  be  the  task  force  of  the  contenders; 
those  who  will  contend  for  children  in  places  in  the  community.  Thank  God  for  those  who  are. 
Thank  God  for  every  person  who  is  lifting  the  voice  of  the  voiceless. 

But  I  believe  God  is  calling  United  Methodists  in  Louisiana  to  become  as  it  were  a  mighty  echo 
of  the  very  power  of  God  calling  for  those  initiatives  across  our  land  that  will  bless  children  and 
that  will  help  our  churches  to  indeed  contend  for  children  in  places  of  power  and  decision 
making.  I  suggest  to  us  that  we  form  three  task  forces  out  of  our  committee  on  nominations 
focused  upon  children;  task  forces  that  connect;  task  forces  that  claim;  task  forces  that  contend 
for  children.  Let  the  children  be  fed  first,  let  this  be  our  driving  compulsion.  The  driving 
compulsion  of  our  churches  should  not  be  to  ask  the  question,  'How  can  we  be  more  successful?' 
May  our  compulsion  be  to  ask  the  question,  'How  can  we  be  more  faithful?'  We  admire  people 
in  our  communities  who  grow  beautiful  roses;  lovely  tomato  plants.  We  admire  people  and  drive 
by  to  see  them  grow  good  crops;  grow  good  timber.  We  are  always  applauding  people  who  grow 
things  beautiful.  It  is  time  for  the  United  Methodist  Churches  of  Louisiana  to  be  galvanized  here 
today  to  say  we  are  going  to  grow  something  beautiful  for  God  and  it  is  going  to  be  our  children, 
and  let  the  church  say,  Amen. 

The  offertory  prayer  was  offered  by  Chris  Broadwell.  Each  congregation  in  attendance  was 
invited  to  bring  forth  an  offering  of  one  pair  of  tennis  shoes,  symbolizing  its  commitment  to 
children  worldwide. 

The  benediction  was  given  by  the  Children's  Choir  followed  by  a  recessional  of  all  children. 

Recognition  of  the  Special  Session  Planning  Task  Force  was  given  by  Joanne  White,  Chair.  Mrs. 
White  gave  appreciation  for  the  participation  of  all  present.  She  encouraged  all  to  have  new  eyes 
to  see  visions  of  greater  service  to  our  children  and  hearts  to  understand  more  deeply  the  needs 
of  our  children.  We  must  hear  Jesus  say  that  we  who  are  his  people  need  to  be  models,  mentors 
and  care  persons  for  them  all.  She  said,  "The  commitment  and  loyalty  of  Methodists  in  Louisiana 
was  shown  through  the  work  of  this  task  force."  The  task  force  has  been  appointed  and  elected 
for  four  years  to  lead  us  in  this  initiative.  All  members  of  the  Quadrennial  Task  Force  for 
Children  in  Need  stood  and  were  recognized.  Appreciation  was  expressed  to  all  volunteers  and 
people  participating  in  so  many  ways. 

Dr.  Mary  Taylor  Previte,  keynote  speaker,  was  introduced  by  Richard  Stalder,  Secretary  of  Public 
Safety  and  Corrections  for  the  State  of  Louisiana.  He  stated  she  is  the  administrator  of  the 
Camden  County  Youth  Center  in  Blackwood,  New  Jersey,  a  program  that  has  received  the 
national  model  program  award  from  the  National  Coalition  for  Jail  Reform  and  has  been 
recognized  as  the  outstanding  education  program  in  the  nation  for  juvenile  corrections  by  the 
National  Association  of  Juvenile  and  Family  Court  Judges.  She  is  the  author  of  the  book  Hungry 
Ghosts  which  the  National  Juvenile  Detention  Association  says  was  the  event  of  the  year  in  the 
Juvenile  Detention  community  in  1994.  After  enumerating  her  credentials  he  concluded  that 
Mary  is  a  person  of  vision.  She  sees  beyond  the  horizon.  She  sees  beyond  hopelessness  to  hope, 
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beyond  despair  to  joy  and  beyond  failure  to  success. 

Dr.  Mary  Previte,  great  granddaughter  of  Hudson  Taylor,  who  was  a  pioneering  missionary  in 
China  in  1851,  delivered  a  powerful  plenary  address.  She  opened  with  a  parable  of  an  old 
shepherd  planting  acorns  on  a  mountain.  A  young  man  watching  him  asked,  what  he  was  doing? 
He  said,  "I  am  changing  the  shape  of  my  mountain."  The  young  man  did  not  understand.  He 
thought  that  you  could  not  change  the  shape  of  a  mountain.  Years  later,  as  an  old  man  himself, 
the  shepherd  went  back  to  that  mountain.  He  did  not  recognize  it.  Where  once  was  a  barren 
mountainside,  he  saw  giant  oak  trees  shading  villages.  He  saw  children  running  down  shaded 
paths,  birds  nesting  in  leaves  overhead.  He  remembered  one  old  shepherd  who  believed  he  could 
change  the  shape  of  his  mountain. 

Dr.  Previte  invited  attendees  to  "take  the  hand  of  one  American  woman  who  stepped  out  onto  a 
mountain  called  America  and  believed  she  could  help  to  change  it."  But  first  the  introduction  to 
Mt.  America:  every  five  seconds  a  child  drops  out  of  school;  every  26  seconds  a  child  runs  away 
from  home;  every  four  hours  a  child  commits  suicide;  every  67  seconds  one  of  our  teenagers  has 
a  baby;  every  five  minutes  a  child  is  arrested  for  a  violent  crime;  every  36  minutes  one  of  our 
children  is  killed  with  a  gun.  For  the  last  15  years,  guns  have  killed  50,000  children.  These  are 
faceless  numbers. 

She  shared  stories  of  children  she  has  encountered  in  her  23  years  as  administrator  of  the  Camden 
County  Youth  Center  in  Camden,  New  Jersey.  These  stories  are  called  "messages  from  her 
mountain,"  lessons  learned  from  the  lives  of  troubled  and  violent  children  whom  "she  has 
sheltered  at  the  pre-trial  detention  center  she  transformed  from  a  "Snakepit"  to  a  nationally 
recognized  model.  Most  of  the  children  she  works  with  have  empty  memory  chests  about  their 
families,  and  they  repeat  the  pattern  with  their  own  children.  Michael,  a  boy  in  her  center  who 
knows  his  father's  name,  but  not  his  face;  Michelle,  a  girl  at  her  center  who  dreams  of  being  a 
hairdresser,  but  is  a  whore;  a  child  named  Angel  who  at  1 0  can  tell  you  how  to  train  a  pit  bull  to 
fight  to  the  death  while  men  in  the  neighborhood  bet,  but  does  not  know  the  ABCs.  This  is  the 
mountain  called  America,  which  United  Methodists  have  reached  out  a  hand  to. 

Through  the  student  newspaper  she  started  at  Camden,  she  gets  kids  to  tell  their  stories. 

Nicky:  "My  Dad.  I  hate  his  guts."  His  mom  points  out  his  dad  driving  by  as  they  walk  down  the 
street;  never  saw  him  before,  never  sees  him  again.  Mom  is  a  drug  addict.  They  have  been 
kicked  out  of  their  home.  He  has  to  go  to  a  foster  home,  and  sells  drugs  to  survive.  I  wonder 
what  my  life  would  have  been  like  if  my  father  had  been  here? 

"Mt.  Nicky  is  the  mountain  of  America's  crumbling  families.  When  you  reach  out  your  hand  on 
this  mountain  to  change  America,  you  must  reach  to  touch  the  cradle.  There  must  be  no  greater 
success  than  the  success  with  your  children." 

Dr.  Previte  gave  some  brief  messages  to  America  from  her  children. 

1)  "Daddy,  Mommy,  spend  time  with  me!  Bind  me  close  to  you  with  memories  I  will  never 
forget."  If  kids  aren't  putting  their  footprints  in  their  parents'  footprints,  they  are  putting  them 
in  someone  else's  (like  drug  dealers).  Why  are  memories  such  a  big  deal?  When  a  mom  and  dad 
are  gone,  all  you  have  left  of  family  is  the  memory  of  rituals  and  customs  and  stuff  you  did 
together.  The  memories  of  a  child  are  their  road  map,  blueprint  for  the  future.  What  we  have  are 
children  with  empty  memory  chests  who  are  biologically  able  to  create  more  children  with  the 
same  empty  road  map.  The  average  American  working  father  spends  an  average  of  30  seconds 
a  day  talking  with  his  child.  The  same  average  American  child  spends  8  hours  watching 
television." 
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2)  "Feed  my  spirit."  Maria,  became  a  runaway  at  age  1 1 ,  a  go-go  dancer  in  a  club  and  a  drug 
addict.  Why?  "At  my  house,  your  daddy  beats  you  with  extension  cords  and  wine  bottles.  At 
my  house  my  daddy  called  me  a  freeloader,  but  at  the  go-go  bar,  men  call  me  sweet  stuff."  Dr. 
Previte  spoke  of  her  own  childhood,  losing  her  dad  as  a  child.  Her  daddy  called  her  "Mary, 
Sweetheart."  He  always  said,  "Well,  I  don't  know  why  not"  when  she  thought  she  couldn't  do 
something.  He  encouraged  and  supported  her.  She  learned  to  communicate  hope  to  the  world. 

"I  was  the  inheritor  of  my  father's  words.  But,  so  was  Maria."  Our  children  call  out  to  us,  "Feed 
my  spirit." 

3)  "You  are  my  model!"  Families  run  a  relay  race  passing  the  baton.  Dr.  Previte  shared  the  story 
of  Alice  Ann,  her  daughter,  who  was  making  a  carrot  cake  with  her  when  she  was  3-1/2  yrs.  old, 
cracking  the  egg  with  one  hand  like  she  had  seen  her  mother  do.  (Her  mother  only  had  one 
hand.) 

Dr.  Previte  shared  the  meaningful  story  of  Derrick  and  Mr.  Mike.  Derrick,  was  a  drug  dealer. 
Every  day  he  went  to  Mr.  Mike's  store  to  get  a  cheese  steak  sandwich.  Mr.  Mike  always  said  to 
him;  "Decent  kid  like  you  should  be  going  to  school."  At  first  he  didn't  like  Mr.  Mike  interfering 
with  his  life,  but  he  grew  to  like  hearing  someone  call  him  a  decent  kid,  caring  about  what 
happened  to  him,  "Like  having  a  dad."  Mr.  Mike  told  him  he  should  make  something  of  himself, 
go  to  school,  get  a  job,  and  get  out  of  that  neighborhood.  Dr.  Previte  went  to  see  Mr.  Mike  one 
day  to  tell  him  he  had  saved  a  child.  He  looked  at  her  strangely.  He  didn't  remember  Derrick, 
and  said,  "Don't  you  understand,  I  say  that  to  all  the  children  who  come  into  my  store." 

"You  must  be  the  Mr.  Mike/Mrs.  Mike  that  reaches  the  child  in  your  church  or  the  child  who 
never  steps  inside  your  church  in  your  neighborhood.  With  your  unique  gift,  whether  it  is 
coaching,  teaching  a  craft,  or  just  opening  the  door,  listening,  being  there  for  a  child  in  need,  you 
must  reach  out  and  be  the  Mr.  or  Mrs.  Mike." 

"Oh,  I  have  walked  out  on  this  mountain  called  America,  planting  these  tiny  acorns.  I  stand 
before  you  as  a  witness  and  I  say  to  you  we  can  change  the  shape  of  this  mountain." 

Following  Dr.  Previte's  address,  Bishop  Solomon  sent  everyone  to  the  twenty-six  workshops  led 
by  experts.  The  courses  covered  a  wide  range  of  subjects  such  as  addiction,  ministering  to  abused 
and  neglected  children  and  teaching  life  skills  and  manners.  Everyone  attended  two  workshops. 
Churches  were  encouraged  to  send  enough  people  to  attend  as  many  workshops  as  possible. 

The  closing  worship,  "Feed  My  Lambs,"  commenced  in  the  Field  House  at  3: 15  p.m. 

Joy  Solomon  led  the  conference  in  joyful  singing. 

The  Special  Session  closed  with  the  Bishop's  charge  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  be  imitators 
of  God.  Surely  the  presence  of  the  Lord  is  in  this  place.  We  have  experienced  the  presence  of 
the  Lord  as  we  have  gathered  in  the  beginning  hours  of  this  day's  session.  We  have  experienced 
the  remarkable  way  in  which  God  has  touched  our  life  through  the  voices  of  children.  We  have 
been  nurtured,  inspired  and  informed  as  we  have  participated  in  workshops.  Now  we  gather  in 
a  sense  of  covenanting  in  behalf  of  becoming  doers  of  the  word  and  not  just  hearers  only.  So 
it  is  appropriate  in  this  moment  that  we  focus  and  center  our  lives  upon  the  wellsprings  of  God's 
inexhaustible  riches  of  grace  and  mercy  that  we  shall  be  equipped  and  encouraged  in  the  works 
of  faithful  mission  and  ministry.  Even  as  earlier  this  day  we  gathered  here  in  worship  so  we 
prepare  to  scatter  from  here  as  a  worshipping  and  covenanted  community.  You  will  be  alert  to 
the  Order  of  Service  as  we  share  in  this  closing  worship  experience,  "Feed  My  Lambs." 

Gail  Roach  sang  How  Will  They  Know?    Bishop  Solomon  brought  up  children  among  the

assembly  that  still  have  questions.  Children  asked  important  questions  and  expounded  on  each: 
Do  You  Love  Me?  Have  You  Seen  Me?  Have  You  Heard  Me?  Will  You  Help  Me?  Special 
Music  followed  by  Philip  Harrison,  "Hope  For  the  Children." 

Bishop  Solomon  gave  the  charge  to  the  conference: 

"Dr.  Mary  Previte's  concluding  comments  to  us  were,  "be  a  model  for  the  children."  Bishop 
Solomon  charged  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  "be  imitators  of  God."  "Let  us  leave  this  place 
with  conviction  deep  in  our  souls  and  our  very  being  to  imitate  gratefully  and  joyfully  a  God 
worthy  for  children  to  imitate."  He  continued  to  say  that  the  nominal  Christians  of  yesterday 
produced  the  nonchristians  of  today.  "Embrace  the  gift  of  the  moment.  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  of 
all  of  our  lives.  Let  us  leave  this  place  glad  and  humbly  and  gratefully  and  joyfully  imitators  of 
God  worthy  for  children  to  imitate  us.  May  we  do  so  in  humility  and  an  eager  embracing  of  the 
gift  of  this  moment,  this  time,  this  place,  this  world  in  which  to  say  Jesus  is  Lord  of  all  of  our 
lives.  May  God  so  help  us  all.  Amen." 

"I  predicted  all  along  Louisiana  United  Methodism  will  never  be  the  same  after  today.  One  of 
the  difficult  moments  I  have  at  this  time  is  that  there  is  no  way  to  say  adequately,  'thank  you.' 
There  are  some  indicators  today  that  go  beyond  the  joy  of  today.  The  conservative  estimators 
say  to  us  given  the  people  standing  in  the  halls,  there  were  in  excess  of  4,500  people  who  came. 
You  are  wanting  to  know  just  how  many  tennis  shoes  were  brought  here  today.  Jimmie  Pyles 
who  coordinated  the  pickups  today  will  share  an  addendum  in  just  a  moment.  Also,  when  we 
began  to  talk  about  this  special  session,  Joy  Solomon  said  why  don't  we  ask  people  to  bring 
tennis  shoes.  I  wonder  if  we  could  ask  them  to  bring  for  the  children  who  are  dying  just  because 
they  don't  have  shoes.  We  anticipated  maybe  3000-4000  pair;  in  our  wildest  flights  of 
imagination,  5000.  Today  you  have  brought  to  this  place  with  a  special  story  for  each  pair. 
26,363  pairs  of  tennis  shoes."  Rev.  Jimmie  Pyles  added  there  is  another  load  of  tennis  shoes 
outside,  so  helpers  don't  leave.  Bishop  Solomon  said,  "Our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  to 
Christ  to  know  that  we  are  a  part  of  not  the  problem  but  the  answer." 

Fred  Loy  made  the  concluding  Motion:  "I  move  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  further  implement 
the  Episcopal  Initiative  on  Children  in  Poverty  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  Pastors,  local  churches,  and  conference  institutions 
obtain  and  study  the  resource  material  for  the  Episcopal 
Initiative. 

2.  Clergy  and  lay  persons  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  be 
encouraged  and  equipped  for  ministry  with  children  by 
an  intentional  utilization  of  the  Episcopal  Initiative  in 
congregations,  institutions,  districts,  and  the  Annual 
Conference. 

3.  Every  congregation,  whatever  its  size,  and  institution 
undertake  new  and/or  renewed  ministries  with  children 
to  the  extent  that  no  United  Methodist  congregation  and 
institution  will  be  without  some  specific  ministry  with 
and  for  children  in  1998,  both  locally  and  globally. 

4.  Children  be  frequently  and  consistently  included  in 
worship  leadership,  such  as  reading  the  scriptures, 
responsive  readings,  litanies,  etc.,  and  on  occasion  be 
invited  to  the  finance  committee,  administrative  board, 
etc.  to  share  their  concerns  and  their  witness. 

5.  That  all  who  have  attended  this  Special  Session  covenant 
together  to  lead  Louisiana  United  Methodism  into  bold 
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ministry  with  and  for  children  as  well  as  to  become 
advocates  for  children  in  every  setting  where  some 
decision  and  some  difference  needs  to  be  made. 
6.  That  we  declare  boldly  in  word  and  deed  that  the  Christ 

who  has  called  little  children  to  him  now  calls  us  to  little 
children  for  him." 

The  motion  was  seconded  with  an  Amen.  Bishop  Solomon  asked  for  a  vote  and  the  motion 
passed  with  a  unanimous  Aye. 

Stone  Caraway  made  announcements  and  asked  for  evaluations  to  be  turned  in  upon  leaving.  He 
made  the  motion  to  adjourn  upon  the  completion  of  the  remaining  items  of  the  agenda.  The 
motion  passed. 

Bishop  Solomon  stated  that  "The  dismissal  would  be  a  very  powerful  moment  of  both  community 
and  personal  covenanting."  Both  adults  and  children  were  involved  in  giving  an  offering  of 
covenant,  initiative  and  response  not  only  to  God's  grace  but  also  to  Children  in  need.  We  have 
prepared  covenant  coins  for  this  Special  Session  with  'Responding  to  Children  in  Need  in 
Louisiana'  on  one  side  and  on  the  other  side,  'Let  the  Children  come  to  me,'  Matthew  19:14." 
After  the  benediction  and  singing,  people  will  be  stationed  with  baskets  containing  covenant 
coins.  Let  us  be  clear  that  this  is  not  a  casual  or  superficial  exercise  to  exit.  Picking  up  this  coin 
and  carrying  it  home  with  you  is  by  your  own  witness  saying  I  will  pick  up  the  responsibility,  the 
privilege  and  the  challenge  to  be  the  personal  answer  and  help  my  church  to  be  a  personal  answer 
to  the  question,  "Do  You  Love  Me?"  There  are  those  moments  in  the  community  of  Christ  when 
we  are  called  upon  to  answer  that  question  clearly  and  personally.  Louisiana  United  Methodism, 
this  is  such  a  moment.  Leaving  as  you  do,  to  make  your  journey,  we  will  sing  together  as  you 
go  forth.  Go  with  your  eyes  wide  open  to  the  wonder  of  God  who  loves  you  and  invites  you  to 
love  others.  Go  with  your  arms  outstretched  that  you  are  ready  to  hug  everyone  with  the  embrace 
of  grace.  Go  in  the  sure  and  steady  conviction  that  Jesus,  who  is  the  pioneer  and  perfecter  of  our 
faith  has  gone  before  us  and  that  when  we  journey  in  the  places  of  poverty,  when  we  walk  in  the 
midst  of  suffering,  when  we  make  our  way  into  the  settings  of  sorrow,  we  do  so  in  the  fullest 
conviction,  we  are  going  to  meet  Jesus." 

The  Special  Session  adjourned  at  4:30  p.m.

The  Twenty-Eighth  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  began  at  1:30  p.m.  with  "The 
Gathering,"  a  Memorial/Communion  Service,  held  in  the  Physical  Education  Center  at 
Centenary  College,  Shreveport. 

The  celebrant  was  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  with  pianist  Marie  Durham  who  played  an 
arrangement  of  Blessed  Assurance.  The  service  followed  the  Worship  Book  with  song,  praise, 
prayer  and  celebration  of  Holy  Communion. 

A  special  time  of  remembrance  was  accented  with  the  ringing  of  bells  for  each  of  the 
deceased. 

A  blending  of  passages  from  Philippians  2:5-11  and  Mark  10:35-45  was  read  by  Dr.  John 
Winn  and  Dr.  Carole  Cotton- Winn  before  delivering  the  sermon,  "An  Army  Without  Rank." 

Gratitude  was  shown  through  a  special  offering  placed  on  the  altar  in  remembrance  of  those 
being  honored.  The  congregation  joined  in  singing  Soon  and  Very  Soon  We  Are  Going  To  See 
The  King  followed  by  the  singing  of  the  Doxology.  Dr.  Michael  Hawn  spoke  of  the  "meal"  to 
be  shared.  He  encouraged  all  to  listen  during  the  meal. 

The  service  concluded  with  the  singing  of  the  Recessional,  For  All  the  Saints. 

Closing  announcements  were  made. 


Monday,  June  8, 1998 
Clergy  Session 

Rev.  Fulton  Raymond  offered  the  opening  prayer. 

Dr.  Gerald  Richardson  introduced  Dr.  Henry  Blount  who  offered  a  word  of  welcome  and 
shared  a  witness.  Dr.  Blount  began  by  stating  that  he  doesn't  know  of  any  other  profession 
that  touches  human  lives  in  more  significant  places  than  the  Christian  ministry  from  birth  to 
baptism,  to  marriage,  to  death  and  everything  in  between.  He  spoke  of  a  humbling  experience, 
a  subtle  temptation,  a  redeeming  factor,  a  great  reward,  and  a  profound  truth.  He  said  the 
"humbling  experience"  was  just  to  stand  in  the  pulpit  every  Sunday  to  interpret  the  word  of 
God.  The  "subtle  temptation"  is  his  irresistible  urge  to  compare  himself  with  someone  else. 
He  said  thank  goodness  there  is  a  "redeeming  factor"  which  is  in  the  face  of  all  of  our  sins  and 
human  frailties  we  can  laugh.  He  said  that  the  "greatest  reward"  is  to  care  for  people  within 
the  love  of  the  church.    He  said  that  the  most  "profound  truth"  is  amazing  grace,  how  sweet 
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the  sound  that  saved  a  wretch  like  me.  The  clergy  joined  Dr.  Blount  in  singing  the  first  verse 
of  Amazing  Grace. 

Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  thanked  Dr.  Carole  Cotton-Winn  and  Dr.  John  Winn  for  the  memorial 
sermon.  He  said  he  is  very  conscious  of  how  privileged  he  is  to  walk  and  live  among  those 
who  walk  and  live  with  the  Lord  and  have  so  much  to  teach,  share  and  bless.  He  believed  that 
this  is  what  covenant  community  means,  what  collegial  ministry  means,  and  what  fellow 
laborers  in  the  vineyard  of  God  means.  He  is  enriched  from  those  that  have  brought  God's 
grace  into  the  midst  of  his  grace  and  thanked  them  for  that.  He  is  also  conscious  that  everyone 
in  the  clergy  has  a  witness  to  bear.  One  of  the  poverties  of  life  is  that  we  get  so  legislatively 
hide-bound  that  we  don't  get  the  opportunity  to  be  nourished  by  hearing  each  other's  stories. 
He  hoped  that  we  could  hear  God  whispering  to  us,  "You  have  a  great  story  to  tell,  a  great  life 
to  live,  a  great  witness  to  bear  because  I  am  in  your  midst." 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  Rev.  Robert  Burgess,  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  to 
guide  the  body  through  the  report  of  the  Clergy  Session.  Rev.  Burgess  spoke  of  the  theme  for 
this  Annual  Conference  Session,  "One  Generation  Shall  Tell  Another  The  Mighty  Acts  of 
God"  and  hoped  that  we  could  live  that  out  in  the  Gold  Dome  and  in  the  Clergy  Session.  He 
recognized  the  Order  of  Deacons  and  the  Order  of  Elders  which  have  come  together  during  the 
last  year.  He  asked  Rev.  Mickey  Cloud,  Chair  of  the  Order  of  Deacons,  to  speak  of  the  Order 
of  Deacons.  Rev.  Cloud  announced  that  the  Order  of  Deacons  has  met  twice  to  develop  a 
vision  and  a  plan  and  to  set  goals  for  what  the  shape,  ministry,  and  future  of  the  order  will  be. 

Dr.  Charles  Simmons,  Chair  of  the  Order  of  Elders,  shared  that  he  was  excited  about  this  order 
because  it  gave  clergy  an  instrument  which  was  not  available  previously  to  address  long-time 
hurts  and  pain  among  clergy  and  to  establish  a  covenant  community.  Dr.  Simmons  said  that 
the  elders  got  together  to  laugh,  cry  and  share  what  it  means  to  hold  the  Office  of  Elder. 

Rev.  Burgess  announced  that  an  organization  was  forming  for  associate  members  and  local 
pastors  and  he  hoped  there  would  be  a  report  from  them  next  year. 

Dr.  Gerald  Richardson,  Vice  Chair  and  Registrar  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  led  in  the 
perfection  and  approval  by  the  Clergy  Session  of  the  report  which  may  be  seen  in  its  entirety 
in  the  Disciplinary  Questions  of  this  Journal. 

Rev.  Robert  Burgess  nominated  Rev.  Ed  Boyd  as  the  Chair  of  the  Order  of  Elders.  The  clergy 
approved  this  nomination. 

After  announcements  were  made  Bishop  Solomon  encouraged  the  clergy  to  attend  the 
Spiritual  Renewal  Retreat  which  will  be  held  next  January  at  the  Conference  Center.  He  said 
that  he  hoped  that  our  lives  could  be  marked  in  many  ways  but  certainly  by  these  three:  1) 
compelling  sense  of  urgency  about  our  mission;  2)  sense  of  compassion  that  overflows  in  great 
love,  great  appreciation  and  great  respect,  not  only  for  colleagues  but  others  and  3)  compelling 
passion  to  get  the  job  done.  The  job  is  incredible,  wonderful  and  challenging.  He  said  that 
may  God's  grace  and  love  sustain  us;  may  God's  Holy  Spirit  endow  us  with  an  uncommon 
wisdom  and  may  the  very  presence  of  Christ  be  for  us  reason  upon  reason  to  say  from  our 
heart  of  hearts,  "I  want  to  give  my  best  to  the  Master."  He  adjourned  the  Clergy  Session. 
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Monday,  June  8,  1998 
Lay  Session 

The  Laity  Session  began  with  an  opening  statement  from  Mr.  Fred  Loy  who  acknowledged 
this  session  as  being  his  final  one  as  Conference  Lay  Leader.  He  welcomed  everyone  and 
called  upon  Lake  Charles  District  Lay  Leader,  Mr.  David  Quails,  to  offer  the  opening  prayer. 

Mr.  Loy  announced  that  "The  Laity  report  will  be  presented  on  Thursday."  Mr.  Loy 
introduced  the  officers  for  the  past  year:  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leader,  Mr.  Leroy  Crump; 
Secretary,  Mr.  Willie  Packer;  and  Finance  Officer,  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth.  Mr.  Loy  then 
introduced  the  District  Lay  Leaders:  Acadiana,  Mrs.  Jane  Blackwell;  Alexandria,  Mr.  Ned 
Randolph;  Baton  Rouge,  Ms.  Joyce  Robinson;  Lake  Charles,  Mr.  David  Quails;  Monroe,  Mr. 
Harold  LaGrone;  New  Orleans,  Ms.  Germain  Peters;  North  Shore,  Mrs.  Eva  Underwood; 
Ruston,  Mayor  Reggie  Skains;  Shreveport,  Mr.  Ray  Owens.  He  also  introduced  the  Chair  of 
the  1000  Club,  Mr.  Cecil  Bland;  the  Chair  of  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  Fund, 
Mrs.  Babs  Mollere;  the  Chair  of  Lay  Speaking,  Dr.  Anita  Crump;  the  President  of  The  United 
Methodist  Men,  Mr.  Jay  Hinckley;  the  President  of  The  United  Methodist  Women,  Mrs. 
Elouise  Sanders;  and  the  Conference  Youth  Representative,  Ms.  Lane  Cotton-Winn. 

Mrs.  Eva  Underwood,  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  nominated  the  following 
Board  of  Laity  officers:  Lay  Leader,  Dr.  Anita  Crump;  Associate  Lay  Leader,  Mr.  Ned 
Randolph;  Secretary,  Mrs.  Eva  Underwood;  Financial  Officer,  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth.  There  being 
no  further  nominations,  these  were  elected. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth,  Treasurer,  reported  that  $79,413  from  the  1000  Club  has  been  sent  to  the 
Church  of  the  Servant.  This  is  the  largest  amount  ever  given  to  a  new  church.  The  report  for 
the  present  year  is  as  follows:  Acadiana  District,  $12,700;  Alexandria  District  $12,700;  Baton 
Rouge  District,  $975;  Lake  Charles  District,  $4,665;  Monroe  District,  $7,160;  New  Orleans 
District,  $6,827;  North  Shore  District,  $0;  Ruston  District  $0;  and  Shreveport  District,  $3,825, 
totaling  $48,852.  The  balance  in  the  account  is  $52,753.19  which  includes  $996  in  interest  and 
$731  from  the  Brasher  Fund.  All  nine  districts  have  participated  in  the  Daughenbaugh- 
Matheny  Scholarship  Fund  with  a  balance  of  $23,284. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump,  Director  of  Lay  Speaking  Ministries  informed  the  conference  of  a  name 
change  from  Lay  Speaking  Ministry  to  Lay  Speaking  Ministries.  She  reported  that  more 
people  are  attending  the  Lay  Speaking  Schools.  The  training  that  they  are  receiving  provides 
Biblical  foundations,  faith  sharing,  care  giving,  doctrinal  heritage  and  the  organization  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  task  of  Lay  Speaking  Ministries  is  to  enlist,  train,  guide  and 
support  lay  speakers  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  of  building  up  the  body  of  Christ,  according 
to  Ephesians  4:12.  The  New  Orleans  District  Lay  Speaking  School  held  another  outstanding 
school  with  87  persons  in  attendance.  The  Baton  Rouge  District  held  a  retreat  with  23  persons 
in  attendance.  The  Acadiana  District  did  the  Basic  as  well  as  the  Advanced  Courses.  Three 
more  Advanced  Courses  will  be  developed  in  1999.  They  are:  Lay  Speakers  lead  in  worship; 
Lay  Speakers  as  servant  leaders;  and  Lay  Speakers  lead  small  groups.  In  the  year  2000  there 
will  be  three  more  courses.  They  are  Lay  Speakers  lead  in  prayer  ministry,  bible  study,  and 
story  telling.  A  Fiftieth  Anniversary,  "Celebration  of  the  Laity  in  the  Wesleyan  Tradition," 
will  be  held  August  21  -  23  at  St.  Simon's  Island.  District  Directors  of  Lay  Speaking  and 
Certified  Lay  Speakers  were  recognized.  She  asked  the  conference  to  join  in  the  singing  of 
the  chorus,  Here  I  Am  Lord. 

Mrs.  Elouise  Sanders,  the  President  of  The  United  Methodist  Women,  reported  that  the  School 
of  Christian  Mission  was  held  at  Centenary  and  the  annual  meeting  was  hosted  by  Dillard 
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University.  The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  United  Methodist  Conference  in  Orlando, 
Florida,  May  13-171  .  The  theme  of  the  conference  was  "Make  Plain  the  Vision".  More  than 
125  women  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  participated.  The  total  participation  was  over 
10,000  women  in  bible  study,  workshops  and  witness  of  women  working  in  mission. 

Mr.  Jay  Hinckley,  the  President  of  the  United  Methodist  Men,  reported  that  men  at  the  first 
Mission  Retreat  at  Sager-Brown  repacked  11,400  tennis  shoes.  The  spring  retreat  featured 
Bishop  Solomon  as  keynote  speaker.  He  spoke  about  men  declaring  their  faith  in  the  family 
and  shared  information  about  a  spiritual  growth  study,  Faith  Home.  The  flagpole  memorial  at 
the  Conference  Center  is  nearing  the  halfway  point  of  the  $20,000  pledge.  The  United 
Methodist  Church  for  the  second  year  led  all  religious  groups  in  the  number  of  churches 
sponsoring  scouting. 

Mrs.  Babs  Blair,  Chair  of  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship,  reported  that  all  nine 
districts  supported  the  scholarship  this  year.  The  following  ten  scholarship  recipients  for  1998 
are:  Kia  Bruce,  Senior,  Dillard  University;  Robert  Calhoun,  Sophomore,  Centenary  College; 
Karraz  Dansby,  Senior,  Dillard  University;  Kevin  Forest,  Freshman,  Dillard  University; 
Jennifer  Gipson,  Sophomore,  Centenary  College,  Shaun  Jackson,  Senior,  Centenary  College; 
Lajuan  Landro,  Senior,  Dillard  University,  David  McCormick,  Sophomore,  Centenary 
College;  James  Williams,  Senior,  Centenary  College  and  Sarah  Williams,  Freshman, 
Centenary  College. 

Mr.  Cecil  Bland,  the  1000  Club  President,  reported  that  last  year  $80,000  was  raised  toward  a 
quota  of  $75,000.  This  was  the  organization's  largest  annual  response.  This  year's  goal  of 
$150,000  will  be  raised  for  the  Immanuel  United  Methodist  Church  in  Lafayette.  He  urged  the 
conference  to  continue  to  support  new  churches. 

Mr.  Leroy  Crump  reported  on  the  Laity  Breakfast.  All  of  the  monies  received  over  the  cost  of 
the  breakfast  are  contributed  to  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  Fund.  The  breakfast 
is  on  Tuesday  at  7:00  a.m.  immediately  following  the  sunrise  worship  service. 

Mr.  John  Porter  reported  that  the  laity  devotionals  will  be  held  Tuesday  through  Thursday  at 
6:45  A.M.  in  the  Hargrove  Memorial  Amphitheater.  There  is  prayer,  devotional  and  music  to 
be  provided  by  Grace  Community  United  Methodist  Church. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Dove  introduced  the  Black  College  Fund  Intern,  Ms.  Tamisha  Adams.  Ms. 
Adams  is  in  Louisiana  speaking  with  churches  about  the  Black  College  Fund.  Tarnisha  is  from 
Houston,  Texas  and  is  a  student  at  the  Philander  Smith  College  in  Little  Rock,  one  of  eleven 
historic  United  Methodist  black  colleges. 

Mrs.  Vera  Packer  reported  on  the  Clergy  Spiritual  Renewal  Retreat,  January  25-27,  1999  at 
the  Conference  Center.  Dr.  Norman  Shawchuck,  a  United  Methodist  clergy  from  the  Dakotas 
area  will  be  the  keynote  speaker.  Laity  are  asked  to  encourage  their  pastors  to  attend. 

Ms.  Lane  Cotton-Winn  gave  the  Conference  Youth  Report  reminding  everyone  that  tomorrow 
is  denim  day  with  jeans  being  collected  for  needy  youth.  Prayers  for  youth  in  crisis  were 
requested.  A  video  of  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry  events  was  shown.  Youth 
raised  $3,051.77. 

Mr.  Paul  White  presented  plaques  of  appreciation  to  the  following  Board  of  Laity  officers  for 
the  past  four  years:  Mr.  Willie  Packer,  Secretary;  Mr.  Leroy  Crump,  Associate  Lay  Leader; 
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and  Mr.  Fred  Loy,  Conference  Lay  Leader.    Mr.  Loy  thanked  everyone  for  their  attendance 
and  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 


Monday,  June  8,  1998 
Evening  Worship 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  convened  for  the  Evening  Worship  Service  at  7:00  in  the 
Gold  Dome,  Centenary  College.  Pre-Service  music  was  led  by  Dr.  Michael  Hawn  and  a  video 
on  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  Advance,  "This  Is  A  Day  of  New  Beginnings",  was  shown. 
The  Call  to  Worship  was  Psalm  136.  The  Hymn  of  Covenant  was,  The  Voice  of  God  is 
Calling,  by  John  Haynes  Holmes.  The  Call  to  Confession  was  offered  by  Mr.  Sam  Burch  and 
Mrs.  Janie  Burch.  The  scripture  was  Micah  6:6-8.  Dr.  Teresa  Fry  Brown  delivered  the 
sermon  "Are  We  Doing  Justice  or  Just  Us?"  The  Reflection  on  the  Word  "Outside  These 
Walls"  was  delivered  by  Beth  Love.  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  delivered  the  Call  to  Covenant. 
Hymns  of  Celebration  and  Commitment  were  led  by  Dr.  Michael  Hawn.  The  Choir  was 
Youth  Alive  from  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Children's  Home,  DeLando  Diamond,  Director. 
Pianist  was  Wendy  Eggert.  The  organist  was  Mr.  McCoy  Ransom  accompanied  by  Mr.  Brian 
Lewis,  drummer. 


Tuesday,  June  9, 1998 
Morning  Session 

The  session  was  opened  with  singing  led  by  Dr.  Michael  Hawn. 

Bishop  Solomon  called  the  conference  to  order  and  asked  Dr.  Carl  Lueg  to  offer  the  prayer. 

Dr.  Teresa  L.  Fry  Brown  read  Psalm  145:  1-3  and  led  the  Bible  Study,  "A  Sixth  Sense." 

Bishop  Solomon  thanked  Dr.  Theresa  Fry  Brown  and  turned  to  Rev.  Leslie  Akin  who 
explained  that  small  crosses  would  be  circulated  throughout  the  conference  with  each  person 
being  asked  to  pray  for  the  conference  when  the  cross  is  in  his/her  possession.  The  graffiti 
wall  is  a  reminder  of  the  hurting  people  outside  the  walls  of  the  Gold  Dome.  Witnesses  of  the 
Spirit  will  be  shared. 

Dr.  Stone  Caraway  nominated  Dr.  Andrew  Douglas,  Mrs.  Nanci  Youngblood,  Mrs.  Diane 
Abadie,  Ms.  Belinda  Cason,  Rev.  Jack  Phelps,  Rev.  Stuart  Sherman  and  Rev.  Lusinda  Warren 
as  Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Annual  Conference  Session.  He  nominated  Rev.  James  Haynes, 
Mrs.  Vera  Packer,  Rev.  Weldon  Bares  and  Mr.  Walter  Parker  as  head  tellers.  The  nominations 
were  approved  and  Dr.  Caraway  directed  the  attention  of  the  conference  to  six  matters:  1.)  All 
materials  for  conference  members  are  to  be  approved  by  and  distributed  through  the 
Conference  Secretary.  These  materials  are  to  be  given  to  Rev.  Stuart  Sherman  or  Rev. 
Lusinda  Warren  and  are  to  be  marked  with  the  time  of  distribution.  2.)  Forms  for  writing 
amendments  and  motions  that  are  presented  to  the  conference  should  be  picked  up  at  the 
Secretary's  desk  or  tables  by  the  microphones.  3.)  Similar  forms  are  available  for  persons 
requesting  courtesy  letters  to  be  sent  from  the  conference.  Forms  for  special  guests  to  be 
presented  to  the  conference  are  also  available.  4.)  Any  changes  or  corrections  that  need  to  be 
made  regarding  Pre-Conference  Reports  should  be  completed  and  given  to  Mrs.  Diane  Abadie. 
5.)  Special  sound  equipment  for  the  hearing  impaired  is  available  through  Mr.  Claiborne  Sharp 
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for  the  plenary  and  evening  sessions.  6.)  Please  be  aware  of  petitions  placed  on  the  tables  for 
review.  They  will  be  voted  on  Thursday  morning. 

Dr.  Robert  Potter,  Dean  of  the  Cabinet,  made  the  following  motions:  "I  move  that  the  main 
floor  of  the  Physical  Education  Center  be  designated  as  the  bar  of  the  conference  for  the  Laity 
Session,  Monday,  June  8,  1998,  and  that  the  nave  of  the  Brown  Chapel  be  designated  as  the 
bar  of  the  conference  for  the  Clergy  Session,  Monday,  June  8,  1998,  and  that  beginning 
Tuesday  morning,  June  9,  1998,  the  main  floor  of  the  Physical  Education  Center  of  Centenary 
College  be  designated  as  the  bar  of  the  conference.  Also,  that  Wednesday's  Order  of  the  Day 
be  set  at  10:35  a.m.  for  the  retirees  to  address  the  conference  and  that  the  printed  program  be 
the  agenda  for  the  Annual  Conference  Session  and  that  the  Bishop  be  empowered  to  make 
changes  in  the  agenda  necessary  to  complete  the  business  of  the  conference.  I  move  that  the 
printed  material  that  is  to  be  distributed  to  the  Annual  Conference  Session  be  cleared  through 
the  Secretary  prior  to  distribution.  I  move  that  Rule  Number  8  of  the  Rules  of  Order  for 
conference  sessions  which  limits  speeches  to  ten  minutes  be  suspended  and  that  speeches  be 
limited  to  three  minutes."  These  motions  passed. 

Dr.  Potter  called  for  the  suspension  of  Rule  Number  24,  "Itineration"  of  Article  VI: 
Conference  Rules.  Paragraph  603.2  of  The  Book  of  Discipline  states  that,  "The  Bishop  shall 
appoint  the  times  for  holding  the  Annual  Conferences."  The  following  proposal  is  offered:  the 
1997-98  conference  year  is  extended  through  June  15,  1998  and  the  1998-99  conference  year 
will  be  June  16,  1998  through  May  31,  1999.  Accordingly,  when  a  minister  moves  to  a  new 
appointment  at  Annual  Conference  he/she  is  to  receive  compensation  and  expenses  from  June 
16,  1998.  When  a  minister  leaves  an  appointment  following  the  1998  session  of  Annual 
Conference,  he/she  will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  through  June  15.  If  the  minister 
lives  in  a  parsonage,  he/she  is  responsible  for  paying  the  utilities  through  June  15  and  for 
leaving  the  parsonage  in  good  condition.  Conclude  this  paragraph  as  it  is  written  on  page  254. 
Dr.  Potter  called  for  the  suspension  of  the  rule,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  proposal  was  also 
accepted  to  extend  the  conference  year. 

Mr.  Fred  Loy,  Conference  Lay  Leader  addressed  the  conference  on  the  theme  of  the  Annual 
Conference,  "One  Generation  Shall  Tell  Another  the  Mighty  Acts  of  God."  He  reminded  the 
conference  of  our  responsibility  to  tell  the  story  of  our  faith  to  those  around  us.  His  challenge 
to  the  conference  included  the  following:  Renew  our  minds;  discern  God's  vision  for  our 
future  and  the  future  of  the  church;  and  pray.  He  closed  with  the  admonition:  "May  we  all  be 
faithful,  true,  and  great  leaders  for  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  as  one  generation  tells  another 
about  the  mighty  acts  of  God!" 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  deep  gratitude  to  Mr.  Fred  Loy  for  his  dedicated  work  during  the 
past  four  years  as  the  Conference  Lay  Leader. 

Bishop  Solomon  gave  his  second  Episcopal  address  to  the  Annual  Conference. 

"Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds  our  hearts  in  Christian  love;  the  fellowship  of  kindred 
minds  is  like  to  that  above." 

Joy  and  I  feel  deeply  the  tie  that  binds  us  with  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  we  give 
great  thanks  for  the  way  in  which  we  are  privileged  to  join  with  Louisiana  Methodism  in  the 
wonderful  work  of  Christian  witness.  Each  passing  day  has  seen  our  personal  and  family  roots 
pushed  deeper  into  the  soil  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 
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We  are  grateful  to  God  that  we  have  the  opportunity  to  live  for  Christ  and  to  do  the 
work  of  Christ  within  this  conference  and  around  the  world.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  this 
very  time. 

This  time-This  time!  What  time  is  this  time?  This  time  is  chronos  time.  That  is, 
time  that  is  marked  by  human  reckoning.  This  is  also  Kairos  time—that  is,  time  marked  by 
God's  redemption.  What  time  is  this? 

I.  A  Time  To  Rejoice! 

This  is  a  time  to  rejoice  in  God's  love  in  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  the  time  to  express  great  joy 
over  the  redemptive  work  of  God  in  our  personal  salvation  and  in  the  redemption  of  the  whole 
world.  An  old  gospel  chorus  has  in  it  these  words:  "Everybody  ought  to  know— Who  Jesus  is!" 
This  is  a  time  to  know  that  the  principalities  and  powers  of  this  world  will  not  win.  The  good 
news  is  that  tyranny,  tragedy,  evil  and  failure  are  not  the  final  verdict. 

II.  A  Time  To  Give  Thanks! 

This  is  also  a  time  to  give  thanks.  How  our  hearts  are  filled  with  joy  and  thanksgiving  when 
we  consider  that  more  persons  have  been  found  by  God  and  have  claimed  their  relationship 
with  Jesus  Christ  through  profession  of  faith  than  in  previous  years.  These  are  new  Christians 
in  our  midst.  Praise  God  for  the  redemptive  work  of  Christ  in  their  life  and  for  all  that  they  are 
expressing  in  behalf  of  God's  mission  in  the  world.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  pastors  and  laity 
who  are  leading  persons  to  make  professions  of  faith. 

This  is  a  time  to  give  thanks  that  many  of  our  churches  are  coming  alive  in  behalf  of  missional 
initiatives  that  heal  the  hurt  of  persons  and  offer  hope  to  the  discouraged.  The  Episcopal 
Initiative  on  Children  and  Poverty  is  picking  up  momentum  in  steady  fashion.  Let  me  assure 
you  this  is  not  some  passing  fancy  that  either  I  or  the  Council  of  Bishops  are  involved  in.  This 
is  not  some  program  emphasis  that  seems  nice  and  will  be  around  for  a  little  while.  No,  my 
sisters  and  brothers,  I  must  say  to  you  that  every  fiber  of  my  being  is  committed  under  the 
leadership  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  to  the  long  range  journey  of  an  Episcopal  Initiative  for 
Children  in  Poverty  that  will  make  a  redemptive  difference  in  children's  lives  and  a  systemic 
difference  in  a  society  that  has  dehumanized  and  marginalized  and  cast  aside  so  many  of  our 
children.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  the  congregations  where  new  initiatives  for  children  in  the 
midst  of  poverty  are  taking  form  and  flesh.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  pastors  and  laity  who  are 
saying  clearly  with  their  deeds,  "We  are  going  to  make  a  difference."  Since  last  we  gathered 
here,  almost  5,000  persons  assembled  in  Pineville  for  our  Special  Session.  What  an 
inspiration  it  was  that  day  to  look  into  your  faces  and  what  an  awesome  sight  it  was  to  see 
34,000  pairs  of  tennis  shoes  being  unloaded  from  our  vehicles  and  into  the  conveyance  that 
would  take  them  for  ultimate  distribution  to  children  in  Africa.  The  Episcopal  Initiative  on 
Children  and  Poverty  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  is  gaining  momentum. 

This  is  a  time  to  give  thanks  for  a  newly  developed  mission  initiative,  which  we  have  called 
"Mission  In  Motion."  Led  by  our  laity,  we  are  seeing  the  fruits  of  this  remarkably  energizing 
initiative  expressing  themselves  in  very  creative  and  compassionate  ways.  For  instance,  when 
our  trailer  was  in  the  North  Shore  District,  over  400  flood  buckets  were  assembled,  collected, 
and  delivered.  Now,  you  need  to  be  aware  that  each  one  of  these  buckets  has  $50  worth  of 
supplies  in  it.  Almost  $21,000  worth  of  supplies  were  collected  by  the  churches  of  the  North 
Shore  District.  If  we  had  gone  to  the  district  and  said  we  need  $21,000,  we  would  have  all 
thought  it  to  be  a  rather  foolish  request.  We  did  not  do  that.  We  simply  said,  "let's  all  do  what 
we  can"  and  God  blessed  and  multiplied  the  efforts  and  over  $21,000  worth  of  supplies  were 
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brought  into  the  warehouse  at  Sager-Brown.  They  have  already  been  shipped  out  to  meet  the 
critical  and  urgent  needs  of  the  floods  in  the  southeast  and  the  results  of  the  tornados  that  have 
devastated  so  many  of  the  homes,  businesses  and  churches  of  our  United  Methodist  sisters  and 
brothers.  Other  districts  are  achieving  similar,  remarkable  results.  "Mission  In  Motion"  is 
already  making  a  profound  difference.  Thanks  be  to  God. 

This  is  also  a  time  to  give  thanks  for  the  remarkable  increase  in  apportionment  payout  across 
the  Louisiana  Conference.  Our  "Portion  Meant  For  Others"  exceeded  the  94%  figure  this 
year,  the  most  in  over  a  generation  in  the  life  of  this  conference  and  we're  not  through  yet. 
We're  marching  on  to  greater  heights.  The  ministries  undergirded,  the  lives  touched  and  the 
hope  made  real  through  our  "A  Portion  Meant  For  Others"  is  beyond  the  capacity  of  words  to 
describe.  Thank  you  Louisiana  United  Methodists  for  claiming  your  responsibility  in  such  an 
inspiring  fashion. 

We  give  thanks  for  those  churches  that  are  already  offering  to  families  and  children  the 
experience  of  "Faith  Home."  Joy  and  I  are  having  the  privilege  of  reading  reports  that  are 
coming  in  from  churches  across  the  nation.  How  thrilled  and  grateful  we  are  for  conversations 
that  are  happening  between  parents  and  children  about  God's  presence  and  grace  and  love  and 
help.  How  thrilling  it  is  to  read  the  words  of  a  fourth  grader  who  said,  "Our  family  has  talked 
more  about  God  in  the  last  few  weeks  than  I  can  ever  remember.  We  have  also  prayed 
together.  In  fact,  we  pray  together  every  day.  I  am  grateful  that  our  family  is  becoming  the 
family  that  God  wants  us  to  be."  Now  those  are  the  words  of  a  child.  There  are  many  reasons 
for  us  to  give  thanks  for  a  way  in  which  God  is  reaching  families  and  reaching  the  church 
through  the  children. 

We  also  can  give  thanks  for  churches  that  are  claiming  and  implementing  the  four  basics: 

1 .  Professions  of  Faith 

2.  Disciple  Bible  Study 

3.  Weekends  of  Spiritual  Renewal  such  as 

Cursillo,  Walk  to  Emmaus,  Chrysalis,  Happening,  Kairos 

4.  Volunteers  in  Mission 

I  make  this  promise  to  you.  Focus  the  largest  amount  of  your  energies  this  Annual  Conference 
year  on  these  four  basics  and  your  church  will  never  be  the  same.  There  will  be  life.  There 
will  be  vitality.  There  will  be  energy.  There  will  be  excitement.  There  will  be  hope  and  there 
will  be  joy  in  your  congregation  if  you  will  focus  the  bulk  of  your  time  in  this  conference  year 
on  these  four  basics. 

III.  A  Time  To  Yearn  For  Spiritual  Renewal 

This  is  a  time  to  yearn  for  spiritual  renewal.  What's  being  asked  of  us  in  the  church  and  what's 
challenging  us  in  this  world  is  such  that  it  requires  a  depth  of  spiritual  stamina  if  we  are  going 
to  be  faithful  followers  of  Jesus.  How  urgently  needed  the  fire  of  the  spirit  is,  not  only  for 
Pentecost  days,  but  for  us  to  be  the  Pentecost  church.  A  dynamic  prayer  life,  a  vital  worship 
experience,  all  are  essential  for  there  to  be  spiritual  renewal  in  our  lives  and  in  our  churches. 

Our  clergy  are  being  asked  to  register  before  they  leave  this  gathering  of  the  Annual 
Conference  for  a  Spiritual  Renewal  weekend  for  all  persons  under  appointment:  Deacons, 
Diaconals,  Commissioned,  Probationers,  Local  Pastors,  Elders  in  the  Louisiana  Conference. 
We'll  gather  for  three  days  of  prayer  and  discernment  for  the  deepening  of  our  spiritual  life. 
Every  person  under  appointment  is  expected,  and  I  want  to  emphasize  that,  expected  to  be  in 
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attendance  for  this  spiritual  renewal  experience.  Why  wouldn't  we  want  to  be?  Are  we  not 
yearning  to  experience  spiritual  renewal  in  our  own  lives?  I  am  asking  every  congregation  to 
fund  the  attendance  of  "all  persons  under  appointment"  on  your  church  staff. 

IV.  A  Time  To  Strain  Forward 

The  apostle,  Paul,  in  Philippians  3:12-14  bears  this  wonderful  witness,  "Not  that  I  have 
already  obtained  this  or  have  already  reached  the  goal;  but  I  press  on  to  make  it  my  own, 
because  Christ  Jesus  has  made  me  his  own.  Beloved,  I  do  not  consider  that  I  have  made  it  my 
own;  but  this  one  thing  I  do:  forgetting  what  lies  behind  and  straining  forward  to  what  lies 
ahead,  I  press  on  toward  the  goal  for  the  prize  of  the  heavenly  call  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 

This  is  a  time  to  strain  forward  in  behalf  of  being  vital  congregations  filled  with  faithful 
disciples. 

The  great  commission  is  not  enacted  by  great  complaining.  The  mission  to  which  God  calls  us 
is  not  a  mission  of  denunciation,  but  rather  a  mission  of  redemption.  We  need  to  have  done 
with  some  lesser  things. 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  received  a  mailing  from  a  group  whose  perspective  and  approach  I  find 
unhelpful  and  even  destructive.  It  began  "You  may  have  heard  the  bad  news!"  From  there  it 
went  into  four  pages  of  diatribe  on  the  falleness  of  United  Methodism.  At  one  point,  as 
though  nauseated  from  its  own  pessimism,  the  comment  was  made,  "we  do  not  report  just  bad 
news."  It  proceeded  to  make  as  its  only  positive  point  the  affirmation  that  most  United 
Methodists  are  faithful  servants  of  God. 

Why  not  spend  four  pages  affirming  that,  rather  than  finding  a  phrase  here,  a  comment  there, 
an  out  of  context,  remark  elaborated  and  interpreted  beyond  recognition,  with  which  to  scare 
people,  or  persuade  them  of  the  moral  righteousness  of  one's  cause—unless  you  need 
something  from  them—and  there  it  is— 2/3  of  the  last  page  asking  for  your  $100,  or  especially 
$50  to  finance  bringing  these  so  called  "facts"  to  your  congregation. 

Let's  suppose  we  seize  and  shout  all  this  bad  news.  The  mailing  also  refers  to  a  membership 
loss  in  Methodism.  Let  me  ask  us,  is  bad  news,  especially  highly  questionable,  suspicion 
producing,  character  doubting,  corrupted  motive-insinuating  bad  news,  seized  and  shouted 
going  to  have  the  unsaved  and  the  unchurched  flocking  to  our  congregations? 

Do  we  really  think  that  such  an  approach  is  going  to  reverse  a  membership  decline?  Do  we 
think  such  zealous  McCarthyism  within  Methodism  is  going  to  enhance  the  unity  of  the 
church,  and  create  an  appealing  and  positive  climate  for  reviving  the  church? 

If  you  say  you  love  your  spouse  and  spend  90%  of  your  time  and  hundreds  of  dollars  to 
criticize  him  or  her,  question  his  or  her  motives,  accuse  him  or  her  of  a  laundry  list  of  wrong 
decisions,  wrong  actions,  even  wrong  character,  will  your  spouse  suddenly  praise  you  for  your 
affirmation,  your  support,  and  your  positive  partnership  in  the  relationship?  Even  more,  will 
the  strategy  be  beneficial  to  the  relationship,  so  that  what  particular  problems  there  are  that 
need  to  be  solved  can  be  addressed  in  a  climate  of  mutual  encouragement,  appreciation,  and 
deep  Christian  covenant? 

The  United  Methodist  Church  has  an  enormous  amount  of  energy.  If  we  will  get  folks  as 
excited  about  reaching  the  lost  as  painting  all  the  rest  of  us  as  lost,  we  will  unleash  a  dynamic 
power  in  our  churches.  The  great  commission  is  not  enacted  by  great  complaining. 
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It  must  surely  also  be  said  that  the  great  commission  is  not  enacted  by  great  comfort.  Too 
many  United  Methodist  churches  have  found  their  comfort  zone.  They  are  simply  waiting  it 
out,  whatever  it  is.  They  are  sitting  on  it,  whatever  it  is.  They  are  holding  firm,  whatever  it  is 
they're  holding.  Their  language  reflects  their  lethargy.  "We  are  too  old.  We  are  too  few." 
Now  let  me  ask  us,  and  let  me  particularly  ask  those  who  make  such  comments,  have  you 
heard  that  Jesus  came  to  save  us,  one  by  one?  Have  you  heard  that  Jesus  did  not  live  by  age 
and  gender  distinctions?  If  you  are  too  old  to  give  Christ  away,  then  you  are  too  old  to  claim 
him  for  yourself.  If  you  are  too  few  to  be  a  missionally  effective  church,  then  you  are  too  few 
to  gather  in  Jesus'  name.  If  you  believe  God  can't  bring  a  dead  church  to  life  then  you  must 
forever  give  up  celebrating  Easter.  If  you  believe  God  does  not  want  your  church  to  live,  then 
you  believe  that  the  resurrection  was  a  great  hoax. 

This  is  a  time  to  strain  forward. 

V.  A  Time  For  Honesty 

This  is  a  time  to  look  honestly  at  some  unique  realities  within  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Let 
me  mention  two  of  these.  The  first  is  our  Louisiana  Conference  Center.  What  a  marvelous 
facility  and  what  an  incredible  potential  it  affords  us.  Now  that  it  has  been  built,  it  is  serving 
the  mission  of  God  in  helping  persons  and  families  to  deepen  their  walk  with  Christ  and  to 
mature  in  their  discipleship.  The  future  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Center  is  promising.  It  is 
a  place  of  great  possibility.  It  is  also  for  all  of  us  a  place  of  urgent  responsibility.  It  is  our 
responsibility.  Louisiana  Conference,  we  birthed  this  child. 

The  intention  in  the  conception  of  this  child  was  honorable.  The  nature  and  the  method  of  the 
conception  of  this  child  are  history.  This  is  our  child. 

How  quickly  we've  come  to  feel  at  home  with  this  child.  And  in  fact  it  does  feel  like  home, 
our  Conference  Center,  for  all  of  us.  There  is  no  other  place  in  all  the  conference  where  every 
one  of  us  can  step  onto  the  grounds  and  into  the  buildings  and  say  with  equal  clarity  and 
integrity — this  is  home.  Now,  this  is  our  child  and  we  are  already  deeply  blessed  by  being  at 
home  with  this  child.  I  have  a  question  I  need  to  put  before  us.  How  do  you  feel  about  fathers 
(usually  the  case,  though  it  could  be  mothers)  who  refuse  to  pay  child  support?  I  dare  say  in 
most  every  church  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  even  those  that  have  paid  very  little  or 
nothing  on  the  Conference  Center  Fair  Share  Goal,  just  about  everybody  in  that  church  is 
rather  ready  to  rail  against  those  in  their  community  who  do  not  pay  child  support. 

Yes,  but  you're  saying,  "We  didn't  know  that  the  exhilarating  moment  of  voting  twice  as  an 
Annual  Conference  for  this  Conference  Center  would  lead  to  all  of  this?  Welcome  to  parental 
responsibility. 

Consider  parents  who  in  fact  have  planned  and  worked  and  finally  a  child  is  born.  But  that 
child  is  born  with  multiple  problems.  Do  those  parents  abandon  the  larger  responsibility  for 
all  that  is  entailed  in  the  life  of  that  child  once  it  is  bom  because  they  had  counted  on  a  much 
easier  time  of  it  in  the  days  of  conception,  incubation  and  the  birthing?  No,  those  parents  do 
what  responsible  parents  do  and  that  is,  they  do  what  is  required,  what  the  occasion  demands, 
what  the  circumstances  leave  as  no  choice. 

We  are  having  to  subsidize  the  early  life  of  this  child  much  more  that  we  thought  we  would. 
In  1997,  $200,000  borrowed  against  the  Conference  Center  note  and  an  additional  grant  from 
CFA  in  the  amount  of  $69,100  made  a  total  operating  subsidy  of  $269,100  Nevertheless,  this 
is  our  child.    Now  my  sisters  and  brothers,  we  are  at  a  moment  of  undeniable  reality  and 
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unequivocal  responsibility.  The  Conference  Center  debt  of  $3  million  dollars  at  the  beginning 
of  1998  has  already  been  reduced  to  $2  million,  4  hundred  thousand  ($2,400,000).  Hallelujah! 
And  thanks  be  to  God!  That  means  that  the  interest  amount  that  we  are  paying  on  this  note 
has  come  down  from  the  $553  a  day  to  $444  per  day.  We  rejoice  in  over  a  half  million  dollars 
that  has  been  paid  on  this  note  since  January  1.  We  have  clearly  before  us  the  remaining 
amount.  Now  sisters  and  brothers,  we  have  not  budgeted  anywhere  for  the  interest  payments. 
They  are  simply  not  in  our  budget.  But,  that  does  not  satisfy  the  bank  as  an  explanation  of 
why  we  simply  can't  pay  them.  Our  responsibility  is  squarely  before  us.  To  meet  this 
responsibility  of  $2.4  million  dollars  remaining  indebtedness  and  the  accompanying  interest 
payments  that  go  with  it  will  mean  that  every  congregation  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  that 
has  not  paid  its  Fair  Share  Goal.  (Note  very  clearly  I  have  not  mentioned  anything  about  your 
pledge,  unless  it  is  more  than  your  Fair  Share  Goal,  and  then  by  all  means,  pay  it!)  I  am 
talking  only  about  the  original  Fair  Share  Goal. 

Unless  we  pay  in  full  the  Fair  Share  Goal  of  every  congregation,  we  cannot  meet  this 
indebtedness.  Of  course,  then  that  leaves  the  issue  of  the  interest.  Our  conference  CFA  is 
coming  with  a  proposal  for  a  limited  four-year  reallocation  of  existing  apportioned  funds  that 
would  go  toward  the  meeting  of  additional  expenses  of  indebtedness  at  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Center.  Two  things  in  my  judgment  must  happen.  Every  congregation  must  pay 
in  full  their  Fair  Share  Goal.  So  strongly  do  I  believe  this  and  so  clearly  is  this  evident  if  we 
are  to  pull  out  of  this  hole  that  we  are  in  that  we  are  not  going  to  back  away  from  that 
expectation.  Whatever  it  takes  for  that  to  happen — we  will  do  it!  We  will  not  give  up  on  the 
expectation  of  the  full  Fair  Share  Goal  being  met  by  every  congregation.  Praise  God  and 
thanks  be  to  every  congregation  that  has  already  met  its  full  Fair  Share  Goal.  Let  me  say  here 
and  now  to  you — we  will  not  let  you  down.  You  have  given  us  inspiration.  You  have  marched 
out  to  lead  the  parade  and  the  rest  of  us  are  to  fall  in  behind  you  and  do  our  full  Fair  Share 
Goal  just  like  you  did — so  help  us  God,  we  will  not  fail  to  get  this  done! 

The  second  thing  we  must  do,  in  my  judgment,  is  to  approve  this  reallocation  of  apportioned 
funds  so  we  can  without  asking  any  more  apportioned  dollars  from  our  congregations  than  we 
have  been  already  asking  (you  know  that  the  conference  budget  again  this  year  is  a  zero- 
increase  based  budget).  We  can  meet  the  indebtedness  that  is  on  this  facility  with  its  attendant 
astronomical  interest  charges.  And  I  say  astronomical  recognizing  we  have  a  remarkably  good 
rate  of  less  than  7%.  The  only  reason  it  is  astronomical  is  because  of  the  amount  of  the  note 
on  which  we  must  pay  interest.  $2.4  million  dollars  is  a  large  note.  $444  per  day  is  a  lot  of 
interest. 

There  is  a  second  reality  about  which  we  must  be  forthright  and  honest  and  that  is  in  regard  to 
our  new  structure  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Conference.  The  new  structure  is  already 
producing  missional  results. 

However,  we  must  at  this  Annual  Conference  take  those  actions  which  will  bring  our  structure 
into  conformity  with  recent  rulings  of  the  Judicial  Council. 

To  do  this,  we  need  to  take  three  or  four  specific  steps.  Our  Quality  Discernment  Team  (and 
let  me  say  a  special  word  of  thanks  to  these  Quality  Discernment  Teams — they  have  helped  us 
focus  on  mission)  and  our  Annual  Conference  Rules  Committee  have  come  up  with  some  very 
commendable  proposals.  I  endorse  them  fully  and  completely. 

Our  boards  and  agencies,  if  you  approve,  will  continue  through  this  quadrennium  as 
identifiable,  duly  constituted  boards.  The  chairs  elected  at  the  beginning  of  the  quadrennium 
will  continue.     However,  the  membership  of  the  boards  will  be  composed  of  the  voting 
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membership  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  Therefore,  for  example,  when  some  action 
needs  to  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  the  Chair  of  the  Board,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team,  will  call  the  group  into  session  as  the  Board  of 
Church  and  Society — take  appropriate  action  and  adjourn  the  board.  The  same  can  be  done  as 
needed  for  other  boards  that  need  to  take  specific  action  at  a  specific  time. 

What  this  proposal  is  preserving  is  the  missional  focus  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  while 
at  the  same  time  keeping  intact  the  mandated  boards  and  agencies  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
The  chairs  of  the  Boards  will  remain  in  place  and  the  linkages  will  be  intact  between  the 
General  Church  structure  and  the  Annual  Conference  structure.  I  believe  this  action,  if  you 
approve,  will  move  us  into  compliance  with  recent  Judicial  Council  rulings,  preserve  the  intent 
and  integrity  of  our  new  structure,  and  free  us  to  move  on  to  use  our  energy  to  accomplish 
mission. 

VI.  A  Time  To  Repent 

What  time  is  this?  I  believe  this  is  a  time  to  repent.  Repentance  in  the  faith  journey  is  an 
indispensable  component  of  new  awakening  and  new  beginning.  Repentance  is  the  first  step 
persons  must  take  if  they  are  going  to  renew  their  faithfulness  to  God.  Whether  it  was  the 
prophets  thundering  admonition  to  stop  whoring  after  other  gods  or  the  still,  small  voice  that 
prompted  new  directions  (and  by  the  way  repentance  means  to  turn  in  new  directions),  the 
faith  story  is  one  of  repentance.  John  came  preaching  repentance.  Jesus  said,  "repent." 
Repentance  is  not  private,  though  it  is  personal.  It  is  not  optional,  though  it  is  opportune.  It  is 
essential  if  a  new  way  is  to  be  undertaken.  One  cannot  walk  the  new  way  if  one  is  unwilling 
to  turn  from  the  old  way.  God  will  woo  you,  impress  vou.  appeal  to  you.  Bless  you,  but  God 
will  not  force  you  to  repent. 

Can  we  together,  today,  here  and  now,  in  this  place  repent?  Will  we  repent  of: 

1.)  Our  ways,  some  rather  clever  and  theologically  sophisticated  to  make  the 

main  thing  of  winning  people  to  Jesus  Christ  some  kind  of  a  lesser  thing? 

2.)  Will  we  repent  of  endless  rhetoric — some  often  filled  with  anger,  threat, 

and  manipulated  fear — that  reads  like  a  litany  of  defeat  falling  from  the 
lips  of  the  supposed  victorious,  resurrected  community  of  the  risen  Christ? 

3.)  Will  we  repent  of  our  proclivity  to  find  fault,  negatively  label  our  sisters 

and  brothers  in  Christ  with  whom  we  hold  certain  disagreements,  and 
undermine  the  unity  of  the  church  because  we  will  not  invest  as  much  or 
more  time  in  touting  its  awesome  missional  accomplishments  as  we  do  in 
shouting  our  perceived  understanding  of  its  failures? 

4.)  Will  we  repent  of  letting  our  own  walk  with  God  get  the  leftovers  of  our 

energy  after  we  have  been  out  all  day  fighting  to  protect  God  from  the 
infidels;  fighting  to  preserve  the  status  quo  in  our  church;  fighting  to  keep 
our  church  from  spending  money  on  day  care  for  poor  little  black  and 
white  and  Hispanic  children  when  everybody  knows  we  need  new  pew 
cushions;  fighting  for  more  doctrinal  integrity  in  The  United  Methodist 
Church  when  we  can't  even  recite  from  memory  The  Apostle's  Creed;  and 
fighting  to  gain  and  protect  privileges  as  clergy  and  laity,  when  the  One 
who  had  no  where  to  lay  his  head  looks  on,  weeping  and  wondering  why 
we  have  so  misunderstood  and  misused  the  basin  and  the  towel? 

Church,  is  it  not  a  time  to  repent?  And  now  I  close. 
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VII.  A  Time  To  Decide 

This  is  a  time  to  decide.  Our  communities  are  filled  with  unsaved  and  unchurched  people. 
Even  in  rural  Louisiana  there  are  more  than  enough  unsaved  and  unchurched  persons  to 
double  the  worship  attendance  of  every  one  of  our  congregations.  If  we  can't  see  them,  it  is  a 
sign  of  our  blindness,  not  their  absence.  If  we  are  unwilling  to  reach  them,  it  is  a  sign  of  our 
comfort,  not  a  sign  that  Jesus  has  exempted  our  church  from  the  great  commission. 

But  reaching  the  lost,  feeding  the  hungry,  being  a  vibrant,  hopeful  sign  in  a  bewildered  and 
distracted  world  depends  on  a  decision. 

One  day  God  made  a  decision.  God  decided  to  send  a  person.  One  day  that  person  made  a 
decision.  He  set  his  face  toward  Jerusalem.  He  decided  God's  will  was  more  important  than 
his  own.  One  day  one  of  the  followers  of  Jesus  decided  to  leave  behind  denial  and  guilt  and 
proclaim  in  his  time  and  in  his  place  the  redemptive  presence  and  power  of  a  living  Christ.  It 
was  Pentecost  Day.  One  day  Paul  and  others  decided  to  take  the  full  work  of  God  to  the  full 
need  of  the  Gentiles  and  the  whole  world.  One  day  a  man  named  Wesley  decided  to  take  the 
Gospel  to  the  fields.  One  day  you  decided  to  give  your  life  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Now,  what  about  today?  What  about  this  time?  I  believe  it  is  a  time  of  decision. 

I  believe  this  is  a  time  to  take  a  stand,  not  for  some  partisan  agenda,  not  for  some  personal 
persuasion — but  for  the  clear  simple  work  and  way  of  Jesus  in  and  through  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference.  The  Jesus  who  loved  and  helped  children;  the  Jesus  who  welcomed 
sinners;  the  Jesus  who  went  where  the  people  were  in  need;  the  Jesus  who  told  about  grace 
and  hope;  the  Jesus  who  lived  his  decision  "take  my  life  and  let  it  be  consecrated  Lord  to 
thee." 

Church,  I  want  to  stand  in  your  midst  today  and  decide  to  do  my  best  to  think  like  Jesus;  to 
talk  like  Jesus;  to  serve  like  Jesus  in  this  time  and  in  this  place.  A  Christian  can  climb  the 
pinnacle  of  theological  sophistication  and  can  travel  the  breadth  of  ecclesiastical  polity,  and 
can  plumb  the  depths  of  missiological  strategies,  and  if  he  or  she  have  not  Jesus,  they  have 
nothing. 

"Jesus,  Jesus,  Jesus!  There's  just  something  about  that  name!  Master,  Savior,  Jesus!  Like  the 
fragrance  after  the  rain.  Jesus,  Jesus,  Jesus!  Let  all  heaven  and  earth  proclaim:  Kings  and 
kingdoms  will  all  pass  away,  but  there's  something  about  that  name!" 

Church,  I  believe  it  is  time  to  decide.  Do  you? 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  Dr.  Chris  Andrews,  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  to  make  a 
special  presentation.  Dr.  Andrews  offered  gratitude  to  Bishop  Solomon  and  his  wife,  Joy,  for 
all  their  encouragement  and  leadership  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth 
escorted  Mrs.  Solomon  to  the  platform  and  presented  her  with  a  corsage  to  represent  the 
conference's  appreciation.  Mrs.  Solomon  gave  thanks  for  the  conference's  friendship,  care 
and  concern.  Dr.  Andrews  asked  the  conference  to  join  in  a  covenant  to  pray  daily  for  the 
Solomon's  continued  leadership. 

Mr.  Tim  Hebert  reported  for  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History.  He  referred  to  a 
Historical  Register  project  that  will  contain  all  of  the  statistical  data  of  every  local  church  in 
the  conference.  He  is  hopeful  that  this  register  will  be  completed  by  the  year  2000.  He  asked 
for  churches  to  write  a  history  of  its  story  to  be  included  in  the  registry  and  submit  them  to 
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their  District  Superintendent.  Mr.  Hebert  reported  that  photographs  would  be  taken  of  each 
church  and  recorded  in  the  registry.  He  encouraged  every  local  church  to  join  the  newly 
formed  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Historical  Society. 

Ms.  Sally  Martin  came  to  Witness  of  the  Spirit  in  a  Special  Session  follow-up  that  was  held  in 
October,  1997.  She  is  an  elementary  teacher  and  has  wanted  to  do  something  but  didn't  know 
where  to  begin  and  found  it  to  be  an  overwhelming  challenge.  The  support  and  interest  of 
Bishop  Solomon  has  helped  her  to  believe  that  there  is  something  we  can  do  to  challenge 
children.  So  many  ideas  were  found  and  shared  with  hope  that  the  enthusiasm  would  remain 
after  the  Special  Session.  She  went  home  and  saw  at  church  lots  of  grandparents  who  do  not 
spend  the  time  they  would  like  with  their  grandchildren.  The  idea  to  bring  grandchildren  and 
grandparents  together  was  birthed.  She  expounded  on  who  would  do  this  and  found  it  had  to 
be  her.  An  after  school  program  was  introduced  and  the  four  questions  from  Special  Session 
continued  to  haunt  her.  She  pondered,  "Am  I  truly  a  servant  of  God.  Can  you  serve  without 
acting?"  The  first  "Desperate  Children's"  program  was  used  on  January  8,  1998.  It  is  a 
success  and  we  are  making  a  difference  in  children's  lives. 

Mrs.  JoAnn  White,  Chair  of  the  Task  Force  on  the  Episcopal  Initiative  on  Children  in  Poverty, 
reported  that  the  task  force  is  grateful  for  all  the  enthusiastic  participation  given  at  the  Special 
Session  which  was  held  in  September,  1997,  at  the  Summit  that  was  held  in  New  Orleans  in 
the  fall  of  1997  and  for  the  conference  embracing  Denim  Day  at  this  session.  She  asked  all 
members  of  the  task  force  to  stand  and  be  recognized.  She  stated  that  our  youth  are  in  crisis 
and  asked  everyone  to  light  candles  that  were  displayed  at  each  table  while  Dr.  Rena  Yocom 
offered  a  prayer.  Mrs.  White  recognized  the  youth  of  the  conference  for  their  hard  work  and 
dedication  toward  this  project.  She  announced  that  there  would  be  another  summit  held  in 
Ruston  later  this  year  and  a  conference  youth  event  would  be  held  at  the  Conference  Center  in 
September  featuring  Dr.  Tex  Sample  as  the  speaker  and  Mrs.  Celia  Whitler  as  the  song  leader. 
Mrs.  White  asked  everyone  to  complete  the  questionnaire  distributed  to  enable  every  concern 
regarding  Children  in  Need  to  be  addressed.  A  video,  "How  Will  They  Know,"  depicting 
children  in  poverty  around  the  world  and  their  need  for  help,  was  shown.  Bishop  Solomon 
asked  for  affirmation  from  the  conference,  which  responded  with  enthusiasm. 

Song  leader  Dr.  Michael  Hawn  led  in  the  Youth's  choice  of  a  song,  Lord  Prepare  Me. 

Ms.  Elizabeth  Love  led  in  a  scripture  reading  and  a  song. 

Rev.  Ricky  Willis  shared  a  "Witness  of  the  Spirit"  reporting  on  the  Kairos  Ministry.  He 
shared  that  he  found  himself  at  Wade  Correctional  Center  in  Homer,  Louisiana,  at  a  Kairos 
Ministry.  This  is  a  three-day  experience  with  prison  inmates  that  introduces  them  to  the 
Christian  faith  and  an  experience  of  the  unconditional  love  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  reported  that 
he  did  not  accept  this  call  eagerly.  Being  a  minister  for  17  years,  he  had  made  few  visits  to  the 
prison.  For  some  reason  he  thought  some  people  were  beyond  the  ability  of  God  to  transform 
them.  His  eyes  have  been  opened  and  he  has  seen  the  awesome  power  of  God  in  this  world. 
He  has  found  there  is  no  one  beyond  the  unconditional  love  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  are  many 
ways  Jesus'  love  is  expressed  to  prison  residents:  meals,  cookies,  and  testimonies.  Each 
resident  receives  letters  from  Christians  across  the  state.  These  letters  reach  their  hardened 
hearts  in  a  way  no  other  can.  The  men  who  participate  in  this  weekend  live  in  an  environment 
that  is  cold  and  hard,  but  during  this  weekend  those  walls  are  broken  down. 

Rev.  Steve  Caraway,  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  reported  that  due  to  the  approval  of  a 
new  structure  of  the  Annual  Conference  last  session  there  are  many  rule  changes.  He  stated 
that  the  Judicial  Council  reviewed  other  similar  proposals  and  rejected  certain  aspects  of  those. 
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As  a  result  the  Louisiana  Conference  structural  changes  as  reflected  in  the  Rules  Committee 
Report  are  to  enable  the  conference  to  accomplish  its  mission  in  complete  compliance  with 
The  Book  of  Discipline.  The  proposed  changes  will  result  in  a  structure  with  the  following 
Boards,  Commissions  and  other  Conference  Agencies  required  by  the  Book  of  Discipline:  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society;  the  Board  of  Discipleship;  the  Board  Of  Global  Ministries,  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry;  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race;  the 
Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women;  the  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and 
Interreligious  Concerns;  and  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History. 

Rev.  Caraway  made  corrections  to  the  preprinted  materials.  Changes  were  suggested  and 
accepted  by  the  Committee  on  Rules.  The  conference  approved  all  proposed  changes  to  bring 
the  structure  into  compliance  with  the  Discipline. 

Discussion  was  entertained  regarding  the  Amendment  of  Article  Six,  Rule  Thirteen  which 
states  that  "the  terms  of  membership  on  all  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Committees 
shall  be  limited  to  any  number  of  years,  not  to  exceed  eight  (8),  served  in  two  consecutive 
quadrennia  "to  exclude  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees." 

Mr.  Paul  White  suggested  that  the  conference  needs  opportunities  for  diverse  and  multiple 
leadership.  Dr.  Ray  Branton  spoke  against  the  proposed  amendment  saying  that  Conference 
Trustees  should  be  under  the  same  rules  of  tenure  as  other  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 
Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  spoke  for  the  amendment  because  she  felt  that  the  loss  of  Tom  Matheny  at 
this  time  would  not  be  beneficial  to  the  conference  due  to  the  expertise  he  brings  to  this 
position.  Dr.  James  Poole  spoke  for  continuity  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Rev.  Steve  Caraway 
responded  to  the  comments  with  assurance  that  the  rule  is  consistent  with  the  rules  that  govern 
local  church  trustees  and  that  this  does  not  prevent  the  Committee  on  Nominations  from 
nominating  others.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the  committee's  recommendation  did  not  prevail. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  asked  Bishop  Solomon  "for  a  Decision  of  Law  under  paragraph  2613  of  the 
Discipline  -  That  it  be  reviewed  under  paragraph  2614  and  your  decision  and  the  structure  be 
sent  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  an  opinion." 

Bishop  Solomon  responded  by  saying  that  any  member  has  the  privilege  of  asking  for  a 
Ruling  of  Law  from  the  Bishop  and  it  becomes  his  responsibility  to  make  a  ruling,  prepare  a 
brief  to  be  sent  to  the  Judicial  Council  within  30  days  of  this  session. 

Dr.  Rena  Yocom  reported  that  the  District  Missioner  position  is  so  new  that  people  are  still 
wondering  what  it  is.  An  entertaining  video  was  shared  with  the  conference  reflecting  on  the 
reactions  of  the  conference  to  the  District  Missioners. 

Each  District  Missioner  introduced  themselves  giving  one  challenge  facing  their  District. 
District  Missioners  are  as  follows:  Betsy  Eaves,  Shreveport;  Verna  Myers,  Ruston;  Fred 
Fulton,  Monroe;  LaMarylis  Cotton,  Baton  Rouge;  Sheri  Zehner,  North  Shore;  Barbara 
Murray,  New  Orleans;  Linda  Boswell,  Acadiana;  Jean  Foreman,  Lake  Charles;  and  Pam 
Crews,  Alexandria. 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  his  gratitude  for  all  the  Missioners  and  for  those  places  where 
mission  is  going  on  in  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

Dr.  Stone  Caraway,  Conference  Secretary,  offered  announcements  and  Bishop  Solomon 
adjourned  the  morning  session  for  the  lunch  break. 
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Tuesday,  June  9, 1998 
Afternoon  Session 

Bishop  Solomon  called  the  afternoon  session  to  order.  Rev.  James  Evans  led  in  prayer. 

Dr.  Don  Avery,  the  Dean  Elect  of  the  Cabinet,  presented  a  resolution  to  the  conference.  In 
celebration  and  honor  of  the  life  of  Bishop  William  Talbot  Handy,  Jr.,  known  as  "W.T.,"  Dr. 
Avery  reflected  on  the  life  of  Bishop  Handy  and  a  moment  of  silent  prayer  and  reflection  was 
observed.  A  verse  of  Amazing  Grace  was  sung.  The  following  resolution  will  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Ruth  Handy  and  other  appropriate  parties. 

RESOLUTION 

IN 

HONOR,  REMEMBRANCE  AND  CELEBRATION 

OF  THE  LIFE  OF 
WILLIAM  TALBOT  HANDY,  JR. 

WHEREAS,  the  people  called  Methodist  of  Louisiana  experienced  the  loss  occasioned  by  the 
home  going  of  Bishop  William  Talbot  Handy,  Jr.  on  Sunday,  April  12,  1998,  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  and  this  being  the  first  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  our  having  celebrated 
our  Memorial  Service  at  the  beginning  of  the  said  session  and  the  roll  of  honored  dead  having 
been  read,  remembered,  and  honored,  and  the  writer  of  this  resolution  having  known  him  well 
as  far  back  as  he  could  remember,  and  having  the  recollection  of  him  being  a  man  of  faith  with 
a  love  for  life  and  laughter  and  fun  (didn't  care  much  for  foolishness,  though),  I  have  taken  the 
liberty  of  not  writing  a  stiff  resolution,  in  that  Talbot  was  everything  but  stiff,  and 

WHEREAS,  W.T.  Handy,  Jr.  was  elected  to  the  episcopacy  in  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  at  the 
South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  when  it  was  held 
July  14-17,  1980,  thereby  having  membership  in  the  College  of  Bishops  of  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction,  and  since  he  was  a  Louisiana  native  and  the  first  Bishop  elected  from  the  merged 
Louisiana  Conference  (in  fact  there  would  not  have  been  any  way  to  get  Talbot  out  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  other  than  to  promote  him  and  send  him  somewhere  else),  and 

WHEREAS,  William  Talbot  Handy,  Jr.,  known  by  many  as  W.T.,  but  by  family  and  close 
friends  as  Talbot,  was  born  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  on  March  26,  1922,  to  the  late 
Reverend  William  Talbot  Handy,  Sr.  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Pleasant  Handy  (better  known  as  Doc 
Handy  and  Sister  Handy)  and  traveled  Louisiana  as  he  grew  up  in  the  parsonages,  and 

WHEREAS,  Talbot  was  colorful  and  possessed  a  great  sense  of  humor  (but  many  of  us  were 
compelled  to  remind  him  that  he  never  would  be  as  colorful  as  Doc  Handy... "That's  right!"), 
and 

WHEREAS,  in  Talbot's  love  of  the  church  and  preparation  of  himself  to  be  better  engaged  in 
ministry,  he  earned  degrees  from  Dillard  University,  Gammon  Theological  Seminary  and 
Boston  University  School  of  Theology,  he  never  talked  about  where  all  he  had  been  to  school 
and  the  honors  that  he  had  received,  but  with  humility,  mixed  with  a  strange  boldness,  always 
stated,  "The  local  church  is  where  the  action  is!"  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1951  Talbot's  first  appointment  was  Peoples,  New  Orleans,  Assistant  (he  was 
assistant  to  Doc  Handy,  who  was  New  Orleans  District  Superintendent  at  the  time... "That's 
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right!");  and  second,  Newman,  Alexandria,  1952  through  1958;  and  third,  St.  Marks,  Baton 
Rouge,  1959  through  1967,  and 

WHEREAS,  some  in  the  conference  said  that  Talbot  left  St.  Marks  to  sell  books  as 
representative  with  the  publishing  house  (he  may  have  sold  books  but  he  never  stopped 
preaching — in  fact,  many  believed  that  Talbot's  better  sermons  dealt  with  stewardship),  and 

WHEREAS,  some  present  in  this  conference  survived  the  experience  of  Talbot  as  a  District 
Superintendent  with  his  passion,  his  zeal,  his  demand  for  full  time  service  (he  really  meant 
overtime)  and  his  steady  reminder,  "It's  the  local  church;  that's  where  the  action  is!"  and 

WHEREAS  Talbot's  love  for  music,  especially  for  jazz,  and  the  humble  way  that  he 
minimized  his  influence  and  role  on  the  Hymnal  Committee  (just  from  looking  at  many  of  the 
hymns  that  made  the  book  you  could  tell  his  influence,  but  yet,  again  and  again,  he  said,  "The 
only  reason  that  I  am  part  of  this  committee  is  to  insure  that  Amazing  Grace  makes  the  book), 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  this  Annual  Conference  pause  in  its  deliberation, 
presentation,  discussion  and  debate  for  a  moment  of  silent  prayer  and  reflection — no  sorrow, 
but  rejoicing — as  we  remember  and  honor  the  memory  of  Bishop  William  Talbot  Handy,  Jr. 
with  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  God  and  with  honor  and  celebration  of  his  life,  and  that  we 
sing  the  sixth  stanza  of  Amazing  Grace  (which  made  it  back  in  the  hymnal),  "When  we've 
been  there  ten  thousand  years,  bright  shining  as  the  sun,  we've  no  less  days  to  sing  God's 
praise,  than  when  we  first  begun."  And  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Ruth  and  the 
children  and  to  the  College  of  Bishops  as  an  expression  of  our  joy  and  love. 

The  Resolution  was  adopted. 

Bishop  Solomon  presented  to  the  conference  the  newly  elected  President  of  Dillard 
University,  Dr.  Michael  Lomax.  He  affirmed  afresh  in  the  presence  of  the  President,  the 
partnership  of  Dillard  and  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Dr.  Lomax  brought  greetings  to  the 
Annual  Conference  from  Dillard  University.  He  spoke  of  Bishop  Handy's  presence  even 
today  at  Dillard  University.  He  reported  on  Dillard  University  and  the  other  ten  historic  black 
universities  that  are  a  part  of  this  denomination.  This  year  is  the  129  commencement.  He 
thanked  the  conference  for  it's  continued  sacrifice  and  support.  He  reported  that  this  year 
Dillard  University  will  have  the  largest  freshman  class  in  its  history.  The  summer  semester 
had  over  300  students.  More  students  are  coming  from  the  state  of  Louisiana.  This  insures 
more  and  more  young  men  and  women  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  jobs  in  the  state  of 
Louisiana.  He  introduced  Dr.  Graham  Matthews,  new  Director  of  Church  Relations  at  Dillard. 

Mrs.  Jo  Ann  White,  Chair  of  the  Task  Force  on  the  Episcopal  Initiative  on  Children  in  Poverty, 
introduced  the  theme  song  found  in  the  Book  of  Worship.  Rev.  Jimmie  Pyles  shared  a 
touching  story  about  children's  special  needs.  The  report  was  received. 

Rev.  Rob  Weber  reported  on  the  Academy  of  Spiritual  Leadership.  Tracks  will  be 
forthcoming  to  provide  strong  training,  especially  in  some  of  the  rural  areas.  Mrs.  Dollene 
Sims  challenged  the  conference  to  fulfill  its  mission  to  raise  up  spiritual  leaders.  To  work  to 
implement  exciting  missions.  She  expressed  excitement  and  anticipation  of  the  leaders  to  be 
nominated  to  take  part  in  this  academy.  The  conference  received  the  report. 

Rev.  Doug  Cain  presented  the  Quality  Discernment  Team  report.  The  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry  and  the  Cabinet  Quality  Discernment  Teams  have  been  meeting  together.   Pages  40- 
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43  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report  provides  information  concerning  the  work  of  these 
Discernment  Teams. 

Rev.  Tim  Smith  asked  for  the  participation  of  the  conference  by  completing  the  form  Dialogue 
for  the  Future  and  returning  it  to  the  Secretary's  table.  The  report  of  Quality  Discernment 
Team  was  accepted  in  its  entirety. 

A  moment  of  personal  privilege  regarding  the  Congress  on  Evangelism  in  New  Orleans  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  conference  by  Rev.  Jon  Tellifero.  Bishop  Solomon  encouraged 
participation  in  the  National  Conference  to  be  held  in  New  Orleans. 

Ms.  Elizabeth  Love  led  in  a  song.  A  "Witness  of  the  Spirit"  was  shared  by  Ms.  Margaret 
Johnson  who  spoke  of  her  journey  with  God  providing  her  a  less  stressful  life  style.  She 
encouraged  all  to  listen  to  the  voice  of  love  that  will  change  their  life. 

Mr.  David  Quails  and  Rev.  Gene  Finnell  reported  on  a  Conference  Ministry  Team 
recommendation  as  found  on  page  39  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  Two  task  forces,  one 
administrative  and  one  leadership  are  recommended  to  be  created  by  the  Annual  Conference. 
The  functions  of  each  task  force  are  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report. 

Scholarships  were  then  presented  by  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  to  Sara  Elizabeth  Todd  from  the 
United  Methodist  Foundation.  Two  other  scholarships  were  presented  to  Miss  Kawanda 
August  who  will  be  attending  Dillard  University  and  to  Mr.  Christopher  Jenkins  who  will  be 
attending  Duke  University.  Miss  Tamisha  Adams,  a  representative  of  the  Black  College  Fund, 
was  introduced  and  addressed  the  conference. 

The  Conference  Ministry  Team  Report  found  on  Page  39  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report  was 
voted  on  and  approved  in  its  entirety. 

A  Personal  Privilege  was  taken  by  Bishop  Solomon  as  he  explained  that  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team  is  not  the  same  as  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  The  staff  leadership 
for  the  CCOM  and  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  has  been  provided  over  the  past  years  by  a 
competent  and  visionary  leader,  Rev.  Leslie  Akin.  He  called  upon  Rev.  Freddie  Henderson,  a 
past  Chair  of  CCOM  to  come  and  share  a  word  of  witness  regarding  Rev.  Akin.  Rev. 
Henderson  spoke  of  a  genuine  camaraderie  with  Rev.  Akin  found  in  sharing  dreams,  hurts  and 
working  together.  He  continued  by  saying,  "My  colleague  and  friend  Leslie  Akin  deserves  a 
tremendous  round  of  appreciation"  and  the  conference  stood  to  applaud  her. 

Bishop  Solomon  spoke  of  the  vision  of  Rev.  Akin  reflected  in  her  life  and  work  done  with  a 
persistent  impatience  to  get  on  with  what  God  wants  us  to  do.  He  spoke  of  Leslie's  love  of  the 
Lord,  the  church  and  the  Louisiana  Conference.  She  is  a  leader  in  raising  up  spiritual 
leadership  in  this  day.  He  thanked  God  for  Rev.  Akin  and  expressed  appreciation  for  her 
person  and  her  future  journey. 

Appreciation  for  the  service  of  Dr.  Stone  Caraway  and  Dr.  Kenneth  Reed  were  also  expressed 
by  Bishop  Solomon. 

Dr.  Ray  Branton  presented  a  check  for  $7,046  from  The  United  Methodist  Publishing  House 
to  Bishop  Solomon  on  behalf  of  the  retired  persons  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Bishop 
Solomon  presented  the  check  to  Dr.  Caraway.  Dr.  Branton  introduced  Ms.  Trish  Fields  from 
Cokesbury  who  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  their  support.  She 
invited  everyone  to  visit  the  new  location  of  the  bookstore  at  Annual  Conference. 
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Dr.  Ken  Schwab,  President  of  Centenary  College,  recognized  the  staff  who  have  been  working 
to  assist  the  Annual  Conference.  He  recognized  Ms.  Heather  Haussler  and  Ms.  Dawn  Norris 
for  their  hard  work  serving  the  conference.  Dr.  Schwab  informed  the  conference  that  this  is 
Centenary's  173  rd  year  of  existence.  He  thanked  the  conference  for  continued  support.  Two 
new  members  of  the  Religion  Department  were  noted.  He  introduced  students  who  have  made 
an  impact  on  the  college.  A  letter  was  read  from  a  foreign  student  to  the  college  sharing  her 
appreciation  to  the  conference.  Dr.  Schwab  introduced  an  ensemble  from  the  Centenary  Choir 
to  share  a  song.  Mr.  Jonathan  Cain,  who  will  graduate  this  year,  was  introduced  and  spoke  to 
the  conference  about  his  experiences  and  challenges  at  Centenary.  Dr.  Schwab  encouraged 
everyone  to  take  a  search  book  to  a  student  and  encourage  them  to  attend  Centenary  College. 
He  presented  the  conference  with  changes  in  the  Centenary  Charter  as  previously  distributed. 
The  changes  were  approved. 

Dr.  Michael  Hawn  reported  on  and  brought  greetings  from  Perkins  School  of  Theology.  He 
spoke  of  newly  developed  courses  in  the  curriculum  and  shared  the  gratefulness  of  Perkins  for 
the  support  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  reported  on  the  development  of  the  first  United  Methodist  University  in 
Africa.  She  stated  that  there  are  presently  four  school  campuses:  Theology,  Agriculture, 
Education  and  Business  Administration.  There  will  be  a  School  of  Humanities  and  Social 
Living.  As  funds  become  available  the  present  567  students  from  fifteen  African  countries 
attending  the  University  will  have  more  buildings  and  a  more  advanced  curriculum.  There  are 
four  teaching  buildings,  a  student  union,  three  staff  houses,  a  chapel  and  a  library  under 
construction.  The  African  University  Choir  is  now  on  tour  in  eight  Midwestern  Conferences. 
Dr.  Carruth  serves  on  the  Africa  University  Development  Committee.  Louisiana  paid  their 
apportionment  to  Africa  University.  Dr.  Carruth  presented  a  plaque  to  Bishop  Solomon 
thanking  the  conference  for  its  support.  Bishop  Solomon  received  the  plaque  with 
acknowledgement  of  Dr.  Carruth's  constant  support  in  keeping  the  dream  alive. 

Bishop  Solomon  brought  a  word  of  greeting  from  Bishop  Norris  of  the  Northwest  Texas 
Conference  where  Bishop  Solomon  preached  last  week.  Bishop  Norris  chairs  the  endowment 
effort  for  Africa  University. 

The  report  given  by  Dr.  Carruth  was  received. 

Ms.  Elizabeth  Love  led  in  a  song  from  page  14  of  the  Worship  Book. 

A  "Witness  of  the  Spirit"  was  shared  by  Mr.  Frank  Blake  of  St.  Paul  United  Methodist 
Church. 

Ms.  Marie  Durham  was  recognized  for  her  competency  at  the  piano. 

Rev.  Russell  Jones,  Chair  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  presented  their  report  to 
the  conference.  The  report  was  approved  by  the  conference. 

Rev.  Arnold  Brown,  Chair  of  Special  Ministries,  referred  the  conference  to  page  37  of  the  Pre- 
Conference  Report.  He  spoke  of  the  vital  ministry  of  this  team  in  the  ministry  of  the  church. 

Rev.  Kirby  Verret  brought  greetings  from  the  Native  American  Ministries  and  encouraged  the 
conference  to  read  page  38  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  He  invited  people  to  visit  Dulac 
and  to  appeal  to  the  US  Coast  Guard  to  return  the  property  to  the  people  of  Dulac.  The  Bishop 
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explained  that  the  land,  if  it  ceases  to  be  a  Coast  Guard  station,  needs  to  be  returned  to  the 
church  and  not  be  given  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Dr.  Alonzo  Campbell  reported  for  Mr.  Pete  Aguila,  Chair  of  the  Hispanic  Ministries  Task 
Force.  He  encouraged  people  to  visit  the  Hispanic  Ministries  in  New  Orleans.  These  reports 
were  accepted  in  their  entirety. 

Bishop  Solomon  reported  on  his  visit  to  North  Korea.  He  told  of  finding  a  UMCOR  food  box 
in  a  North  Korean  home.  This  box  stood  between  life  and  starvation  for  these  people.  Bishop 
Solomon  encouraged  people  to  get  their  hand  in  the  hurt  of  the  world.  Mrs.  Mina  Jean  Travis 
shared  a  moment  of  personal  testimony  concerning  hands-on  mission.  Flood  buckets  were 
then  filled  with  household  cleaners  to  be  sent  to  the  UMCOR  depot  to  be  distributed. 

Dr.  Alonzo  Campbell  reported  on  Volunteers  in  Mission  as  found  on  page  48  of  the  Pre- 
Conference  Report.  Volunteers  for  the  past  year  were  recognized.  A  brief  skit  was  presented 
by  Mrs.  Tamara  deGraffenreid  and  Mrs.  Shirlene  Spears  to  promote  the  Louisiana 
BloodMobile  outside  the  Gold  Dome.  Hospitality  House  is  receiving  donations  of  Macaroni 
and  Cheese  in  boxes  around  the  Gold  Dome.  The  skit  was  followed  by  a  video  on  the  recent 
"Taking  it  to  the  Streets"  activities  of  Volunteers  in  Mission. 

Mr.  James  Gillespie  reported  on  the  Louisiana  Russian  Initiative.  Three  Russian  students 
supported  by  the  conference  are  now  graduates  with  honors  from  Centenary  College.  A 
special  thank-you  was  given  to  those  who  support  the  Russian  Initiative.  This  summer  eleven 
"missionaries"  from  Russia  will  visit  the  United  States.  A  video  of  the  work  in  Ekaterinburg, 
Russia  was  shown.  Nine  United  Methodists  will  travel  to  Ekaterinburg  to  continue  ministry 
there.  Bishop  Solomon  encouraged  people  to  take  videos  on  outreach  ministries  to  be  used  in 
local  churches,  Sunday  School  classes,  etc. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump,  new  Lay  Leader  of  the  conference,  announced  the  death  of  the  Music 
Director  of  Bethany  United  Methodist  Church.  She  asked  that  a  courtesy  letter  be  sent  to  the 
family  of  Mr.  Eugene  Green,  Sr. 

Dr.  Stone  Caraway  made  announcements  and  Bishop  Solomon  adjourned  the  day's  session. 


Tuesday,  June  9, 1998 
Evening  Worship 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  convened  in  the  Gold  Dome  at  7:00  for  the  Evening 
Worship  Service  to  honor  the  retiring  clergy.

The  Word  of  Witness,  "Pass  it  On,"  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  Teresa  Fry  Brown.  The  Response  to  The  Word  was  performed  by  the 
Conference  Youth  Band  and  Choir. 
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Wednesday,  June  10, 1998 
Morning  Session 

Rev.  Wilbert  C.  August  opened  the  morning  session  with  prayer. 

Dr.  Theresa  Fry  Brown  was  introduced  by  Bishop  Solomon  and  led  the  Bible  Study,  "The 
Awesome  Attributes  of  God,"  based  on  Psalm  145. 

Dr.  Michael  Hawn  and  Dr.  Brown  led  in  song. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson,  Chair  of  the  Journal  Committee,  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the 
Special  Session,  held  October  4,  1997,  in  Pineville  have  been  reviewed  and  found  to  be 
accurate.  The  report  was  approved.  Rev.  Henderson  informed  the  session  that  the  minutes  of 
June  8th  and  9th  have  been  reviewed  and  he  moved  that  they  be  approved.  The  report  was 
approved. 

Mr.  John  Porter,  President  of  the  United  Methodist  Foundation,  stated  that  ten  years  ago  Dr. 
Kenneth  Reed  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Foundation  with  assets  of  ten  million  dollars. 
Today  the  assets  exceed  seventy  million  dollars.  During  that  time  he  has  increased  the 
services  to  local  churches  and  institutions.  Dr.  Reed  in  retirement  will  continue  on  a  part-time 
basis  with  the  Foundation.  The  Executive  Committee  recommended  Mr.  Ray  Caraway  as  the 
new  CEO  and  President. 

Mr.  Ray  Caraway  thanked  Dr.  Ken  Reed  for  the  service  he  has  given  over  the  past  years.  Mr. 
Caraway  presented  the  St.  Mark  United  Methodist  Church  a  $1,000  check  and  the  1998  Vision 
Award  which  is  presented  every  year  to  a  local  church  that  has  shown  a  commitment  to 
building  their  Endowment  Fund.  Rev.  James  Haynes  and  Rev.  Wilbert  August  received  the 
award. 

Dr.  Rena  Yocom  of  The  Children  in  Need  Initiative  accepted  a  $5,000  check  from  the 
Bishop's  Society  Fund.  Dr.  Yocom  accepted  the  check  with  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the 
homeless  children  in  the  United  States  and  outside  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Ken  Reed  highlighted  the  report  of  the  Foundation  found  on  page  78  of  the  Pre- 
Conference  Report  showing  the  management  of  more  than  438  accounts  totaling  Seventy- 
three  million  dollars.  This  makes  the  Foundation  the  third  largest  United  Methodist 
Foundation  in  the  United  States.  Dr.  Reed  expressed  thanks  to  the  people  and  churches  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  He  gave  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  staff  (Mrs.  Tamara 
deGraffenried,  Mrs.  Melinda  Petersen,  and  Mrs.  Joanne  Lewis),  to  a  visionary  and  supportive 
Bishop  and  to  an  understanding  wife.  He  expressed  confidence  in  Mr.  Ray  Caraway. 

Dr.  Larry  Robertson  was  recognized  for  a  moment  of  personal  privilege  to  request  recognition 
for  Mr.  Jesse  Stafford  who  is  the  Foundation's  largest  contributor.  Bishop  Solomon  added 
that  he  has  never  seen  a  Foundation  that  has  a  better  partnership  of  nurture  and  support  of  an 
Annual  Conference. 

Rev.  McKinley  Franklin  asked  about  the  ethnic  makeup  of  the  staff  of  the  Foundation.  Dr. 
Reed  said  that  the  Foundation  is  open  to  the  employment  of  ethnic  staff. 

The  report  was  approved  in  its  entirety. 
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Ms.  Elizabeth  Love  led  in  a  reading,  a  song  and  introduced  the  "Witness  of  the  Spirit"  which 
was  brought  by  Sara  Seeliger  concerning  the  impact  of  Disciple  Bible  Study. 

Dr.  Chris  Andrews  reported  on  the  Bishop's  Appeal  for  the  Children  of  Africa.  The 
conference  sang  He's  Got  the  Whole  World  in  His  Hands.  Dr.  Andrews  shared  God's  call  to 
provide  hope  for  the  children  of  Africa.  We  are  here  before  you  to  be  for  the  people  of  Africa, 
first  with  the  tennis  shoes,  and  now  with  blue  jeans.  The  latest  count  is  a  little  over  10,000 
pairs  of  jeans.  Hope  for  the  Children  of  Africa  Task  Force  was  recognized  and  shared  parts  of 
a  litany.  Bishop  Dan  Solomon  and  his  wife  Joy,  Mrs.  Linda  Boswell,  Mr.  Ray  Caraway,  Rev. 
James  Haynes  and  Ms.  Cathy  White  will  be  going  to  Africa  with  a  word  of  love  and  other 
expressions  from  this  conference.  A  laying  on  of  hands  was  done  throughout  the  conference. 
Dr.  Andrews  led  in  prayer  for  the  Task  Force. 

The  goal  to  be  raised  from  all  United  Methodist  Churches  in  the  United  States  for  the  Bishop's 
Appeal  for  Africa  is  $12,000,000.  The  share  for  Louisiana  is  $200,000.  Dr.  Andrews  made  a 
motion  to  move  under  the  guidance  of  the  spirit  and  at  the  1999  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  in  the  opening  evening  worship  service  Louisiana  United  Methodists  will  bring  an 
offering  of  power  and  grace  that  will  be  at  least  $200,000  for  the  Bishop's  Appeal  for  Africa. 
Bishop  Solomon  said  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  growing  faster  in  Africa  than  any  other 
place  on  the  globe,  but  the  suffering  is  too  great  to  describe.  The  $12,000,000  is  to  rebuild  the 
worship  places  that  have  been  destroyed.  It  will  be  called  a  Miracle  Night  Offering  for  the 
children  of  Africa. 

Rev.  McKinley  Franklin  requested  that  we  not  forget  the  children  of  Louisiana,  especially 
Special  Education  children. 

The  motion  made  by  Dr.  Andrews  was  approved. 

Dr.  Carole  Cotton-Winn  brought  a  "Witness  of  the  Spirit".  She  informed  the  conference  that 
she  took  a  six-week  sabbatical  leave  which  included  two  weeks  spent  at  a  Quaker  Retreat 
Center.  It  was  spent  as  a  time  of  rest,  reflection,  restoration  and  renewal.  She  is  now  a  strong 
advocate  of  Sabbatical  leave  and  enthusiastically  encouraged  all  clergy  to  take  at  least  a  six- 
week  sabbatical. 

Bishop  Solomon  recognized  Rev.  John  Innis  as  the  ambassador  to  the  Louisiana  Conference 
from  Africa  who  also  works  at  Sager-Brown.  Rev.  Innis  gave  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
conference  for  being  Christ  centered.  He  gave  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop  and  children  of 
Africa  for  the  action  of  this  Annual  Conference. 

Mrs.  Linda  Hair,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Representative  for  Global  Ministries,  was 
introduced  to  the  conference.  She  is  available  to  interpret  advance  and  mission  initiatives. 

Dr.  Rena  Yocom  introduced  a  new  program  provided  by  the  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  called,  "A  Church  for  All  God's  Children"  which  helps  local  churches  to  be  in 
ministry  to  children.  Committees  are  formed  to  look  at  areas  such  as,  the  building  and  the 
community  through  the  eyes  of  children.  The  District  Ministry  Teams  will  contact  each 
church  to  participate.  The  next  Annual  Conference  Session  will  celebrate  the  churches  that 
have  become  "A  Church  for  All  God's  Children." 

Rev.  Steve  Caraway,  Chair  of  Conference  Relations  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry, 
introduced  Rev.  Helena  Wright-Butler  who  led  the  Call  to  Worship.  The  following  Retirees 
were  honored:  Walter  L.  Baker,  L.  Ray  Branton,  Joe  E.  Brown,  Stone  W.  Caraway,  George  B. 
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Cunningham,  Wilbur  G.C.  Davis,  Sr.,  Andrew  J.  Douglas,  E.  Benjamin  Fant,  E.  Rand  Guy, 
Kenneth  R.  Jones,  Chang  Kyu  Lee,  Jarrell  R.  Morgan,  L.  Alton  Peel,  Sr.,  Kenneth  R.  Reed, 
Oscar  Tippin,  Jr.,  John  M.  Winn,  Jr.,  and  Helena  Wright-Butler. 

Rev.  Larry  Stafford,  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Pensions,  spoke  of  the  report  as  found  on  page  23 
of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  Medical  benefits  and  insurance  premiums  have  not  been 
increased  for  the  last  six  years.  Querbes  and  Nelson  has  helped  to  upgrade  benefits  without 
raising  the  costs.  Rev.  Dickie  Hoffpauir  is  the  Chair  of  the  Health  Committee.  Clergy  persons 
need  to  be  a  part  of  Workmen's  Compensation.  The  conference  vacation  policy  was  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  delegates.  The  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  is  for  all  clergy  of  the  conference. 
This  plan  became  effective  in  1982  and  is  considered  a  Defined  Contribution  Program.  This 
means  each  Charge  pays  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  12%  of  base  compensation  up  to 
the  denominational  average  compensation.  Clergy  pay  3%  of  base  salary  to  the  program. 
Each  retiring  pastor  receives  the  same  pension  from  the  amounts  contributed  by  the  charges. 
Rev.  Stafford  emphasized  the  need  to  enroll  the  new  order  of  Deacons  in  Full  Connection  by 
January  1,  1999.  Pastors'  1997  pension  contributions  that  have  not  been  paid  in  full  are  due 
by  June  15.  This  is  deferred  compensation  and  is  a  part  of  the  pastor's  compensation. 

The  Board  of  Pensions  recommends  the  raising  of  the  Minister's  Reserve  Pension  Fund's 
Annuity  Rate  to  $393  per  service  year  for  1999.  This  is  a  $28.00  per  service  year  increase 
over  1998.  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  also  now  basing  this  recommendation  upon  1%  of  the 
DAC  instead  of  1%  of  the  CAC.  This  is  a  minimum  goal. 

Over  $900,000  was  received  in  1997  and  over  7.7  million  dollars  has  been  received  over  the 
last  twenty  years  from  the  Woolworth  Foundation  in  support  of  the  Pensions  Program.  Other 
support  comes  from  earnings  made  from  investments.  In  1996  earnings  of  $1,01 1,000  and  in 
1997  earnings  of  $2,036,000  were  received.  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  proposing  the  reduction 
of  the  Pension  Apportionment  from  $750,000  to  $500,000  for  1999.  This  will  still  allow  the 
conference  to  remain  on  target  to  have  the  unfunded  liability  paid  by  2001.  The  pension 
apportionment  will  not  be  eliminated  in  2001  since  cost  of  living  raises  must  be  funded  by  this 
apportionment.  There  is  not  a  United  Methodist  Conference  in  better  shape  in  the  matter  of 
pensions  than  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Thanks  goes  to  the  conference  staff,  Ms.  Belinda 
Cason,  Mrs.  Diane  Abadie,  Mrs.  Sherry  Phelps  and  to  Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  for  his  concern, 
competency  and  influence  with  the  Pension  Program. 

The  Board  of  Pensions  report  and  recommendations  were  approved. 

Rev.  Henry  Bowden,  Executive  Director  of  the  Retired  Ministers  Homes  Board,  presented 
Amendments  to  their  Charter.  These  can  be  found  on  page  1 1 5  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report. 
Page  115,  #2,  line  52  shows  a  figure  of  416,572  which  should  read  $16,572.  A  motion  to 
amend  the  charter  as  shown  on  pages  116-118  was  approved. 

Bishop  Solomon  adjourned  the  morning  session  for  a  lunch  break. 


Wednesday,  June  10, 1998 
Afternoon  Session 

Bishop  Solomon  called  the  session  to  order.    Dr.  Harvey  Williamson  offered  the  afternoon 
opening  prayer. 
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Rev.  Bertrand  Griffin,  Chair  of  Extension  Ministries  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry, 
recognized  those  serving  Extension  Ministry  appointments.  Each  was  introduced  to  the 
conference  and  their  appointment  was  noted. 

Rev.  Bob  Burgess,  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  invited  everyone  to  turn  to  page 
28  and  join  in  the  song  Jesu,  Jesu.  Rev.  Fred  Wideman,  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Local  Pastors 
and  Diaconal  Ministers,  recognized  those  who  have  completed  the  Course  of  Study  School: 
Emmett  C.  Collins,  Jr.;  Jerold  Hoffpauir;  Joseph  Holland,  Sr.;  Newton  Home,  Jr.;  Willie 
Laws;  Ray  Leidig;  and  Leon  Zordan,  Jr.  Bishop  Solomon  expressed  gratitude  to  all. 

The  following  were  recognized  to  be  licensed  as  a  Local  Pastor  and  appointed  for  the  first  time 
in  the  United  Methodist  Church:  Emile  E.  Tosso;  Michael  Miller;  Marcelle  Crow;  Jerry 
Johnson;  Debra  Peplow;  Johnny  Riley,  Jr.;  Linda  M.  Hagan;  Diane  Allen;  William  McDonald; 
James  Henry;  and  Robert  H.  Chance,  Jr.  Each  was  given  their  license  and  presented  to  the 
conference. 

Rev.  William  Peeples,  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Elders,  introduced  Davis  Clark,  Richard 
Cockburn  and  Scott  Wright  to  be  commissioned  to  ministry.  The  Bishop  commissioned  them 
to  ministry  as  Probationary  Members. 

Rev.  Sue  Kelly,  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Deacons,  introduced  the  Diaconal  Ministers  to  be 
consecrated  and  each  gave  a  short  witness.  They  were:  Gloria  Dix  Chapman;  Pamela  Guin 
Crews;  Bernadine  Johnson;  and  Rachel  Lynn  Scott.  Rev.  Danny  Gleason  presented  Mrs.  Pam 
Crews  with  an  Associate  Certificate. 

Deacons  in  Full  Connection  to  be  ordained  were  introduced  by  Rev.  Sue  Kelly  and  each  gave 
a  short  witness.  They  were:  Hubert  Frank  Debo;  Carolyn  Orr  Foster;  Barbara  Materre 
Hamilton;  Brunetta  Aldridge  Shamlin;  and  Carol  Lawler  Sherer. 

Rev.  William  Peeples,  Chair  of  the  Division  of  Elders,  introduced  those  to  be  ordained  as 
Elders  in  Full  Connection:  Karl  M.  Clark,  Curtiss  Dall  Eden,  and  Henry  M.  Hamilton. 

Rev.  Flint  Shea  invited  clergy  and  laity  to  attend  the  1998  Ministers'  Week.  He  announced 
that  Rev.  Marjorie  J.  Thompson  would  be  the  guest  speaker.  Rev.  Danny  Gleason,  Chair  of 
Enlistment  and  Recruitment,  asked  all  clergy  under  Episcopal  appointment  to  stand.  He  asked 
those  over  the  age  of  50  to  be  seated.  He  said  that  less  than  50%  of  clergy  are  less  than  50 
years  of  age.  He  urged  the  recruitment  of  more  young  people  for  ministry.  He  spoke  of  an 
event  for  persons  interested  in  exploring  ministry  that  will  be  held  in  February,  1999,  at  the 
Conference  Center. 

A  "Witness  of  the  Spirit"  was  brought  by  Dan  and  Chris  Camp,  Co-leaders  of  Volunteers  in 
Mission.  They  shared  their  desire  to  become  missionaries  to  Mexico.  They  will  be  moving  in 
November  to  Mexico  and  are  looking  forward  to  being  a  part  of  the  future  of  Volunteers  in 
Mission. 

Bishop  Solomon  introduced  Mr.  Ben  Mount,  Conference  Chancellor,  and  explained  that 
responsibility.  The  conference  showed  their  appreciation  with  applause. 

Rev.  Barbara  Duke  asked  for  a  moment  of  personal  privelege  and  requested  prayers  for  a 
Volunteers  in  Mission  project  she  and  her  husband  are  currently  involved  with  in  the 
Oklahoma  Conference. 
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Bishop  Solomon  announced  that  Rev.  Leland  Wade  was  in  the  hospital  undergoing  surgery. 

Dr.  Don  Cottrill,  Chair  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  reported  on  pages  1  -6 
of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  He  recognized  the  members  of  CFA.  The  World  Service  and 
Conference  Benevolences  were  paid  at  93.7%  in  1997.  The  1998  apportionments  are 
currently  paid  at  38.5%  which  is  3.73%  above  1997.  The  Budget  requires  no  increase  in 
overall  apportionments  for  the  conference  in  1999;  however  local  churches  could  experience 
some  change  due  to  the  decimal  calculation. 

Dr.  Cottrill  noted  the  following  changes  to  the  Report: 

Page  3,  line  26  -  Provides  funds  for  the  nine  full-time  District  Missioners  in  1999 

Page  3,  line  23  -  Provides  funds  for  the  District  Ministry  Team 

Page  3,  line  29  -  Provides  funds  for  the  Louisiana  Review 

Page  3,  line  12  -  Provides  funds  for  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  to  assist  the  new  orders 

Reductions: 

Page  2,  line  53  -  Reduces  Equitable  Compensation  from  $250,000  to  $50,000 
Page  2,  line  40  -  Reduces  Wesley  Foundation  from  $680,000  to  $607,000 
Page  2,  line  50  -  Reduces  Pension  Fund  from  $750,000  to  $500,000 

The  Board  of  Pensions  did  not  suggest  what  should  be  done  with  this  reduction.  CFA 
prayerfully  determined  to  recommend  the  use  of  these  savings  for  debt  reduction  for  the 
Conference  Center.  CFA  proposes  the  reallocation  of  $250,000  for  each  of  the  next  four  years 
totaling  one  million  dollars  for  debt  reduction.  The  debt  on  the  Conference  Center  loan  is  $2.4 
million.  Each  church  will  still  need  to  pay  their  pledges  especially  since  $440.00  per  day  is 
being  charged  for  interest  alone. 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  has  assisted  the  Conference  Center  Board  since 
December,  1997,  with  $170,000  from  the  Contingency  Fund:  $69,100  for  Operations  in  1997; 
$25,000  for  Operations  in  1998;  and  $75,000  to  reduce  the  building  debt. 

Corrections  were  made  to  the  report  on  Page  1  which  changed  the  date  for  World  Communion 
Sunday  Offering  to  October  4,  1998.  The  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Children's  Home  of 
Ruston  Offering  is  also  changed  to  May  3,  1999. 

Add  to  Page  2,  number  8,  line  22  the  following:  The  conference  year,  as  it  relates  to  clergy 
compensation,  will  end  May  31  each  year  beginning  in  1999. 

Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  has  been  a  loyal  worker  for  God  in  the  Church  and  we  are  thankful  and 
appreciative  for  him  and  the  other  staff  members,  Ms.  Belinda  Cason,  Mrs.  Diane  Abadie  and 
Mrs.  Sherry  Phelps. 

Rev.  George  Calvin  asked  for  clarification  on  the  overall  budget  not  increasing  but  that  local 
churches  might  increase.  Dr.  Cottrill  answered  as  follows:  the  decimal  system  is  what 
determines  what  the  local  church  will  pay.  This  changes  each  year  due  to  the  operating  funds 
changing  in  each  church.  We  are  talking  about  money  that  will  come  in,  not  money  that  we 
have.  At  the  end  of  1998  we  will  know  about  any  excesses  but  we  do  not  have  figures  before 
the  end  of  1998. 

Rev.  Larry  Stafford  was  recognized  to  say  that  we  have  no  control  over  each  local  church  and 
their  apportionment  amount. 
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Rev.  Joe  Connelly  recommended  that  on  page  one,  number  4  that  CFA  check  on  the  principal 
depositories  to  determine  their  record  concerning  Community  Re-investment  Acts. 

Rev.  George  Calvin  shared  his  concern  regarding  clergy  ethnic  employment  in  the  conference 
office.  Bishop  Solomon  noted  this  concern. 

The  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report  was  approved  in  its  entirety. 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  his  gratitude  to  Dr.  Stone  Caraway  for  his  hard  work.  Dr. 
Caraway  gave  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  Statistician  Report.  This  found  on  pages  20-22  in 
the  Pre-Conference  Report.  He  noted  one  Correction  on  Line  19,  Table  1,  changing  the 
amount  from  3,144  to  2,044. 

Dr.  Caraway  challenged  the  conference  to  do  as  well  in  the  areas  of  membership,  baptisms, 
church  school  and  giving  to  the  ministry  of  Christ  in  1998  as  they  did  in  1997. 

There  was  an  increase  of  319  in  the  number  of  people  received  on  confession  of  faith  in  1997. 

The  membership  of  the  conference  grew  577  in  1997  to  a  total  of  126,459.  Both  of  these 
numbers  indicate  a  continuation  and  escalation  of  a  major  turn  around  from  a  lengthy  pattern 
of  decline. 

Forty-two  more  persons  were  baptized  in  1997  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  a  2% 
increase  in  church  school  membership.  Increases  were  also  seen  in  the  United  Methodist  Men, 
Women  and  Youth  fellowship  groups.  The  value  of  church  land,  buildings  and  equipment 
grew  by  fifteen  and  a  half  million  dollars. 

World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences  received  $86,973  more  than  the  previous  year. 
Conference  apportionments  were  up  4.03%  over  1996.  This  is  the  largest  increase 
experienced  in  recent  history  and  1985  is  the  most  recent  year  when  the  conference  was  paid 
apportionments  at  such  a  rate. 

Only  one  other  conference  in  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  exceeded  the  percentage 
Louisiana  paid  to  World  Service  last  year.  Only  one  conference  exceeded  the  Louisiana 
percentage  paid  to  Africa  University.  Only  two  by  a  very  small  two  percentage  points 
exceeded  the  Louisiana  percentage  paid  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  Louisiana  was  in  the  top 
25%  of  all  conferences  paying  to  each  of  the  general  church  apportionments. 

Dr.  Caraway  offered  a  word  of  caution  and  a  challenge  regarding  our  pastors'  compensation  in 
Louisiana.  The  pastors  of  the  denomination  as  a  whole  are  receiving  $1,878  annually  more 
than  the  average  compensation  of  Louisiana  pastors.  This  is  a  5%  differential  which  has  been 
growing  since  1994.  For  twelve  years  prior  to  1994,  Louisiana  United  Methodist  pastors 
received  a  higher  average  income  than  did  those  across  the  denomination  as  a  whole.  Dr. 
Caraway  challenged  the  members  of  Louisiana  churches  to  give  prayerful  consideration  to  the 
circumstances  and  resulting  financial  needs  of  pastors  and  their  families.  Louisiana  has  been 
and  should  continue  to  be  a  conference  characterized  as  a  place  where  congregations  are 
gracious  and  caring. 

In  closing,  as  Conference  Treasurer  and  Statistician,  Dr.  Caraway  believes  that  this  conference 
is  in  an  excellent  financial  position  due  to  some  unusually  effective  leadership  that  has  been 
demonstrated  in  the  life  and  work  of  Bishop  Dan  Solomon.  It  is  that  way  due  to  the 
responsive  congregations  around  the  state  who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  and  be  faithful  to  the 
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church  and  its  ministry  on  behalf  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  that  way  due  to  a  staff  dedicated  and 
able  to  meet  the  tasks  of  demanding  and  rewarding  responsibilities.  This  staff  will  continue  to 
be  a  blessing  to  this  conference  as  will  my  successor.  He  will  give  the  leadership  that  is 
needed  in  the  position  I  am  vacating.  I  hope  you  will  give  him  the  kind  of  support  you  have 
given  me.  He  will  serve  you  with  distinction. 

The  report  as  given  by  Dr.  Caraway  was  accepted  in  its  entirety. 

Rev.  Henry  Bowden  moved  that  in  both  the  Pre-Conference  Reports  and  the  yearly 
Conference  Journal,  the  CFA  Report  concerning  the  dates  of  Louisiana  Conference  Special 
Offerings  add  a  column  that  reports  how  many  churches  have  supported  each  of  these 
offerings  the  previous  year.  This  motion  was  passed. 

Mr.  Berlin  Perkins,  Chair  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation,  spoke  on  the  report 
as  found  on  page  94  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  There  was  a  surplus  of  funds  for  1997 
because  grant  requests  were  down.  They  are  also  down  in  1998.  The  Commission  is 
requesting  the  apportionment  to  be  reduced  to  $50,000.  He  noted  changes  in  the 
Commission's  Rules: 

Page  94,  line  25,  item  number  5  is  a  new  rule. 

Page  94,  line  42,  addition  of  "and  any  housing  allowance  above  25% 

of  minister's  base  salary." 
Page  94,  line  53,  letter  H.  is  a  new  rule 
Page  95,  line  2,  addition  to  the  rule  "Associate  Pastors  are  not 

eligible  for  Equitable  Compensation  Grants." 
Page  95,  line  19,  letter  O.  is  a  new  rule 
Page  95,  line  22,  letter  P.  is  a  new  rule 

Mr.  Perkins  expressed  appreciation  for  Dr.  Stone  Caraway.  The  conference  approved  the 
report. 

A  "Witness  of  the  Spirit"  was  given  by  Katie  Logerot  concerning  Epiphany  Ministries.  She 
commented  on  the  youth  and  their  witness  to  other  youth  and  prison  inmates.  She  has  been 
involved  with  Epiphany  Ministry  for  two  years.  The  first  Epiphany  Weekend  was  held  in 
August,  1997,  and  future  events  are  being  planned.  She  urged  everyone  to  support  this 
ministry  for  youth.  She  reminded  everyone  to  take  the  magnets  found  on  the  tables  to  remind 
them  to  give  to  this  ministry. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  Report  was  brought  by  Secretary,  Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway,  as 
found  on  Page  121  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  A  correction  was  made  to  the  report  to  have 
Rev.  Helena  Wright-Butler  remain  on  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry.  Under  the  Board  of 
Trustees  next  to  "Remove:"  Add  Rosemary  Ewing  RUS  L01.  Under  "Add:"  beneath  Phil 
Preis  insert  the  name  Bernadine  Johnson  BR  L01.  He  announced  that  changes  to  the 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  will  be  provided  on  Thursday.  The  Addendum  was 
previously  put  on  the  tables  regarding  changes  to  the  Committee  on  Investigation  which  is 
nominated  by  the  Bishop. 

Any  changes  to  the  report  entitled  Nominations  for  Additional  Agencies  and  Institutions  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  needs  to  be  provided  the  Secretary  in  writing.  The  approval  of 
these  nominations  gives  districts  the  permission  to  make  changes  necessitated  by  pastoral 
moves. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  was  approved. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  asked  for  a  moment  of  personal  privilege  to  note  that  Mrs.  Seola  Callahan 
is  not  present  at  conference  due  to  a  fractured  back.  She  requested  that  the  conference  keep 
her  in  their  prayers. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth,  At-Large  member  of  the  Board  of  Mount  Sequoyah,  spoke  to  the  report  on 
page  114  of  the  Pre-Conference  Report.  This  is  the  75th  anniversary  of  Mount  Sequoyah. 
Brochures  and  information  are  on  the  tables  and  the  conference  was  encouraged  to  share  them 
with  their  congregations. 

Volunteers  in  Mission  that  worked  at  Mount  Sequoyah  on  the  Louisiana  cottage  were  given 
special  thanks.  Sam  and  Janie  Burch  were  recognized  for  their  dedication  to  the  Mount 
Sequoyah  project.  A  75th  anniversary  video  was  shown.  The  report  was  accepted  with 
appreciation. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  for  announcements  and  the  afternoon  session  was  adjourned. 


Wednesday,  June  10, 1998 
Evening  Worship 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  convened  in  the  Gold  Dome,  Centenary  College,  for  the 
Service  of  Consecration  of  Diaconal  Ministers  and  Ordination  of  Deacons  and  Elders.  Pre- 
Service  music  was  led  by  Dr.  Michael  Hawn  accompanied  by  pianist  Barbara  Murray.  Bach's 
Prelude,  My  Spirit  Be  Joyful,  was  performed  by  the  Shreveport  Brass  Quintet  and  directed  by 
Lee  Cooke.  The  Delegate  Choir  was  directed  by  Mrs.  Joy  Solomon.  The  following  were 
presented  to  be  consecrated  as  Diaconal  ministers:  Gloria  Dix  Chapman,  Pamela  Guin  Crews, 
Bernadine  Johnson  and  Rachel  Lynn  Scott.  The  following  were  presented  to  be  ordained  as 
Deacons:  Hubert  Frank  Debo,  Carolyn  Orr  Foster,  Barbara  Materre  Hamilton,  Brunetta 
Aldridge  Shamlin,  Carol  Lawler  Sherer.  The  following  were  presented  to  be  ordained  as 
Elders:  Karl  M.  Clark,  Curtiss  Dall  Eden,  and  Henry  M.  Hamilton.  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon 
delivered  the  sermon,  "Laud  and  Declare".  This  was  followed  by  the  service  of  laying  on  of 
hands  and  prayer  for  the  new  Diaconals,  Deacons  and  Elders.  The  Benediction  was  given  by 
Bishop  Solomon  and  the  Recessional  Hymn  was  Go  Make  of  all  Disciples. 


Thursday,  June  11, 1998 
Morning  Session 

Dr.  Michael  Hawn  began  the  morning  with  song  accompanied  by  guitar. 

Rev.  Conrad  Edwards  led  the  conference  in  prayer. 

Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  gave  the  report  for  the  Committee  on  the  Journal.    The  conference 
approved  the  report  on  the  minutes  from  the  June  10  session. 

Bishop  Solomon  introduced  Ms.  Ann  Marshall  staff  member  of  the  General  Commission  on 
Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns  and  also  a  member  of  the  Oklahoma  Indian 
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Missionary  Conference.  She  brought  greetings  from  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary 
Conference  as  well  as  the  President  of  the  General  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and 
Interreligious  Concerns. 

Rev.  Dan  Krutz,  Director  of  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference,  brought  greetings  from 
other  denominations.    He  thanked  the  conference  for  its  commitment  to  ecumenism.     He 
presented  Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  with  a  plaque  from  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  for 
his  role  as  Treasurer  for  the  past  several  years. 
Dr.  Stone  Caraway  made  appropriate  announcements. 

Mr.  Fred  Loy,  Conference  Lay  Leader  informed  the  conference  that  the  Board  of  Laity  is  over 
126,000  strong  and  growing.  He  made  a  motion  to  suspend  rules  to  accomplish  a  change  in 
the  organizational  structure  of  the  Board  of  Laity.  The  conference  approved  the  motion.  He 
made  the  following  motion:  "I  move  that  we  replace  Rule  Number  7,  Article  1,  Section  A, 
page  240  of  the  1997  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Journal  with  a  proposed  Number  7 
Conference  Board  of  Laity  that  has  been  placed  on  the  tables  of  this  conference.  The  motion 
is  that  this  rule  change  constitutes  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Laity.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  approved. 

Mr.  Paul  White  presented  Dr.  Anita  Crump,  with  a  gift  from  the  Board  for  her  work  as  Chair 
of  Lay  Speaking  and  welcomed  her  as  the  new  Conference  Lay  Leader. 

The  Board  of  Laity  report  began  with  a  hymn,  /  Want  to  Walk  as  a  Child  of  the  Light,  and 
followed  the  agenda  that  was  circulated. 

Mrs.  Elouise  Sanders,  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  President,  presented  a  special 
recognition  pin  to  Mrs.  Joy  Solomon  for  her  work  with  the  church,  youth  and  United 
Methodist  Women.  Mrs.  Sanders  challenged  the  churches  to  continue  to  support  missions. 
She  challenged  the  youth  to  continue  the  mission  set  by  the  foremothers  of  United  Methodist 
Women. 

Mr.  Jay  Hinckley,  Conference  United  Methodist  Men  President,  recognized  Holley  Robbins, 
Grace  UMC,  for  her  work  with  the  Girl  Scouts  of  America.  He  challenged  each  church  to 
support  a  scouting  ministry.  Mr.  Hinckley  presented  a  scholarship  to  Shawn  Gillard. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump,  Chair  of  Lay  Speaking,  challenged  laity  to  become  involved  in  Lay 
Speaking.  Enroll  in  basic  or  advance  courses  which  offer  faith  sharing,  prison  ministry,  etc. 
She  challenged  the  youth  to  enroll  in  lay  speaking  schools  and  to  become  lay  speakers. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth,  financial  officer  for  the  Board  of  Laity,  announced  that  last  year's 
Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  recipient  has  now  graduated  from  Dillard  University. 
Mr.  Shawn  Jackson,  a  senior  at  Centenary  College,  wrote  a  letter  of  gratitude. 

Mr.  Cecil  Bland,  Director  of  the  Bob  Lay  Memorial  1000  Club,  reported  that  since  1952  the 
1000  Club  has  helped  build  fifty-five  new  United  Methodist  churches  in  Louisiana.  In  1952, 
$10,000  was  given  to  help  churches  start  a  new  building.  The  asking  doubled  this  year  from 
$75,000  to  $150,000.  He  challenged  churches  to  give  $100  toward  a  share  in  a  new  church. 

Mrs.  Babs  Mollere,  Chair  of  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship,  announced  ten 
recipients  of  scholarships  this  year  to  Centenary  College  and  Dillard  University.  She 
introduced  scholarship  recipient  Sarah  Williams,  Centenary  freshman;  Jennifer  Gibson  who  is 
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returning  to  Centenary  for  her  second  year;  and  Shawn  Jackson  a  fourth  year  recipient  at 
Centenary. 

Mrs.  Eva  Underwood,  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  for  the  Board  of  Laity, 
recognized  the  board's  officers  and  the  District  Lay  Leaders.  Nominations  are  as  follows: 
Conference  Lay  Leader,  Mrs.  Anita  Crump,  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leader,  Mr.  Ned 
Randolph;  Secretary,  Mrs.  Eva  Underwood;  Financial  Officer,  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth;  Chair  of  the 
1000  Club,  Mr.  Cecil  Bland;  Chair  of  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  Fund,  Mrs. 
Babs  Mollere;  Chair  of  Lay  Speaking,  Mr.  Tim  Hebert;  Conference  President  of  United 
Methodist  Men,  Mr.  Jay  Hinckley;  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Women,  Mrs. 
Elouise  Sanders;  Conference  Youth  Representative  Miss  Lane  Cotton-Winn;  the  nine  District 
Lay  Leaders,  Acadiana,  Jane  Blackwell;  Alexandria,  Edward  Ned  Randolph;  Baton  Rouge, 
Joyce  Robinson;  Lake  Charles,  David  Quails;  Monroe,  Harold  LaGrone,  New  Orleans, 
Germaine  Peters;  North  Shore,  Eva  Underwood;  Ruston,  Reggie  Skains,  and  Shreveport,  Ray 
Owens. 

Miss  Lane  Winn  gave  the  report  of  the  Conference  Youth.  She  passed  on  this  position  of 
President  and  leadership  to  Miss  Rebecca  Escue  from  Alexandria  and  Mr.  Johnathan  Hammett 
who  will  be  serving  as  Conference  Youth  Vice  President. 

Mr.  Fred  Loy  passed  the  torch  of  Conference  Lay  Leader  to  Dr.  Anita  Crump.  He  wished 
God's  richest  blessings  on  her  and  encouraged  her  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  laity  of  the 
future.  Dr.  Crump  offered  the  closing  prayer.  The  closing  hymn  was  Forth  In  Thy  Name,  O 
Lord. 

Bishop  Solomon  expressed  appreciation  for  the  Board  of  Laity.  Bishop  Solomon  also 
expressed  gratitude  for  Miss  Lane  Winn's  leadership  and  the  fact  that  she  reflects  the  spirit  of 
enthusiasm  and  commitment  to  Christ  and  the  spirit  of  joy  in  mission  that  is  characteristic  of 
the  youth  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  She  ends  her  term  of  office  but  she  remains 
very  much  in  our  lives  and  hearts. 

Ms.  Margaret  Brown  recognized  Marie  Durham  at  the  piano  for  her  wonderful  playing. 

Dr.  Don  Avery  praised,  affirmed  and  gave  thanks  for  the  children  and  youth  of  this  conference 
and  welcomed  them  more  fully  to  the  table  as  they  are  the  church  of  today  leading  us  into 
tomorrow. 

The  Board  of  Laity  report  was  approved  in  its  entirety. 

Dr.  Stone  Caraway  directed  the  attention  of  the  conference  to  pages  121-123  of  the  Pre- 
Conference  report  to  make  a  minor  change.  On  the  bottom  of  page  122  delete  the  section  on 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women. 
After  considerable  consultation  and  as  a  result  of  the  rules  that  were  approved  on  Tuesday  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  recommended  that  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  be 
restructured  in  classes  of  1992  and  1996  as  distributed  to  the  conference.  The  Commission  on 
the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  will  remain  as  printed  in  the  1997  Conference  Journal. 
Discussion  was  entertained  from  the  floor.  The  recommendations  for  both  the  Commission  on 
the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  and  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  were  accepted  and 
approved  in  their  entirety. 

Dr.  Tom  Matheny,  Chair  of  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees,  introduced  the  Officers 
of  the  Board:  Dr.  Don  Avery,  Vice-Chair;  Mrs.  Vera  Packer,  Secretary;  and  Dr.  Harvey 
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Williamson,  Project  Coordinator.  He  was  optimistic  about  the  Conference  Center  as  it  is 
being  used  more  and  more.  The  conference  was  told  in  the  very  beginning  it  would  take  two 
years  before  it  would  break  even  in  terms  of  operation.  This  continuing  problem  with 
operations  would  be  solved  if  more  would  use  the  Conference  Center.  A  great  many  churches 
have  paid  their  Fair  Share  and  are  offering  to  pay  more.  He  encouraged  all  churches  to  pay 
their  Fair  Share  Goal.  Dr  Matheny  was  confident  the  debt  will  be  met.  A  professional 
consultation  group,  Kaleidoscope,  will  review  Conference  Center  operations.  Dr.  Matheny 
introduced  Mr.  Harry  Gardner,  Executive  Director  of  the  Conference  Center.  He  is  available 
to  visit  churches  and  explain  the  mission  of  the  Conference  Center.  Dr.  Matheny  moved  for 
the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Ray  Branton  moved  to  amend  the  report  as  follows:  The  tenure  limitations  for  elected 
members  of  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies,  as  provided  in  the  Conference  Rules,  shall 
apply  to  the  Conference  Center  Trustees.  This  was  seconded.  Dr.  Branton  spoke  to  the 
Amendment  as  follows:  There  are  no  mandatory  limits  on  length  of  service  as  a  Conference 
Center  Trustee  at  this  time.  For  all  the  reasons  that  term  limits  are  good  for  any  conference 
board  or  agency  they  will  also  be  good  for  Conference  Center  Trustees.  Term  limits  will 
ensure  a  flow  of  fresh  talent  and  fresh  ideas  on  to  the  Trustees.  They  will  strengthen  the  ties 
of  the  Trustees  to  the  conference.  It  is  true  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee  can 
nominate  new  people  to  this  or  any  body  in  place  of  incumbency  but  if  it  is  possible  to  extend 
the  term  of  incumbency,  there  is  often  pressure  to  do  so.  The  only  way  to  ensure  term  limits  is 
to  legislate  term  limits.  The  conference  rules  on  tenure  are  extremely  fair:  two  full  quadrennia 
of  service,  one  quadrennium  off  and  then  the  possibility  of  re-election.  This  provides  for  an 
extended  full  contribution  over  time  while  preserving  all  the  benefits  of  term  limits.  Perhaps 
more  than  any  other  institution,  the  Conference  Center  is  central  to  us.  It  serves  us  all.  It  is  as 
near  to  the  heart  of  the  conference  as  any  Board,  Agency  or  Committee.  It  is  as  fitting  for  the 
conference  rule  on  tenure  to  apply  to  the  Conference  Center  Trustees  as  it  is  for  that  rule  to 
apply  to  any  other  body  so  important  to  this  conference.  At  this  time,  lengthy  incumbency  and 
even  life  tenure  is  a  possibility  for  Conference  Center  Trustees.  I  ask  the  conference  to 
remember  the  American  experience;  the  trend  in  America  is  toward  more  term  limits  because 
experience  keeps  teaching  us  that  the  values  of  potentially  unlimited  tenure  are  so  often  offset 
by  the  liabilities.  I  encourage  the  conference  to  strengthen  the  Conference  Center  Trustees. 
Provide  a  continual  flow  of  new  ideas  to  this  vital  body.  Extend  the  wisdom  of  the  conference 
rule  on  tenure  to  the  Conference  Center  Trustees.  Support  this  amendment. 

Rev.  James  Poole  amended  this  amendment  to  apply  to  all  institutions  and  agencies  that  come 
before  this  conference.  Dr.  Matheny  explained  that  there  is  already  provision  for  classes  and 
there  is  a  class  rotating  off  at  this  Annual  Conference  but  under  the  Discipline,  rules  like  this 
are  not  made  by  the  Annual  Conference  if  it  is  a  corporate  structure  as  some  of  our  institutions 
are,  including  the  Conference  Center.  Amendments  have  to  be  made  through  Articles  of 
Incorporation.  Rev.  Poole  withdrew  his  amendment.  The  motion  brought  by  Dr.  Branton 
passed  and  will  be  applicable  as  long  as  it  is  within  the  parameters  of  the  Board's  Articles  of 
Incorporation.  Bishop  Solomon  asked  that  such  information  be  obtained  and  acted  upon. 

Dr.  Don  Cottrill  announced  that  CFA  has  taken  several  actions  and  offered  corrections  to  the 
report  presented  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report  having  to  do  with  CFA,  finances  and  the 
Conference  Center.  Attention  was  called  to  page  77,  line  5.  For  clarification,  CFA  was 
presented  with  a  compilation  report  of  the  financial  position  of  the  Conference  Center,  not  an 
audit.  A  compilation  differs  from  an  audit  in  that  a  compiled  financial  statement  is  limited  to 
presenting  in  the  form  of  financial  statements  and  supplementary  schedules  information  that  is 
representation  of  the  management.  This  is  a  legitimate  way  of  reporting,  but  is  different  from 
an  audit.   So  we  simply  wanted  to  let  it  be  known  there  was  no  audit,  only  a  compilation  that 
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was  reported.  Then  page  77,  line  5  beginning  with  "no  improprieties,"  there  was  a  testing  or 
random  sampling  of  checks  written  during  the  period  of  January  1,  1997,  and  December  31, 
1997.  That  sampling  did  not  reveal  any  major  difficulties  with  the  system  of  accounting. 
Again,  this  sampling  is  a  normal  process  for  monitoring  and  helps  with  the  perfecting  of  the 
accounting  procedures.  So,  we  just  want  to  be  clear  on  the  fact  that  was  different  than  what 
was  reported.  Then,  on  page  77,  line  9-10,  simply  a  reminder  that  CFA  and  other  sources 
assisted  the  Conference  Center  with  funds  to  cover  deficits  in  the  operating  budget  for  the  year 
1997.  We  know  that  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  is  working  on  several  ways  to 
overcome  the  gap  in  receipts  and  expenses  related  to  the  operating  of  the  center.  We 
appreciate  the  fact  that  the  conference  was  informed  from  the  beginning  of  this  project  that  it 
would  take  some  months  to  "break  even."  CFA  has  assisted  with  the  start-up  of  the  center  and 
appreciates  efforts  that  the  Operations  Committee  and  the  Conference  Center  Board  of 
Trustees  are  making  as  they  work  to  balance  the  budget  through  management,  practices  and 
recruitment  of  groups  and  individuals.  Again,  simply  just  a  reminder  that  it  is  just  a  little 
different  from  what  is  in  the  report.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  is  keenly 
aware  of  the  tremendous  financial  challenges  of  the  Conference  Center.  Our  journey  thus  far 
has  been  marked  with  both  joy  and  frustration.  However,  we  are  confident  of  what  the  future 
holds  for  our  Conference  Center  in  the  life  of  Louisiana  Methodism.  We  want  to  assure  the 
Annual  Conference  that  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  will  be  working  in  close 
cooperation,  as  always  with  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Operations 
Committee  to  insure  that  this  vision  will  accomplish  its  final  purposes. 

Dr.  Matheny  responded  by  saying  the  remarks  were  appropriate.  The  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  as  well  as  our  Foundation  has  supported  the  Conference  Center  in  a  time  of 
need  financially.  He  continued  by  saying  the  Conference  Center  felt  comfortable  turning  to 
them  and  they  have  always  responded  in  a  very  generous  and  gracious  way.  Dr.  Don  Cottrill 
further  said  this  information  is  to  make  sure  the  conference  understands  that  the  report  in  the 
Pre-Conference  Report  is  not  fully  complete  and  totally  accurate.  The  Journal  report  will 
reflect  this  information.  This  is  an  addendum  to  be  written  with  the  report.  The  Addendum 
was  approved  in  its  entirety.  The  report  was  approved. 

Dr.  Tom  Matheny,  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Trustees,  reminded  Boards  of  Trustees  of 
local  churches  to  have  an  annual  review  of  insurance  documents  and  important  documents  of 
their  church.  He  encouraged  them  also  to  be  incorporated,  including  Cemetery  Associations. 
He  asked  the  District  Superintendents  to  remember  the  rule  passed  last  year  to  submit 
abandoned  churches  90  days  prior  to  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  a 
policy  in  the  March  meeting  this  year  that  furnishings  in  conference  owned  housing  be 
depreciated  over  a  ten  year  period  and  would  retain  a  10%  value  when  the  depreciation  has 
been  completed.  The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  the  following:  President,  J.  Roddy  Taylor; 
Vice-President,  Donald  Hall;  Secretary/Treasurer,  William  Youngblood.  He  introduced  the 
officers  of  the  board.  Dr.  Matheny  then  referred  to  Report  Number  Two.  In  Baton  Rouge,  a 
number  of  churches  across  the  years  were  abandoned  or  merged.  Some  of  the  mergers  of 
churches  were  not  completed  and  some  of  the  land  was  left  with  nothing  done  about  it.  The 
Conference  Board  of  Trustees  passed  a  resolution  which  completed  the  mergers  of  those 
churches  that  needed  to  be  completed  and  transferred  the  land  which  was  formerly  a  part  of 
the  property  of  the  Winbourne  Avenue  United  Methodist  Church  form  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  the  Mission  Program.  That  property  is  described  in  the  Resolution.  Report  Number  Three. 
One  of  the  Properties  was  a  property  in  the  city  of  Palmetto  and  was  abandoned  in  1980  but 
had  a  provision  that  when  and  if  it  was  sold  the  money  would  go  to  districts  that  no  longer 
exist.  The  Resolution  has  been  changed  so  that  the  disposition  could  be  made  to  the  benefit  of 
the  Acadiana  District  which  is  within  those  district  lines  and  our  understanding  is  that  it  is  to 
go  to  a  historical  society  in  the  village  or  city  of  Palmetto.    One  last  one  is  in  reference  to 
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Clear  Creek  United  Methodist  Church  in  the  Alexandria  District.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
property  connected  to  Clear  Creek  United  Methodist  Church,  which  includes  a  cemetery,  be 
abandoned.  With  that  and  the  report  of  Dr.  Hall,  which  will  follow  this  report.  Dr.  Matheny 
moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  entire  report  including  what  Dr.  Hall  reported.  The  question 
was  raised  as  to  what  happens  to  a  church  when  it  is  declared  abandoned.  Dr.  Matheny 
answered  that  the  building  and  property  and  the  cemetery  become  the  property  of  the 
conference  through  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  local  district  has  to  maintain  the  property  and 
the  building  until  such  time  that  it  is  sold.  The  cemetery  will  be  preserved  and  maintained  if 
necessary  by  the  district  as  would  any  cornerstones  or  items  of  historical  significance  in  the 
building  itself.  The  properties  are  covered  by  conference  liability  insurance  to  protect  the 
conference. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  for  approval  of  the  two  resolutions  on  the  Palmetto  and  the  Clear 
Creek  properties  and  the  resolutions  were  approved.  Report  Number  Two  was  approved. 

Dr.  Don  Hall  offered  the  following  Resolution  on  behalf  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees: 
Whereas,  Dr.  Tom  Matheny  has  given  sacrificially  and  freely  of  his  time,  resources  and 
excellent  leadership  abilities  as  a  member  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  over  a  long  period  of  years; 

Whereas,  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  has  faithfully  attended  to  the  important  legal  and 
property  matters  brought  to  this  board  and  conference; 

Whereas,  his  knowledge,  understanding,  interpretation  and  application  of  The  Book  of 
Discipline  has  given  this  board  and  conference  a  resource  without  equal  in  the  denomination; 

Whereas,  he  has  always  been  sensitive  to  churches  large  and  small  who  have  sought  counsel 
and  direction  from  this  board  and  relied  upon  his  expertise  in  matters  relating  to  the  laws  of 
the  state  and  policy  of  The  United  Methodist  Church; 

Whereas,  the  tenure  of  Dr.  Tom  Matheny  as  a  member  and  Chairman  of  this  Board  now  comes 
to  an  end  in  accord  with  the  rules  set  by  this  conference; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  this  conference  express  its  appreciation  to  Dr.  Tom  Matheny  for 
his  capable  leadership,  faithful  discipleship  and  distinguished  service.  Be  it  further  resolved 
that  this  resolution  be  made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  this  conference  and  be  printed  in  the 
Conference  Journal. 

The  Resolution  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Don  Hall  invited  the  conference  to  join  with  him  in  an  appropriate  word  of  appreciation. 

Dr.  Tom  Matheny  offered  a  word  of  thanks  to  people  who  have  served  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  with  him  and  who  have  rotated  off  such  as  Benedict  Galloway;  the  late  W.D  Cotton, 
who  taught  him  everything  about  the  processes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  to  Nancy  Carruth, 
and  Don  Hall  who  have  served  with  him  in  more  recent  years  and  have  been  steadfast  in  the 
use  of  their  time  and  their  talents  in  the  conference's  behalf.  Dr.  Matheny  expressed  gratitude 
to  the  conference  for  helping  him  to  do  what  little  things  he  has  been  able  to  do. 

Bishop  Solomon  joined  Dr.  Hall  and  the  conference  in  gratitude  for  the  leadership  that  Dr. 
Matheny  has  provided  and  is  providing,  not  only  in  Louisiana,  but  worldwide  in  the  common 
life  and  the  corporate  witness  of  United  Methodism. 
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Dr.  Doug  Ezell  offered  a  short  skit  to  emphasize  conference  institutions.  All  directors  were 
introduced  and  each  gave  a  short  message  concerning  their  respective  institution.  Rev.  Marva 
Mitchell,  Director  of  Peoples  Community  Center,  expressed  their  greatest  need  is  money.  The 
Center  is  trying  to  renovate  the  cafeteria  and  bring  it  up  to  code.  Mr.  Bob  Osgood,  Director  of 
Sager-Brown,  since  October  1,  thanked  the  conference  for  tennis  shoes  and  jeans.  The 
UMCOR  depot  has  sent  100  tons  of  materials  this  year.  Some  of  the  greatest  needs  are 
medical  supplies  and  equipment  to  be  sent  to  foreign  countries.  Also,  generators  and  power 
washers  need  to  be  re-serviced  for  disaster  response.  Mr.  Jerrad  Williams,  of  St.  Marks 
Community  Center,  a  National  Mission  of  the  Women's  Division  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  reported  that  the  center  is  dedicated  to  the  self  development  of  people,  especially 
women  and  children  through  education,  vocational  training  and  economic  development.  The 
greatest  needs  at  St.  Marks  are  skilled  carpenters,  plumbers  and  electricians,  and  books  for 
grades  one  to  ten.  Mr.  Donald  Morgan,  representing  Dulac  Cooperative  Ministry  of  the 
National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  reported  that  the  greatest  need  is  to  help 
in  educational  programs,  computers  and  fabric  materials.  Rev.  Andrew  Douglas  of  the  Lafon 
Home  has  a  mission  to  provide  maximum  care  for  elderly  is  in  need  of  paying  its  debt  on  the 
building  and  expanding  its  campus.  Dr.  Spiller  Milton  represented  Dr.  Gerald  Bridges, 
Director  of  MacDonell  Children's  Home,  located  in  Houma,  Louisiana.  The  Home's  ministry 
is  to  provide  clinical,  educational  and  spiritual  care  for  children,  youth  and  adults.  The  needs 
are  a  new  roof,  school  supplies,  appliances,  personal  goods,  financial  support  and  prayer.  Mr. 
Terrel  DeVille,  President/CEO  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Children's  Home,  operates  two 
facilities:  the  children's  home  and  the  Outdoor  Wilderness  Center.  The  Home  seeks  to 
minister  to  the  needs  of  Louisiana's  children  and  families  experiencing  stress,  brokenness,  and 
other  special  circumstances  by  offering  a  variety  of  services  to  promote  personal  growth  and 
wholesome  family  life.  The  urgent  needs  are  laborers  and  materials  to  help  complete  the 
Outdoor  Wilderness  Center.  There  is  a  need  for  mentor  families  to  follow-up  the  investment 
made  with  the  children  while  they  were  at  the  home.  There  is  a  need  for  regional  family 
development  centers  to  offer  after  care,  outreach  family  counseling,  and  referral  services  to 
families.  Rev.  Karl  Clark,  Chaplain  for  the  Methodist  Home  for  Children,  reported  that  the 
home  provides  children,  youth  and  family  services  for  those  in  need  and  care  for  abused  and 
abandoned  children.  The  greatest  need  for  the  Methodist  Home  is  for  the  school  gym  to  be 
repaired.  There  is  also  a  need  for  playground  equipment  and  some  landscaping. 

Dr.  Stone  W.  Caraway  and  Rev.  Leslie  Akin  recognized  Joy  Solomon  and  all  joined  in  singing 
Happy  Birthday  to  her. 

The  Word  of  Witness  was  given  by  Rev.  Emile  Tosso  who  reflected  on  his  calling  to  ministry. 
His  mother  made  sure  he  went  to  church  every  Sunday.  At  the  age  of  twelve  he  joined  the 
church.  In  1964,  he  went  to  a  Young  Life  Ranch  and  for  first  time  accepted  Christ.  He  started 
preaching,  went  to  college,  met  a  girl  and  fell  in  love.  He  followed  her  to  another  college 
which  took  him  away  from  his  foundation.  He  found  himself  married,  had  an  expecting  wife, 
no  degree  and  in  the  navy.  He  pushed  his  Christian  life  aside.  During  the  years  in  the  navy, 
he  received  undergraduate  and  masters  degrees.  He  was  promoted  in  the  Navy  and  sacrificed 
his  family  for  a  career.  Consequently  his  family  disintegrated.  Four  years  later  he  found 
himself  divorced,  drunk  and  with  no  job.  He  found  himself  in  a  Methodist  church  in  Virginia. 
The  pastor's  story  was  similar  to  his  and  he  encouraged  him  to  follow  his  heart  and  pursue  the 
clergy.  Later  he  met  another  girl  and  married.  He  went  to  Cursillo  and  felt  a  compelling 
grace.  He  went  to  Kairos  as  a  staff  member  where  God  unlocked  hearts  that  were  locked  long 
before  the  inmates  entered  prison.  He  began  candidacy  and  was  assigned  to  Loranger.  He 
began  Disciple  bible  study  classes,  started  a  newsletter,  and  began  a  prayer  breakfast  for 
youth.  Rev.  Tosso  expressed  his  gratitude  to  God  for  never  letting  him  go. 
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Rev.  Steve  Porter,  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  announced  the  names  of  winners 
of  the  Economic  Justice  essay  contest  for  high  school  students  that  was  sponsored  by  the 
board.  There  were  seven  district  winners  and  two  were  present.  Each  received  a  certificate  and 
$100.  The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  awarded  the  Sara  Schoeffler  Award  for  leadership 
and  social  concerns  posthumously  to  Ms.  Winderlean  Lewis.  Rev.  James  Graham  accepted 
the  award  in  her  behalf. 

Mr.  Charles  Strickland  offered  the  report  for  the  Committee  on  Petitions.  Petition  #1, 
submitted  by  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Winnsboro,  Louisiana,  dealt  with 
clarifying  The  United  Methodist  Church's  stance  on  homosexual  unions.  The  Committee  on 
Petitions  referred  that  Petition  to  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society.  The  Board  did  not  concur 
with  the  Petition.  Rev.  Charles  Langford  ask  to  amend  the  Petition  as  follows:  under  Number 
(1)  in  the  last  paragraph,  Item  (1)  strike  "whether  or  not"  and  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  "or 
advisory"  insert  an  "and"  between  "possible"  and  "declare".  Strike  out  Number  (2)  and  make 
Number  (3)  Number  (2).  The  Petition  was  seconded.  Discussion  was  entertained  for  and 
against  the  petition.  The  amendment  did  not  pass.  A  vote  was  taken  on  the  Petition  and  the 
prevailing  vote  was  concurrence  with  the  Committee's  recommendation,  which  is  a  vote  for 
non-concurrence;  therefore  the  petition  was  not  approved. 

Bishop  Solomon  thanked  Ms.  Nell  Inman  for  her  work  with  the  essay  contest  for  the  Peace 
With  Justice  Award. 

A  video  depicting  the  VIM  "Taking  it  to  the  Streets"  experience  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Alonzo 
Campbell  and  received  by  the  conference  with  enthusiasm. 

Rev.  Jimmie  Pyles  brought  greetings  from  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and 
Civic  Foundation,  Dr.  Ken  Ward.  The  report  is  found  on  page  1 1 2  of  the  Pre-Conference 
Report.  Dr.  Ward  expressed  gratitude  for  the  team  which  led  the  fight  toward  defeating  a  bill 
in  this  session  of  the  Legislature  which  would  have  allowed  slot  machines  at  race  tracks.  The 
J.  Henry  Bowdon  Preaching  Award  was  presented  to  Rev.  Jon  Tellifero.  Rev.  Pyles  thanked 
the  conference  for  continued  support  of  the  Foundation.  The  conference  received  the  report. 

Bishop  Solomon  noted  the  presence  of  Dr.  Don  Webb,  former  President  of  Centenary.  Then 
Bishop  Solomon  expressed  gratitude  to  Dr.  Ken  Schwab,  the  students,  faculty  and 
administration  of  Centenary  for  all  that  was  done  to  support  the  conference  session. 

Bishop  Solomon  asked  the  question,  "Where  shall  the  next  session  of  Annual  Conference  be 
held?"  Dr.  Ken  Schwab  offered  thanks  for  the  recognition  of  the  staff  and  students  of 
Centenary.  Dr.  Schwab  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Bishop  Solomon  and  invited  the  Annual 
Conference  back  to  Centenary  next  year.  The  conference  affirmed  this. 

Bishop  Solomon  said  we  have  been  helped  and  blessed  at  this  session  with  so  many  people 
doing  so  many  things  such  as  video  presentations,  head  tellers,  presentations,  choirs,  children, 
youth,  music  from  bands,  hand  bell  ringers,  music  leadership  and  song  leader  Michael  Hawn, 
Ms.  Marie  Durham  at  the  piano,  McCoy  Ransom,  Mickey  Cloud,  young  people  playing 
instruments  and  the  conference  worship  team  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Robe  Weber.  This 
team  worked  all  year  to  make  conference  happen  and  they  will  begin  planning  1999  session  in 
a  few  days.  We  worship  through  sights,  sounds,  and  tastes,  the  whole  range  of  human  emotion 
as  well  as  spoken  language.  Bishop  Solomon  expressed  gratitude  for  the  blessing  of  a 
collegial  family  for  doing  the  mission  of  Christ  and  the  business  and  work  of  the  church. 
There  is  a  Sweet,  Sweet  spirit  in  this  place  and  how  it  helps  us  to  do  our  work  together  when 
that  spirit  prevails.  God  never  asks  us  to  agree  but  God  does  ask  us  to  encourage  and  build  up 
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one  another  in  love.  I  believe  that  has  happened  this  week  in  these  days  together  and  I  am 
profoundly  grateful  to  you. 

Bishop  Solomon  began  the  closing  worship  service. 

In  the  worship  service  the  appointments  for  the  mission  and  ministry  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
were  "fixed"  by  Bishop  Solomon.  The  youth  participated  in  the  serving  of  Holy  Communion. 
Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon  gave  the  Call  to  Worship.  The  prayer  for  empowerment  in  ministry 
was  given  by  Rev.  Judy  Shema,  Rev.  Lusinda  Warren,  Mr.  Terrel  DeVille  and  Ms  Crystal 
Banks. 

Dr.  Michael  Hawn  sang  Whom  Shall  I  Send?  by  Fred  Pratt  Green. 

The  Witness  to  the  Word,  "Mighty  Acts,  "  was  given  by  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon. 

Confirming  the  Appointments  was  led  by  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon,  followed  by  the  service  of 
Holy  Communion. 

The  Chamber  Choir,  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Shreveport  sang  /  Will  Go  by  Bill  Cates. 
A  Challenge  to  live  out  the  gospel  was  brought  by  Bishop  Dan  E.  Solomon. 

A  song  of  praise,  O  Zion  Haste  and  the  Benediction  concluded  the  Twenty-Eighth  Session  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.

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BISHOP'S  DECISION  OF  LAW 

In  a  regular  business  session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  meeting  at  Centenary  College  on  June  9,  1998, 
following  an  affirmative  vote  to  make  further  revisions  in  the  structure  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  the 
following  request  was  submitted  by  Mrs.  Nancy  M.  Carruth,  lay  delegate  from  David  Haas  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church,  Bunkie,  Louisiana. 

"Bishop, 

I  would  ask  for  a  Decision  of  Law  under  Paragraph  2613  of  the  Discipline.  That  it  be 
reviewed  under  Paragraph  2614  and  your  decision  and  the  structure  be  sent  to  the  Judicial 
Council  for  an  opinion.  " 

BISHOP'S  DECISION 

Inasmuch  as  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  its  session  on  Thursday,  June  5,  1997  voted  to  initiate  certain 
Annual  Conference  Structure  revisions  to  become  effective  January  1,  1998; 

And  inasmuch  as  a  Conference  Ministry  Team  and  District  Ministry  Teams  were  established,  effective 
January  1,  1998  according  to  the  provisions  of  ]J's  607  and  626  of  the  1996  Book  of  Discipline; 

And  inasmuch  as  the  structure  revision  did  not  include,  revise  or  amend  the  Louisiana  Conference 
structure  vis  a  vis  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  the  Boards  of  Laity,  Ordained  Ministry, 
Pensions  and  Trustees,  and  the  Commissions  on  Archives  and  History,  and  Equitable  Compensation;  and 
the  Committee  on  Episcopacy; 

And  inasmuch  as  the  structure  revision  adopted  in  1997  to  be  effective  January  1,  1998  did  include  the 
Annual  Conference  Boards  of  Church  and  Society,  Global  Ministries,  Discipleship,  Higher  Education  and 
Campus  Ministry,  and  the  Commissions  on  Religion  and  Race,  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  and 
Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns; 

And  inasmuch  as  rulings  made  by  the  Judicial  Council  relative  to  the  structure  revisions  in  other  Annual 
Conferences  prompted  the  Quality  Discernment  Team  and  the  Conference  Rules  Committee  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  to  propose  to  the  1998  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  further  revisions  to  the 
structure  of  the  Louisiana  Conference; 

And  inasmuch  as  the  Louisiana  Conference  adopted  the  proposed  revisions,  which  in  effect,  reinstated  in 
the  present  conference  structure  the  aforementioned  Boards  of  Church  and  Society,  Global  Ministries, 
Discipleship,  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  and  the  Commissions  on  Religion  and  Race,  the 
Status  and  Role  of  Women  and  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns. 

THEREFORE,  I  rule  that  the  structure  as  now  revised  by  the  action  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  in  its 
regular  session  on  June  9,  1998  is  in  compliance  with  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  as  well  as  the  rulings  of  the  Judicial  Council.

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X.  Conference  Structure  and  Rules 

ARTICLE  I:  STRUCTURE  GUIDELINES/RULES 

The  Manual,  "Design  for  a  New  Day,"  is  the  guideline  for  the  operation  of  the  structure  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  These  guidelines  may  be  changed  upon  the  approval  of  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team. 

ARTICLE  II:  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES 

A.   BOARDS 

1 .  The  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  will  comprise  the  membership  of  the  following 
boards:  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship, 
Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  and  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  & 
Campus  Ministry.  The  chairpersons  of  the  above  boards,  as  elected  at  the  Annual 
Conference,  will  be  members  of  the  CMT  and  will  preside  as  chairperson  of  the 
respective  boards.  When  decisions  are  required  by  any  one  of  the  respective  boards,  said 
board  will  be  chaired  by  its  elected  chairperson  and  appropriate  business  will  be 
conducted.  The  persons  required  by  The  Book  of  Discipline  on  each  of  the  above  boards 
shall  be  included  as  members  of  the  respective  boards. 

2.  Conference  Board  of  Laity 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  the  Laity.  On  the  General  Church  level  the  Board 
shall  be  related  to  the  Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work  of  the  General  Board  of 
Discipleship.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  Conference  Lay  Leader 

2.  Vice-Conference  Lay  Leader 

3.  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leaders  (2) 

4.  Secretary/Treasurer 

5.  Conference  Program  Directors 

6.  District  Lay  Leaders 

7.  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders 

8.  District  Program  Directors 

9.  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Women 

10.  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Men 

1 1 .  Conference  Youth  Team  President 

12.  District  Presidents  United  Methodist  Women 

13.  District  Presidents  United  Methodist  Men 

14.  District  Youth  Team  Representative 

15.  Immediate  Past  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Women 

16.  Immediate  Past  Conference  United  Methodist  Men 

17.  Immediate  Past  Conference  Lay  Leader 

18.  Young  Adult  Representative 

19.  Program  Director  Conference  Ministry  Team 

20.  Cabinet  Liaison 

Honorary  Members:  Former  Conference  Lay  Leaders,  Lay  Delegation  to 
General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences. 
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3.  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  elected  for  the  quadrennium, 
consisting  of  not  fewer  than  six  ordained  elders  and  deacons  in  full  connection  in  the 
Conference.  During  the  1997-2000  quadrennium  one-fifth  of  the  members  of  the  board 
insofar  as  possible  shall  be  diaconal  ministers  or  persons  who  have  previously  served  on 
the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  at  least  one-fifth 
lay  persons  and  may  at  its  discretion  elect  further  lay  members,  up  to  one-third  of  the 
membership  of  the  board.  At  least  one  member  will  be  engaged  in  an  extension  ministry. 
Two-thirds  of  the  board  shall  be  graduates  of  seminaries  listed  by  the  University  Senate. 
Every  district  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  board  member  and  at  least  one  member 
of  the  Cabinet  should  be  a  member  of  the  board.  The  board  membership  shall  include 
women  and  ethnic  persons.  An  elected  board  member  may  serve  a  maximum  of  two 
consecutive  4-year  terms.  Members  of  the  board  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding 
Bishop,  after  consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the  board,  the  executive  committee,  or 
a  committee  elected  by  the  board  of  the  previous  quadrennium,  and  with  the  Cabinet. 

The  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry  shall  organize  and  fulfill  the  duties  assigned  to  it  by 
The  Book  of  Discipline.  The  duties  of  enlistment  shall  also  be  assigned  to  this  Board. 

4.  Conference  Board  of  Pensions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  auxiliary  to  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  which  shall  have  charge  of  the  interests  and  work  of  providing  for  and 
contributing  to  the  support,  relief,  assistance  and  pensioning  of  ministers  and  their 
families,  other  church  workers  and  lay  employees  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  its 
institutions,  organizations  and  agencies  within  the  Annual  Conference,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  the  General  Board. 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  members  not  indebted  to 
pension  and  benefit  funds,  plans  and  programs;  one-third  shall  be  laywomen,  one-third 
shall  be  laymen  and  one-third  shall  be  clergy,  elected  for  a  term  of  eight  years  and 
arranged  in  classes  as  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference;  in  addition  thereto,  any 
ministerial  member  of  the  Conference  or  lay  member  of  a  church  within  the  Conference 
who  is  a  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board 
and  the  Treasurer.  The  three  directors  of  the  Woolworth  Foundation  shall  be  members 
ex-officio,  with  vote.  The  Board  shall  have  the  duties  and  functions  as  provided  in  The 
Book  of  Discipline. 

5.  Conference  Board  of  Trustees 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  twelve  members.  The  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  at  least  thirty  years  of 
age,  and  of  whom  six  shall  be  clergy  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and 
six  shall  be  lay  members  in  good  standing  of  local  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  and  each  member  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four 
(4)  years,  except  for  the  first  board,  one-fourth  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  one-fourth  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one-fourth  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
one-fourth  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  have  been  duly 
elected  and  qualified;  all  subject  to  The  Book  of  Discipline. 
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B.    COMMISSIONS 

1.  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons.  The  functions  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  those  contained  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

2.  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns 

The  Conference  Ministry  Team  will  comprise  the  membership  of  the  Commission  on 
Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns.  The  chairperson  of  the  above  commission, 
as  elected  at  the  Annual  Conference,  will  be  a  member  of  the  CMT  and  will  preside  as 
the  chairperson  of  the  commission.  When  decisions  are  required  by  the  commission  it 
will  be  chaired  by  its  elected  chairperson  and  appropriate  business  will  be  conducted. 
The  persons  required  by  The  Book  of  Discipline  on  the  above  commission  shall  be 
included  as  members  of  the  commission. 

3.  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of: 

1 .  One  lay  person  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

The  functions  and  selection  of  members  of  the  Commission  shall  follow  the  general 
guidelines  and  structure  of  the  General  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as  specified  in 
The  Book  of  Discipline. 

4.  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons.  The  function  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  that  contained  in  The  Book  of  Discipline  pertaining  to  equitable 
compensation. 

5.  Conference  Commission  of  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women. 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  elected  for 
the  quadrennium.  Membership  shall  consist  of  fifteen  persons,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  women,  but  including  men,  clergy  and  lay.  The  chairperson  shall  be  a  woman. 
Selection  of  commission  personnel  shall  include  representatives  of  ethnic  and  racial 
minorities,  youth/young  adults,  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age  and  various  lifestyles. 
The  commission  shall  develop  programs  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  as 
specified  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

6.  The  following  Commissions  will  be  named  by  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  as 
committees  of  the  CMT  to  fulfill  the  functions  of  The  Book  of  Discipline.  This  includes 
the  following:  the  Commission  on  the  Small  Membership  Church,  (Paragraph  642)  and 
the  Commission  on  Communications  (Paragraph  643).  Persons  responsible  for 
maintaining  the  connectional  relationship  for  each  commission  will  be  names  by  the 
CMT. 
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C.   COMMITTEES 

1.  Conference  Committee  on  Administrative  Review 

There  will  be  an  Administrative  Review  Committee  composed  of  three  (3)  clergy  in  full 
connection  and  two  (2)  alternates  who  are  not  members  of  the  Cabinet  of  the  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry.  This  committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and  elected 
quadrennially  by  the  executive  session  of  clergy  members  in  full  connection  with  the 
Annual  Conference.  Its  purpose  shall  be  to  ensure  that  the  Disciplinary  procedures  for 
administrative  location  were  properly  followed.  The  entire  process  leading  to  the 
recommendation  for  administrative  location  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Administrative 
Review  Committee  and  it  shall  report  its  findings  to  the  executive  session  of  clergy 
members  in  full  connection  with  the  Annual  Conference. 

2.  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies  elected  for  the  quadrennium.  The 
membership  shall  consist  of  six  persons.  The  function  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to 
provide  courtesies  and  introductions  for  visitors  to  the  Annual  Conference  sessions  and 
to  prepare  written  expressions  of  appreciation  for  those  who  assist  the  work  of  the 
Conference. 

3.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation  for  Diaconal  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  three  (3) 
diaconal  ministers  or  members  of  the  Church  who  are  not  members  of  the  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry  nominated  by  the  presiding  Bishop  and  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  Two  (2)  alternate  members  shall  be  elected. 

4.  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy  elected  quadrennially  by  the 
Annual  Conference.  Membership  shall  consist  of  three  laywomen,  three  laymen,  three 
clergy  persons  and  three  additional  persons  to  make  possible  the  representation  of  Racial 
Ethnic  Minority,  Youth  and  Young  Adults  and  three  additional  persons  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  provided  that  at  least  five  of  the  fifteen  persons  are  clergy.  The  functions  of  this 
committee  shall  be  that  contained  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

5.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  consisting  of  seven  (7)  elders  in  full 
connection,  two  (2)  lay  observers  and  six  (6)  alternate  members,  five  (5)  of  whom  shall 
be  elders  in  full  connection  and  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  a  lay  person.  The  committee 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding  Bishop  in  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry  and  elected  quadrennially  by  the  Annual  Conference.  The  committee  should 
reflect  racial,  ethnic  and  gender  diversity.  The  committee  shall  perform  the  functions  as 
specified  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

6.  Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Journal  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
Membership  shall  consist  of  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members.  The  Committee  on 
Journal  shall  inspect  the  secretary's  record  of  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  and 
report  its  findings  to  the  Conference. 

7.  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the  following 
members: 
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a.  Five  Members  by  virtue  of  their  office: 

1 .  The  Bishop  of  The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference; 

2.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader; 

3.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women; 

4.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Men; 

5.  The  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry. 

b.  Nine  District  Representatives 

Each  District  Conference,  District  Ministry  Team,  or  District  Committee  on 
Nominations,  as  appropriate  in  the  respective  districts,  shall  elect  one  representative, 
lay  or  clergy,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations. 

c.  Six  Members-at-Large 

In  order  to  ensure  adequate  representation  of  racial  and  ethnic  persons,  youth, 
young  adults,  older  adults,  women  and  men,  clergy  and  laity,  persons  with  a 
handicapping  condition,  persons  from  small-membership  churches,  distribution  by 
geographic  area  and  differing  theological  perspectives,  six  members-at-large  shall 
be  appointed  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  Conference  Lay  Leader, 
and  Chairperson  of  Conference  Values  Team  (upon  its  implementation  following 
the  2000  Annual  Conference,  if  legislatively  permissible). 

The  Bishop  shall  serve  as  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee.  Other  officers  may  be 
elected  by  the  Committee  as  the  Committee  deems  necessary.  The  Area  Director  of 
Gospel  Communications  and  the  Conference  Secretary  shall  serve  as  consultants  to  the 
Committee. 

District  Representatives  and  Members-at-Large  shall  serve  quadrennial  (four-year)  terms. 
The  district  representatives  must  be  "attached"  to  a  local  congregation,  institution,  or 
agency  within  the  district  they  have  been  elected  to  represent.  Relocation  outside  the 
district  during  the  quadrennium  shall  require  that  a  new  district  representative  be  elected. 

The  Committee  shall  nominate  to  the  Annual  Conference  such  officers  and  members  of 
Boards,  Councils,  Teams,  Committees  and  Commissions  as  the  law  of  the  Church  or  the 
Rules  of  the  Conference  require,  or  as  the  Conference  deems  necessary  to  its  work. 

8.  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions  elected  for  the  quadrennium.  The 
membership  shall  consist  of  five  persons.  The  committee  shall  have  the  function 
assigned  by  Conference  Rule  No.  7. 

9.  Conference  Rules  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Rules  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no  more  than 
six  persons,  half  of  whom  shall  be  lay,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed 
quadrennially. 

10.  Committee  on  Credentials 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no  more  that  three 
persons,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed  quadrennially.  The  committee  shall  meet 
once  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  number  of  additional  lay  delegates 
required  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of  Conference  Rule  No.  18. 

11.  The  following  Committees   will   be  named   by   the   Conference   Ministry  Team  as 
committees  of  the  CMT  to  fulfill  the  functions  of  The  Book  of  Discipline.   This  includes 
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the  following:  the  Committee  on  Parish  and  Community  Development;  the  Committee 
on  Disability  Concerns;  and  the  Committee  on  Native  American  Ministry.  Persons 
responsible  for  maintaining  the  connectional  relationship  for  each  committee  will  be 
named  by  the  CMT. 


D.  TEAMS 

1.  Conference  Values  Team 

a.  Beginning  with  the  Annual  Conference  in  2000,  (if  legislatively  permissible)  the 
Conference  Values  Team  shall  be  composed  of  twenty-seven  persons.  From  each 
district  there  shall  be  one  laywoman,  one  layman  and  one  clergy  person  -  -  one  of 
whom  must  be  an  ethnic  minority  person.  The  members  of  the  CVT  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  Each  member  will  be  elected  to  a  four-year  term,  a  maximum  of  two 
quadrennia  or  portions  thereof.  The  Conference  Values  Team  will  elect  its  own 
officers. 

The  CVT  will  have  the  functions  described  in  The  Book  of  Discipline,  regarding  the 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of 
Women,  and  the  Committee  on  Disability  Concerns.  The  CVT  will  name  one  of  its 
members  from  each  district  to  be  the  representative  from  the  CVT  to  serve  on  the 
District  Ministry  Team  and  one  of  its  members  to  serve  as  the  representative  on  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team. 

2.  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 

a.  The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  will  be  selected  annually  by  the  Conference  Ministry 
Team.  Members  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team. 

b.  The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  shall  design  an  instrument  that  will  incorporate  a 
process  evaluation  and  a  product  evaluation  of  the  reorganization  plan  and 
determine  the  degree  to  which  the  mission  of  the  Conference  has  been  realized.  The 
evaluation  will  include  a  response  from  all  staff  members  and  team  members  at  the 
district  and  Conference  levels.  Responses  will  be  collected  for  review  by  the  Ad 
Hoc  Evaluation  Team. 

An  annual  report  will  be  made  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  The  CMT  will  review 
the  report  in  establishing  priorities  needed  to  fulfill  the  vision  of  the  Conference  and  as  a 
basis  for  decision-making  and  for  recommendations  to  the  Conference. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  are  described  in  the 
manual  of  the  "Design  for  a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and  "fine-tuned" 
annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual  Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as 
needed  upon  approval  of  the  CMT. 

3.  Conference  Mission  Funding  Team 

a.  The  Conference  Mission  Funding  Team  will  be  composed  of  eighteen  members, 
consisting  of  two  representatives  from  each  district  who  are  nominated  by  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Nominations;  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laymen,  one- 
third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen  and  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  clergy;  at  least 
one-third  of  the  committee  shall  be  racially  ethnic  persons.  In  addition,  there  shall 
be  a  representative  from  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  selected  by  the  CMT,  a 
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representative  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  (CFA) 
selected  by  the  Conference  CFA,  and  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer.  The  team  shall  elect  its  own  officers.  The  team  will  be  elected 
at  the  1998  Annual  Conference  and  assume  responsibility  on  January  1,  1999. 

The  Mission  Funding  Team  will  submit  a  budget  for  the  Conference  Benevolence 
Fund  and  the  Wesley  Foundation  Fund  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  It  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  the  following:  the  Wesley  Foundation  Funds, 
the  United  Methodist  Student  Day  scholarship  funds,  the  Christian  Education 
Sunday  Funds,  funds  for  the  District  Ministry  Team,  church  building,  extension,  or 
relocations  funds  recommended  by  the  District  Committee  on  Church  Location  and 
Church  Extension,  funds  for  expenses  of  Boards,  Commissions  or  Task  Forces  and 
any  special  grants.  The  proposed  budget  will  be  submitted  to  the  Conference 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  in  keeping  with  Disciplinary  requirements. 

There  shall  be  a  Transition  Mission  Funding  Team  through  December  31,  1998.  It 
shall  be  composed  of  the  chairperson  and  two  additional  representatives,  who  were 
elected  at  the  1996  Annual  Conference,  from  each  of  the  following:  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension;  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries;  the  Board  of  Discipleship;  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society;  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry 
and  the  Special  Ministries  Committee,  to  be  selected  by  the  group  which  they 
represent.  The  following  shall  also  be  members:  a  District  Superintendent  selected 
by  the  cabinet  and  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer. 
The  team  shall  elect  its  own  officers. 

The  Transition  Mission  Funding  team  shall  be  responsible  for  distribution  of  funds 
as  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference  and  allocated  through  the  fiscal  year  of  1998 
to  the  following  responsibilities  of  the  CMT:  Board  of  Church  Extension,  Board  of 
Global  Ministries,  Board  of  Discipleship,  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  Board  of 
Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  Special  Ministries  Committee, 
Commission  on  Archives  and  History,  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and 
the  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  the  Conference  Boards, 
Commissions  and  Task  Forces,  the  District  Ministry  Teams  and  for  other  transition 
expenses. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  Transition  Funding  Team  are  described  in 
the  manual  of  the  "Design  for  a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and 
"fine-tuned"  annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual  Conference  of 
2000  and  revised  as  needed  upon  approval  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 


ARTICLE  III:  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL 
ON  FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  one-third  of  whom 
shall  be  clergy,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen  and  one-third  of  whom  shall  be 
laymen.  The  Council  shall  function  as  specified  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

B.  The  depository  of  funds  and  bookkeeping  functions  of  all  Conference  Councils,  Boards 
and  Agencies  shall  be  provided  by  the  Conference.     The  Council  on  Finance  and 
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Administration  shall  initiate  a  system  of  vouchers  through  which  the  Conference 
treasurer  shall  reimburse  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the  chairpersons  of  the  boards 
and  agencies  for  funds  expended  within  their  budgets.  See  Conference  Rule  4. 

C.  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BUDGET:  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Conference 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to  present  the  Conference  benevolences  budget 
recommendations  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  recommended  allocations  to 
Conference  program  agencies  should  reflect  agreement  between  the  Council  on  Finance 

and  Administration  and  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

D.  The  council  shall  elect  an  Audit  Committee  of  no  more  than  twenty-five  members.  The 
Committee,  in  its  work,  shall  comply  with  The  Book  of  Discipline.    The  following  shall 
be  members  ex  officio  of  the  Audit  Committee:  the  Resident  Bishop,  the  Conference 
Executive    Director    of    Financial     Affairs,    and    the    Area    Director    of    Gospel 
Communications.

The  following  persons  upon  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Personnel  Committee  and 
approval  of  the  CMT  will  be  employed:  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications;  Special 
Ministries  Coordinator;  Area  Director  of  Mission  Resourcing;  Director  of  Volunteers  in 
Mission;  and  Conference  Youth  Director.  If  the  person  employed  to  serve  in  any  of  these 
positions  is  a  Deacon  or  an  Elder,  that  person  must  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The 
representatives  of  the  various  groups  are  to  be  selected  by  their  respective  groups. 

Conference  staff  positions  can  be  amended  by  action  of  the  CMT  between  sessions  of  the 
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Annual  Conference  so  long  as  such  are  within  budget  funds  and  consistent  with  the  missional 
priorities  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

B.     FUNCTION  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  MINISTRY  TEAM  AND  STAFF 

The  function  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  is  to  promote  the  vision  of  the 
Louisiana  United  Methodist  Conference  in  becoming  a  community  of  local  churches 
who  make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.  Each  quadrennium  the  CMT  will  identify  one  or 
more  emphases  to  lead  the  Conference  to  the  vision.  The  CMT  will  also  serve  as  a 
catalyst  in  leading  the  Conference  in  raising  up  spiritual  leaders  who  make  disciples  for 
Jesus  Christ  and  to  evaluate  the  degree  to  which  the  mission  is  being  realized. 

The  CMT,  in  consultation  with  the  Conference  staff,  will  determine  those  services  to  be 
provided  the  district  and  the  local  churches  which  cannot  be  otherwise  provided.  These 
services  include  (1)  communication  and  public  relations  information  and  services;  (2) 
media,  audio-visual,  human  resources,  and  print  resources  from  the  Conference  Resource 
Center;  (3)  assistance  to  the  District  Ministry  Teams  and  to  the  district  staffs  as  needed; 
and  (4)  collection  of  data  and  information  for  ongoing  mission  evaluation. 

Funds  will  be  provided  from  the  Conference  Benevolence  Fund,  as  needed,  to  meet 
expenses  of  the  following  boards  and  commissions  on  the  CMT  and  any  task  force 
created  to  accomplish  the  assigned  task:  Church  and  Society,  Discipleship,  Global 
Ministries,  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious 
Concerns,  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  and  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of 
Women. 

Funding  for  the  administrative  assistants  and  clerical  support  staff  of  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team  shall  come  from  the  Conference  Administrative  Fund  upon 
recommendation  of  the  CMT  Personnel  Committee. 

All  staff  members  shall  be  employed  and  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team.  Supervision  of  the  administrative  and  supportive  staff  shall  be  provided 
by  the  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications.  The  Area  Director  of  Gospel 
Communications,  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer,  and  the 
Area  Director  of  Mission  Resourcing  will  be  supervised  by  the  Bishop. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  are  described  in  the 
Manual  of  the  "Design  for  a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and  "fine-tuned" 
annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual  Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as 
needed  upon  approval  of  the  CMT. 

ARTICLE  V:  DISTRICTS 

A.     DISTRICT  MINISTRY  TEAM  FUNCTION 

The  District  Ministry  Team  (DMT)  will  be  the  primary  group  servicing  the  local 
churches  and  the  campus  ministry  units  within  the  district.  An  enhanced  District  Staff 
will  be  available  to  assist  the  DMT  in  fulfilling  the  following  functions: 

1 .  Develop  and  provide  training  and  consultation  services; 

2.  Assist  with  Conference-sponsored  ministries; 

3.  Aid  local  churches  in  developing  and  implementing  their  own  ministries; 

4.  Help  with  outreach  ministries; 

5.  Promote  new  church  development  and  support  existing  churches  in  transformation; 

6.  Support  individual  and/or  corporate  praise  and  celebration  activities; 
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7.  Be  a  communication  link  between  the  churches  and  the  Conference,  and 

8.  Assist  in  establishing  and  maintaining  the  Conference  Resource  Bank 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  District  Ministry  Team  are  described  in  the 
Manual  of  the  "Design  for  a  New  Day".  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and  "fine-tuned" 
annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual  Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as 
needed  upon  approval  of  the  CMT. 

B.     DISTRICT  MINISTRY  TEAM  COMPOSITION 

1.  The  District  Ministry  Team  will  have  a  maximum  of  15  members  with  inclusion  as 
a  goal.  The  team  will  include  the  following: 

(a)  Lay  Leader  (Chairperson  of  DMT) 

(b)  District  Superintendent 

(c)  District  Missioner 

(d)  Education  Ministries  Leader 

(e)  Renewal  Ministries  Leader 

(f)  Meditative  Ministries  Leader 

(g)  Outreach  Ministries  Leader 
(h)    Communication  Advisor 

(i)     District  Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministries 

(j)     Board  of  Church  Location  and  Church  Extension  Representative 
(k)    Committee  on  Finance  and  Administration  Representative 
(1)     Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  Representative 
(m)  Youth  Representative 

(n)    Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women  Representative 
(o)    One  other  member  may  be  nominated  by  the  District 
Committee  on  Nominations 

2.  Personnel  Committee 

The  Personnel  Committee  will  be  nominated  by  the  District  Superintendent  and 
approved  by  the  DMT.  The  District  Superintendent  will  be  a  member  of  the 
Personnel  Committee.  The  District  Superintendent  and  the  District  Personnel 
Committee  will  recommend  the  employment  of  the  District  Missioner  with  approval 
by  the  District  Ministry  Team.  They  will  recommend  to  the  District  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Administration  the  compensation  for  the  District  Missioner. 
Additional  funding  for  the  DMT  will  come  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration. 

3.  The  District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  following  annually: 
Education  Ministries  Leader,  Renewal  Ministries  Leader,  Meditative  Ministries 
Leader,  Outreach  Ministries  Leader,  Communication  Advisor,  and  the  District 
Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministries. 

The  following  representatives  on  the  DMT  are  to  be  nominated  by  the  respective 
groups  from  which  they  come:  representatives  of  the  District  Board  of  Church 
Location  and  Church  Extension,  representative  of  the  District  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Administration,  representative  of  the  Conference  Values  Team,  youth 
representative  from  the  District  Youth  Team.  The  representative  must  be  a  member 
in  the  district.  Representatives  and  elected  members  are  limited  to  serve  on  the  team 
no  more  than  two  quadrennia  or  portions  thereof.  They  must  remain  off  the  District 
Ministry  Team  for  one  year  before  they  can  be  nominated  to  serve  on  the  DMT 
again. 
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The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  are 
described  in  the  Manual  of  the  "Design  for  a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be 
reviewed  and  "fine-tuned"  annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual 
Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as  needed  upon  approval  of  the  CMT. 

4.  The  District  Conference  shall  be  responsible  to  elect  for  the  ensuing  Conference 
year  the  membership  of  the  District  Ministry  Team  upon  recommendation  of  the 
District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  exception  of  the  District  Lay  Leader. 
In  the  event  that  there  is  no  District  Conference  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
responsible. 

The  District  Board  of  Laity  shall  elect  the  District  Lay  Leader  annually  for  a 
maximum  of  four  years.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  District  Board  of  Laity  then 
the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the  District  Lay  Leader. 

The  District  Ministry  Team  shall  elect  all  District  Boards,  Councils  and 
Committees,  and  other  officers,  required  and  necessary,  in  accordance  with  The 
Book  of  Discipline  and  Conference  Rules. 

C.  THE  FUNCTIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  MISSIONER 

1 .  Works  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Superintendent. 

2.  Works  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  with  Ad  Hoc  Teams  as 
needed  to  plan  for,  organize  and  deliver  services  to  the  local  churches. 

3.  Identifies  and  develops  human  and  material  resources  necessary  in  providing 
services  to  the  churches. 

4.  Plans  scheduled  visits  to  individual  church  and/or  contacts  to  aid  in  planning  and  in 
identifying  needed  resources. 

5.  Assists  the  local  churches  in  identifying  their  needs,  developing  an  action  plan  and 
evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  their  ministries. 

6.  Secures  and/or  links  resources  to  the  individual  churches  or  to  group  of  churches 
with  common  needs. 

7.  Makes  recommendations  to  the  District  Ministry  team  for  improvement  of  services 
to  the  churches. 

8.  Prepares  and  maintains  accurate  and  timely  records  of  contacts  with  local  churches. 

9.  Performs  other  duties  as  assigned  by  the  DMT. 

D.  DISTRICT  SUPPORT  STAFF 

Each  district  shall  provide  at  least  a  three-quarter-time  help  of  an  Administrative 
Assistant  to  assist  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

Administrative  Assistant  and  District  Missioner  compensation  and  benefits  are  to  be 
included  in  the  district  budget. 

E.  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS 

There  shall  be  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  following  members: 
District  Superintendent,  who  shall  be  chairperson;  District  Lay  Leader;  President  of  the 
District  United  Methodist  Women;  President  of  the  District  United  Methodist  Men;  four 
laypersons  (two  of  which  shall  be  a  young  adult)  named  by  the  District  Board  of  Laity; 
two  youth,  named  by  the  District  Youth  Council;  four  ministers,  named  by  the  District 
Superintendent. 

F.  Each  district  shall  establish  a  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  composed 
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of  at  least  four  laypersons  and  three  ministers.  The  District  Superintendent,  Conference, 
Jurisdictional  and  General  Conference  members  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Every  consideration  should  be  given  to 
ethnic  minority  representation. 

ARTICLE  VI:  CONFERENCE  RULES 

1.  APPORTIONMENTS:  All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  made  annually  to  each 
local  church  through  the  application  of  a  decimal  to  be  derived  from  the  following 
factors  averaged  from  the  last  three  published  Journals  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference. 

Pastor's  base  compensation 

Associate  pastor(s)'  base  compensation 

Housing,  related  allowances  and  utilities 

Reimbursements  paid  to/for  pastors 

Other  cash  allowances  paid  to/for  pastors 

Diaconal  minister(s)/Deacons  total  compensation 

Other  staff  compensation  and  expenses 

Current  expenses  for  program  including  church  school 

Other  current  operating  expenses 

(Explanatory  Note:  In  the  Statistical  Tables  the  following  numbers  will  relate  to  the 
items  listed  above:  61,  62,  63,  64,  65,  66,  67,  68  and  69.) 

2.  APPROPRIATIONS:  Any  legislation  requiring  appropriation  of  Conference  funds  or 
any  requests  for  Conference-wide  solicitation  of  funds  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  study  and  its  recommendations  before  being 
presented  to  the  Annual  Conference.  See  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  FISCAL  AND  STATISTICAL  YEAR:  The  calendar  year  is  the  fiscal  and  statistical 
year  of  the  Conference.  All  remittances  for  the  current  year  shall  be  conveyed  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer's  office  not  later  than  the  date  which  will  be  set  by  the  Conference 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  during  their  annual  January  meeting;  and  the 
pastor's  report  No.  1  and  No.  2  shall  be  turned  in  and  checked  by  auditors  at  District 
meetings  at  a  time  and  place  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
in  consultation  with  members  of  the  Cabinet. 

4.  ADMINISTRATION  OF  FUNDS  FOR  CONFERENCE  BOARDS,  AGENCIES 
AND  INSTITUTIONS:  Local  Church  treasurers  shall  send  all  funds  for  Conference 
Boards,  Agencies  and  Institutions  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  appropriate 
distribution. 

All  financial  books  and  bookkeeping  and  funds  of  Conference  Councils,  Boards, 
Committees  and  Commissions  shall  be  administered  and  unified  in  the  office  of  the 
Conference  Treasurer.  Disbursements  shall  be  made  through  a  voucher  system  to  be 
supervised  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  be  authorized  to  invest  the  surplus  funds  of  Conference  boards  and 
agencies  when  the  surplus  exceeds  a  reasonable  amount  needed  as  carry-over  to  begin 
the  next  year.  Provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  institutions,  the  Board  of 
Pensions,  or  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation.  Investment  income 
generated  by  funds  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  shall  be  retained  in  that  account. 
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Each  board,  agency  and  institution  of  the  Conference  shall,  by  April  15  each  year,  submit 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer  a  financial  audit  report  of  its  most  recent  fiscal  year.  The 
financial  audit  report  shall  include  statements  of  assets,  liabilities,  revenues, 
expenditures,  investments  and  the  returns  therefrom.  The  Audit  Committee  shall  review 
audit  reports  within  sixty  days  of  receipt  and  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  compliance  or  lack  of  compliance.  A  listing  of  specific  deficiencies  in 
the  Audit  Report,  with  recommendation  for  compliance  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Audit 
Committee  in  its  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  shall  notify  boards,  agencies  and  institutions  individually  of 
the  findings  from  the  Audit  Committee.  Boards,  agencies  and  institutions  shall  within 
thirty  days  after  notification,  submit  a  response  and/or  plan  to  correct  any  noted 
deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report. 

The  Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs  shall  not  remit  any  money  to  boards, 
agencies,  or  institutions  who  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  within  the 
specific  time  limits. 

5.  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS:  The  base  compensation  and  expenses  to  be  paid 
each  District  Superintendent  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  the  next  fiscal  year  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  reported  in  the  Pre- 
Conference  Reports.  It  is  recommended  that  the  base  compensation  of  each  District 
Superintendent  be  adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  of  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
Conference  average  salary. 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  through  the  Conference  Treasurer,  shall  be 
the  sole  agent  of  disbursement  of  funds  to  these  expense  accounts.  There  shall  be  no 
additional  reimbursement  for  expenses  of  District  Superintendents  from  any  other  source 
within  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

6.  PRE-CONFERENCE  REPOERTS:  All  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions  and 
Committees  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  shall  send  their  Annual  Conference  reports, 
resolutions,  and  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Secretary  seventy-five  (75)  days 
before  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  Session.  The  Conference  Secretary 
shall  compile  and  duplicate  these  reports  and  mail  a  copy  to  each  minister  and  each  lay 
member  of  the  Annual  Conference  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  Session  convenes.  Any 
reports,  resolutions  or  recommendations  not  included  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports 
must  be  duplicated  and  distributed  to  the  Annual  Conference  before  final  action  can  be 
taken.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  the 
Ordained  Ministry. 

7.  COMMITTEE  ON  PETITIONS:  Any  petitions,  proposed  by  an  individual  member  or 
a  duly  elected  body  of  the  local  church  or  a  district,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Petitions,  no  later  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  The  Committee  shall  meet  to  review  the  petitions  and  assign  them 
to  the  proper  body  for  consideration  by  them  when  they  meet  on  the  opening  day  of  the 
Conference.  These  bodies  shall  make  recommendations  for  concurrence  or  non- 
concurrence  when  they  make  their  report  to  the  Conference. 

8.  DATA  FOR  MEMOIRS:  The  District  Superintendents  in  whose  district  a  Conference 
member,  spouse  or  surviving  spouse  of  a  minister  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to  secure, 
in  advance  of  the  next  Annual  Conference,  data  concerning  the  deceased. 
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9.  SURVIVING  SPOUSES:  A  directory  of  spouses  of  deceased  Conference  members 
shall  be  published  in  the  Journal. 

10.  DISTRICT  CONFERENCES:  Each  District  Ministry  Team,  in  consultation  with  the 
Cabinet,  will  determine  whether  an  annual  District  Conference  will  be  held.  When  the 
Conference  is  to  be  held,  each  charge  shall  elect  five  (5)  lay  members,  and  at  least  two 
(2)  reserve  members,  provided,  however,  each  Church  shall  have  at  least  one  (1)  elected 
member. 

11.  CONFERENCE  NOMINATING  PROCESS: 

The  Conference  nominating  process  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Prior  to  January  1  of  the  year  preceding  each  new  quadrennium,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Annual  Conference  shall  give  each  District  Superintendent  a  list  of  all  offices  for 
which  nominations  will  be  made  for  the  ensuing  four  years. 

B.  Prior  to  January  15,  the  District  Superintendents  of  the  respective  districts  shall 
distribute  to  the  pastors  and  local  churches'  Lay  Leaders  copies  of  the  list  of  all 
offices  for  which  nominations  will  be  made  at  the  ensuing  Annual  Conference 
session.  Local  church  Nominating  Committees  may  propose  nominees  for  the  listed 
positions.  They  shall  submit  with  each  nomination  the  following  information:  the 
person's  address,  phone  number,  name  and  membership  size  of  local  church,  a  brief 
resume  (including  interests  and  experience  in  specific  church  work),  and  vital 
information  including  the  person's  age,  sex,  ethnic  status  and  any  handicapping 
condition. 

C.  Prior  to  February  10,  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  to  nominate 
persons  for  the  offices  in  question.  The  Committee  shall  give  priority  to  names 
submitted  by  local  church  Nominating  Committees,  but  it  shall  not  be  limited  to 
those  names.  It  shall  not  be  required  to  nominate  a  person  for  every  vacancy,  but 
shall  nominate  only  those  persons  it  considers  adequate  to  the  task. 

D.  Prior  to  March  1,  the  District  Committees  on  Nominations  shall  submit  their  lists  of 
nominations  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference,  accompanied  by  the 
information  about  each  nominee  specified  in  "B"  above.  The  Conference  office 
shall  maintain  computer  records  of  current  and  prior  service  in  Conference  elective 
offices  and  shall  make  this  information  available  to  assist  The  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile  and  circulate 
nominations  submitted  and  its  computer  records  of  prior  service  to  members  of  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  at  least  five  days  prior  to  its  initial  meeting. 

E.  Prior  to  April  1,  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  and  make 
nominations  for  all  Conference  offices  which  must  be  filled  in  the  next 
quadrennium.  It  shall  give  priority  to  the  lists  of  names  submitted  by  the  Districts, 
but  it  may  consider  other  names.  The  nominations  shall  be  mailed  to  the  lay  and 
clergy  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  as  part  of  the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

F.  All  persons  nominated  for  an  office  in  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  contacted  by 
the  District  or  Conference  committee  placing  their  names  in  nomination  to 
determine  whether  the  persons  so  nominated  are  willing  to  serve. 

G.  Nominating  committees  shall  examine  all  nominations  to  ensure  appropriate 
representation  of  ethnic  minority  persons,  lay  and  clergy  women,  lay  and  clergy 
men,  persons  with  handicapping  conditions,  youth,  young  adults  and  older  adults. 

H.  Following  the  elections  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  quadrennium  the  newly  elected 
bodies  shall  meet  at  the  site  of  the  Annual  Conference  session.  The  District 
Superintendents  shall  convene  the  newly  elected  bodies  and  shall  call  for  the 
election  of  a  chairperson.  Each  body  shall  elect  its  chairperson  and  other  officers 
upon  nomination  from  the  floor. 

I.      When   vacancies  occur  during   a  quadrennium,   the   Conference   Committee   on 
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Nominations  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  the  vacancies  at  the  ensuing  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference.  The  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  retain  the 
records  of  persons  nominated  in  the  process  described  above.  The  Committee  shall 
use  these  records  to  assist  its  work.  It  shall  not  be  limited  to  persons  previously 
nominated.  These  nominations  shall  be  published  in  the  pre-Conference  Reports. 

12.  TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP:  The  terms  of  membership  on  all  Councils,  Boards, 
Commissions  and  Committees  shall  be  limited  to  any  number  of  years,  not  to  exceed 
eight  (8),  served  in  two  consecutive  quadrennia.  When  one  has  served  the  maximum 
time  allowed,  then  reappointment  to  the  same  council,  board,  commission,  or  committee 
shall  not  be  permitted  until  a  full  quadrennium  has  lapsed.  This  shall  not  prohibit  service 
on  other  councils,  boards,  commissions  or  committees  in  the  following  quadrennium. 

13.  CABINET  LIAISON:  There  shall  be  a  Cabinet  Liaison  appointed  by  the  presiding 
Bishop  to  each  Conference  Board  and  Agency.  Expenses  of  the  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Board  or  Agency  involved. 

14.  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES  MEMBERSHIP:  Conference  Boards 
and  Agencies  shall  not  be  limited  to  their  membership  in  the  appointment  of  committees 
and  task  forces.  Members  of  General  Boards  and  Agencies  shall  be  members  of 
corresponding  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

15.  ALL  INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  CONFERENCE:  All  institutions  in  the  Conference 
shall  be  incorporated  and  shall  review  their  corporate  charters  quadrennially  to  determine 
that  they  are  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  The  Book  of 
Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  "The  names  of  those  nominated  to  serve  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors/Trustees  of  Conference  institutions  for  later  election 
by  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  board  of  the  Conference 
no  later  than  march  15th  each  year." 

16.  LAY  MEMBERS  OF  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE:  Each  Charge  Conference  shall 
elect  annually  the  lay  member(s)  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  one  or  more  alternates. 
Each  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Wesley  Foundations  shall  elect  a  Methodist  student 
member  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  for  each  campus  minister  who  received  over  one-half 
their  salary  through  the  Wesley  Foundation.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  preside  at 
this  election. 

17.  ELECTION  OF  YOUTH  DELEGATES:  The  District  Council  on  Youth  Ministries 
shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  the  youth  category  (18  years  of  age  or 
younger  on  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after 
consultation  with  the  District  Superintendent,  local  church  youth  groups  and  pastors  in 
that  district  and  these  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District 
Conference. 

The  District  Young  Adult  Coordinator  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in 
the  young  adult  category  (between  the  ages  of  19  and  25  on  the  opening  date  of  the 
Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  consultation  with  a  young  adult  task 
force  composed  of  campus  ministers,  young  adult  leaders  in  local  churches,  two  young 
adults,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  student  and  one  a  non-student,  and  the  immediate  past 
young  adult  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  that  district  and  the  District  Superintendent. 
In  those  districts  where  there  is  no  young  adult  coordinator,  the  adult  coordinator  shall 
make  the  nominations  in  the  process  as  stated  above.  These  nominations  shall  be 
presented  to  the  District  Conference  for  their  election.    Additional  nominations  may  be 
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made  from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference. 

18.  LAY  AND  CLERGY  MEMBERS:  In  accordance  with  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  the  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  equally 
represented  by  clergy  and  lay.  The  clergy  membership  shall  consist  of  members  in  full 
connection,  probationary  members,  associate  members,  affiliate  members  and  local 
pastors  under  full-time  appointment  to  a  pastoral  charge.  All  clergy  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference  shall  be  attached  to  one  of  the  districts.  The  Conference  Committee 
on  Credentials,  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Superintendents,  shall  ascertain  the 
number  of  clergy  members  in  each  district  and  shall  ascertain  the  number  of  laypersons 
in  each  district  who  are  delegates  by  virtue  of  election  or  by  virtue  of  their  office.  Two 
young  persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age  shall  be  elected  lay  members  by  each 
District  Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team,  as  outlined  in  Article  VI,  Rule  17  of  the 
Conference  Journal.  The  diaconal  ministers,  the  Conference  President  of  United 
Methodist  Women,  the  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the  Conference 
Lay  Leader,  the  district  Lay  Leaders,  the  president  or  equivalent  officer  of  the 
Conference  young  adult  organization,  if  applicable,  and  the  Conference  President  of 
United  Methodist  Youth  shall  be  counted  as  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  from  the 
districts  in  which  they  reside.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  then 
ascertain  the  number  of  additional  lay  members  needed  to  equalize  the  lay  and  clergy 
membership  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  total  number  of  additional  lay  member  slots 
will  then  be  prorated  to  the  districts  based  upon  the  church  membership  of  the  districts  as 
reported  in  the  most  recently  published  edition  of  the  Conference  Journal.  These 
additional  at-large  lay  members  shall  then  be  elected  by  the  respective  District 
Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team  upon  nomination  by  the  District  Committee  on 
Nominations.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District 
Conference  or  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

19.  LOCAL  CHURCH  COMMITTEE  ON  WILLS:  Each  local  church  shall  have  a 
committee  of  one  or  more  members  on  wills,  trusts  and  special  gifts. 

20.  CHANGE  IN  RULES:  Any  recommendation  for  Rule  changes  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Chair  of  the  Rules  Committee  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  February.  The  Rules 
Committee  shall  consider  and  make  its  recommendations  in  time  to  be  included  in  the 
Pre-Conference  Report. 

Amendments  to  proposals  to  change  the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report 
may  be  considered  by  the  Annual  Conference  session  and  shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  for  adoption. 

21.  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES:  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  may 
be  suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference  session  effective 
for  up  to  one  year.  The  motion  must  also  state  what  provision  will  be  in  effect  during  the 
suspension  of  the  rule.  During  this  year  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to 
determine  if  there  is  a  need  for  a  permanent  change  in  the  rule  that  has  been  suspended. 
The  committee's  recommendation  shall  be  printed  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports  for 
consideration  by  the  following  Annual  Conference  regular  session. 

22.  CALENDAR:  In  order  to  coordinate  the  calendar  of  the  Conference  and  to  be  better 
stewards  of  money  and  time,  no  Conference  event  may  be  held  unless  it  has  first  been 
cleared  through  the  CMT  Executive  Committee  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  event. 
The  CMT  Executive  Committee  shall  make  necessary  changes  so  that  there  will  be  no 
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duplication  of  major  events.  Items  to  be  calendared  are  programs,  board  meetings, 
Conference  events,  any  scheduled  event  which  involves  the  Conference,  etc.  In  case  of 
unusual  circumstances  a  meeting  could  be  put  on  the  calendar  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

23.  ITINERATION:  The  Conference  Year  is  from  June  1  to  May  31.  When  a  minister 
moves  to  a  new  appointment  at  Annual  Conference  he/she  is  to  receive  compensation 
and  expenses  from  June  1.  When  a  minister  leaves  an  appointment  at  Annual 
Conference,  he/she  will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  only  through  May  31.  If  the 
minister  lives  in  a  parsonage,  he/she  will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  only 
through  May  3 1 .  If  the  minister  lives  in  a  parsonage,  he/she  is  responsible  for  paying  the 
utilities  for  the  month  of  May  and  for  leaving  the  parsonage  in  good  condition.  The 
chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  is  to  certify  to  the  District 
Superintendent  on  the  form  provided  by  the  District  Superintendent  that  the  provisions 
of  this  rule  have  been  met  by  the  minister  before  leaving  the  charge.  If  a  minister  is 
given  a  housing  allowance,  the  chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  is 
to  give  the  District  Superintendent  a  copy  of  the  contract  for  period  of  time  to  be  covered 
by  the  housing  allowance.  This  form,  which  is  to  be  provided  by  the  District 
Superintendent,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Office  at  the  beginning  of  the  appointment. 


ARTICLE  VII:  RULES  OF  ORDER 
FOR  CONFERENCE  SESSIONS 

RULE  1.  SCHEDULE  OF  MEETINGS: 

Morning:  Opening  Prayer  or  Devotional  Service 

Conference  Business  with  a  mid-morning  recess 
Afternoon:       Conference  Business 
Evening:  Programs  as  planned 

RULE  2.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS:  After  devotional  service  the  daily  sessions  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

1 .  Report  of  Committee  on  Journal  of  the  previous  meeting  or  meetings. 

2.  Report  of  Committee  on  Courtesies. 

3.  Report  of  other  standing  administrative  and  special  committees. 

4.  Calendar. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business.  ' 

RULE  3.  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  CHAIR: 

The  presiding  Bishop,  or  a  person  designated  by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Annual  Conference.  They  shall  decide  points  of  order  raised  or  not  raised 
by  the  members,  as  they  deem  necessary  to  conform  to  these  rules  of  order;  subject,  in 
both  cases  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference  by  any  member  without  debate;  except  that  the 
chairperson  and  the  appellant,  in  the  order  named  here,  shall  each  have  five  minutes  for  a 
statement  in  support  of  their  respective  positions.  A  tie  vote  in  the  case  of  appeal  shall 
sustain  the  chair.  When  any  member  raises  a  point  of  order  they  shall  cite,  by  number, 
the  rule  they  judge  to  have  been  violated.  The  presiding  Bishop  shall  have  the  right  to 
recess  a  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at  any  time  at  his/her  discretion  and  to 
reconvene  at  such  time  as  he/she  shall  announce,  with  only  delegates,  authorized 
personnel  and  authorized  guests  permitted  to  attend  such  a  session  following  recess. 
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RULE  4.  CALLING  THE  CONFERENCE  TO  ORDER: 

When  the  chairperson  stands  in  his/her  place  and  calls  the  Conference  to  order,  no 
member  shall  speak,  address  the  chair,  or  stand  while  the  chairperson  stands. 

RULE  5.  ATTENDANCE  AND  SEATING  RESERVES: 

No  member,  unless  hindered  by  sickness  or  otherwise  from  being  present,  shall  be  absent 
from  the  sessions  of  the  Conference  without  permission  of  the  Conference;  and  all 
absentees  shall  be  reported  to  the  Chairperson. 

RULE  6.  DIRECTIONS  FOR  SECURING  THE  FLOOR:  When  a  member  desires  to 
speak  to  the  Conference,  he/she  shall  arise  at  his/her  designated  seat,  respectfully  address 
the  presiding  officer,  using  the  term,  "Mr./Madame  Chairperson,"  and  after  recognition, 
proceed  to  a  microphone  and  announce  the  Church  or  Charge  which  he/she  represents; 
which,  in  turn,  the  Chairperson  shall  then  announce  to  the  Conference. 

RULE  7.  INTERRUPTING  THE  SPEAKER:  No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be 
interrupted  except  for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to  raise  a 
very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege. 

RULE  8.  SPEAKING  MORE  THAN  ONCE;  LENGTH  OF  SPEECH:  No  member  shall 
speak  a  second  time  on  the  same  question  if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires  the 
floor,  no  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same  motion,  no  longer  than  ten 
minutes  unless  their  time  shall  be  extended  by  the  Conference.  This  ten  minute  limit 
may  be  reduced  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference  at  any  time,  and  for  any  period 
duration. 

RULE  9.  QUESTION  OF  HIGH  PRIVILEGE:  A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time 
for  what  he/she  believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege  shall  be  allowed  to 
indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the  question  and  if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  chair  to  be  such, 
he/she  may  proceed  at  his/her  pleasure  or  until  the  chairperson  judges  that  he/she  has 
exhausted  their  privilege. 

RULE  10.  VOTING  AREA  OF  CONFERENCE:  Only  members  within  the  area  of  the 
Conference  when  the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  members  within  the  area 
at  the  time  a  question  is  put  shall  vote,  except  such  as  shall  have  been  excused  for  special 
reasons  by  the  Conference. 

RULE  11.  VOTING  PROCEDURES:  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote,  if  taken,  shall  be  by  signed  ballot. 
An  "aye"  and  "nay"  vote  by  secret  ballot  may  be  ordered  on  call  of  any  member, 
supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and  voting.  A  count  vote  may  be 
ordered  on  call  of  any  member  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  in  which  case  the  members  shall  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

No  other  business  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is  being  taken  or  when  the  previous 
question  has  been  called,  until  the  process  is  completed,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  vote 
itself,  or  that  which  can  be  appropriately  fitted  into  the  time  while  waiting  for  the  report 
of  the  secretaries  on  a  count  vote,  or  any  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote.  The  count  shall  be  made 
by  the  Committee  of  Tellers. 

RULE  12.  DIVISION  OF  QUESTION:  Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  member  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  for  a  division  of  any  question,  if  it  is  subject  to  such  division  as  they 
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indicate.   If  no  delegate  objects,  the  division  shall  be  made;  but  if  there  is  objection,  the 
chair  shall  put  the  question  of  division  to  vote,  not  waiting  for  a  second. 

RULE  13.  VOTE  BY  ORDER:  The  ministerial  and  lay  members  shall  deliberate  as  one 
body;  but  upon  a  call,  by  motion  of  any  member,  seconded  by  another  member  of  the 
same  order  and  supported  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  of  that  order  voting,  the 
ministerial  and  lay  members  shall  vote  separately.  But  when  the  Conference  votes  by 
orders,  no  measure  shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  classes 
of  members.  In  cases  of  such  a  vote  the  order  calling  for  it  shall  vote  first;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Conference  may  not  vote  by  orders  on  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution.  Discipline  (pp.  64-66) 

RULE  14.  MOTION  FOR  ADOPTION  OF  REPORTS  AND  RESOLUTIONS, 
UNNECESSARY:  Whenever  a  report  of  a  committee  signed  by  the  chairperson  and 
secretary  thereof,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Conference  for  its  action,  it  shall  be  deemed  in 
proper  order  for  consideration  by  the  Conference  without  the  formality  of  a  motion  to 
adopt,  and  a  second  thereto. 

RULE  15.  REQUIRED  FORMS  FOR  REPORTS,  RESOLUTIONS,  MOTIONS  AND 
AMENDMENTS:  All  resolutions  and  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  in  triplicate; 
and,  when  requested  by  the  secretary,  motions,  including  amendments,  shall  be  presented 
in  writing. 

RULE  16.  ALTERATIONS  OF  MOTIONS,  ETC.:  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded, 
or  a  resolution  is  introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  committee  report  is  read,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  and  may  not  be  altered  except  by  action  of 
the  Conference. 

RULE  17.  UNDEBATABLE  MOTIONS:  The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon 
without  debate: 

1 .  To  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn  the  Conference  finally 

2.  To  suspend  the  rules 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table 

4.  To  take  from  the  table 

5.  To  call  for  the  previous  question 

6.  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion 

7.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate 

8.  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day 

RULE  18.  RIGHTS  OF  THE  MAIN  QUESTION:  The  main  question  may  be  opened  to 
debate  under  the  following  motions:  to  adopt,  to  amend,  to  commit  or  refer,  to  substitute, 
to  postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion,  resolution,  or  subject  shall  be 
entertained  until  the  one  under  consideration  shall  have  been  disposed  of.  The  foregoing 
does  not  apply  to  secondary  motions  if  otherwise  allowable  in  the  existing  parliamentary 
situation. 

RULE  19.  PRECEDENCE  OF  SECONDARY  MOTIONS:  If  any  one  or  more  of  the 
following  motions  shall  be  made  when  one  or  more  other  motions  are  pending,  the  order 
of  their  precedence  in  relation  to  one  another  shall  be  the  same  as  the  order  of  their 
listing  below: 

1.      To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn.  (This  motion  is  subject  to 
amendment,  or  it  may  be  laid  on  the  table). 
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2.  To  adjourn 

3.  To  take  recess 

4.  To  order  the  previous  question 

5.  To  lay  on  the  table 

6.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate 

7.  To  postpone  to  a  given  time 

8.  To  commit  or  refer 

9.  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  being  allowed  to  an  amendment) 

10.  To  postpone  indefinitely 

RULE  20.  TABLING  RELATED  MOTIONS:  No  motion  which  adheres  to  another 
motion,  or  has  another  motion  adhering  to  it,  can  be  laid  on  the  table  by  itself.  Such 
motions,  if  laid  on  the  table,  carry  with  them  the  motions  to  which  they  respectively 
adhere,  or  which  adhere  to  them. 

RULE  21.  REFERRING  REPORTS,  ETC.:  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  refer 
to  a  committee  a  section  or  a  part  of  a  report  or  resolution  which  is  before  the  Conference 
for  consideration,  or  any  amendment  offered  thereto. 

RULE  22.  PROCEDURE  FOR  CONSIDERATION  OF  SUBSTITUTES:  When  a 
resolution  or  committee  report  is  properly  before  the  Conference  for  consideration  and 
action,  even  if  amendments  thereto  are  pending,  a  substitute  therefore  may  be  offered  by 
any  member  moving  that  the  same  be  substituted  for  the  report  or  resolution  under 
consideration.  The  Conference  shall  then  proceed  first  to  perfect  the  original  report  or 
resolution,  including  consideration  and  action  upon  any  amendments  which  may  be 
offered  to  it.  The  same  perfecting  process  shall  then  be  followed  with  respect  to  the 
substitute.  The  question  shall  then  be  put  first  on  the  motion  to  substitute,  followed  by 
the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  or  resolution;  provided,  however,  that  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question  shall  not  be  in  order  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  or  recommendation 
or  on  making  the  proposed  substitution  until  opportunity  has  been  given  for  at  least  two 
(2)  members  to  speak  on  each  side  of  the  question  of  substitution  or  adoption. 

RULE  23.  PREVIOUS  QUESTION:  When  any  member  moves  the  previous  question  (that 
is,  that  the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  pending),  they  shall  indicate  to 
what  they  intend  it  to  apply,  if  any  secondary  motion  or  motions  are  also  pending.  If 
he/she  does  not  so  indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  applying  only  to  the  immediately 
pending  question.  This  motion  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  require  a  two- 
thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  for  its  adoption;  and  if  it  is  accepted,  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  to  which  it  applies  without  further  debate. 

RULE  24.  MOTION  AFTER  SPEECH:  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  immediately 
after  discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before  relinquishing  the  floor,  to  make  a  motion 
whose  adoption  would  limit  or  stop  debate. 

RULE  25.  EXCEPTIONS  TO  MAJORITY  VOTE:  A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum 
being  present,  shall  decide  all  questions  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  One-third  (1/3)  of  those  present  and  voting  shall  suffice  to  sustain  a  call  for  a  count 
vote  in  case  the  decision  of  the  chair  is  doubted.  A  tie  vote  sustains  the  chair. 

2.  A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sustained  by  one-third  (1/3)  of  the 
members  of  the  order  from  which  the  call  came,  present  and  voting. 

3.  A  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a  motion  to  suspend  or  amend 
the  rules;  to  sustain  a  motion  for  the  previous  question;  to  set  aside  a  special  order; 
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to  consider  a  special  order  before  the  time  set  therefor;  to  sustain  the  request  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  for  the  presentation  of  any  person  on  the 
final  day  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

RULE  26.  RECONSIDERATION:  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side. 
If  the  motion  proposed  for  reconsideration  is  non-debatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider 
may  not  be  debated. 

RULE  27.  CALENDARS,  REGULAR  AND  NON-CONCURRENCE:  The  Secretary  shall 
keep  a  chronological  record  of  orders  of  the  day  and  of  reports  of  committees,  which 
record  shall  be  called  the  Calendar,  and  the  matter  of  business  placed  on  it  shall  be 
considered  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Agenda  (the  Cabinet)  to  the 
Conference,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Conference  an  item  is  taken  out  of 
its  order. 

When  committee  presents  a  report  on  a  given  subject,  as  part  of  its  report,  it  must  also  list 
the  numbers  of  all  petitions  relating  to  this  subject  on  which  the  committee  voted  non- 
concurrence. 

RULE  28.  MOTION  TO  ADJOURN  IN  ORDER  EXCEPT:  The  motion  to  adjourn  when 
unqualified,  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except: 

1 .  When  a  member  has  the  floor. 

2.  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being  taken,  and  before  it  is  finally 
decided. 

3.  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and  action  there  under  is  pending. 

4.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no  business  or  debate  has  intervened. 

5.  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn  is  pending. 

The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  a  motion  for  final  adjournment  of  the  Conference. 

RULE  29.  SPEAKERS  FOR  AND  AGAINST:  When  the  report  of  a  subject  is  under 
consideration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  ascertain,  when  he/she 
recognizes  a  member  of  the  Conference,  on  which  side  he/she  proposes  to  speak;  and 
he/she  shall  not  assign  the  floor  to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side  of 
the  pending  question  as  the  speaker  immediately  preceding  if  any  member  desires  to 
speak  on  the  other  side  thereof. 

Except  for  undebatable  motions,  no  motion  shall  be  adopted  or  question  relating  to  the 
same  decided  without  opportunity  having  been  given  for  at  least  two  speeches  for  and 
two  against  the  said  proposal,  provided  that  right  is  claimed  before  the  chairperson  or 
duly  authorized  member  representing  the  committee's  report  or  the  minority  report,  if 
there  be  such,  is  presented  to  close  the  debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and  after)  the  previous  question  has 
been  ordered,  the  chairperson  and/or  duly  authorized  member  or  members  presenting  a 
committee's  report  (and  a  minority  report  if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
before  the  vote  is  taken. 

This  right  of  the  chairperson  and/or  other  member  or  members  to  close  the  debate  shall 
prevail  in  like  manner  to  a  limit  of  five  minutes  when  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken  on  a 
motion  to  amend,  to  substitute,  to  postpone,  to  refer,  or  to  lay  on  the  table  or  any  other 
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motion  whose  adoption  would  vitally  affect  the  report  under  consideration;  provided, 
that  this  five  minute  limit  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  substitute  a  minority  report  for  a 
regular  (majority)  report  of  a  committee. 

RULE  30.  EFFECTIVE  DATE:  All  actions  of  the  Annual  Conference  everywhere  shall 
become  effective  upon  the  final  adjournment  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at 
which  they  are  enacted,  unless  otherwise  specified,  except  as  provided  otherwise  in  the 
Discipline. 

RULE  31.  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES:  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these 
Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

RULE  32.  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER  SUPPLEMENTAL  AUTHORITY:    In  any 

parliamentary  situation  not  clearly  covered  by  these  Rules  of  Order,  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  governed  by  the  current  edition  of  Robert's  Rules.

ROSABELLE  PIERSON  CARITHERS  (Mrs.  Kenneth  K.) 
February  21, 1906  -  May  19, 1998 

Known  to  most  of  us  as  "Rose,"  she  was  born  on  her  family's  farm  in  Owensville,  Indiana 
February  21,  1906.  She  married  K.K.  Carithers  on  June  14,  1928  and  shortly  after  that  the  two 
of  them  went  into  the  ministry  of  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  through  First  Church  in 
Princeton,  Indiana.  She  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1931  from  the  Vincennes  District  of  the 
Indiana  Conference.  She  became  a  Probationer  in  1945  in  the  Little  Rock  Conference  and  was 
received  into  Full  Connection  and  ordained  Elder  in  1955  in  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

Through  the  years  she  and  K.K.  were  appointed  to  charges  as  close  together  as  possible.  From

Two  of  "hers"  were  Claude  Stone  who  served  in  the  Arkansas  and  Missouri  Conferences  until 
his  death  and  Jim  Constable  who  served  in  the  Arkansas  and  Louisiana  Conferences  until  his 
death.  Their  wives  Dixie  Stone  and  Mildred  Constable  cared  for  Rose  in  her  last  days  as  though 
she  was  their  mother. 

Being  one  of  "their"  boys  has  brought  me  to  this  day  remembering  the  great  ministry  they  offered 
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to  us  on  the  Bienville-Castor  charge  from  1954-1957.  Their  work  with  youth  was  as  it  should 
have  been  in  those  years  and  many  of  us  benefited  greatly  from  their  love  and  patience.  He  was 
the  one  of  grace  and  forgiveness  and  she  was  the  one  of  law  and  accountability.  They  were  a 
great  gift  to  the  Church.  She  was  buried  in  the  Odd  Fellow  Cemetery  in  Princeton  with  K.K.

ROBERT  BRANKER  CRICHLOW,  SR. 

April  28, 1917  -  August  16,  1997 

Bob  Crichlow  was  born  in  New  Orleans  April  28,  1917,  to  Augusta  Davis  Crichlow  and  Dr. 
Richard  S.  Crichlow.  Both  of  his  grandfathers  were  ministers.  He  attended  both  Newman  and 
Warren  Easton  High  Schools  and  Tulane  University  for  two  years.  Experiencing  a  call  to  preach, 
he  transferred  to  Centenary  College  where  he  was  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities.  Emory  University  and  Candler  School  of  Theology  came  next,  and  he  directed  the 
Theology  School  Choir  while  serving  as  President  of  the  Student  Body  and  pastor  of  a  student 
appointment. 

While  at  Emory  he  met  Doris  Franklin,  and  they  were  married  in  the  Theology  Chapel  on  January

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GARLAND  CARLTON  DEAN,  JR. 

September  20, 1922  -  November  18, 1997 


Garland  C.  Dean,  Jr.  was  bom  September  20,  1922  at  Fairmont,  Louisiana  near  Colfax.  He  grew 
up  there  on  a  farm.  He  felt  a  special  call  to  serve  Christ  at  an  early  age,  organizing  a  prayer  group 
when  he  was  a  freshman  at  LSU.  He  attended  Duke  University  and  graduated  from  Milsaps 
College.  He  received  his  Graduate  Divinity  Degree  from  Perkins  School  of  Theology,  Southern 
Methodist  University  in  1950.  That  same  year  Garland  married  Gladys  Crow  Creed,  who  was 
his  devoted  wife  for  forty-seven  years. 

Garland  became  a  probationary  member  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  in  1945,  serving  as  pastor 
at  Marksville.  The  first  congregation  he  served  as  a  full  member  of  the  Conference  was  in  1950 
at  Caddo  Heights,  Shreveport.  His  ministry  carried  him  to  every  corner  of  the  state,  including 
this  term  as  Associate  Director  of  the  Program  Council  for  the  Annual  Conference  from  1968  to 
1972.  He  retired  in  1985  from  the  Memorial  Church  at  Bastrop. 

From  1989  to  1995  he  served  effectively  and  with  much  grace  as  retired  associate  minister  of 
Noel  Memorial  Church,  Shreveport.  The  Staff  Parish  Relations  Committee  honored  him  with  a 
Resolution  of  Appreciation  in  1992  thanking  him  for  his  "special  ministering  care"  toward  the 
Noel  congregation.  Garland  died  November  18,  1997  at  Schumpert  Medical  Center  following 
a  brief  illness.  His  funeral  service  was  held  at  Noel  Memorial  Church,  with  internment  at  Colfax, 
Garland's  hometown. 

I  write  this  memoir  with  a  grateful  heart,  not  only  out  of  respect  for  my  ministerial  colleague  but 
also  with  deep  affection  and  esteem  for  Garland  as  a  friend.  His  work  at  Noel  represented 
something  true  about  his  whole  life:  faithfulness  to  Christ  and  effectiveness  as  to  the  quality  of 
his  labors.  For  me  he  was  a  trusted,  wise  and  valued  advisor.  And  so  I  thank  God  for  Garland's 
abiding  faith,  his  deep  love  for  the  church,  and  for  his  personal  kindness  and  gentleness.  So 
many  of  us  have  been  touched  by  the  grace  of  his  good  life,  and  for  the  conviction  by  which  he 
lived,  that  God  is  forever  and  lovingly  involved  in  our  lives.  He  is  survived  by  his  devoted  wife, 
Gladys,  who  lives  in  Shreveport.

KATHERINE  HULL  SELLS  EMMERICH  GIBBS  (Mrs.  Hubert  A.) 

October  23, 1907  -  October  26,  1997 

"Trinka"  was  born  Katherine  Hull  Sells  on  October  23,  1907  to  Rev.  James  LeGrande  Sells  and 
Clara  Catherine  Hull  Sells  in  Long  Beach,  Mississippi. 

Trinka  met  Earl  Burton  Emmerich  after  her  father  was  appointed  to  Centenary  Methodist  Church 
in  McComb,  Mississippi,  and  they  were  married  on  August  16,  1929  in  the  Long  Beach  church 
her  father  had  built  in  1905.  They  left  immediately  for  training  in  the  farmlands  of  Denmark,  and 
then  went  as  agricultural  missionaries  to  various  parts  of  what  are  now  North  and  South  Korea. 

The  Emmerich's  returned  to  the  U.S.  with  their  first  child,  Katherine  Edith  Emmerich,  who  had 
been  born  on  March  3,  1932.  Earl's  first  appointment  at  home  was  to  tiny  Osyka,  Mississippi. 
It  paid  $500  per  year.  With  the  addition  on  February  14,  1936  of  baby  Elsa,  the  family  was  now 
four. 
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In  1937,  they  moved  to  Oak  Grove,  Louisiana  where  Trinka  was  able  to  be  close  to  her  sister, 
Helen,  who  was  the  wife  of  Rev.  Willie  Poole  (and  mother  to  Rev.  James  M.  Poole,  Frank  Poole 
and  Dan  Poole).  Then  in  1940,  they  moved  to  Parker  Memorial  Church  in  New  Orleans. 

Trinka  loved  New  Orleans  with  its  parks,  museums  and  the  zoo.  After  four  years  in  New  Orleans, 
Earl  received  an  appointment  to  the  Conference  office  in  Shreveport.  Trinka  attended  Centenary 
College  of  Louisiana  where  she  earned  her  degree  with  honors.  The  association  with  the  college 
has  since  become  a  tradition  with  the  family. 

The  next  move  was  to  Rayville  for  six  years.  The  parsonage  there  was  large  and  beautiful. 
Katherine  tried  her  hand  at  substitute  teaching  in  the  high  school,  but  one  day,  when  the 
classroom  contained  75  students,  she  quit.  Teaching  Vacation  Bible  School  was  more  her  style, 
not  unruly  teenage  boys.  From  Rayville  they  were  appointed  to  University  Methodist  in  Lake 
Charles.  In  1958  Earl  was  diagnosed  with  Leukemia  and  told  he  had  three  years  to  live.  Earl 
survived  until  the  appointments  were  read  in  1968,  thus  assuring  Katherine  a  larger  pension  and 
died  the  following  Monday,  June  10,  1968.  Katherine  was  appointed  as  the  Children's 
Coordinator  of  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  served  in  that 
capacity  for  two  years. 

Katherine  married  Rev.  Hubert  A.  Gibbs  in  1970,  a  marriage  that  lasted  until  his  death  in  1975. 

In  the  late  1970's,  it  became  evident  that  something  was  amiss  with  Trinka.  Her  doctor  told  her 
in  1 978  that  she  was  suffering  with  dementia.  After  several  difficult  years  she  went  to  live  with 
Elsa  in  Bellaire,  Texas  and  worshiped  in  the  Bellaire  Methodist  Church. 

One  day,  in  1983,  after  even  her  full  name  had  escaped  her  memory,  it  snowed  in  Houston. 
Looking  out  the  hospital  window  at  the  heavy  snow  flurry,  Trinka  wistfully  said  an  unfamiliar 
word,  almost  in  a  whisper.  Elsa  asked  what  the  word  meant,  ". .  .snow  in  Korean". 

In  1984  Trinka  went  to  live  in  the  Autumn  Hills  Convalescent  Center  in  Richmond,  Texas  where 
she  seemed  to  be  happy,  and  spent  the  last  years  of  her  life.  Katherine  Hull  Sells  Emmerich 
Gibbs  died  on  October  26,  1997.

JOHN  WESLEY  GUYRE 
October  26, 1941  -  September  1, 1997 

John  Wesley  Guyre  was  bom  on  October  26,  1941  in  the  town  of  West  New  York  in  New  Jersey. 
He  was  the  only  son  of  three  children  of  John  and  Lillian  Guyre.  John  grew  up  in  New  Jersey 
until  the  age  of  18  years  at  which  time  he  joined  the  U.S.  Navy.  Being  stationed  in  Orange, 
Texas,  he  served  the  U.S.  Navy  for  three  years.  He  also  worked  in  the  oil  fields  of  Louisiana. 

John  and  his  wife,  Alice  Wagner,  were  married  on  December  12,  1959.  It  was  a  marriage  that 
produced  four  children:  Alice  Ann,  John  Wesley  III,  Judy  Marie,  and  Brian  Keith. 

He  joined  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  1970  while  living  at  Indian  Bayou.  As  a  valued 
church  member  at  the  Indian  Bayou  United  Methodist  Church,  he  participated  in  most  every  area 
of  church  programming  until,  inspired  by  a  call  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  answered  the  call  to 
ministry  in  1972.  With  the  complete  support  of  his  loving  wife,  along  with  the  children,  they  left 
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the  security  of  a  secular  trade  in  the  oil  industry  and  went  full  force  into  a  successful  ministry. 
John  received  his  License  to  Preach  in  1972,  proceeded  through  the  Course  of  Study  route  and 
was  ordained  Deacon  in  1975. 

In  1974,  he  began  his  ministry  with  his  appointment  to  the  Port  Barre-Krotz  Springs-Waxia 
charge  where  he  served  until  June  of  1979. 

Following  these  years  of  his  ministry,  John  chose  to  leave  the  active  ministry  and  take  secular 
employment.  In  1983,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Indian  Bayou-Kaplan  Charge  (his  home  church) 
where  he  served  for  three  years.  His  other  appointments  included  Iowa,  First-Hayes  (86-87), 
Wisner-Boeuf  Prairie  (87-89),  Eunice-Iota  (89-92),  Eunice- Ville  Platte  (92-93),  Claiborne- 
Wilhite  (93-94),  and  Fairview-Sweetlake  from  1994  until  the  time  of  his  death  on  Labor  Day, 
September  1,  1997. 

Throughout  his  years  of  service,  sometimes  dealing  with  personal  health  problems,  he  persevered 
and  was  a  vocal  presence  on  moral  issues  that  confront  our  society  today,  locally  and  Conference- 
wide.  Among  John's  greatest  concerns  beyond  pastoral  ministry  were  his  involvements  as  a 
volunteer  in  United  Way,  Hospice,  and  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  McNeese  State  University. 
Also  noteworthy  was  his  concern  and  crusade  against  gambling  and  the  issue  of  Sunday  Closing 
Laws.  He  authored  numerous  resolutions  concerning  anti-gambling,  which  were  presented  before 
the  Annual  Conference. 

As  a  member  of  the  People's  Action  Group  in  Lake  Charles,  John  led  his  churches  in  raising 
money  and  helping  to  place  anti-gambling  billboards  in  the  Lake  Charles  area  while  pastoring 
the  Fairview-Sweetlake  charge  until  his  untimely  death.  John  was  a  dedicated,  committed 
Christian  leader  and  compassionate  pastor.  Throughout  his  life  and  ministry,  he  touched  the  lives 
of  many  persons  with  the  grace  of  Jesus  Christ,  his  Lord.  With  a  name  like  "John  Wesley,"  how 
could  he  not  follow  in  the  path  of  ministry  set  before  him?  Through  it  all,  John  kept  a  smile  on 
his  face  and  his  countenance  made  one  surrender  to  his  wonderful  personal  agenda  for  life. 

He  will  be  sadly  missed  by  his  family  and  many  friends.  As  John  was  called  home  to  his  Eternal 
Rest,  one  could  almost  hear  the  voice  of  God  Himself  saying,  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant.  Enter  now  into  the  joy  of  your  Lord! "

CLEVELAND  (CLEVE)  B.  HERR,  JR. 

October  20, 1925  -  April  7, 1998 

God  in  his  infinite  wisdom  placed  Cleveland  on  this  earth  on  October  20,  1925,  in  New  Orleans. 
On  March  27,  1949  Cleve  entered  into  a  blessed  relationship  with  his  faithful  wife,  Earline 
LeBlanc.  He  was  blessed  with  his  daughters  Stephanie  Miller  and  Lisa  Berg.  And  once  more 
with  his  grandchildren,  Samantha  Miller,  Casimir  Miller,  Aaron  Berg,  Annica  Berg,  Maggie  Berg 
and  Isaiah  Berg. 

In  speaking  for  the  family,  it  was  Lisa  who  said,  "Daddy  gave  us  a  glimpse  of  our  God  who  loved 
us  so  completely."  Those  who  knew  Cleve  understand  the  meaning  of  her  words,  for  he 
epitomized  John  Wesley's  concept  of  "an  outward  and  visible  sign  of  an  inward  and  spiritual 
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grace."  Cleve  always  had  a  pleasant  smile  on  his  face  and  kind  words  on  his  lips.  Through  these 
attributes,  he  touched  the  lives  of  many. 

Prior  to  entering  the  ministry,  Cleve  worked  for  the  U.S.  Navy  in  Algiers,  Louisiana.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  Tulane  University  and  Baptist  Seminary  in  New  Orleans.  He  loved  the  United 
Methodist  Church  and  its  people,  and  was  God's  faithful  servant  through  his  appointments  to  the 
Sun,  Bush,  Second  (New  Orleans),  Jefferson  and  Gentily  churches.

It  was  this  quality,  even  in  his 
declining  health,  that  allows  others  to  say,  "they  have  seen  a  reflection  of  Christ  in  Cleve." 

On  April  7,  1998,  God  called  his  honest  and  faithful  servant  Cleve  to  the  "Mansion  with  many 
rooms."  It  was  Cleve's  expressed  desire  to  have  his  Service  of  Celebration  in  the  Gretna  United 
Methodist  Church.  To  that  end  we  celebrated  his  life  on  Good  Friday,  April  10,  1998. 

Cleve's  daughter  is  correct.  What  could  I  possibly  say  that  would  add  more  meaning  to  what  she 
said,  "Daddy  gave  us  a  glimpse  of  God  who  loved  us  so  completely."

VIRGINIA  HARE  IRVING  (Mrs.  William  R.) 
January  8, 1913  -  February  23, 1998 

Virginia  H.  Irving  was  a  devoted  wife,  a  loving  mother  of  four  children  and  a  servant  of  God. 
She  was  brought  up  in  a  religious  home  with  two  brothers  and  one  sister.  She  was  born  in 
Scooba,  Mississippi  and  educated  in  public  school  and  junior  college. 

In  1933  she  married  William  R.  Irving,  Jr.  from  Electric  Mills,  Mississippi.  After  her  husband 
was  called  to  the  ministry,  she  worked  various  jobs  to  send  him  through  Milsaps  College  and  later 
to  seminary  at  SMU.  They  served  churches  in  the  Mississippi  Annual  Conference  until  his 
entrance  into  World  War  II  as  Chaplain  in  the  US  Army.  After  the  war,  they  served  churches  in 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  until  his  death  in  1973.  She  was  always  by  his  side  doing 
everything  she  could  to  enhance  his  ministry. 

After  her  husband's  death,  Virginia  enrolled  in  a  creative  writing  class  at  LSU.  She  wrote  a 
poignant  memoir  about  their  ministry  together  entitled  "If  Parsonages  Could  Talk.  "  She  also 
wrote  three  other  books,  a  play,  and  many  short  stories. 

After  her  husband  died,  Virginia  rejoined  Ingleside  United  Methodist  Church,  a  church  that  she 
and  her  husband  had  served  for  eight  years.  She  was  a  faithful  member,  participating  in  all 
activities  until  diabetes  caused  the  amputation  of  first  one  leg  and  then  the  other.  Even  after  a 
stroke  in  1995,  which  slowed  her  down  considerably,  she  attended  church  services  faithfully  and 
made  it  a  point  to  attend  Parson-Parsonettes  meetings  even  in  her  wheel  chair.  Her  minister  often 
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says  whenever  people  make  excuses  why  they  cannot  participate  in  the  activities  of  the  church, 
he  thinks  of  her  and  her  determination  to  come  to  church  to  worship  her  God. 

After  her  1995  stroke,  it  was  necessary  for  Virginia  to  live  in  a  nursing  home.  Her  devotion  to 
God  never  faltered.  Her  spirit  was  an  inspiration  to  all  that  knew  her.  Her  will  to  live  was 
incredible.  Even  though  her  doctors  thought  she  would  die,  she  lived  for  three  and  a  half  years 
after  the  stroke.  Her  speech  was  affected  but  she  remained  active,  going  to  the  mall  every 
Wednesday  with  her  family,  and  always  enjoyed  Sunday  dinner  at  the  Piccadilly  after  church 
services. 

On  February  23,  1998,  vascular  disease,  caused  by  diabetes,  finally  claimed  her  life  as  she  slept. 
Her  son  and  his  wife  were  at  her  bedside  as  she  left  this  earthly  life  for  reunion  with  God,  her 
beloved  husband  and  members  of  her  maiden  family  who  had  all  died  before  her.  She  will  be 
missed  by  all  who  knew  her,  especially  her  four  children  who  are  grateful  that  her  physical 
suffering  is  over  and  are  assured  that  she  is  in  the  hands  of  a  loving  God.

When  I  arrived  at  my  first  preachers'  meeting  of  the  Alexandria  District  following  my 
appointment  as  Superintendent,  I  met  Dorothy  Johnson.  In  fact,  for  entertainment  at  that  meeting, 
she  played  the  piano  and  sang  a  solo,  which  was  truly  a  blessing  to  us  all.  She  was  a  very  quiet 
and  humble  person,  but  was  bold  when  she  ascended  the  pulpit  to  preach  God's  word.  She  was 
so  loved  and  respected  by  her  members  that  the  Chair  of  the  PPR  Committee  at  Charge 
Conference  wanted  to  know  how  they  could  keep  Rev.  Johnson  for  at  least  20  years.

Born  in  Butler,  Alabama  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.K.  Jones,  Lael  came  from  a  long  tradition  of 
Methodist  ministers.  His  father  was  a  Methodist  minister  in  the  Alabama-West  Florida 
Conference  and  his  mother  was  a  daughter  of  a  Methodist  minister.  His  mother  had  three 
brothers  that  were  also  Methodist  ministers. 
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He  was  one  of  thirteen — five  boys  and  eight  girls.  All  five  boys  were  ministers  and  one  sister 
married  a  Methodist  minister,  all  from  Alabama.

CLARENCE  BENNY  KRUMNOW 

August  27, 1910  -  December  26, 1997 

Clarence  Benny  Krumnow  was  born  August  27,  1910  to  Frank  and  Minnie  Krumnow  near 
Marlin,  Texas.  He  was  baptized  as  an  infant  in  Myers  Settlement  Methodist  Church  and  grew 
up  under  the  influence  of  Christian  parents.

2.  The  Council  recommends  a  continued  emphasis  by  all  churches  on  Advance  Specials,  both 
General  Advance  and  Conference  specials.  It  requests,  however,  that  all  churches  pay  in  full  their 
designated  apportionments  before  appropriating  funds  for  second-mile  projects. 

3.  Each  pastoral  charge  is  asked  to  continue  support  of  Mt.  Sequoyah,  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  Conference  and  Retreat  Center,  with  a  goal  of  $35  per  pastoral  charge.  Each  district

is  to  raise  the  amount  based  on  the  total  number  of  charges  in  the  district  and  mail  it  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer. 

4.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Hancock  Bank,  Whitney  National  Bank,  and  Bank  One  be 
designated  as  the  principal  depositories  for  funds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  Other 
financial  institutions  across  the  state  are  to  be  used  for  interest-bearing  accounts.  Authority  to 
open  accounts  is  given  to  the  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer 
and  the  President  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 
Authorized  signatures  on  the  accounts  and  deposit  boxes  are  to  be:  Conference  Executive 
Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer,  a  designated  representative  of  the  C.F.A.,  and  the 
Senior  Minister  of  First  UMC,  Baton  Rouge. 

5.  The  Council  has  contracted  with  William  E.  DeLoach,  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  Baton 
Rouge,  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The 
auditor's  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,1 997,  is  included  in  the  Treasurer's  report  found 
in  this  book. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  pastoral  charge  consider  an  amount  of  $5,100  for  Pastor's  Travel 
and  $5,800  for  utilities/housing  expense  for  each  minister. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  local  churches  pay  on  the  moving  expenses  of  incoming  ministers 
an  amount  up  to  $3,000  in  1999.  Churches  are  asked  to  budget  this  amount  each  year.  Money 
not  used  for  moving  should  be  placed  in  an  escrow  account  to  assure  such  funds  as  needed. 
When  the  recommended  amount  is  exceeded  by  the  incoming  minister,  that  minister  should  pay 
the  additional  costs. 

8.  We  remind  the  ministers  of  the  Annual  Conference  who  will  move  to  another  charge  that 
they  are  to  accept  salary  and  expense  only  through  the  end  of  the  conference  year  (June  15, 
1998),  from  the  charge  they  are  presently  serving.  The  salary  benefits  and  expenses  paid  at  the 
new  charge  begin  June  16,  1998.  The  Conference  year  as  it  relates  to  clergy  compensation  will 
end  may  3 1  each  year  beginning  in  1999. 

9.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  federal  income  tax  regulations,  we  recommend  that  the  utilities 
and  other  housing  expenses  on  the  Conference  Directors'  residences  and  the  district  parsonages 
be  considered  a  part  of  their  cash  compensation  as  "Housing  Allowance."

2.  All  remittances  for  1998  must  be  received  by  the  Conference  Treasurer's  office  no  later  than 
January  7,  1999. 

3.  The  Annual  Conference  grants  permission  to  Centenary  College  and  Dillard  University  to 
make  an  appeal  for  every  church  in  the  conference  to  send  a  "paid  student"  to  the  institutions. 

4.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  $15,000 
from  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund  for  expenses  of  Cabinet  Meetings  and  up  to  $1,000 
for  telephone  calls  involving  appointments.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer  of  the  Conference  is  authorized  to  pay  from  the  District  Superintendents' 
Fund  to  the  Pension  Fund  an  amount  for  each  District  Superintendent  to  meet  the  General 
Board  of  Pensions'  requirement. 

5.  We  recommend  that  each  district  provide  at  least  half-time  secretarial  help  for  the  District 
Superintendent  from  district  budget  funds.  The  Annual  Conference  requires  that  copies  of 
the  annual  budget  and  audit  for  each  district  be  mailed  to  the  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer  for  the  Council  not  later  than  April  15  following  the 
previous  fiscal  year. 

6.  The  compensation  of  all  the  District  Superintendents  shall  be  equal  throughout  the 
Conference.  Since  District  Superintendents  are  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  officers  of  the 
Conference,  their  salary,  travel  expense,  utilities  allowance,  housing  allowance,  professional 
expenses,  and  the  Conference  health  insurance  premium  shall  be  paid  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  We  recommend  the  following  income  be  paid  to  the  District  Superintendents 
from  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund:  Base  Compensation  for  1999,  $60,437  (see 
Conference  Rules  for  the  rule  concerning  salary):  utilities/furnishings  -  $5,800;  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $2,400  to  be  drawn  by  voucher  and  used  for  professional  expenses  to  cover  the 
expense  of  Ministers'  School,  Ministers'  Week,  Bishops'  Week,  Annual  Conference, 
Continuing  Education  and  other  expenses  that  the  District  Superintendent  incurs  in  carrying 
out  the  responsibilities  of  the  office.  The  Council  shall  provide  an  automobile  travel 
reimbursement  expense  for  each  District  Superintendent  to  be  drawn  by  voucher  at  32.5c7  per 
mile  from  a  total  pooled  budget  of  $72,000. 
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7.  Each  Council,  Board,  Commission,  Committee,  etc.  of  the  Conference  receiving  funding  from 
the  Conference  shall  designate  one  person,  other  than  the  chairperson,  as  the  Finance  Officer. 
The  Finance  Officer  shall  keep  for  that  board  or  agency  a  current  record  of  financial 
transactions  involving  the  budget  receipts  and  expenditures  for  that  body. 

The  Finance  Officer  shall  receive  all  vouchers  from  members  and  shall  approve  and  submit 
same  to  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The  vouchers  must  be 
specific,  in  detail,  accompanied  by  the  appropriate  receipts,  and  must  bear  the  signed  approval 
of  the  Finance  Officer.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  in  turn  submit  them  to  the  Conference 
Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  within  three  weeks.  In  order  to 
assist  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  to  close  out  the  books  and 
set  up  books  for  a  new  fiscal  year,  all  Finance  Officers  shall  submit  final  vouchers  of  said 
board  and  agency  by  December  19,  1998. 

Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Official  Voucher  Policy  for  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies: 
Travel  —  Within  the  State  of  Louisiana  -  Travel  Expense  for  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies  is  set  at  a  maximum  of  1 5  cents  per  mile.  When  three  or  more  members  are 
traveling  together,  a  maximum  of  1 8  cents  per  mile  will  be  paid.  Regardless  of  the  mode  of 
travel  used,  the  maximum  of  15  cents  per  mile  will  still  apply.  Beyond  the  state,  the  most 
economical  mode  of  travel  must  be  used  with  this  new  provision:  That  an  amount  of  $500 
per  year  be  the  normal  limit  for  reimbursable  travel  expense  for  members  of  Louisiana 
councils,  boards,  commissions  and  committees  who  reside  outside  of  the  state  boundaries 
to  attend  regular  meetings  of  their  conference  agency.  This  limit  applies  to  funds  that  come 
from  conference  line  item  budgets.  A  conference  agency  may  vote  to  increase  this  amount 
if  the  members  choose  to  make  an  exception  due  to  the  specific  need  of  participation  by  a 
particular  member.  This  limit  applies  only  to  travel  and  not  to  per  diem  lodging  and  meal 
costs.  Air  travel  must  be  supported  by  the  air  ticket  stub. 

Lodging  and  Meals  --  Reimbursement  for  lodging  expenses  will  be  made  for  the  actual 
amount  of  expenses  incurred.  Moderately  priced  hotel  or  motel  accommodations  are 
suggested.  An  itemized  bill  must  accompany  the  request  for  reimbursement.  Reimbursement 
will  be  made  for  meals  for  the  actual  expense  incurred,  but  not  for  entertainment  or  room 
service.  Any  meals  exceeding  $5  must  be  supported  by  receipts.  The  maximum  per  diem 
for  lodging  and  meals  will  be  $70.  Exceptions  to  the  policy  may  be  made  only  by  the 
agency  chairperson  and  Finance  Officer. 

8.  All  institutions  and  agencies  receiving  funds  from  the  Annual  Conference  are  required  to 
submit  a  financial  statement  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year.  (See  Conference  Rules  for 
Rule  on  Annual  Audits) 

9.  A  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  of  any  Conference 
Board  or  Agency  will  be  placed  in  the  Conference  Benevolences  Budget  for  the  next  year. 
The  Annual  Conference  shall  continue  to  place  in  the  Contingency  Fund  of  the  Annual 
Conference  all  interest  from  the  invested  funds  of  the  different  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies.  The  Council  shall  use  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United 
Methodist  Foundation  to  assist  in  the  investment  of  Conference  Funds.  The  Executive 
Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Conference  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  Investment  Committee  of  the 
Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation.  Local  churches  and  Conference  Institutions  shall 
consider  using  the  Foundation  for  the  investment  of  their  funds. 

10.  We  recommend  that  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Wesley  Foundations  be  given  basic 
support  by  a  decimal  item  to  be  apportioned  to  the  churches  of  the  Conference.  Amounts 
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of  the  funds  to  be  given  to  each  Wesley  Foundation  will  be  determined  by  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team.  With  approval  of  the  appropriate  District  Superintendents  and  District 
Councils  on  Finance  and  Administration,  local  Wesley  Foundations  may  solicit  additional 
funding  from  churches  within  the  District(s)  nearest  their  geographic  location.  Should  a 
local  church  give  additional  funds  to  the  Wesley  Foundation,  they  should  not  be  accepted 
until  it  is  verified  that  the  church  has  paid  100%  to  the  Wesley  Foundation  apportionment 
the  previous  year.  Otherwise,  the  Wesley  Foundation  must  give  those  funds  to  the 
Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  as  payment  toward  that 
church's  apportionment.  The  Conference  Treasurer  will  send  to  the  campus  ministers  at  the 
beginning  of  each  new  year  data  showing  each  local  church's  financial  record  in  their  district 
for  the  previous  year.  A  report  must  be  made  by  the  Wesley  Foundation  to  the  District 
Superintendent  and  the  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of  any  churches 
giving  such  funds  so  as  to  assure  1 00%  payment  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  apportionments 
of  the  local  church. 

11.  The  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  recommends  the  following 
procedure  for  selecting  and  continuing  with  a  Conference  insurance  broker: 

Brokers  selection  is  to  be  based  on  accessibility,  reputation,  and  selection  of  carriers, 
cost  of  product  and  knowledge  of  product  including  United  Methodist  General  Church 
Insurance.  An  Advisory/Search  Committee  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
will  publicize  through  the  "Louisiana  United  Methodist"  when  new  opportunities  or  bidding 
on  Conference  insurance  are  available. 

After  a  broker  is  selected,  the  broker  will  normally  be  retained  for  a  minimum  of  three 
years.  This  term  is  considered  beneficial  because  of  the  multi-faceted  types  of  coverage 
necessary  for  a  variety  of  persons,  property  and  equipment.  If  the  selected  insurance 
broker's  services  are  considered  unsatisfactory  or  rates  are  considered  excessive  during  a 
three-year  cycle,  the  relationship  may  be  terminated  and  the  broker  replaced. 

The  new  selection  procedure  became  effective  January  1,  1995.  This  selection  is  to  be 
utilized  for  each  three-year  cycle  thereafter.  The  Advisory/Search  Committee  members  will 
be  the  President  of  C.F.A.;  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer,  the 
Cabinet  liaison  to  C.F.A.  and  one  or  two  others  selected  by  the  President  of  C.F.A. 

12.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  reminds  all  persons,  clergy  and  lay,  handling 
funds  in  local  churches  to  adhere  to  Paragraph  262.4(e)  of  the  1996  The  Book  of  Discipline 
which  states: 

"Contributions  designated  for  specific  causes  and  objects  shall  be  promptly  forwarded 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  donor  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose." 

This  reminder  is  made  by  C.F.A.  although  local  churches  and  institutions  are 
presently  and  have  always  been  responsible  for  the  proper  use  of  funds.

I  have  audited  the  accompanying  statement  of  assets  and  net  assets  -  cash  basis  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  as  of  December  31,  1997,  and  the  related  statement  of  revenues. 
expenses,  and  changes  in  net  assets  -  cash  basis  for  the  year  then  ended.  These  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Conference's  management.  My  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial 
statements  based  on  my  audit. 

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that 
I  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and 
significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation. 
I  believe  that  my  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  my  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  2  to  the  financial  statements,  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  prepares  its  financial 
statements  on  the  cash  basis  of  accounting.  This  is  a  comprehensive  basis  of  accounting  other  than  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  my  opinion,  the  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  assets  and 
net  assets  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  as  of  December  31,  1997,  and  the  changes  in  net  assets  for  the 
year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  the  basis  of  accounting  as  described  in  Note  2.

NOTE  1.       Organization  and  Purpose 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  an  unincorporated  organization  of  approximately  six  hundred 
United  Methodist  Churches  located  in  Louisiana,  and  is  one  of  seventy-three  Annual  Conferences  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States.  The  Conference  elects  a  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  whose  purpose  is  to  "develop,  maintain,  and  administer  a  comprehensive  and  coordinated 
plan  of  fiscal  and  administrative  policies,  procedures  and  management  services  for  the  Conference.  The 
Conference  and  therefore  the  Council,  cannot  financially  obligate  any  organizational  unit  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  except  the  Annual  Conference  itself*. 

NOTE  2.        Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

Basis  of  Presentation 

The  accompanying  financial  statements  are  prepared  on  the  cash  basis  of  accounting.  Accordingly,  the 
financial  statements  are  not  intended  to  present  financial  position  and  results  of  operations  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Under  the  cash  basis  method  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recognized  when  actually  received  rather  than  when  earned,  and  expenses  are  recognized  when  paid 
rather  than  when  the  obligation  is  incurred.  The  financial  statements  are  a  summary  of  the  cash  and 
investment  activity  of  the  organization. 

Source  of  Revenue  &  Recognition 

Churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  required  to  remit  their  apportionments  to  the  Conference  to 
support  the  programs  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  The  apportionments  are  then  allocated  to  the 
categories  as  required  by  the  General  Conference  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  in  turn  remitted 
to  the  General  Conference  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Some  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  that 
occur  after  year  end  are  recorded  as  transactions  of  the  prior  year  to  which  they  apply.  Consequently, 
cash  balances  reported  as  of  year  end  are  adjusted  for  subsequent  receipts  and  disbursements  that  are 
applicable  to  the  prior  year. 

Financial  Statement  Presentation 

The  Conference  has  adopted  Statement  of  Financial  Accounting  Standards  No.  1 17,  Financial  Statements 
of  Not-for-Profit  Organizations.  Under  SFAS  No.  1 17,  the  Conference  is  required  to  report  information 
regarding  its  financial  position  and  activities  according  to  three  classes  of  net  assets:  unrestricted  net 
assets,  temporarily  restricted  net  assets,  and  permanently  restricted  net  assets. 

Income  Taxes 

The  Conference  is  an  organization  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  which  is  exempt  from  federal  and 
state  income  tax  and  is  not  a  private  foundation.

NOTE  2.        Property,  Plant,  and  Equipment 


The  Conference's  policy  is  to  expense  property,  plant,  and  equipment  at  the  date  of  acquisition  which  is 
a  departure  from  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  property,  plant,  and  equipment  acquired 
by  the  Conference  have  not  been  capitalized  and  are  not  presented  as  a  part  of  these  financial  statements. 

Off  Balance  Sheet  Assets 

Non-cash  gifts  received  such  as  estates  and  trusts  are  not  recorded  as  assets  until  converted  into  cash. 

Marketable  Securities  and  Other  Investments 

Investments  in  marketable  securities  and  other  investments  are  recognized  at  current  market  value  as 
determined  by  the  financial  markets  as  of  year  end.  Investments  include  high  grade  corporate  securities 
and  U.S.  Treasury  securities  with  minimal  risk  and  are  not  held  for  trading  purposes.  Investment  income, 
investment  expenses,  realized  and  unrealized  gains  and  losses  are  recorded  as  a  component  of  current 
revenues  and  expenses  and  are  not  separately  reported. 

Contributed  Services 

The  Conference  does  not  recognize  any  support,  revenue,  or  expense  from  services  contributed  by 
volunteers. 


NOTE  3.       Pension  Plan 


The  Conference  contributes  to  a  defined  benefit  plan  for  clergy  with  service  prior  to  1982.  The  total  past 
service  liability  for  1997  was  $6,602,604.  The  Conference  annual  contribution  for  1997  was  $1,905,453. 

The  Conference  also  contributes  to  a  defined  contribution  pension  plan  administered  by  the  General  Board 
of  Pensions.  The  contributions  for  1997  were  as  follows:

NOTE  5.       Conference  Center  Construction  Loan 

The  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  secured  a  $3,000,000  loan  at  6.75%  to  begin  construction  of  the 
Conference  Center.  The  line  of  credit  is  secured  by  the  Conference  Center  and  pledges.  Interest  only 
payments  were  made  through  1997.  The  loan  will  be  retired  with  the  pledges  that  are  collected. 

NOTE  6.       Cash  in  Banks 

The  Conference  had  on  deposit  with  two  financial  institutions  cash  in  excess  of  FDIC  insurance  limits. 

NOTE  7.       Concentration  Risk 

The  Conference  depends  on  support  generated  by  the  churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Changing 
economic  conditions  that  affect  contributions  from  church  memberships  could  impact  the  programs  and 
operations  supported  by  the  Conference. 

NOTE  8.       Use  of  Estimates 

The  preparation  of  financial  statements  requires  management  to  make  estimates  and  assumptions  that 
affect  certain  reported  amounts  and  disclosures.  Accordingly,  actual  results  could  differ  from  those 
estimates.

REPORT  NUMBER  ONE 


The  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
has  met  as  needed  and  conferred  on  a  number  of  occasions  by  telephone. 

We  have  dealt  with  many  problems  concerning  church  properties  that 
have  been  abandoned  or  are  having  legal  difficulties. 

We  have  been  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Stone  Caraway,  Ben 
Mount,  and  the  District  Superintendents. 

We  are  overseeing  the  litigation  in  Osborn  H.  Christon  d/b/a  Sue 
Eakin  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Plantation  Life  vs.  United  Methodist  Church  and 
a  matter  for  the  Conference  Center  against  Rainmaker  Systems  of  Louisiana. 

We  work  closely  with  the  Conference  Center  and  the  Conference  Center 
Board  and  we  would  ask  that  the  report  of  the  Conference  Center  be  adopted  as  a 
part  of  this  report,  as  though  copied  herein  in  extenso. 

We  again  remind  the  District  Superintendents  and  the  pastors  of  local 
churches  to  examine  their  church  documents  to  make  sure  that  they  are  in  order 
and  that  they  contain  the  necessary  trust  clauses. 

We  particularly  remind  the  local  churches  and  cemetary  associations 
that  they  must  be  incorporated. 

We  would  strongly  recommend,  also,  that  church  Boards  of  Trustees 
annually  review  insurance  coverage,  all  legal  documents,  and  insurance  concerning 
day  care  centers  as  well  as  cemetaries. 

The  District  Superintendents  are  reminded  that  as  of  this  conference 
year,  all  legal  matters  to  be  acted  on  during  the  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  must  be  presented  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  at  least  ninety 
(90)  days  preceding  the  Annual  Conference. 

In  our  March  meeting,  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  a 
policy  that  furnishings  in  Conference  owned  housing  be  depreciated  over  a  ten 
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year  period  and  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  would  retain  thereafter  a  10%  value. 
This  should  be  taken  into  consideration  by  persons  moving  in  and  out  of 
Conference   property. 

This  report  contains  with  it  a  request  that  the  Annual  Conference 
endorse  and  ratify  all  actions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  taken  across  the 
Conference  year,  both  in  regard  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference    and    the    Board    of    Trustees   of   the    Conference   Center.

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BOARD  OF  PENSIONS 

REPORT  NO.  I 

I.  MINISTERS  RESERVE  PENSION  FUND  (MRPF) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  the  funded  annuity  rate  for  1999  be  $393.00  per  service  year.  Benefits  to  surviving 
spouses  of  ministers  shall  be  75%  of  the  annuity  rate. 

B.  That  $500,000  be  apportioned  to  the  charges  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

C.  Total  past  service  liability  (prior  to  1982)  based  on  the  1999  rate  of  $393  is  $5,536,028. 

Our  1999  payment,  based  on  a  three-year  annual  deposit,  is  $2,071,092  to  be  funded  as 
follows: 

Conference  Apportionments  $500,000 

Income  from  Pension  Crusade  Funds,  Woolworth  Foundation  and 

other  sources $1,571,092 

D.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  recommends  that  the  "Past  Service  Rate"  for  years 
prior  to  1982  be  maintained  at  no  less  than  1%  of  the  "Denomination's  Average 
Compensation"  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions. 

E.  Payments  made  to  the  pension  apportionment  shall  be  exactly  proportional  to  the  amount 
paid  on  the  clergy  salary  or  salaries  of  a  given  charge,  i.e.  if  the  church  does  not  pay  the 
pension  apportionment  in  full,  neither  should  pastor's  salary  be  paid  in  full.  See 
Paragraph  619,  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

II.  THE  MINISTERIAL  PENSION  PLAN  (MPP) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  participants  shall  all  be  clergy  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
including  full  connection  deacons  and  local  pastors  under  Episcopal  appointment  to  a 
charge.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  includes  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  Plan  the 
full  connection  deacons  as  a  definite  and  integral  segment  of  the  program.  All  local 
churches  and  United  Methodist  agencies  who  employ  full-time  ordained  deacons  in  full 
connection  shall  pay  12%  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  and  4.4%  Comprehensive  Protection 
Plan  in  addition  to  salary. 

B.  That  Participants  Plan  Compensation  is  the  sum  of:  Cash  Salary  (including  tax  deferred 
annuities  and  professional  expense  allowances)  received  from  church-related  sources; 
Housing  Allowance,  or  when  a  parsonage  is  provided,  25%  of  the  cash  salary  as  the 
approximate  value  of  that  parsonage. 

C.  That  the  church's  contribution  base  be  set  at  12%  of  the  Denominational  Average 
Compensation  (DAC)  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  (the  1999 
DAC  is  $39,337.00).  However,  if  a  participant's  compensation  falls  below  the  DAC,  the 
participant's  salary  paying  unit  may  pay  12%  of  actual  compensation  and  the 
Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  (CPP),  where  applicable,  will  make  a  special  allocation 
so  that  the  contribution  credits  will  be  based  on  the  DAC. 

D.  Contributions  for  each  participant  shall  be  paid  directly  by  the  paying  unit  to  the  General 
Board  of  Pensions,  P.O.  Box  4609,  Chicago,  IL  60680-4609. 
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E.  Any  local  church  that  becomes  delinquent  in  payment  will  have  until  June  15th  of  the 
following  year  to  make  payments. 

F.  Participants  shall  contribute  3%  of  Plan  Compensation  to  the  MPP  on  a  regular  basis  with 
remittances  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions. 

a.  The  minister  shall  have  his/her  employer  make  direct  deposit  into  a  pre-tax  or  after-tax 
account,  in  accordance  with  Federal  Government  regulations.  Further  information 
concerning  the  Personal  Investment  Plan  may  be  obtained  from  The  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  1201  Davis  Street,  Evanston,  IL  60201).   1-800-851-2201 

G.  The  following  rationale  and  resolution  were  approved  at  the  January  24,  1997  meeting  of 
the  Conference  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits: 

In  accordance  with  Paragraphs  617  and  619  of  the  1996,  The  Book  of  Discipline,  the 
Louisiana  Conference,  as  many  other  conferences  have  done,  prioritized  the 
apportionments  to  reflect  the  church's  responsibility  for  ministerial  support  items.  In  like 
manner,  we  view  the  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  (MPP)  church  portion  to  be  deferred 
compensation  for  the  church's  pastor(s).  Therefore,  it  should  have  as  high  a  priority  as 
should  the  received  compensation  for  the  pastor(s)  on  a  monthly  basis. 

The  General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  has  devised  a  spring  deadline  for 
paying  the  MPP  so  that  the  pastor(s)  would  not  lose  the  opportunity  to  have  the  church's 
MPP  added  to  his/her  account.  Of  course,  as  you  know,  that  deadline  is  June  the  15th  of 
each  ensuing  year. 

We  fully  believe  that  there  will  soon  come  a  time  when  we  are  1 00%  current,  not  only  by 
June  15th,  but  current  with  each  month's  proper  payment.  Why?  Because  the  proper 
monthly  payment  of  a  church's  MPP  is  compensation  for  their  pastor(s)  within  that  month. 
Failure  to  deposit  in  a  timely  manner  penalizes  the  pastor(s)  as  to  the  equity  growth  of 
that  amount  of  money.  That  is  unfair  and  unacceptable  to  our  conference.  Our  pastors 
give  of  themselves  to  their  people  and  for  Christ's  glory  on  a  monthly  basis  and  should  be 
properly  and  fully  compensated  monthly,  also.

declares  that  it  "Shall  mean  one  of  the  following  units  associated  with  The  United  Methodist

WHEREAS,  2.37,  f.  states,  "...a  local  church  located  in  a  Conference...",  and, 

WHEREAS,  "pension  benefits"  have  been  legally  determined  to  be  "deferred  compensation". 

IT  IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED  that  the  United  Methodist 

Church  does  hereby  accept  full  ethical,  moral  and  legal  responsibility  for  the  payment  in  full  of 
pension  for  the  pastor(s)  assigned  to  said  church,  and, 

IT  IS  FURTHER  HEREBY  RESOLVED  that  the United 

Methodist  Church  will  pay  the  pensions  in  a  timely  manner,  and, 

IT  IS  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the United  Methodist 

Church  understands  that  failure  to  pay  the  pensions  in  full  will  be  taken  into  consideration 
relative  to  whether  or  not  the  congregation  is  financially  able  to  support  a  pastor(s)  in  the  future.

HI.  THE  COMPREHENSIVE  PROTECTION  PLAN  (CPP) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  participants  shall  all  be  clergy  in  full  connection,  probationary,  associate  members 
or  full-time  local  pastors  under  Episcopal  appointment,  who  have  a  plan  compensation 
of  not  less  than  60%  of  the  DAC. 

B.  That  the  churches  contribute,  on  behalf  of  each  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  4.4%  of 
the  cash  salary  plus  a  25%  housing  factor  up  to  a  DAC  maximum.  Remittances  are  made 
directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  in  conjunction  with  MPP  payments. 

C.  Based  on  the  Denominational  Average  1999  Compensation  (DAC)  of  $39,337: 

1 .  Minimum  Surviving  Spouse  Annuity  Benefits  -  The  surviving  spouse  of  an  active 
participant  is  eligible  to  receive  a  minimum  pension  of  20%  of  the  DAC.  The  CPP  will 
supplement  pension  payments  as  needed  to  assure  the  required  20%  minimum  benefit.* 

2.  Surviving  Child  Benefits  -  Children  under  the  age  18:10%  of  the  DAC*  annually 
Children  between  the  ages  of  1 8-25:  20%  of  the  DAC*  annually  for  up  to  four  years, 
if  enrolled  in  school  full  time. 

3.  Death  Benefits  -  Payable  upon  the  death  of  a  participant:  1 50%  of  the  DAC  ($59,006 
for  1999)  if  death  occurs  before  age  47.  It  decreases  annually  to  38%  of  the  DAC  at 
age  70.  At  retirement,  the  benefit  becomes  30%  of  the  DAC  ($1 1,801.40  for  1999). 

Payable  upon  the  death  of  the  spouse  of  a  participant:  20%  of  DAC.  Payable  upon 
the  death  of  a  surviving  spouse  of  a  deceased  participant:  15%  of  DAC.  Payable  upon 
the  death  of  a  child:  10%  of  DAC. 

4.  Disability  Benefits  -  40%  annually  of  the  DAC* 

MPP  Church  Account  Contributions  will  continue  at  the  rate  of  12%  annually  of  the 
DAC. 

*  The  amounts  arc  based  on  percentages  of  the  DAC  in  effect  on  the  benefit  starting  date.  Once  initiated,  these  benefits  increase  3%  annually  on 
the  anniversary  of  the  benefit  starting  date. 

D.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  participates  in  the  Basic  Protection  Plan,  a 
supplement  Death  Benefit  Program  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  In  addition  to  the 
Comprehensive  Protection  Plan  benefits,  the  designated  beneficiaries  will  receive: 

1.  Upon  the  death  of  an  Active  Participant  a  sum  of  $10,000 

2.  Upon  the  death  of  a  Retired  Participant  a  sum  of  $5,000 

3.  Upon  the  death  of  the  spouse  of  an  Active  Participant  a  sum  of  $5,000 
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E.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  also  provides  a  Death  Benefit  under  the 
following  circumstances: 

1 .  That  upon  their  death  the  designated  beneficiaries  of  all  active  clergy  with  total 
compensation  (base  plus  housing)  of  less  than  $10,000  and  all  clergy  with  10  years  or 
more  of  service  who  are  not  eligible  for  a  death  benefit  under  any  other  death  benefit 
plan  be  entitled  to  a  $5,000  benefit  through  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions.  This 
includes  the  beneficiaries  of  clergy  with  conference  relationships  of  Part-time  Local 
Pastor,  Other  Denomination,  Non-conference,  Full-time  Local  Pastors  and  Associate 
Members. 

2.  That  clergy  eligible  for  the  Conference  Death  Benefit  of  $5,000  be  notified  of  that 
policy  by  letter  and  that  a  time  period  of  one  year  following  the  death  be  allowed  for 
a  claim  to  be  filed. 

3.  That  all  active  clergy  with  total  compensation  above  $10,000  but  below  60%  of  the 
DAC  be  enrolled  in  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  Basic  Protection  Plan  beginning  in 
1994. 

The  Death  Benefit  Programs  that  are  a  supplement  to  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan 
are  an  additional  financial  obligation  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Pensions.  The 
Board  has  been  able  to  increase  these  benefits  and  continue  raising  the  per  service  year 
rate  as  a  result  of  favorable  earnings  from  Pension  reserves  and  without  increases  in  the 
local  church  apportionments. 

F.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  is  recommending  one  of  the 
options  available  to  Conferences  through  the  Comprehensive  Protection  Plan. 
Article  III,  Section  3.02  (a)  states  that  persons  "appointed  to  less  than  full-time  service" 
not  participate  in  the  CPP  unless  special  arrangements  are  made.  Special  arrangements 
for  such  cases  may  be  found  in  the  "Plan"  at  Article  III,  Section  3.03  (a). 

The  Conference  Board  can  offer  the  CPP  on  an  Elective  basis  which  allows  the  individual 
at  less  than  full-time  service  (50%  or  more)  to  elect  to  participate.  In  such  a  case  the 
individual  participant  would  pay  the  4.4%  of  compensation  for  which  they  would  receive 
the  death  and  disability  benefit  only.  No  provisions  are  made  in  the  plan  for  those  less 
than  full-time  to  receive  the  MPP  build  up.

REPORT  NO.  II 

I.  MEDICAL  AND  HEALTH  CARE  PROGRAMS 

A.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  Louisiana  Conference 
to  provide  comprehensive  major  medical  expense  and  a  dental  care  group  insurance  for 
the  ministers,  surviving  spouses,  dependents  and  lay  (full-time)  employees  of  the 
churches  and  institutions. 

B.  Between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference  the  Board  may  make  changes  in  the 
program  or  the  carrier  with  approval  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and 
the  Cabinet. 

C.  Effective  June  1984:  Participation  in  Conference  medical  and  health  care  benefit 
programs  is  required  of  all  full-time  ministers  who  are  under  episcopal  appointment. 
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Enrollment  must  be  accomplished  within  30  days  following  the  effective  date  of 
ministers'  appointments  or  the  hiring  of  lay  employees.  After  that  time,  a  minister  or 
lay  employee  would  be  eligible  to  enroll  only  if  a  Special  Enrollment  Provision  were 
met.  Such  provisions  would  be  either  a  loss  of  coverage  of  other  insurance  that  was 
elected  at  the  time  of  appointment  or  employment,  or  if  there  is  a  new  dependent  as  a 
result  of  a  marriage,  birth  or  adoption.  Enrollment  under  either  of  these  provisions 
should  be  requested  within  30  days  of  the  loss  of  coverage,  marriage,  birth  or  adoption. 

II.  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  SELF-FUNDED  INSURANCE  PLAN  GROUP  - 1108 

A.  Our  self-funded  group  insurance  plan  is  a  comprehensive  major  medical  program  for 
clergy  serving  in  an  effective  relationship  and/or  full-time  lay  employees.  The 
following  is  only  a  brief  synopsis  of  our  plan,  and  gives  the  highlights  only.  Each 
participant  must  refer  to  the  benefit  booklet  for  details  of  the  plan. 

B.  Medical  and  Hospitalization  Program 

1.  A  $300  individual  calendar  year  deductible  must  be  met  before  benefits  are 
payable  under  the  Plan  (may  be  waived  for  certain  specified  expenses).  When  three  (3) 
covered  persons  within  a  family  unit  have  satisfied  their  individual  deductible  for  a 
calendar  year  within  that  calendar  year,  or  if  the  family  as  a  unit  has  incurred  $900  of 
covered  expenses  within  a  calendar  year  which  were  applied  toward  the  satisfaction  of 
the  deductible  amount,  no  other  covered  persons  within  that  family  unit  will  be 
required  to  satisfy  an  individual  deductible  for  that  calendar  year. 

2.  After  the  deductible  the  Plan  will  pay  70%  (80%  if  SMA  provider  is  used  as 
outlined  in  Section  II.  B.  5)  of  eligible  medical  expenses.  However,  if  two  or  more 
members  of  a  family  are  injured  in  the  same  accident,  only  one  person's  deductible 
must  be  met.  After  the  deductible  has  been  met,  generic  drugs  will  be  paid  at  100% 
with  proper  labeling  "generic"  clearly  indicated  by  the  pharmacist. 

3.  As  a  result  of  plan  payments  made  at  70%  or  80%,  when  a  participant's  out-of- 
pocket  expenses,  in  addition  to  the  Individual  Calendar  Year  Medical  Deductible,  reach 
$1,000  (individual  in-network  provider  and  non-network  expenses),  $1,500  (individual 
combined  in-network  provider,  out-of-network  provider  and  non-network  expenses), 
$3,000  (family  in-network  provider  and  non-network  expenses)  or  $4,500  (family 
combined  in-network  provider,  out-of-network  provider  and  non-network  expenses), 
the  Plan  will  pay  100%  of  eligible  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  that  calendar  year. 

4.  The  Plan  will  pay  70%  (or  80%  for  SMA  provider)  of  eligible  expenses  for  mental 
and  nervous  disorders  (including  prescription  drugs),  subject  to  the  maximum  calendar 
year  benefits  payable  for  combined  inpatient  and  outpatient  treatments.  The  remaining 
20%  or  30%  will  not  apply  to  the  out-of-pocket  maximum. 

5 .  a.  Following  a  $  1 5  co-payment  the  Plan  will  pay  1 00%  of  eligible  expenses  for 
Southeast  Medical  Alliance  (SMA)  physician  visits  (not  subject  to  the  deductible). 
This  is  for  the  physician  visit  only  and  does  not  include  any  charges  for  other 
services  performed  in  the  physician's  office. 

NOTE:  When  a  covered  person  has  met  the  individual  or  family  calendar  year  co- 
payment  limit,  the  $15  co-payment  for  SMA  provider  physician  visits  will  be 
reimbursed  by  the  Plan. 

b.  The  Plan  will  pay  80%  of  eligible  expenses  (after  the  deductible  has  been 
met)  when  an  SMA  provider  is  used. 
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6.  The  plan  will  pay  100%  of  the  first  $200.00  of  eligible  expenses  incurred  in 
connection  with  a  wellness  examination  for  Employees  and  Dependent  spouses,  per 
calendar  year.  Expenses  in  excess  of  the  maximum  amount  shown  above  are  not 
considered  eligible  expenses. 

7.  The  maximum  lifetime  benefit  payable  for  treatment  of  alcoholism  and  drug  abuse 
is  $10,000.  Outpatient  drug  or  alcoholism  rehab  care  is  further  limited  to  $4,000 
lifetime  with  a  $2,000  maximum  per  approved  course  of  treatment. 

8.  The  maximum  medical  benefit  payable  with  respect  to  a  covered  person  or  a 
covered  person's  dependents  during  a  covered  person's  lifetime  is  $1,000,000. 

9.  Plan  participants  with  a  pre-existing  condition  should  consult  the  benefit  booklet 
to  know  when  coverage  for  such  condition  will  be  accepted  under  the  terms  of  the  Plan. 
The  term  "pre-  existing"  condition  means  any  injury,  illness  or  pregnancy,  for  which 
a  covered  person  received  medical  care,  treatment,  consultation,  or  prescribed  drug 
during  the  three  (3)  month  period  immediately  preceding  his/her  effective  date  of 
coverage. 

10.  The  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Attention  Deficit/Hyperactivity  Disorder 
(ADHD/ADD)  will  be  considered  eligible  expenses  to  a  $2,500  calendar  year 
maximum  with  initial  diagnosis  being  limited  to  $600  and  each  outpatient  visit  being 
limited  to  $50.  The  maximum  lifetime  benefit  payable  or  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
ADHD/ADD  is  $10,000. 

1 1.  Counseling  services  performed  by  pastoral  counselors  who  are  members  of  the 
American  Association  of  Pastoral  Counselors  (AAPC),  who  are  under  active 
supervision  as  required  by  the  AAPC,  AAPC  Fellows,  or  AAPC  Diplomats,  will  be 
considered  eligible  expenses  and  are  subject  to  Plan  maximums  listed  in  the  Schedule 
of  Medical  Benefits. 

C.     Managed  Care  Program 

1.  Pre-Admission  Certification:  The  Plan  requires  a  covered  person  to  obtain 
approval  from  a  Review  Organization  prior  to  any  admission  to  a  hospital,  with  the 
exception  that  an  attending  provider  cannot  be  required  to  obtain  authorization  for  the 
minimum  hospital  maternity  stay  required  for  compliance  with  the  Newborn  and 
Mothers  Health  Protection  Act.  See  the  Plan  for  further  explanations.  If  admission  is 
necessary  on  an  emergency  basis,  authorization  is  required  within  48  hours  or  on  the 
first  business  day  following  weekend  or  holiday  admissions.  Failure  to  pre-certify  may 
result  in  a  $300  penalty  deductible.  This  penalty  will  not  apply  toward  a  co-payment 
limit. 

2.  Continued  Stay  Review:  Following  the  procedure  outlined  above,  a  specific 
number  of  In-patient  days  will  be  allotted  at  the  time  admission  is  approved.  If  the 
patient  remains  in  the  hospital  for  longer  than  the  approved  number  of  days,  unless  the 
additional  days  are  medically  necessary,  the  Plan  benefits  may  be  paid  at  50%  of 
covered  hospital  charges  for  all  non-approved  days.  However,  the  50%  paid  by  the 
participant  will  not  apply  to  the  calendar  year  co-payment  limit. 

3.  Revisions  to  Second  Surgical  Opinion:  Mandatory  second  surgical  opinion  for 
previously  listed  surgeries  is  deleted.  Penalty  for  listed  surgeries  when  second  opinion 
is  not  obtained  is  deleted. 
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NOTE:   While  it  is  no  longer  a  requirement  to  have  a  second  surgical  opinion,  such 
opinion  will  be  considered  an  eligible  medical  expense  if  performed  as  indicated  below. 
However,  they  will  be  subject  to  the  deductible  and  co-pay  percentage. 

Covered  Medical  Expense 

Charges  for  a  voluntary  second  surgical  opinion  evaluating  the  need  for  surgery  by  a  second 
(or  third)  physician,  including  the  consulting  opinion  and  directly  related  diagnostic  services 
by  a  physician,  provided  the  physician: 

1 .  Is  a  board-certified  specialist  in  the  condition  for  which  the  procedure  is  proposed 
or  has  been  referred  to  the  covered  person  by  a  medical  society;  and 

2.  Does  not  perform  or  assist  with  the  procedure  if  it  is  performed;  and 

3.  Does  not  have  any  business  or  financial  association  with  the  qualified  physician 
performing  the  procedure  if  it  is  performed. 

4.  The  Plan  will  pay  100%  of  eligible  expenses  (not  subject  to  the  deductible) 
incurred  for  pre-admission  testing,  when  performed  on  an  outpatient  basis, 
provided  such  testing  is  performed  within  72  hours  of  a  scheduled  hospital 
confinement  at  the  same  hospital  where  such  confinement  is  scheduled  to  occur. 

5.  Outpatient  Surgery:  If  surgery  is  performed  in  an  ambulatory  surgical  center  or 
the  outpatient  department  of  a  hospital  in  lieu  of  being  performed  on  an  in-patient 
basis,  then  professional  fees  and  facility  charges  will  be  reimbursed  at  70%  (or 
80%  if  SMA  provider  is  used)  of  eligible  expenses.  The  deductible  is  waived. 

6.  Private  Duty  Nursing  (LPN/RN):  When  medically  necessary.  The  limit  is  15  shifts 
per  admission  with  a  calendar  year  maximum  of  $10,000. 

III.  DENTAL  CARE  PROGRAM 

A.  Coverage  and  benefits  are  as  follows: 

Endorsement  A  -  Oral  Surgery  80% 

Endorsement  B  -  Diagnostic  &  Preventive  80% 

Endorsement  C  -  Simple  Restorative  80% 

Endorsement  D  -  Periodontics  80%

D.  Plan  participants  with  a  pre-existing  condition  should  consult  the  benefit  booklet  to 
know  when  coverage  for  such  condition  will  be  accepted  under  the  terms  of  the  Plan.

B.     Payment  of  Premiums 

1 .  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  pay  Vi  of  the  Medical  and  Health  Care 
insurance  premium  for  a  surviving  spouse  under  age  65  and  dependents. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  at  least  Vi  the  Medical  and  Health  Care  premium  be  paid 
by  the  local  church,  agency,  or  institution  being  served  by  a  minister  in  an  effective 
relationship,  and  that  the  minister  pay  the  remaining  lA  premium.  We  encourage  the 
local  church,  agency,  or  institution,  when  possible,  to  pay  more  than  50%.  When  the 
full  premium  is  paid,  the  minister  is  able  to  exclude  the  full  amount  from  income  and 
therefore  realizes  a  significant  tax  advantage. 

3.  Remittances  shall  be  sent  monthly,  IN  ADVANCE,  to  the  Conference  Office  of 
Financial  Affairs,  527  North  Boulevard,  Baton  Rouge,  LA  70802.  Use  the  Conference 
Remittance  Report  Forms  and  report  premium  payments  on  line  5614.  Checks  should 
be  made  payable  to  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

V.  THE  VISION  PLAN 

A.  Subject  to  the  limitations  and  exclusions  applicable  to  the  vision  benefits,  the  vision 
Plan  will  pay  80%  of  reasonable  and  customary  vision  expenses,  subject  to  a  $25.00 
individual  calendar  year  vision  deductible  and  maximum  calendar  year  vision  benefits 
of  $200.00. 

B.  Eligible  Vision  Expenses: 

1 .  Complete  eye  examination  by  a  legally  qualified  ophthalmologist  or  optometrist, 
limited  to  one  in  any  12-month  period  and  must  include  refraction. 

2.  Lenses  prescribed  for  the  first  time  or  new  lenses  required  because  of  a  change  in 
prescription.  Charges  for  contact  lenses  are  covered  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  of  the 
charges  that  would  be  covered  for  single  vision  lenses,  plus  the  charges  for  frames. 

3.  Not  more  than: 

a.  two  lenses  during  any  one  24  consecutive  month  period,  or  every  12  months 
with  a  required  prescription  change;  and 

b.  one  pair  of  frames  during  any  one  24  consecutive  month  period  will  be 
considered  as  eligible  vision  expenses. 

c.  Charges  for  tinting  or  for  prescription  sunglasses  or  for  light-sensitive  lenses 
when  medically  necessary  for  light-sensitive  eyes. 

4.  Please  refer  to  the  Benefit  Booklet  for  the  applicable  limitations  and  exclusions. 

VI.  MEDICARE  SUPPLEMENT 

A.  Retired  persons  over  65  must  be  enrolled  in  Medicare/Medicaid  (as  applicable)  to 
participate.  When  a  participant  retires  after  the  age  of  65,  he/she  must  re-enroll  with 
Medicare  for  Medicare  to  begin  paying  claims  as  the  primary  insurance. 

B.  The  General  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  withhold  from  annuity  checks  the 
monthly  premium  for  those  enrolled  in  this  program.  All  shall  be  enrolled  unless  they 
submit  a  written  request  not  to  participate.  Written  evidence  of  having  other  adequate 
medical  and  health  care  insurance  programs  will  be  required. 

C.  A  summary  of  Medicare  Supplement  coverage: 

1.      One  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  the  eligible  Medicare  deductible  for  the  first  60 
days  in  the  hospital. 
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2.  The  per  day  Medicare  deductible  for  days  6 1  -90  in  hospital. 

3.  The  per  day  Medicare  deductible  of  the  "Lifetime  Reserve"  for  the  60  additional 
days  whenever  these  days  are  approved  by  Medicare. 

4.  The  (PART  A)  hospital  benefits  after  the  150  Medicare  days  are  used  up.  This 
coverage  will  pay  90%  of  the  eligible  PART  A  Medicare  expenses,  for  up  to  365 
additional  days.  (Acute  Care). 

5.  The  per  day  Medicare  co-payment  for  the  21st  through  the  100th  day  in 
Post-Hospital  Skilled  Nursing  Facilities. 

6.  One  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  the  Medicare  calendar  year  deductible  on  the 
PART  B  benefits. 

7.  One  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  the  Medicare  co-insurance  for  physician  charges 
and  other  health  services  to  a  maximum  of  $5,000  per  calendar  year. 

D.  Limitations  and  Exclusions: 

1.  Benefits  will  not  be  provided  for  charges  covered  by  or  available  under  the 
provision  of  Medicare. 

2.  Charges  for  routine  dental  care,  prescription  drugs,  hearing  aids  or  for  nursing  care 
are  not  covered. 

E.  Supplemental  Dental  Coverage  -  Dental  coverage  may  be  obtained  on  a  voluntary  basis 
through  Gerber  Life,  administered  by  Richard  Liles  of  Querbes  and  Nelson.  You  may 
request  additional  information  from  the  Conference  office. 

F.  It  is  recommended  that  you  retain  a  copy  of  all  claims  and  bills  for  your  personal 
records. 

G.  Current  premiums  for  Medicare  Supplement  and  the  Prescription  Drug  Program  as  of 
January  1,  1998  are  as  follows:

VII.  PRESCRIPTION  DRUG  PROGRAM 

This  is  administered  by  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  persons  over  65  who  are 
retired  and  enrolled  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  Self-funded  Medicare  Supplement 
plan. 

A.  All  prescriptions  purchased  on  or  after  January  1,  1996  will  be  processed  by  Script 
Care.  You  must  present  your  Script  Care  ID  card  to  identify  yourself  as  a  participant 
in  the  program  to  your  participating  pharmacy.  When  you  purchase  your  prescriptions 
at  a  participating  pharmacy,  you  must  first  satisfy  a  $100  calendar  year  deductible. 
You  then  pay  only  20%  of  the  cost  for  brand  name  drugs  and  you  will  not  be  charged 
for  generics.  You  will  no  longer  need  to  send  printouts  or  receipts  to  Louisiana 
Conference  UMC. 

B.  All  prescription  claims  that  are  submitted  directly  to  Script  Care  beyond  90  days  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  program  will  incur  a  charge  of  $2.00  per  prescription.  If  your 
pharmacy  is  not  a  part  of  the  Script  Care  network,  please  call  Script  Care  at  1-800-880- 
9988  so  that  they  may  be  contacted  to  become  a  part  of  the  Script  Care  network. 

VIII.  CANCELLATION  OF  BENEFITS 

A.     If  a  participant  in  any  of  the  Conference  insurance  programs  becomes  three  (3)  months 
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in  arrears  on  payment  of  premiums,  his/her  coverage  will  be  discontinued. 

B.  Reinstatement  will  not  be  permitted  for  one  full  year.  Payment  of  the  amount  in  arrears 
plus  one  month  payment  in  advance  must  be  remitted  before  reinstatement. 

C.  Participants  previously  covered  under  this  Plan  whose  coverage  ceases  due  to  lay-off, 
termination  of  employment  or  whose  coverage  lapses  from  non-payment  of  any 
required  contribution,  and  who  is  re-hired  and  becomes  an  eligible  Employee  shall 
become  eligible  for  coverage  again,  for  himself  and  any  previously  covered  eligible 
Dependents,  subject  to  all  Plan  provisions  required  of  a  new  Employee. 

IX.  REPORTING  CLAIMS: 

Claims  are  to  be  sent  to  Employee  Benefit  Services,  Inc.,  P.  O.  Box  70100,  Shreveport,  LA 
71137-0100.  Only  one  complete  claim  form  per  family  member  per  year  is  necessary;  any 
additional  claims  must  indicate  the  employee's  name,  employer's  name  (La.  Conference 
UMC)  employees  social  security  number  and  group  number  1 108.  SMA  claims  should  be 
filed  by  the  SMA  provider  by  mailing  claims  to  Southeast  Medical  Alliance,  Heritage  Plaza, 
Suite  500,  1 1 1  Veterans  Memorial  Boulevard,  Metairie,  LA  70005;  SMA  claims  sent  to 
E.B.S.  directly  by  participants  will  cause  delays  in  processing.  To  get  the  most  current 
update  of  SMA  providers,  please  call  SMA  at  1-800-259-7370.  DO  NOT  SEND  CLAIMS 
TO  THE  CONFERENCE  OFFICE.  Should  you  need  to  talk  with  a  claims  representative, 
call  Employee  Benefit  Services  at  1-800-256-2657. 

All  claims  must  be  sent  to  Employee  Benefit  Services  within  1  year  from  the  date  that  the 
expense  is  incurred  in  order  to  be  considered  eligible  for  payment. 

X.  It  is  required  that  persons  serving  appointments  beyond  the  age  of  65  retain  regular  coverage 
as  primary  carrier  with  Medicare  secondary  until  retirement.

III.  Resolution  Relating  to  Rental/Housing  Allowances  for  Retired  or  Disabled  Ministers  of 
this  Conference 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  denomination  known  as  The  United  Methodist  Church  has  and 
functions  through  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  duly  ordained  or  licensed;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  to  provide  a  parsonage  or  a 
rental  allowance  as  part  of  the  gross  compensation  for  each  of  its  active  ordained  or  licensed 
ministers;  and 

WHEREAS,  pensions  paid  to  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  are  considered  as  deferred  compensation  and  are  paid  to  said  retired 
and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  in  consideration  of  previous  active  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  recognized  that  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance  for  retired 
and  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  this  Conference; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1 .  An  amount  equal  to  100%  of  the  pension  payments  received  during  the  year  of  1997 
be  and  is  hereby  designated  as  a  rental/housing  allowance  for  each  retired  and  disabled 
ordained  or  licensed  minister  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  who  is  or  was  a  member 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  retirement; 

2.  This  rental/housing  allowance  shall  apply  to  each  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or 
licensed  minister  who  has  been  granted  the  retired  relation  or  placed  on  disability  leave 
by  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  whose  name  and  relationship  to  the  conference  is 
recorded  in  the  Journal  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  in  other  appropriate  records 
maintained  by  the  conference. 

3.  The  pension  payment  to  which  this  rental/housing  allowance  applies  shall  be  the 
pension  payment  resulting  from  all  service  of  such  retired  and  disabled  ordained  or 
licensed  minister  from  all  employment  by  any  local  church,  Annual  Conference  or 
institution  of  The  United  Methodist  church  or  of  any  former  denomination  that  is  now 
a  part  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  or  from  any  other  employer  who  employed  the 
minister  to  perform  services  related  to  the  ministry  and  who  elected  to  make 
contributions  to  the  pension  funds  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  such  retired 
minister's  pension. 

NOTE:     The  rental/housing  allowance  which  may  be  excluded  from  a  minister's  gross  income 
is  limited  to  the  lesser  of  (1)  the  amount  of  the  rental/housing  allowance  designated  by 
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the  minister's  employer  or  other  appropriate  body,  (2)  the  amount  actually  expended 
by  the  minister  to  provide  his  or  her  housing  or  (3)  the  legally-determined  fair  rental 
value  of  the  parsonage  or  other  housing  provided.  As  specified  in  Rev.  Rul.  71-290, 
C.B.  92,  "the  only  amount  that  will  qualify  for  exclusion  under  section  107(2)  of  the 
Code  as  a  'rental  allowance'  is  an  amount  equal  to  the  fair  rental  value  of  the  home, 
including  furnishings  and  appurtenances  such  as  a  garage,  plus  the  cost  of  utilities. 

IV.  Investments 

Recommend  the  continued  supervision  of  investment  of  Pension  Crusade  funds  by  the 
Investment  Committee  of  The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  with  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Board  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  serving  as  ex-officio 
members  of  the  committee. 

V.  Other  Matters 

A.  The  benefits  listed  in  this  report  relating  to  MRPF,  MPP,  and  CPP,  are  a  summary  of 
the  programs  in  which  this  Conference  participates  through  the  General  Board  of  Pension 
and  Health  Benefits.  All  claims  are  subject  to  the  detailed  programs  and  interpretations 
of  The  General  Board. 

B.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  1998  will  reimburse  (upon  receipt  of  voucher) 
the  necessary  moving  expenses  incurred  by  ministers  when  they  retire,  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $2,800  and  the  moving  expenses  of  surviving  annuitant(s)  of  a  minister  who  dies  while 
under  appointment  in  an  effective,  associate,  probationary  or  a  full-time  local  pastor 
relationship. 

C.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  pleased  to  provide  housing  on  the  Centenary 
Campus  for  retirees  and  their  spouses  or  surviving  spouses  who  wish  to  attend  Annual 
Conference.  We  recommend  that  reservation  requests  be  submitted  to  Centenary  NO 
LATER  THAN  April  1st.  The  Board  is  not  responsible  for  any  other  housing 
arrangement.  Meals  will  also  be  provided  by  the  Board  in  the  Centenary  Cafeteria. 

D.  Retirees  who  are  concerned  about  late  pension  checks  should  not  contact  the  General 
Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  before  the  10th  of  the  month.

Time  used  for  Continuing  Education,  as  defined  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  and  according  to  the  rules  set  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry, 
shall  not  be  considered  as  vacation  time  or  used  in  lieu  of  vacation  time.  Vacation  time  is  on  a 
conference  year  basis.  Vacation  time  not  used  in  one  year  cannot  be  carried  over  into  the  next 
year. 

DAYS  OFF  POLICY 

The  Annual  Conference's  policy  is  that  each  local  church's  Pastor  Parish  Relations  Committee 
establish  a  days  off  policy  with  the  pastor(s)  of  the  charge.  The  minimum  standard  for  days  off 
is  as  follows:  2  days  per  week  and  2  nights  per  week.  Additional  time  should  be  set  aside  each 
week  for  prayer  and  study  for  the  pastor's  use. 

Churches  should  encourage  their  pastor(s)  to  participate  in  physical  exercise  programs,  good 
nutrition  programs,  and  to  get  regular  checkups  with  their  doctors. 

This  policy  is  to  be  printed  each  year  in  the  Journal  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  The 
Cabinet  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  will  send  a  copy  of  this  policy  to  the  Chairperson 
of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  in  each  District.

CHILDREN  IN  NEED  TASK  FORCE 

Implementing  the  Bishops'  Initiative:  Children  and  Poverty 

In  1996,  the  Council  of  Bishops  called  upon  the  United  Methodist  church  to  reshape  its  life  in 
response  to  the  crisis  amoung  children  and  the  impoverished  and  in  faithfulness  to  Jesus 
Christ.  A  "Children  in  Need"  Task  force  was  named  to  coordinate  the  efforts  in  Louisiana. 
While  the  Bishops'  Initiative  continues  throughout  the  quadrennium,  The  Task  Force  has 
planned  for  a  different  aspect  of  the  Initiative  to  be  emphasized  each  year: 

1997-Children         1998-Youth  1999-Poverty  2000-Families 

We  rejoice  that  over  4,000  persons  participated  in  the  called  session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
last  October  when  the  Bishops'  Initiative  took  new  life  and  energy.  Mary  Taylor,  Bishop 
Solomon  and  numerous  workshop  leaders  filled  our  hearts  and  minds  with  possibilities  for 
reaching  children  in  need.  Tennis  shoes  (34,000)  were  collected  to  be  distributed  as  needed 
throughout  the  African  continent.  Many  persons  went  back  to  their  churches  and  communities 
and  began  reaching  out  to  children  in  new  ways. 

"A  Church  for  All  God's  Children"  is  a  program  that  invites  and  encourages  congregations  to 
assess,  plan  and  respond  in  faithful  discipleship  to  needs  of  children  and  receive  the  gifts  of 
children  and  the  poor.  Every  district  has  a  team  of  persons  that  will  be  visiting  each  local 
church  with  the  invitation  to  participate.  "A  Church  for  All  God's  Children"  will  help 
children  grow  as  disciples,  involve  children  in  the  life  of  the  church,  make  church  facilities 
safe  and  welcoming,  educate  the  congregation  about  the  needs  of  children  and  the  poor,  reach 
out  to  children  in  the  community  and  relate  to  children  around  the  world.  Congregations 
completing  the  program  will  be  recognized  at  the  1 999  Annual  Conference. 
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Rev.  Jon  Tellifero  and  Carolyn  Dove  will  co-chair  a  committee  of  youth  and  adults,  assisted 
by  the  President  of  the  CCYM,  to  plan  and  implement  a  year  long  emphasis  on  youth  as  a  part 
of  The  Episcopal  Initiative  on  Children  and  Poverty.  The  emphasis  will  commence  at  the 
1998  session  of  Annual  Conference  with  youth  witnessing  to  their  faith  and  with  the 
observance  of  Denim  Day  as  a  means  of  acknowledging  the  gifts  and  needs  of  youth,  not  only 
in  Louisiana  but  in  the  world.  The  kick  off  event  will  be  held  September  26  at  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Center,  A  United  Methodist  Center  for  Spiritual  Renewal.  Components  for  the 
day  will  include  music,  drama,  youth  testimonies  and  sharing  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  for 
our  lives.  During  the  fall  of  1998  and  continuing  through  the  spring  of  1999,  district  events 
will  be  held  throughout  the  conference  where  youth  will  help  adults  to  understand  concerns 
from  youth  perspectives  and  those  phenomenon  that  bring  stress  to  their  lives.  Opportunities 
to  reach  out  to  youth  who  are  outside  our  local  church  circle  will  be  touched  in  ways  that  will 
bring  healing  and  give  opportunities  to  grow  in  new  found  relationships  with  God. 

Poverty  will  be  our  yearlong  emphasis  for  1999.  Churches  will  be  encouraged  to  study  in 
depth  all  factors  involved  in  creating  economic,  social  and  political  climates,  which  keep 
people  disenfranchised  and  marginalized.  Each  church  will  be  asked  to  be  both  near  and  far. 
District  events  similar  to  the  workshops  of  the  Special  Session  of  1997  will  be  held  as 
resources  for  churches.  At  least  one  conference-wide  event  will  be  held  featuring  a  National 
Leader  in  the  church's  efforts  to  serve  the  poor.  Anyone  in  the  Conference  with  professional 
experience,  expertise  and  special  interest  in  working  with  the  poor  is  needed  and  urged  to  offer 
their  services  to  be  part  of  the  Task  Force  efforts. 

The  culmination  of  the  Task  Force's  work  will  come  in  2000  with  an  emphasis  on  Building 
Healthy  Families.  The  four-year  work  will  finalize  with  a  second  Conference  Gathering 
similar  to  our  1997  Special  Session.  Anyone  interested  in  helping  with  this  year's  event  is 
urged  to  contact  any  member  of  the  Task  Force.

The  attendance  of 
thirty  persons  from  Louisiana  at  the  GBGM  Holy  Boldness  Convocation  in  San  Francisco 
which  has  laid  the  groundwork  for  more  Shalom  Communities  in  Louisiana.  This  event 
has  generated  the  momentum  for  Shalom  Communities  in  Shreveport,  Alexandria  and 
Baton  Rouge  Districts.  We  are  grateful  to  Bishop  Solomon  for  his  attendance  along  with 
his  spouse,  Joy,  at  the  Holy  Boldness  Convocation  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Cabinet's 
endorsement.

PURPOSE: 

To  implement  the  Louisiana  Conference  Plan  for  Hispanic  Ministry  as  it  relates  to  the 
National  Hispanic  Plan.  The  Louisiana  Hispanic  Plan  was  approved  at  the  1997  Annual 
Conference  Session. 

WE  CONFESS: 

That  "congregational  development"  and  "community  ministries"  are  inseparable  and  still 
require  further  development.  More  of  our  conference  churches  are  needed  to  be  involved 
in  ministry  to  Hispanics  within  their  own  local  community  as  well  as  to  work  with  other 
churches  in  the  community.  That  emphasis  on  lay  training  is  still  needed.  Clergy  are 
invited  and  essential  as  team  facilitators. 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

Despite  the  exit  of  numerous  persons  from  El  Mesias  due  to  pastoral  changes  in 
leadership,  the  congregation  has  made  significant  strides.  Moreover,  the  eighteen-month 
membership  drain  does  not  discount  the  blessings.  Three  baptisms  occurred.  Payment 
in  full  was  made  of  the  1997  apportionment  for  the  first  time.  El  Mesias  is  now  debt  free. 
A  successful  Vacation  Bible  School.  Ten  members  graduated  from  a  course  on  UM 
Church  History  and  Doctrine  as  well  as  stewardship  led  by  Rev.  Curtiss  Eden.  El  Mesias 
members  celebrate  the  commendable  efforts  of  Rev.  Judy  Shema  as  their  new  pastor  who 
is  overcoming  the  challenges  associated  with  the  Spanish  language.  El  Mesias  members 
share  in  lay  speaking,  conduct  weekly  Bible  studies  and  hold  Friday  worship  services  in 
homes. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

That  Spanish  speaking  pastors  are  made  available  for  El  Mesias  and  future  Methodist 
missions  in  Louisiana.  The  commencement  of  a  new  Hispanic  congregation  in  Baton 
Rouge,  and  the  development  of  faith  communities  and  community  ministries.  That  the 
Louisiana  Conference  will  act  VISIBLY  on  the  recommendations  offered  by  the  Hispanic 
Ministries  Task  Force.

Our  new  structure  beckons  us  to  a  missional  journey  that  is  focused  on  the  fruits  of 
faithfulness.  Already  new  energies  for  mission  are  being  released  in  our  conference.  We  are 
grateful  to  God  to  be  United  Methodists  in  an  age  that  stands  in  urgent  need  of  Christ's 
transforming  presence  and  power. 

The  Conference  Ministry  Team  has  met,  organized  itself  to  fulfill  its  responsibilities  and  set  in 
motion  a  process  for  serving  Louisiana  Methodism's  congregations  and  the  Louisiana 
Conference. 
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In  addition  to  the  presiding  Bishop  (as  provided  for  by  the  new  Conference  structure)  the  other 
officers  elected  were:  Vice  Chair  -  Conference  Lay  Leader;  Secretary  -  David  Quails. 

The  Executive  Committee,  which  will  also  serve  as  the  personnel  committee,  was  elected, 
some  by  position  and  some  as  individuals:  Chair  -  Presiding  Bishop;  Vice-Chair,  Conference 
Lay  Leader;  Secretary  -  David  Quails;  Joyce  Robinson;  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry;  Conference  Youth  President;  Leslie  Akin,  liaison  from  the  Conference  Staff;  a 
liaison  District  Superintendent  selected  by  the  Cabinet. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  discerning,  visioning  and  planning,  specific  recommendations  for 
vote  of  the  Annual  Conference  are  noted  below. 

ITEM  FOR  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  ACTION: 

As  a  result  of  the  Campus  Ministry  Summit  held  last  February,  it  was  determined  that  a  task 
force  named  by  the  Bishop  would  (1)  meet  to  flesh  out  the  creation  of  an  administrative  task 
force  and  a  leadership  task  force  for  Louisiana  Conference  campus  ministry  and,  (2)  present 
their  report  to  the  CMT  for  approval,  with  subsequent  recommendation  to  Annual  Conference 
for  its  approval. 

The  Campus  Ministry  Administrative  Task  Force  will 

•  Offer  tools,  guidance  in  evaluation  and  accountability  to  the  DMT  for  local  campus 
ministry  units;  make  recommendations  regarding  funding  and  properties;  and  hold  the 
vision  for  effective  campus  ministry  and  share  with  district  and  campus  ministries. 

•  Be  named  by  the  Bishop. 

•  Consist  of  two  (2)  campus  ministers,  two  (2)  students  involved  in  campus  ministry,  three 
(3)  lay  persons,  three  (3)  clergy,  and  one  (1)  member  of  the  Cabinet. 

•  Report  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT). 

The  Campus  Ministry  Leadership  Team  will 

•  Offer  spiritual,  programmatic  leadership  for  conference  campus  ministry. 

•  Develop  networking  among  students/ministers  involved  in  campus  ministry. 

•  Be  named  by  the  Bishop. 

•  Consist  of  the  campus  minister  and  two  (2)  students  from  each  campus  ministry  unit. 

•  Be  convened  by  a  steering  committee  composed  of  two  (2)  campus  ministers,  three  (3) 
students  and  the  chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.  The  Bishop  will  name 
the  steering  committee. 

•  Meet  at  least  annually  for  a  two-day  gathering  to  fulfill  its  mission  in  ministry. 

•  Meet  in  other  settings  and  sub-units  to  nurture  and  foster  effective  campus  ministry. 

•  Report  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT).

CFA  QUALITY  DISCERNMENT  TEAM 

The  main  focus  of  the  CFA  Quality  Discernment  Team  has  been  in  the  area  of  stewardship 
and  stewardship  education  for  local  congregations. 

Good  stewardship  tools  are  of  help  to  the  individual,  the  local  church,  the  Conference,  and  the 
ministry  of  the  church  in  general.   The  scriptures  teach  that  we  are  to  be  good  stewards  of  the 
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gifts  entrusted  to  us.  It  is  therefore  our  conviction  that  stewardship  practices  and  stewardship 
education  must  be  a  part  of  our  offerings  to  local  congregations. 

We  are  considering  a  program,  which  would  include  both  a  Conference  wide  training  event 
and  district  resourcing.  The  specifics  are  yet  to  be  determined. 

In  addition,  the  CFA  Quality  Discernment  Team  is  reviewing  the  processes  of  decision 
making  of  the  Conference  CFA,  and  conducting  an  analysis  of  the  funding  patterns  of  the 
Conference.

AND 

CABINET  QUALITY  DISCERNMENT  TEAMS 

As  the  body  of  Christ,  we  yearn  for  God's  renewal  in  our  life  as  well  as  the  Annual 
Conference.  Images  of  renewal  within  the  scriptures  abound  but  none  speaks  more  powerfully 
than  Ezekiel  and  the  valley  of  the  dry  bones.  What  was  once  dry  and  lifeless  came  to  life 
when  Ezekiel  trusted  God,  allowing  the  Holy  Spirit  to  resurrect  God's  people.  We,  like 
Ezekiel,  must  yield  to  the  power  and  direction  of  the  Spirit  so  the  body  might  be  resurrected 
for  the  work  of  God.  We  long  to  trust  God's  leading  hand  on  this  journey.  We  seek  to  let  go 
of  our  sacred  cows  and  allow  God's  will  and  purpose  to  be  revealed  anew  to  us.  We  yearn  for 
the  renewing  Spirit  of  God  to  move  among  our  midst  and  renew  this  body  of  Christ  for  the 
salvific  work  of  Jesus.  The  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  and  the  Cabinet  Quality  Discernment 
Teams  believe  the  signs  of  God's  renewal  are  among  us.  The  Spirit  of  God  is  moving  in  our 
very  midst,  touching  all  parts  of  our  life.  But  for  the  church  to  experience  lasting  renewal,  five 
dimensions  of  renewal  need  to  be  present,  transforming  the  life  of  the  church.  '  As  a  sign  of 
faith  and  hope  for  tomorrow,  we  celebrate  and  name  those  signs  of  renewal.

General  Conference's  Decision  for  Organizational  Freedom  for  the  Local  Church  to  structure 
itself  in  light  of  its  ministry  environment,  mission  and  giftedness. 

Recommendations 

The  following  recommendations  represent  some  of  the  fruit  of  the  labors  of  the  Cabinet  and 
Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  Quality  Discernment  Teams  for  this  year. 

1.  We  recommend  in  accordance  with  Bishop  Solomon's  urging  of  pastors  and  District 
Superintendents  that  every  meeting  in  the  life  of  the  Conference  and  local  church  be  a 
spiritual  experience. 

Rationale:  We  are  the  people  of  God  who  are  to  be  about  the  work  of  God.  No 
meeting  is  just  a  meeting  but  rather  the  work  of  God  and  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  our  very  midst.  While  the  Spirit  is  present,  we  must  attune  ourselves  to  its 
urgings  and  to  the  purpose  of  God  for  our  lives  as  leaders,  to  raise  up  spiritual 
leaders.  Thus,  each  meeting  must  be  an  inspired  time  of  worshipful  work  and 
spiritual  growth. 
Implementation:  Cabinet  and  leadership  of  local  churches,  district  and  conference. 

2.  We  recommend  an  annual  training  of  the  Pastor  (staff)-Parish  Relations  Committees 
which  is  consistent,  available,,  relevant  and  a  pre-requisite  for  membership  on  the 
committee.  It  is  also  recommended  that  attendance  at  the  training  be  a  requirement  for 
membership  and  leadership  on  the  committee.  In  addition,  we  recommend  the  Lay 
Leader  and  the  Chair  of  PPR  attend  each  year  as  part  of  their  covenant  of  leadership. 

Rationale:  The  task  of  the  (S)PPR  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  in  the  local  church. 
For  it  to  be  administered  effectively  and  in  a  spirit  of  love  and  nurture,  training  is  a 
necessity.  There  is  a  correlation  between  those  churches  who  do  not  attend  the 
training  and  those  who  persistently  encounter  problems  requiring  the  intervention  of 
the  District  Superintendent.  As  a  result,  we  encourage  all  PPR  Committees 
covenant  together  to  attend  the  training  in  the  fall  of  1998  and  that  the  training  be 
done  in  clusters  in  each  District  to  minimize  the  demands  for  time  and  travel. 
Thereafter,  each  new  member  to  the  PPR  Committee  shall  attend  the  annual  training 
and  the  date  and  time  of  the  training  be  given  and  agreed  upon  as  part  of  their 
commitment  at  the  time  of  Nomination's  request  for  their  service. 
Implementation:  Cabinet 
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3.  We  recommend  that  the  Cabinet  create  a  form  of  the  Minister's  Ministry  Plan,  tailored 
for  persons  who  are  newly  appointed  and  for  associate  pastors. 

Rationale:     For  ministry  to  be  effective,  it  needs  to  be  situation  specific.     For 
supervision  to  be  meaningful,  it  needs  to  be  relative  to  the  conditions  and  nature  of 
the  appointment.    Tailoring  the  Ministry  Plan  can  only  lead  to  more  meaningful 
growth,  supervision  and  nurture  of  our  ministers. 
Implementation:  Cabinet 

4.  We  recommend  intentional  training  for  pastors  when  moving  from  a  small  to  medium 
size  church  or  from  a  medium  to  large  size  church. 

Rationale:    The  demands,  expectations,  style  of  ministry  and  role  the  pastor  plays 
varies  greatly  when  one  moves  to  a  different  size  church.      To  increase  the 
effectiveness  of  our  spiritual  leaders  in  the  local  church,  we  need  to  equip  them  to 
understand  the  nature,  demands  and  expectations  of  the  size  of  their  appointment. 
Implementation:  the  Academy 

5.  We  affirm  and  recommend  the  continuation  of  the  Bishop  meeting  with  new  clergy  in  the 
Conference  and  the  Transition  Seminar  from  the  Center  of  Pastoral  Effectiveness. 

Rationale:  The  Bishop  meeting  with  new  clergy  in  the  Conference  allows  for  the 
beginnings  of  a  relationship  to  be  forged,  an  introduction  to  the  Conference  and  an 
understanding  of  the  expectations  on  our  ministers  from  the  episcopal  leadership. 
Moving  is  one  of  the  greatest  stresses  a  person  can  encounter.  There  is  joy  and 
expectation  mixed  with  grief  and  sorrow.  We  need  to  affirm  this  grief  in  our  lives 
but  also  educate  and  equip  ourselves  for  healthy  good-byes  and  introductions.  The 
transition  Seminar  is  commended  for  doing  just  that. 
Implementation:  Bishop  and  Center  of  Pastoral  Effectiveness 

6.  We  recommend  a  full-time  administrative  assistant  in  district  office,  especially  with  the 
inception  of  a  District  Missioner  and  District  Ministry  Team. 

Rationale:  Last  year,  the  recommendation  was  that  each  District  Superintendent 
have  a  V*  time  Administrative  Assistant.  The  addition  of  the  District  Missioner  and 
the  creation  of  the  District  Ministry  Team  will  increase  the  demands  on  this  position. 
Thus,  a  full-time  administrative  assistant  will  be  necessary  to  meet  all  the  needs  of 
the  district  office  to  resource  the  local  church. 
Implementation:  Cabinet 

7.  We  recommend  the  use  of  two  leadership  tools  for  the  Academy  to  help  ministers  and 
laity  grow  in  their  understanding  of  themselves  and  the  gifts  of  God.  Specifically,  we 
recommend  utilizing  Enneagrams  and  the  Network  Spiritual  Gifts  Seminar  for  the 
Academy. 

Rationale:  Enneagrams  is  a  leadership  style  identification  tool  which  combines 
psychology  and  spirituality  to  better  understand  our  relationship  to  self,  others  and 
God.  It  allows  us  to  see  our  motivation  behind  our  behavior,  the  dark  side  of  our 
selves  as  well  as  where  we  need  to  grow  to  become  God's  instruments  of  grace. 
Network  helps  people  to  see  and  utilize  their  unique  blend  of  spiritual  gifts,  passions 
and  style  which  then  can  allow  them  to  center  their  life  and  ministry  on  what  God 
intended.  In  a  recent  study,  90%  of  all  pastors  could  not  name  their  spiritual  gift  and 

(yet  Scripture  is  clear  that  our  spiritual  gifts  are  to  be  used  to  build  up  the  body  of 
Christ.  When  we  identify  and  utilize  our  spiritual  gifts,  we  become  the  body  of 
Christ  as  God  intended  by  playing  to  our  strengths  and  utilizing  the  spiritual  gifts  of 
others  in  our  areas  of  weakness.  Thus  growing  in  our  self-understanding  of  our 
leadership,  our  relationship. to  one  another  and  our  spiritual  gifts  will  provide  greater 
clarity  and  meaning  to  our  ministry  as  well  as  increase  our  effectiveness  to  the  glory 
of  God. 
Implementation:  The  Academy 
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8.  We  recommend  that  the  Annual  Conference  Quality  Discernment  Team  be  empowered  to 
work  on  creating  a  climate  and  culture  of  continuous  improvement  in  the  life  of  the 
conference  and  our  local  churches. 

Rationale:  The  initial  purpose  of  the  Conference  Quality  Discernment  Team,  to 
coordinate  the  work  of  each  time  and  ensure  they  are  headed  in  the  same  direction, 
has  been  fulfilled.  Thus,  we  should  utilize  their  skills  and  leadership  to  look  at 
continuous  improvement  from  a  system-wide  perspective.  The  call  to  change,  or 
continuous  improvement  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Currently,  the  Quality 
Discernment  Teams  have  been  charged  with  the  task  of  making  recommendations 
for  greater  ministry  effectiveness.  Yet  the  reality  is  that  as  leaders  and  ministers  of 
our  local  churches  and  conference,  we  all  have  been  charged  with  continuous 
improvement  in  the  service  of  our  Savior.  How  to  make  that  become  a  reality  is  our 
challenge. 
Implementation:  The  Annual  Conference  Quality  Discernment  Team 

Where  Are  We  Going? 

Robert  Hudnut,  in  his  book  The  Sleeping  Giant  says,  "The  church  is  a  sleeping  giant,  it  has  the 
equipment;  it  lacks  the  drive.  It  has  the  power;  it  lacks  the  will.  It  has  the  mind;  it  lacks  the 
energy.  The  challenge  of  the  church  is  to  be  converted.  It  is  to  convert  resources  into  energy, 
indolence  into  action,  sleeping  into  waking,  death  into  life." 

Through  the  spirit  of  discernment,  Louisiana  United  Methodism  is  engaging  in  a  renewed 
response  to  the  call  of  Christ  in  the  world.  While  it  may  seem  that  we  have  become  mired  in 
the  rhetoric  of  discernment  -  bogged  down  in  a  lot  of  talk  about  what  to  do,  where  to  go  and 
how  to  get  there  -  there  are  signs  that  the  process,  however  we  may  view  it,  may  indeed  be  the 
means  by  which  we  have  awakened  to  a  renewed  sense  of  identity,  purpose  and  direction. 

The  Spirit  is  beginning  to  blow  within  the  life  of  our  Conference.  While  much  has  been 
accomplished,  there  is  still  more  to  do.  We  have  not  arrived.  Like  the  Hebrews  in  the 
wilderness,  we  may  not  know  the  destination  but  we  do  know  the  next  step.  In  the  coming 
year,  we  will  be  seeking  God's  guidance  for  the  following  areas: 

•  The  role  of  the  District  Superintendent 

•  Ministry  Consultation  and  Assessment  for  District  Superintendents 

•  Exit  procedures  and  follow-up  visits  for  the  District  Superintendents  when 
moving  back  into  an  appointment  in  the  local  church 

•  Exit  interviews  for  pastors  leaving  the  Annual  Conference 

•  A  look  at  Christian  Conferencing 

We  ask  that  you  continue  to  pray  for  our  work  and  with  us  remember  that  the  journey  is  just  as 
important  as  the  destination.  May  God  continue  to  move,  shaping  and  re-creating  us  into  his 
instruments  of  grace.

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

PURPOSE: 

Our  purpose  is  to  work  in  partnership  with  district  boards  of  church  location  and  building 
to  spread  the  Good  News  by  establishing  and  supporting  new  churches  and  transforming 
existing  churches. 

WE  CONFESS: 

•  That  the  new  conference  structure  has  made  effective  communication  more 
important.

Our  purpose  is  to  help  church  members  address  the  need  for  greater  economic,  social 
ecological  and  racial  peace  and  justice  in  their  community,  nation  and  world. 

WE  CONFESS:

•  The  United  Methodist  bishop's  Initiative  on  Children  and  Poverty

education  (especially  in  high  school  and  college).  Only  ten  percent  of  migrant  farm 
worker's  children  complete  the  12th  grade. 

•  Drugs,  alcohol,  tobacco,  guns  and  violence  are  resulting  in  the  deaths  of  our 
children. 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

•  The  Congregations'  response  to  our  social  action  alerts,  through  the  signing  of 
petitions  and  letter  writing  to  our  legislators.  Most  urgent  were  the  petition  to  "End 
Child  Labor  and  Sweat  Shops"  and  "Hunger  has  A  Cure,"  legislation. 

•  Our  sponsoring  the  Louisiana  Conference's  first  Peace  With  Justice  essay  contest 
for  High  School  youth;  held  on  two  levels:  the  local  church  and  District  with  each 
District  winner  receiving  $100  cash  award  to  be  presented  by  Bishop  Solomon  at  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Annual  meeting.  Ten  resource  packets  for  the  contestants  to 
utilize  along  with  their  own  materials,  were  provided  for  each  District  (stored  in  the 
District  Superintendent's  office);  topic:  "Economic  Justice" 

•  A  workshop  held  at  our  Conference  Center,  led  by  Jim  Winkler. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

•  An  increase  in  the  Louisiana  Conference's  social  involvement  through  Acts  of 
Mercy,  (social  service  -  feeding  the  hungry),  and  acts  of  justice,  (social  action  - 
alleviating  the  problem's  root  causes;  therefore,  enabling  the  hungry  to  feed 
themselves). 

•  Forwarding  the  social  action  aterts,  recommended  by  the  UMC,  to  our 
congregations. 

•  Revealing  the  connection  between  issues  of  peace  and  issues  of  justice.  There  can 
be  no  peace  without  justice. 

•  Encouraging  our  congregations  to  become  Peace  With  Justice  covenant  churches.

UMCOR  SAGER-BROWN 

PURPOSE: 

UMCOR  Sager-Brown,  located  in  Baldwin,  Louisiana,  and  administered  by  the  United 
Methodist  Committee  on  Relief,  serves  as  the  primary  location  for  our  denomination  for 
the  receiving  and  shipping  of  material  resources  to  places  of  need  throughout  the  country 
and  the  world.  The  facility  assists  UMCOR's  relief  and  development  programs 
internationally  and  is  poised  to  respond  promptly  in  the  aftermath  of  disasters  as  directed 
by  UMCOR's  disaster  Response  Network.  It  houses  the  Disaster  Response  Volunteer 
Hotline  and  is  the  site  for  the  Disaster  Response  Training  Academy. 

Significant  community  outreach  ministries  are  sustained  as  part  of  the  year-round 
program  offering  both  individuals  and  Volunteer-in-Mission  work  teams  opportunities  to 
participate  in  education,  tutoring,  family  enrichment  programs,  home  repair  and 
renovation  and  in  providing  affordable  housing  in  Baldwin  and  other  nearby 
communities. 

UMCOR  Sager-Brown  serves  as  a  prime  setting  for  short  and  long-term  volunteers  who 
assist  and  share  in  the  mission  and  ministry  of  the  church,  working  within  the  48,000 
square  foot  depot  and  throughout  the  region,  addressing  human  need  wherever  UMCOR 
is  at  work  in  the  service  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 

WE  CONFESS: 

•  that  while  UMCOR  Sager-Brown  may  have  again  emerged  "from  the  eye  of  the 
storm,"  we  are  not  yet  out  in  the  clear  where  everyone  knows  the  story.  We'll  tell 
the  story! 
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•  that  while  the  place  where  we  are  located  has  been  in  service  of  human  need  since 
1967,  UMCOR  Sager-Brown  is  still  in  many  ways  "brand  spanking  new."  There  are 
a  lot  of  things  we  haven't  gotten  right  yet,  but  with  your  help  and  through  God's 
grace,  we'll  get  better! 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

•  the  marvelous  opportunity  to  develop  a  mission  program  for  God's  people  across  the 
world  from  a  beautiful  campus  in  Baldwin,  property  held  by  the  Women's  Division 
of  our  denomination.

•  the  continuing  grants  from  the  Louisiana  Arts  Council  and  the  Children's  Trust  Fund 
enabling  us  to  maintain  summer  camp  and  parenting  programs. 

•  the  monthly  distribution  of  700  food  boxes  through  the  Food  For  Seniors/Moms 
program.

•  that  UMCOR  Sager-Brown  will  further  broaden  its  appeal  to  groups  across 
Louisiana  and  the  country  for  volunteer  activities,  training  events,  confirmation 
retreats  and  that  we  will  discover  new  opportunities  to  interpret  the  mission  work 
and  program  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  United  Methodist  Committee 
on  Relief. 

•  invitations  to  visit  congregations  throughout  the  conference  and  explain  more 
thoroughly  the  ministries  and  opportunities  that  are  emerging  at  UMCOR  Sager- 
Brown.

LAFONHOME 

Since  our  modern  facility  opened  fifteen  years  ago,  Lafon  Home  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  has  continued  to  meet  the  standards  set  forth  by  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  by 
other  governmental  agencies  in  the  caring  of  our  residents.  Contributing  factors  such  as  a 
caring  and  sincere  staff  have  enabled  Lafon  to  achieve  this  status.  Also,  our  staff  meets 
regularly  in  Morning  Prayer  for  spiritual  direction  and  divine  guidance  in  this  ministry. 

Presently,  we  are  making  plans  for  expansion  in  our  Nursing  Department.  These  plans 
include  hopes  of  educating  nurses  in  new  therapeutic  fields  as  well  as  every  aspect  of  the 
Medicare  program.  In  addition  to  these  amends,  we  are  making  efforts  to  include 
outpatient  and  inpatient  programs  suitable  for  each  resident's  needs  into  our  standard 
system  of  operation. 

We  have  requested  assistance  from  our  Board  of  Directors,  which  includes  Chairman,  Dr. 
Andrew  J.  Douglas  and  the  Building  Committee  (which  consists  of  Mrs.  Amy  Ward,  Mr. 
Horace  Bynum  and  Mrs.  Lucinda  Bynum)  to  expand  our  facility.  Areas  that  will  be 
expanded  are  the  dining  area,  business  offices,  therapeutic  and  rehabilitation  areas  and 
Social  Services  and  activities  areas.  With  the  assistance  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  we 
will  expand  these  areas  to  accommodate  our  changing  needs  in  further  aiding  our 
residents  and  staff  members. 

Our  annual  fundraiser  "Jazzy  Night  in  June"  continues  to  receive  substantial  community 
support.  Our  Development  Department  sponsors  this  event,  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  Ted  Jones.  The  success  of  this  event  is  due  in  part  to  sponsorship  by  the  Richard 
Cooper  Foundation  and  BellSouth.  Lafon  Women's  Auxiliary  is  deeply  appreciated  for 
their  annual  support  and  dedication  to  our  facility.  Annually,  they  provide  a  luncheon 
and  fashion  show,  which  is  an  awaited  event  for  the  community.  Additionally,  a 
celebrity  golf  tournament  has  been  established  in  order  to  raise  funds  for  the  Home.  The 
aforementioned  fundraisers  demonstrate  our  commitment  to  the  community  and  to  the 
residents  of  Lafon  Home. 

With  the  omnipresence  of  managed  health  care,  new  practices  need  to  be  incorporated  in 
our  deliverance  of  care  to  our  residents.  These  new  practices  will  include  a  more 
efficient  staff  and  innovative  methods  of  cost-containment.  The  future  vision  of  this 
facility  is  to  incorporate  an  outpatient  service  link  between  Lafon  Home  and  the 
surrounding  community.  This  should  provide  additional  revenue  and  substantial  benefits 
to  our  staff,  residents  and  community.  With  this  vision  in  mind,  we  are  looking  forward 
to  the  future  of  health  care  in  this  new  era  of  managed  care.

THE  LOUISIANA  METHODIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME 

The  Board  and  staff  are  pleased  to  report  that  1997  was  a  very  successful  year  in  terms  of 
services  provided  to  children,  youth  and  families  on  behalf  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference.  The  direct  care  services  remained  populated  at  operational  capacity 
throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  3,196  individual  and  family  members  received  services 
through  the  total  aggregate  programs.  A  total  of  897  individual  children  were  referred  for 
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residential  services.  We  were  able  to  admit  220  (24%)  of  the  new  applicants.  A  total  of 
205  individual  youth  attended  structured  classes  and  services  in  Independent  Living 
Training. 

During  1997,  a  total  of  1,010  individuals  were  served  through  the  Family  Development 
Center.  There  were  76  out  patient  clients  yielding  a  total  of  203  individual  family 
members  seen  in  family  therapy.  There  were  156  residential  clients  yielding  a  total  of 
364  individual  family  members  seen  in  therapy.  The  Family  Development  Center  staff 
taught  32  individuals  the  course  Helping  children  Cope  with  Divorce.  During  1997,  29 
families  involving  184  individuals  participated  in  court  ordered  family  evaluation 
services.  227  children  in  the  Lincoln  Parish  schools  were  taught  a  violence  prevention 
curriculum. 

The  Methodist  Children's  Home  received  a  total  operating  income  of  $4,535,764  during 
1997.  Contributions  received  directly  by  MCH  was  9%  of  the  total.  The  Church  offering 
provided  1.6%  of  the  income.  Interest  earned  for  the  Home's  invested  funds  provided 
20%o.  Sixty-five  percent  came  from  the  purchase  of  service  fees,  and  the  remaining 
percentage  came  from  Special  Grants,  and  miscellaneous  sources.  The  total  operating 
program  expenses  was  $4,466,058.

METHODIST  HEAL  TH  SYSTEM  FOUND  A  TION,  INC. 
PENDLETON  MEMORIAL  METHODIST  HOSPITAL 

Since  1968,  Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital  has  offered  a  full  range  of  acute  care 
services,  ministering  to  the  physical  as  well  as  spiritual  needs  of  our  patients.  The  focus 
of  this  care  is  delivered  within  the  context  of  our  Christian  mission  reflecting  the  spirit  of 
the  greatest  healer  of  all,  Jesus  Christ. 

Methodist,  recently  celebrating  its  29th  Anniversary  of  service  to  the  East  New  Orleans 
community,  is  a  317-bed  acute-care  hospital  situated  on  22  acres.  As  a  nonprofit 
organization,  Methodist  provided  inpatient  services  to  8,646  patients,  and  outpatient 
services  for  81,997  visits  during  this  past  fiscal  year.  Approximately  952  babies  were 
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born  at  the  hospital  during  that  time.  Over  23,628  patients  were  seen  in  the  Emergency 
Department. 

The  Methodist  Health  System  is  blessed  with  over  1,350  highly  motivated  employees 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  caring  instilled  by  the  Louisiana  Conference.  These  individuals 
discharge  their  responsibilities  keeping  the  spiritual  as  well  as  physical  needs  of  the 
patients  foremost  in  mind.  In  addition,  Methodist  is  served  by  a  staff  of  over  400 
physicians  covering  virtually  all  the  specialties  and  subspecialties  of  medicine. 

Expenditures  associated  with  the  services  provided  by  Methodist  totaled  approximately 
$101,538,800  last  fiscal  year.  During  this  same  time,  donations  from  the  United 
Methodist  Churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  totaled  $3,581.  These  contributions 
helped  provide  a  portion  of  the  over  $1,019,420  of  free  care  which  Methodist  Hospital 
provided  during  this  past  fiscal  year  through  its  financial  assistance  program. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Methodist  Health  System  Foundation,  Inc.  includes  M. 
Kenneth  Schor,  Chairman;  Marian  Eggerton,  Vice  Chairman;  Charles  McHale,  Secretary; 
Mat  Kawasaki,  Treasurer;  Judge  Thomas  L.  Giraud,  Jack  T.  Styron,  and  Frederick  C. 
Young,  Jr.,  Methodist  Health  System  Foundation  President,  Members. 

The  Foundation,  which  functions  as  a  holding  company,  has  a  number  of  subsidiary 
corporations  and  operations.  The  purpose  of  the  Foundation,  as  well  as  the  subsidiaries,  is 
to  provide  additional  economic  resource  to  Methodist  Hospital,  particularly  in  this  time 
of  increasing  competition  and  general  economic  downturn.  As  such,  the  Foundation's 
primary  goal  is  that  of  ensuring  that  Methodist  Hospital  is  able  to  build  upon  its  tradition 
of  providing  healthcare  to  the  Greater  East  New  Orleans  community  and  beyond.  While 
most  of  these  subsidiary  operations  are  involved  in  activities  outside  the  hospital  proper, 
they  are  all  involved  with  healthcare-related  services,  most  of  which  are  on  a  freestanding 
basis. 

The  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavilion  is  a  good  example  of  a  subsidiary  operation,  which 
provides  an  unmet  clinical  need  within  the  community  in  the  area  of  mental  health  and 
substance  abuse.  At  the  same  time,  it  provides  an  economic  return  to  the  Foundation  and 
subsequently  to  Methodist  Hospital. 

Current  social  and  economic  forces  encourage  that  surgery  be  performed  on  a  same  day 
basis  whenever  possible.  Advances  in  clinical  technology  also  enable  more  surgical  cases 
to  be  done  on  a  same  day  basis.  Methodist  Ambulatory  Surgery  Center  assists  Methodist 
Hospital  in  competing  effectively  on  this  front  by  offering  cost-effective,  high  quality, 
and  convenient  surgical  services.  The  Center  is  a  joint  venture  between  the  Foundation 
and  a  group  of  surgeons  associated  with  Methodist  Hospital. 

Methodist  Hospital  offers  the  latest  medical  advancement  for  the  treatment  of  kidney 
stones.  Methodist  is  the  only  hospital  in  the  East  New  Orleans  area  to  provide  the 
lithotriptor  to  the  community. 

One  of  the  fundamental  changes  which  has  occurred  within  the  healthcare  delivery  and 
payment  system  has  been  the  development  of  "managed  care"  programs.  As  such, 
Methodist  Hospital  has  proactively  sought  to  be  a  major  force  within  the  realm  of 
managed  care  in  the  New  Orleans  marketplace.  By  virtue  of  its  convenient  location,  and 
broad-based,  high  quality  services  offered  at  competitive  prices,  Methodist  Hospital  has 
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been  sought  as  an  institutional  provider  by  virtually  all  of  the  managed  care  programs 
entering  the  community,  and  has  become  the  provider  of  choice  in  East  New  Orleans. 

In  continued  support  of  its  mission,  vision,  values  and  as  a  pledge  to  keep  pace  with 
contemporary  demands,  the  Methodist  Health  Alliance  (MHA)  was  introduced  as  an 
answer  to  address  the  needs  of  the  ever-changing  market  place,  particularly  as  it  relates  to 
managed  care  initiatives.  An  integrated  healthcare  delivery  system,  the  Methodist  Health 
Alliance  serves  as  a  comprehensive  coordinating  vehicle  of  physician  and  hospital 
services  which  contracts  and  works  with  managed  care  organizations  and  other  payers 
with  the  goal  of  increasing  cost  efficiency  while  ensuring  participants  receive  high 
quality  care. 

The  Methodist  Occupational  &  Industrial  Medicine  Clinic  provides  prompt  economical 
healthcare  services  for  employees  of  metropolitan  area  businesses  by  providing  a  wide 
variety  of  services  from  emergency  treatment  for  injured  or  ill  employees  to  rehabilitative 
care. 

The  Methodist  Health  Complex  features  two  medical  office  buildings:  The  Physicians 
Medical  Plaza  is  a  three-story,  50,000  square  foot  structure  with  150  associated  parking 
spaces.  Suites  are  custom  designed  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  practice  of  each 
physician.  The  Medical  Center  of  East  New  Orleans  is  a  nine-story  building,  which 
provides  office  space  for  more  than  80  physicians. 

The  Methodist  Cancer  Center  allows  for  the  provision  of  a  comprehensive  cancer 
treatment  program.  Due  to  the  high  volume  of  utilization,  which  far  exceeded  projections 
for  the  first  two  years,  the  Methodist  Cancer  Center  was  expanded  to  accommodate  the 
increase  in  patient  usage,  and  plans  are  underway  for  future  expansion. 

The  Jonathan  Nelson  Cancer  Fund  was  established  at  the  Methodist  Health  System  in 
memory  of  Jonathan  Nelson,  son  of  Chaplain  Judy  Nelson.  Through  his  mother's 
dedicated  services  as  a  Chaplain  at  Methodist  Hospital,  and  as  a  result  of  his  illness, 
Jonathan  became  interested  in  supporting  cancer  research  and  treatment  programs 
associated  with  the  hospital.  Funds  designated  for  this  special  fund  will  be  used  for 
treatment,  research,  equipment  and  any  other  needs  that  will  advance  the  cure  of  cancer 
through  the  Methodist  Health  System. 

Approximately  10,846  members  have  joined  Senior  Focus  for  adults  55  and  over. 
Recognizing  the  special  healthcare  needs  of  older  adults,  Senior  Focus  offers  a  package 
of  health-related  services  and  activities. 

The  Advanced  Surgery  Center  of  Methodist  Hospital  offers  an  innovative  and 
comprehensive  package  of  services  that  include  treatment,  training  and  support  for  laser 
and  other  minimally  invasive  surgical  techniques. 

Another  service  provided  by  Methodist  Hospital  is  Hyperbaric  Medicine.  Hyperbaric 
Oxygen  Therapy  is  used  as  an  adjunct  therapy  for  such  conditions  a  carbon  monoxide 
poisoning,  gas  embolisms  and  gas  gangrene.  One  of  the  most  common  indications  is  for 
enhancement  of  wound  healing.  - 

The  healthcare  campus  was  changed  dramatically  with  the  completion  of  the  Hospital's 
new  East  Tower.  The  highlight  of  a  $17  million  expansion  and  renovation  project,  the 
East  Tower  represents  Methodist's  first  major  expansion  since  the  1978  addition  of 
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patient  floors  to  the  original  hospital  building.  The  six-floor  East  Tower  houses 
outpatient,  ancillary  and  administrative  services.  Over  the  next  few  years,  the  project  will 
also  include  site  improvements  to  its  healthcare  campus  and  capital  acquisitions  to  meet 
the  ever-changing  technological  demands  of  today's  healthcare  environment. 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  elderly  population,  the  geriatric  psychiatry 
unit  was  opened  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  hospital.  This  unit  focuses  on  adults  who  have 
psychiatric  problems  with  a  secondary  medical  necessity. 

Methodist  also  recently  introduced  two  new  programs:  SurgiLite,  a  comprehensive 
surgical  procedure  which  utilizes  gastric  stapling  with  bypass  for  the  severely  obese 
patient;  and  Private  Support  Services,  a  new  service  which  assists  members  of  the 
community  with  their  personal  needs,  from  house  cleaning  and  household  repairs  to 
cooking  and  around-the-clock  assistance  for  individuals  who  require  more  extensive 
personal  care. 

The  newest  additions  to  the  Methodist  Health  System  include  the  Institute  for  the 
Treatment  of  Diabetes  and  Metabolic  Management,  offering  coordinated  visits  -  in  one 
office,  on  one  day  -  for  the  diabetic  patient's  specific  needs;  and  the  Heart  Center  of  East 
New  Orleans,  an  innovative  outpatient  cardiac  catheterization  laboratory. 

Members  of  the  Methodist  Clergy  will  receive  a  special  20%  discount  on  their  portion  of 
the  bill  for  services  rendered  at  Methodist  Hospital.  Clergy  from  other  denominations 
may  receive  a  10%  discount  under  this  program. 

The  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavillion,  through  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Louisiana 
Conference,  offers  psychiatric  evaluations  for  individuals  who  enter  the  ministry. 

Methodist  Hospital  requests  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Paul  Durbin  as  Chaplain  and 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Judy 
Nelson  as  Associate  Chaplain.

We  have  remodeled  four  houses  on  our  block 
which  will,  when  fully  occupied,  raise  our  census  by  24  more  children.  One  of  these 
homes  is  already  open  with  six  teenage  girls  as  occupants. 

•  We  have  expanded  our  donor  base  and  donations  have  increased.  We  have  been  able 
to  raise  our  staff  salaries  to  a  level  comparable  with  other  facilities  of  like  nature  in 
our  geographic  region. 

•  The  Home  is  healthy  financially  and  the  morale  of  the  staff  and  children  is  excellent. 
The  children  in  our  care  are  growing  spiritually,  emotionally  and  mentally  in  an 
environment  where  they  know  they  are  safe  and  loved.  This  entire  ministry  to  them 
is  done  in  the  name  and  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

PEOPLES  UNITED  METHODIST  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

On  October  12,  1997,  Peoples  Center  celebrated  its  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary.  The  theme 
was:  Making  a  Difference  in  the  Lives  of  Young  Children."  The  celebration  was  held  at  The 
Lawless  Memorial  Chapel-Dillard  University.  The  keynote  speaker  was  Bishop  Dan  E. 
Solomon.  Peoples  history,  over  the  past  three-quarters  of  a  century,  was  reminisced  by 
Peoples  Alumni,  Past  Board  Members  and  persons  currently  involved  in  the  ministry  of  caring 
for  the  needy.  The  Annex  Building  was  named  in  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  Richard  W.  Calvin, 
Sr.,  who  was  Peoples'  first  Superintendent/Executive  Director  for  over  fifteen  years. 

Peoples  continues  to  provide  services  according  to  its  Mission  and  Purpose:

The  Peoples  United  Methodist  Community  Center  shall  provide  Child  Care,  Early  Learning 
Development  Programs  and  other  needed  services  to  children,  youth  and  their  families." 
Clients  targeted  shall  be:

4.  Those  who  are  at  risk 

5.  The  unemployed/homeless 

6.  Individuals  receiving  Financial  Aid 
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PURPOSE: 

To  provide  an  opportunity  for  parents  and  guardians  to  become  independent  and  self- 
supporting  by  providing  needed  quality  services  for  their  children  and  youth  at  an 
affordable  cost. 

To  enable  parents  and  guardians  to: 

A.  Stay  gainfully  employed 

B.  Seek  employment 

C.  Learn  a  trade  or  skill 

D.  Continue  education 

E.  Exit  welfare  rolls 

F.  Locate  permanent  housing

1 .  To  care  for  and  prepare  children  (ages  2-4+)  for  kindergarten  in  a  safe,  healthy 
and  learning  environment.

1997  for  Peoples  is  marked  as  another  year  of  serving  a  tremendous  need  in  New  Orleans  and 
surrounding  communities.  This  year  we  served  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  families,  with  a 
staff  of  three  part-time  and  eight  full-time  employees.  In  addition  to  four-substitute  child  care 
providers  and  three  Foster  Grandparents. 

Our  financial  status  remains  unchanged  in  comparison  to  previous  years.  Lack  of  a  cash 
reserve  and  an  inadequate  cash  flow  creates  a  struggle  but  nonetheless,  we  continue  to  be 
solvent.

Actual  Income  $2 1 0,3 1 0. 1 7 

Actual  Expenses  $209,308.74 

This  year  we  introduced  a  Computer  lab  to  our  curriculum  for  the  Summer  Campers  (ages  5- 
12)  and  the  Early  Learning  Development  Center  for  our  four  year  old  students.  We  eliminated 
the  nursery  care  and  increased  from  one  two-year-old  class  to  three  two-year-old  classes.  The 
class  of  three-year-olds  remained  the  same. 

Phase  two  of  the  renovation  to  the  building  from  a  New  Orleans  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  (1992)  has  been  completed.  The  phase  three  for  1998  will  complete  the  grant 
funds.  We  now  have  established  a  fund  raising  drive  to  renovate  the  Cafeteria.  The  estimated 
cost  is  $72,000.00. 

For  the  first  time  in  our  history,  Peoples  has  been  selected  to  share  one  of  its  success  stories, 
from  a  satisfied  parent.  The  story  will  be  featured  in  the  next  United  Way  Campaign.  This 
student  is  now  in  the  third  grade  and  has  been  on  the  honor  roll  since  leaving  Peoples  for 
kindergarten.  Also,  for  the  first  time  we  implemented  a  "tracking  process"  to  monitor  the 
students  who  graduated  from  Peoples  and  in  1 997  went  on  to  kindergarten.  The  results  were 
not  surprising.  Eight  out  often  parents  responded. 

Two  students  are  on  the  honor  roll 

One  student  is  doing  excellent  work 

Two  students  are  doing  very  well 

Two  students  are  doing  well/fine 

One  student  is  doing  fairly  well. 
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"We  are  making  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  young  children  and  during  last  year  we 
experienced  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  families  on  Welfare  Assistance  and  have  become 
gainfully  employed  or  furthered  their  education,  while  their  children  are  left  in  the  care  of 
Peoples  Center.  Of  the  total  124  children  served: 

Families  on  Welfare/Federal  Aid  1993         83  children  enrolled 

1996  86  children  enrolled 

1997  65  children  enrolled 

1998  16  children  enrolled 

A  task  force  was  called  by  Bishop  Solomon  to  examine  the  work  of  Peoples  in  a  feasibility 
study.  Rev.  Carole  Cotton-Winn  and  a  committee  of  twelve  persons  composed  of  both  clergy 
and  Lay  Persons  led  the  task  force.  Another  review  will  take  place  at  the  end  of  two  years 
(1999)  to  determine  the  continuation  of  this  particular  ministry. 

Peoples  continues  to  be  in  partnership  with  the  P.M.  Methodist  Hospital,  Lafon  Nursing  Home, 
numerous  volunteer  groups  and  related  United  Methodist  churches  and  Organizations.  Our 
appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Ruth  B.  Carter  auxiliary,  Mission  Groups  and  contributors  to 
the  Good  Samaritan  Offering.

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BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  AND  CAMPUS  MINISTRY 

With  the  restructuring  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus 
Ministry  held  its  final  meeting  at  the  Conference  Center  on  November  22,  1997.  In  one  of  its 
last  acts,  the  Board  affirmed  the  call  by  Bishop  Solomon  for  a  Campus  Ministry  Summit  to  be 
held  in  February,  1998. 

The  Campus  Ministry  Summit  took  place  on  February  13  and  14,  1998  and  was  attended  by 
the  Bishop,  the  Cabinet,  a  representative  from  each  campus  ministry,  two  students  and  four 
additional  at-large  representatives.  Bill  McMahan,  a  lay  person  in  the  Conference,  served  as  a 
facilitator.  The  purpose  of  the  summit  was  to  discuss  the  future  direction  of  campus  ministry 
in  Louisiana  and  to  propose  a  course  of  action.  It  was  decided  that  the  Bishop  would  appoint  a 
task  force  to  create  two  bodies,  one  administrative  and  the  other  programmatic,  both 
accountable  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

The  Campus  Ministry  Administrative  Task  Force  will: 

•  offer  tools,  guidance  in  evaluation  and  accountability  to  the  DMT  for  local  campus 
ministry  units;  make  recommendations  regarding  funding  and  properties;  and  hold 
the  vision  for  effective  campus  ministry. 

•  be  named  by  the  Bishop. 

•  consist  of  two  campus  ministers,  two  students  involved  in  campus  ministry,  three  lay 
persons,  and  three  clergy,  one  a  member  of  the  Cabinet 

•  report  to  the  CMT. 

The  Campus  Ministry  Leadership  Team  will: 

•  offer  spiritual,  programmatic  leadership  for  Conference  Campus  Ministry. 

•  be  named  by  the  Bishop 

•  consist  of  the  campus  minister  and  two  students  from  each  campus  ministry  unit. 

•  be  convened  by  a  steering  committee  composed  of  two  campus  ministers,  three 
students  and  the  chairperson  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus 
Ministry.  The  bishop  will  name  the  steering  committee. 

•  meet  at  least  annually  for  a  two-day  gathering  to  fulfill  its  mission  in  ministry. 

•  meet  in  other  settings  and  sub-units  to  nurture  and  foster  effective  campus  ministry. 

•  report  to  the  CMT. 

It  is  with  excitement  about  the  future  of  campus  ministry  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  that  this 
report  is  submitted.

Trustees  present  which  constitutes  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
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business  and  the  notice  of  the  date  and  place  of  the  annual  meeting 
contained  a  copy  of  the  proposed  Second  Amendment  to  Article  VIII 
of  the  Amended  Charter  of  Centenary  College  of  Louisiana  dated 
September  15,  1949,  and  that  the  said  amendment  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  yea  votes  £2  ,  nay  votes  none,  at  said  meeting  which 
reads  as  follows: 


SECOND  AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLE  VIII 


"The  governing  authority  of  the  College  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board 
of  Trustees; 

The  number  of  Trustees  of  the  College  shall  be  48  and  in 
addition  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  South  Central 
Jurisdiction,  the  Shreveport  District  Superintendent  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  the  President  of  the  College,  the  President  of 
the  Student  Senate,  the  President  of  the  Centenary 
College  Alumni  Association  and  two  (2)  faculty  members, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Faculty 
Personnel  Committee  and  the  other  the  Chairman  of  the 
Faculty  Coordinating  Committee;  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  have  the  authority  to  change  the  names  of 
the  latter  two  committees  as  represented  by  the  two  (2) 
faculty  members;  that  the  officers  named  above  as  well  as 
the  two  (2)  faculty  members  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  same  voting  rights  and 
other  privileges  as  the  regular  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees;  and  further  provided  that  the  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  serve  in  such 
capacity  for  the  term  that  they  hold  such  positions  or 
offices  and  that  the  two  (2)  ex-officio  faculty  members 
will  hold  office  for  such  time  as  they  qualify  in  the 
capacity  listed  in  this  amendment  or  in  any  capacity  as 
the  chairman  of  the  named  committees  or  any  successor 
committees  as  named  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  as  may  be 
changed  from  time  to  time." 


Except  as  provided  herein,  all  other  provisions  of 
Article  VIII  of  the  amended  Charter  shall  remain  as 
stated  in  the  amended  Charter  dated  September  15,  1949, 
except  as  amended  in  the  amendment  dated  May  10,  1978, 
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and  both  Article  VIII  in  the  amended  Charter  and  the 
First  Amendment  dated  May  10,  1978,  are  hereby  changed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Second  Amendment  to  Article  VIII 
of    the    amended   Charter.

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DILLARD  UNIVERSITY 

Dr.  Michael  L.  Lomax  became  the  seventh  president  of  Dillard  University  on  July  1,  1997.  He 
succeeds  Dr.  Samuel  Dubois  Cook,  who  retired  after  22  years. 

Three  new  senior  administrators  were  hired  by  Dr.  Lomax.  They  are:  Mr.  Ernest  Moore, 
Chief  of  Staff,  Mr.  Love  Collins,  III,  Vice  President  for  Institutional  Advancement  and 
Development  and  Mr.  Sidney  H.  Evans,  Jr.,  Vice  President  for  Business  and  Finance. 

Other  notable  achievements  at  Dillard  University  this  past  academic  year  have  been: 

•  A  group  of  25  Japanese  ninth  graders  from  the  all-male  Kwansei  Gakuin  Junior 
High  School  in  Nishinomya,  Japan  spent  three  weeks  on  Dillard  University  campus 
last  July  and  August.  The  students  received  an  intensive  course  in  the  English 
language  and  studied  African  American  culture  and  history. 

•  In  September,  Dillard  hosted  the  Melton  Foundation  Symposium.  Thirty  (30) 
students  from  China,  Chile,  Germany,  India  and  the  United  States  were  able  to 
participate  in  an  international  project  to  foster  understanding  and  respect  across 
cultures  through  the  use  of  modern  telecommunications. 

•  Mr.  Pierre  Sane,  General  Secretary  of  Amnesty  International  spoke  in  Lawless 
Memorial  Chapel  on  October  13.  He  discussed  "The  Role  of  the  Student  in  Human 
Rights  Movements  Around  the  Globe". 

•  The  128th  Founders'  Day  was  also  celebrated  in  October  and  Dr.  Gloria  Wade 
Gayles,  a  Professor  of  English  and  Women's  Studies  at  Spelman  College,  served  as 
guest  speaker  in  Lawless  Memorial  Chapel. 

•  A  $26.5  million  dollar  bond  issue  was  approved  and  sold  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  extensive  campus  improvements  and  renovations  with  construction  scheduled  for 
June. 

•  Two  Dillard  Professors,  Mr.  Gilbert  Rochon  and  Dr.  Mack  Felton,  attended  a  White 
House  briefing  in  November  for  African  American  scientists  on  environmental 
concerns. 

•  Two  Dillard  University  sophomore  students  have  each  won  a  $25,000  Luard 
Scholarship  that  will  enable  them  to  spend  their  junior  year  studying  in  Great 
Britain.  Monique  Robinson,  chemistry  major  with  a  4.0  GPA,  is  from  Thibodeaux, 
LA.  She  will  attend  Oxford  University.  Brandy  Lloyd,  biology  major  with  a  3.88 
GPA,  is  from  Greenville,  MS,  and  v/ill  be  attending  Kings  College,  University  of 
London. 

•  Dr.  Karen  Drake,  a  Perinatologist  and  a  1979  graduate  of  Dillard  University,  played 
a  key  role  in  the  delivery  of  the  McCaughly  sextuplets  at  the  Iowa  Methodist  Center 
in  Des  Moines,  IA  last  fall.  Dr.  Drake  was  also  the  speaker  at  our  Women's'  Day 
Chapel  Service  at  Dillard  on  March  24,  1998. 

•  The  9th  Annual  Conference  on  Black-Jewish  Relations  was  held  in  April.  The  theme 
was  "What  Will  Race  Mean  in  the  21st  Century?"  The  keynote  speakers  were  Dr. 
Melanie  Kaye  Kantrowitz,  Poet,  Writer  and  Founder  of  Jews  for  Racial  and 
Economic  Justice  and  Ms.  Kimberle  Crenshaw,  Feminist,  Legal  critic,  scholar  and 
television  personality. 

•  The  market  value  of  the  Dillard  University  endowment  as  of  January  31,  1998  was 
$43.9  million  dollars. 

•  Two  Endowed  Chairs,  one  in  Management  and  one  in  African  World  Studies  will 
begin  for  1998—1999. 

•  Thirteen  Endowed  Professorships  will  also  become  available  in  fall,  1998. 
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An  articulation  agreement  was  signed  with  Nunez  Community  College  for  students 

to  transfer  their  credits  to  Dillard  University  for  work  toward  a  bachelor's  degree. 

Ten  to  fifteen  Taiwanese  students  will  enroll  at  Dillard  University  in  fall,  1998. 

Dr.  Lomax  approved  an  enrollment  management  plan  to  increase  full  time  student 

enrollment  to  2,000  by  the  2000-2003  academic  year;  freshman  enrollment  will 

increase  to  600  students  per  year. 

Alumni  chapters  were  re-established  in  Atlanta,  Dallas  and  Mobile. 

Dillard  University  established  an  Office  of  Church  Relations  to  develop  more 

effective  relationships  with  our  founding  denominations,  The  United  Church  of 

Christ  and  The  United  Methodist  Church.

CANDLER  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY 

Candler  School  of  Theology  continues  to  value  its  relationship  with  church  and  its  mission  to 
educate  faithful  and  creative  leaders  for  the  church's  ministries.  Our  reputation  for  excellence 
draws  a  diverse  range  of  students  among  the  555  enrolled  this  past  fall.  We  are  grateful  for 
our  students  and  for  the  prayers  and  support  of  the  churches. 

To  fulfill  Candler's  mission  better,  the  faculty  this  year  has  completed  a  revision  of  the 
school's  program  in  contextual  education,  which  includes  student  work  in  clinical  and 
ecclesial  settings.  This  major  endeavor,  begun  on  the  heels  of  changes  to  our  foundation 
curriculum,  likewise  draws  on  conversation  with  clergy  and  laity  in  the  conferences. 
Throughout  the  curriculum,  students  are  challenged  not  merely  with  information,  but  with 
ways  to  apply  knowledge  helpfully  in  ministry.  This  revision  places  the  church's  life  and 
practices  at  the  very  center  of  our  curriculum. 

We  are  committed,  when  filling  faculty  positions,  to  bring  only  those  people  whose  academic 
excellence  is  matched  by  a  commitment  to  preparation  for  ministry  and  a  passion  for  the 
church.  In  the  fall  of  1997,  Elizabeth  M.  Bounds,  associate  professor  of  Christian  Ethics, 
joined  us  with  insights  into  global  ministries.  Jonathan  Strom,  assistant  professor  of  Church 
History,  is  a  Reformation  scholar  and  expert  in  the  role  of  clergy.  Walter  T.  Wilson,  assistant 
professor  of  New  Testament,  has  helped  lead  an  inner-city  ministry.  Lyndon  Reynolds, 
assistant  professor  of  Historical  Theology,  has  returned  to  the  Candler  faculty  and  remains 
Director  of  the  Aquinas  Center  of  Theology,  Emory's  Center  for  Catholic  studies. 

In  addition,  Barbara  Day  Miller  has  joined  Candler  as  the  Susan  H.  Marcy  Assistant  Dean  of 
Worship  and  Lecturer  in  Liturgical  Practices,  a  new  position  reflecting  Candler's  resolve  to 
shape  strong,  creative  worship  leaders.  This  new  position  was  made  possible  by  a  generous 
gift  from  the  Susan  H.  Marcy  Foundation  of  Winter  Park,  Florida.  Dean  Miller  is  a  deacon  in 
full  connection  in  the  North  Georgia  Annual  Conference. 

Cynthia  S.  Meyer,  Assistant  Dean  of  Student  Programming,  brings  pastoral  and  campus 
ministry  background  to  the  work  of  enriching  students'  education  in  ways  ranging  from 
writing  assistance  to  spiritual  life  retreats.  She  is  an  elder  in  the  Kansas  East  Annual 
Conference.  Helen  R.  Pearson  has  shifted  roles  and  is  now  acting  director  of  the  Program  for 
Women  in  Theology  and  Ministry,  strengthening  that  program  as  its  first  full-time  leader. 
Beth  Luton  Cook,  Director  of  Church  Ministries  Education,  is  guiding  continuing  education, 
certification  studies,  and  the  Course  of  Study  School.    She  brings  a  strong  record  from  local 
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churches  and  conference  and  jurisdictional  leadership.  She  is  a  deacon  in  full  connection  in 
the  North  Georgia  Annual  Conference. 

Candler's  professors  speak  and  teach  frequently  at  churches,  other  seminaries,  and 
conferences  both  domestic  and  international.  Their  service,  however,  also  includes  listening 
to  what  the  churches  need.  While  on  campus,  they  can  hone  those  insights  using  Pitts 
Theology  Library,  the  second  largest  theological  library  in  North  America  with  more  than 
480,000  volumes,  including  over  90,000  items  in  the  library's  Special  Collections. 

In  the  summer  of  1998,  Candler  will  be  host  of  the  Hispanic  Summer  Program;  a  national 
school  aimed  at  building  up  leadership  among  Hispanic  Christians.  Candler  is  the  home  of 
Hispanic  Theological  initiative,  a  separate  but  related  project. 

The  bond  of  school  and  church  remains  a  great  and  treasured  asset  at  Candler,  for  we  share  a 
life  of  nurture,  outreach,  and  witness.  We  ask  for  your  continued  prayers,  as  we  hold  you  in 
our  prayers.

Iliff  s  faculty  and  administration  continue  to  serve  the  church  in  a  variety  of  ways,  seeking  to

Excellence  in  education.  In  1997-98  Perkins  School  of  Theology  extended  its  efforts  to  make 
theological  education  accessible  to  all  persons  called  to  ministry.  The  Houston-Galveston 
program  was  approved  by  the  Association  of  Theological  Schools,  our  accrediting  agency,  and 
plans  are  well  underway  for  the  launch  of  a  new  program  in  Oklahoma  City  in  fall  1998.  The 
Oklahoma  City  program,  a  cooperative  venture  with  St.  Paul  School  of  Theology  and 
Oklahoma  City  University,  will  provide  the  24  hours  of  basic  theological  study  needed  for 
ordination  as  a  deacon  and  will  serve  as  a  point  of  entry  for  Oklahoma  students  seeking  the 
Master  of  Divinity  or  other  degrees.  Perkins  School  of  Youth  Ministry  celebrated  10  years  of 
leadership  in  training  of  youth  ministers  and  offered  its  first  program  for  adult  volunteers  in 
youth  work.  Laity  Week  celebrated  its  25th  anniversary  of  opening  the  doors  of  the  seminary 
to  the  laity  and  launched  a  new  program  of  study  in  Anchorage,  Alaska. 

Excellence  in  teaching.  Throughout  the  year  members  of  the  Perkins  faculty  have  been 
listening  to  alumni/ae,  District  Superintendents,  Bishops  and  Laity  as  they  discuss  what  they 
believe  future  church  leaders  need  to  learn.  These  conversations  will  help  shape  the  future 
requirements  of  our  degree  programs  and  will  allow  us  to  insure  that  the  church's  needs  are 
reflected  in  our  teaching.  In  the  past  year  we  have  added  several  faculty  members  who  are 
already  making  a  substantial  impact  in  the  classroom.  Scott  Jones,  a  clergy  member  from 
North  Texas,  is  the  new  McCreeless  Assistant  Professor  of  Evangelism.  Bill  Bryan,  also  a 
clergy  member  of  the  North  Texas  Conference,  joins  us  as  the  Director  of  the  Intern  Program 
and  Professional  Formation.  Isabel  Docampo,  an  ordained  American  Baptist  minister,  joins  us 
in  our  intern  program. 

Excellence  in  development.  "A  Time  to  Lead:  The  Campaign  for  SMU"  has  already  resulted 
in  significant  gifts  to  Perkins  School  of  Theology.  Perkins  Chapel  will  be  closed  for  several 
months  in  the  coming  year  as  we  renovate  both  the  chapel  and  the  chapel  organ.  The  first 
Charles  and  Elizabeth  Prothro  Fellowships  and  Prothro  Promise  for  Ministry  Scholarships  will 
be  awarded  for  fall  1998,  reflecting  a  generous  gift  of  scholarship  support.  Additional  support 
for  student  scholarship  funds  and  intern  placement  funds  is  being  sought. 

We  are  pleased  that  students  like  Cathleen  Alexander  choose  Perkins  because  they  desire 
excellence  in  education.  All  of  us  at  Perkins,  from  the  faculty  to  the  administrators  and  to  the 
staff,  are  committed  to  making  that  excellence  happen.  We  give  thanks  to  our  friends  across 
the  jurisdiction  that  grant  us  support  and  encouragement  in  that  endeavor.

SAINT  PAUL  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY 

Last  year  we  had  the  largest  enrollment  of  degree  students  in  history.  They  came  from  thirty- 
five  states  and  five  countries.  The  Course  of  Study  program  continues  to  expand  as  more  lay 
preachers  serve  within  The  United  Methodist  Church. 
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Last  May,  we  had  the  largest  graduating  class  in  the  history  of  the  seminary.  Dr.  Rebecca 
Chopp,  M.Div.,  '77,  spoke  to  the  graduates.  She  spoke  of  her  own  experience  as  a  student  at 
Saint  Paul,  including  her  graduation  day.  Dr.  Chopp,  a  faculty  member  at  Candler  School  of 
Theology,  is  serving  this  year  as  Acting  Provost  of  Emory  University. 

On  September  4,  we  began  our  thirty-ninth  academic  year.  Students,  faculty  and  staff  came 
together  in  Kresge  Chapel  for  the  Opening  Convocation.  This  time  of  worship,  including  the 
Lord's  Supper,  has  marked  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  at  Saint  Paul. 

This  year  the  first  Fall  Symposium  was  held  for  clergy  and  laity  featuring  lectures,  workshops 
and  worship. 

The  new  main  entrance  to  our  renovated  campus  was  named  Bishop  Matthew  W.  Clair,  Jr., 
Drive. 

Integration  of  theory  with  the  practice  of  ministry  is  a  mainstay  of  the  Saint  Paul  education 
philosophy.  One  example  is  that  in  the  past  year  Saint  Paul  students  served  in  over  200 
ministry  settings  in  the  region. 

New  faculty  books  in  1997  include:  A  Future  for  Truth:  Evangelical  Theology  in  a 
Postmodern  World  by  Hal  Knight,  Assistant  Professor  of  Evangelism;  The  Sermon:  Dancing 
the  Edge  of  Mystery  and  a  Korean  edition  of  The  Homiletical  Plot  by  Eugene  L.  Lowry, 
William  K.  McElvaney  Professor  of  Preaching;  Embracing  the  Spirit:  Womanist  Perspectives 
on  Hope,  Salvation  and  Transformation  by  Emilie  M.  Townes,  Associate  Professor  of 
Christian  Social  Ethics  and  Black  Church  Ministries. 

Please  know  how  much  your  interest,  prayers  and  support  mean  to  our  students  and  to  our 
mission  of  preparing  reforming  leaders  for  a  new  century.  We  seek  to  prepare  leaders  who, 
faithful  to  the  Wesleyan  spirit,  know  God,  proclaim  Christ,  and  seek  justice.

SOUTHERN  METHODIST  UNIVERSITY 

I  am  pleased  to  share  with  you  a  number  of  exciting  developments  at  SMU  during  the  past 
year.  The  state  of  the  University  is  very  good  and  the  anticipated  future  is  even  brighter. 

When  business  or  institutions  adopt  strategic  plans,  it's  sometimes  difficult  to  envision  the 
results  in  ways  that  are  real  and  measurable.  The  assumption  is  that  if  the  plan  is  "strategic," 
its  impact  will  be  far  in  the  future,  removed  even  from  those  who  have  played  a  role  in  the 
planning. 

At  SMU,  one  of  the  ways  we're  translating  our  Strategic  Plan  for  1996-2000  into  action  is  to 
make  ourselves  accountable  on  a  yearly  basis  for  tangible  progress.  Each  September,  I  report 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  status  of  the  plan's  six  goals  and  25  objectives,  and  then  articulate 
the  action  that  will  occur  in  the  coming  year.  This  is  our  second  year  of  annual  reporting,  and 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  we're  seeing  exciting  results. 

One  example  is  the  opening  this  fall  of  SMU-in-Legacy,  which  supports  our  Strategic  Plan 
goal  to  enhance  institutional  partnerships. 
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Legacy  is  a  master-planned  business  community  in  Piano,  one  of  the  fastest-growing  areas  of 
North  Dallas.  It  is  home  of  the  world  headquarters  of  such  corporations  as  EDS,  J.C.  Penney, 
Dr.  Pepper/Seven-Up,  FIN  A,  Inc.,  and  Frito-Lay  Company.  In  fact,  SMU-in-Legacy  was 
made  possible  by  the  generous  donation  of  a  building  to  SMU  from  EDS,  an  indication  of  the 
importance  that  such  corporations  place  upon  continued  education  and  training  for  their 
employees  and  for  residents  of  surrounding  communities  as  well.  The  48,000  square-foot 
building  has  been  renovated  to  provide  the  latest  in  voice,  data  and  video-conferencing 
technologies. 

SMU-in-Legacy  is  a  vivid  expression  of  the  University's  commitment  to  serve  the  changing 
educational  needs  of  the  Metroplex,  and  to  provide  the  intellectual  resources  for  companies 
and  individuals  to  compete  in  a  global  environment.  Programs  range  from  advanced  computer 
training  to  MBA  classes  and  continuing  studies  in  the  humanities. 

As  I  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  September  meeting,  numerous  other  areas  of  the 
Strategic  Plan  have  been  put  into  action.  For  example,  additional  classrooms  have  been 
renovated  to  facilitate  faculty  use  of  instructional  technology. 

The  Cary  M.  Maguire  Center  for  Ethics  and  Public  Responsibility  sponsored  conferences  and 
lectures  and  developed  courses.  More  professors  added  service  learning  to  their  courses. 
SMU  students  performed  nearly  21,000  hours  of  community  service  last  year. 

In  other  areas,  SMU  began  student  recruitment  efforts  in  the  Pacific  Rim  and  added  Chinese  to 
the  curriculum  for  the  first  time.  The  Law  School  created  the  NAFTA  and  Latin  American 
Legal  Center  to  offer  conferences  and  publications.  And  all  schools,  ranging  from  Perkins 
School  of  Theology  to  Meadows  School  of  the  Arts,  made  progress  to  strengthen  research, 
enhance  community  and  corporate  partnerships,  and  add  global  dimensions  to  their  offerings. 

The  future  for  SMU,  as  seen  through  its  Strategic  plan  and  yearly  progress  reports,  combines  a 
commitment  to  progress  both  in  traditional  ways  and  through  innovations  that  transcend 
current  ways  of  thinking  to  provide  educational  services  for  a  changing  society. 

The  Capital  Campaign  has  reached  $215  million  toward  the  goal  of  $350  million.  A  gift  this 
spring  of  $5  million  was  received  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Blanton  of  Houston  toward  a  $10 
million  Student  Services  building  which  will  house  Admissions,  Financial  Aid,  the  Registrar 
and  Cashier's  office.  The  ground-breaking  ceremony  is  scheduled  for  February  19th  for  the 
new  entrance  connecting  Fondren  Library  and  the  Science  and  Engineering  Library. 

In  addition,  we  have  appointed  two  new  academic  deans,  Dr.  Al  Neimi  to  the  Cox  School  of 
Business  and  Dr.  Jasper  Neel  to  Dedman  College,  as  well  as  a  new  Dean  of  Student  Life,  Dr. 
Gage  E.  Paine.  We  anticipate  a  new  dean  for  the  Law  School  this  spring. 

Our  United  Campus  Ministry  Program  received  Reverend  Greg  Ligon's  resignation  this 
summer.  Reverend  Fred  Durham  of  Tyler  Street  United  Methodist  church  is  chairing  the 
Search  Committee.  The  new  Campus  Minister  will  be  in  place  by  June  1,  1998. 

SMU  continues  to  need  and  appreciate  your  interest,  prayers,  leadership  and  gifts  as  we  affirm 
our  United  Methodist  heritage.

Article  1 .  STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE 

The  Campus  Ministry  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  on  the  campuses  of  The  University  of 
New  Orleans,  Southern  University  of  New  Orleans  and  Delgado  College  is  called  into  being 
by  our  vision  of  Almighty  God  as  witnessed  in  the  life  and  teaching  of  Jesus  the  Christ  to  offer 
the  claims  of  the  gospel  to  the  students,  faculty,  administration  and  staff  of  the  three 
institutions  of  higher  education  located  in  New  Orleans.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this 
Campus  Ministry  is  established  for  the  following  purposes: 

1 .  To  allow  The  United  Methodist  Church  an  active  voice  at  these  schools,  and  in  turn, 
to  foster  an  awareness  of  the  dynamics  of  these  schools  in  the  life  of  the  several 
United  Methodist  Congregations  in  the  New  Orleans  area. 

2.  To  examine  seriously  the  Christian  faith  with  students,  faculty,  staff  and 
administrators  and  to  assist  them  to  deepen,  enrich  and  mature  their  relationships 
with  God  and  people. 

3.  To  consider  and  become  involved  with  those  Christian  concerns  common  to  higher 
education  communities,  local  church  members  and  the  community  at  large,  and  to 
offer  the  social  concerns  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  as  an  alternate  way  of 
thinking  and  acting  when  necessary. 

4.  To  implement  and  maintain  processes  of  communication  between  the  schools  and 
the  several  local  churches  of  The  United  Methodist  connection. 

5.  To  fill  the  administrative  functions  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  this  ministry  in 
higher  education. 

Article  II.  MEMBERSHIP  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Campus  Ministry  shall  be  composed  of  the  following: 

1 .  Ex  Officio  Members  (with  vote) 

a)  The  Superintendent  of  the  New  Orleans  District 

b)  The  Lay  Leader  of  the  New  Orleans  District  or  designate 

c)  The  President  of  the  New  Orleans  UMW  or  designate 

d)  The  Campus  Ministers  serving  with  this  Board 

e)  The  Rev.  John  B.  Koelemay,  honorary  life-time  member 

2.  Elected  members 

Four  members  of  the  support  groups  from  the  various  campuses,  of  whom  at  least 
one  from  each  campus  shall  be  a  student  and  one  shall  be  a  member  of  the  campus 
minister's  local  church  or  another  United  Methodist  Church  in  the  New  Orleans 
District. 

Article  III.  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  composed  of  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  the  Campus  Ministers  and  the  District  Superintendent  who  shall  nominate  the  four 
members  of  each  of  the  three  support  groups  to  the  full  Board  of  Directors  for  election  at  the 
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last  meeting  of  the  year.  These  nominees  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  Conference  or 
New  Orleans  District  committee  for  presentation  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  election.  Their 
offices  shall  begin  July  1  of  each  year.  The  Campus  Ministers  shall  rotate  yearly  for  chairing 
this  committee. 

Article  IV.  ELECTIONS  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  a  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  to  present  to  the  Board  for  election  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  year,  at  least  one  of 
whom  shall  be  from  each  Support  Group.  The  office  of  President  shall  rotate  at  least  every 
two  years  among  the  Support  Groups.  (A  regular  rotation  from  the  groups  shall  be  followed.) 

Article  V.  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  composed  of  the  elected  officers, 
chairpersons  of  the  standing  committees,  the  District  Superintendent,  the  Campus  ministers 
and  one  student  member  from  each  Support  Group. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Board  and  its  meetings 
will  be  on  call  by  the  President  or  the  District  Superintendent  in  consultation  with  the  Campus 
Minister.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  act  as  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  Board. 

Article  VI.  MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  quarterly.  Other  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  President,  or  the  New  Orleans  District  Superintendent  in  consultation  with  a 
Campus  Minister.  Notices  must  be  mailed  for  a  meeting  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Article  VII.  RESPONSIBILITIES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

There  shall  be  two  standing  committees  of  the  Board  as  follows:  a  personnel  committee,  a 
nominating  committee  and  three  support  groups  representing  each  campus.  These  committees 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  in  consultation  with  the  Campus  Ministers. 


The  responsibilities  of  the  standing  committees  are  as  follows: 

1 .  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  act  in  the  same  manner  as  a  Pastor  Parish  Relations 
Committee  of  a  local  church. 

2.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  bring  nominations  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its 
appointed  time  and  throughout  the  year  as  vacancies  occur. 

Article  VIII.  CAMPUS  SUPPORT  GROUPS 

Each  Campus  Minister  shall  form  a  Support  Group  of  at  least  six  members  being  inclusive  of 
students,  university  personnel,  ministers  and  lay  persons.  The  students,  lay  persons,  ministers 
and  university  personnel  may  be  members  of  communions  other  than  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  though  the  majority  of  each  Support  Group  must  be  members  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church.  These  Support  Groups  shall  meet  regularly  with  the  Campus  Minister  to 
assist  in  designing  the  ministry  for  their  campus.  Cooperative  and  ecumenical  ministries  are 
encouraged. 
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Article  IX.  LENGTH  OF  TERMS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
or  a  duly  called  meeting.  The  By-Law  to  be  amended  must  be  mailed  to  the  Board  members 
at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 


Note:   When  possible  the  President  of  the  Board  and  the  Chairperson  of  the  Nominating  Committee  shall 
be  from  difference  campuses.

•  The  Acadiana  District  held  two  Lay  Speaking  Schools;  one  for  the  Basic  Course  and 
the  other  had  the  Advanced  Courses.

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D.  CONFERENCE  CENTER  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

More  and  more  the  Conference  Center  is  becoming  a  gathering  place  for  people  from  all 
over  the  state.  Methodist  Churches,  other  denominations,  commercial  groups,  state 
groups,  and  others  are  finding  that  this  is  an  ideal  location  to  hold  seminars,  study  groups, 
meetings  of  various  kinds  as  the  Conference  Center  offers  a  facility  that  cannot  be  equaled 
anywhere. 

The  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  was  asked  by  the  parish  planners  to  give  a  name 
to  the  entrance  road  that  leads  into  our  facility.  This  would  make  it  possible  for 
emergency  vehicles  to  know  exactly  where  they  were  going  when  such  a  need  arises.  The 
board  approved  the  recommendation  of  Methodist  Parkway  and  this  name  was  passed  on 
to  Mayor  Butler  who  will  take  the  name  to  the  parish  planning  committee  and  complete 
the  process  needed  for  us. 

Mrs.  Joy  Solomon  has  been  actively  engaged  in  promoting  the  need  for  a  children's  cross 
at  the  Conference  Center.  This  cross  would  be  located  in  an  open  area  directly  across 
from  the  lake.  The  lighted  cross  will  have  a  height  of  approximately  25-30  feet.  Her 
proposed  Nature  Trail  will  lead  to  the  foot  of  the  cross.  Eventually  the  area  will  be 
developed  to  include  benches  and  ground  lighting  with  landscaping  around  the  base  of  the 
cross.  Thompson  Electric  is  the  firm  used  for  the  construction  of  the  cross.  The  cross  has 
now  been  installed  and  will  be  available  for  dedication  when  the  children  meet  with 
Bishop  Solomon  at  the  Conference  Center  on  Confirmation  Day,  April  4th. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  asked  Mr.  Paul  White,  a  real  estate  developer  in  Alexandria  to 
look  into  the  possibility  of  selling  frontage  property  on  Coolee  Crossing  Road.  He  feels 
that  we  could  realize  something  between  $25  and  $30,000  a  lot.  There  would  be 
something  like  seven  to  nine  lots  measuring  150'  x  300'.  This  would  certainly  give  us 
some  additional  money  that  could  be  paid  toward  the  indebtedness  that  we  have  on  the 
Conference  Center. 

The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  has  completed  the  payment  of  one  million 
dollars  for  the  Administration  Building  at  the  Conference  Center.  The  Board  expressed  its 
appreciation  to  this  organization  and  approved  naming  the  building  The  Jesse  B.  Stafford 
Building  in  memory  of  Mr.  Stafford  who  made  such  a  sizable  contribution  to  the 
Methodist  Foundation  and  in  return,  the  Foundation  has  shared  some  of  that  income  with 
us  in  the  payment  of  this  building. 

The  Operations  Committee  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  a  group  of  United 
Methodist  laity  with  particular  expertise  in  financial  planning  and  management  be  secured 
to  work  with  the  Conference  Center  to  develop  a  comprehensive  proposal  to  address  its 
financial  concerns  including  but  not  limited  to  Operations  debt  reduction  and  revenue 
generation.  Dr.  Matheny,  Chair  of  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  asked  Mr. 
Fred  Loy  to  Chair  this  particular  group.  The  committee  had  its  first  meeting  on  November 
26th.  The  members  of  the  committee  are  Dr.  Thomas  D.  Clark,  Don  Corliss,  Bridges 
Eglin,  Riley  Ethridge,  Leroy  Harvey,  Shiles  McChord,  Greg  Nesbitt,  Governor  David  C. 
Treen  and  William  D.  Zollinger.  The  committee  completed  its  work  by  the  first  of  the 
year  and  reported  to  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  regarding  its 
recommendations  and  findings.  It  was  recommended  that  their  report  be  given  to  the 
Policy  Committee  for  study  and  recommendations  to  future  meeting  of  the  Conference 
Center  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Dr.  Stone  Caraway  reported  that  permanent  financing  of  the  Conference  Center's 
indebtedness  was  made  with  Hancock  Bank,  stating  that  the  amount  of  three  million 
dollars  would  be  amortized  over  a  period  of  five  years  at  6-3/4%  interest.  Interest  will 
need  to  be  paid  quarterly  along  with  any  unscheduled  principle  payments. 

The  Conference  Center  Director,  Harry  Gardner,  has  been  very  busy  marketing  the 
Conference  Center.  He  has  been  traveling  all  over  the  state  meeting  with  various  groups, 
churches  and  other  interested  people  telling  them  about  the  facilities  that  the  Conference 
Center  has  to  offer.  He  has  also  worked  out  an  arrangement  for  Elder  hostel  to  use  the 
Center's  facility.  Along  with  this,  LSU  Alexandria  is  working  with  Mr.  Gardner  to 
organize  a  program,  which  will  begin  in  October  and  will  find  Elder  hostel  groups  coming 
in  October,  November  and  December  for  periods  of  study,  relaxation  and  enjoyment. 

In  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  CFA,  the  firm  of  Rosier,  Harrington  and  McKay, 
Certified  Public  Accountants  in  Alexandria  has  audited  the  books  of  the  Conference 
Center.  No  improprieties  were  found  with  the  current  check  writing  and  posting  system 
and  each  item  was  properly  documented.  In  all,  the  firm  found  the  books  in  good  order. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  according  to  financial  records  that  the  Conference  Center  ended 
1997  in  the  black.  This  is  way  ahead  of  projections  that  we  made  in  the  beginning.  We 
are  very  grateful  for  the  support  given  by  United  Methodists  all  over  the  Conference  for 
the  Conference  Center  and  its  Board  of  Trustees.

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E.    UNITED  METHODIST  FOUND  A  TION  OF  LOUISIANA 

Thanks  to  the  confidence  and  support  of  United  Methodists  all  over  Louisiana  your 
United  Methodist  Foundation  enjoyed  another  banner  year  in  1997.  Significant  growth  in 
1997  included  64  new  custodial  accounts  totaling  ,$2,447,632  and  20  new  gift  accounts 
totaling  $1,086,718.  Through  the  first  quarter  of  1998,  17  custodial  accounts  and  5  gift 
accounts  have  been  established.  Total  accounts  now  under  management  are  418.  Assets 
currently  under  management  total  $68,999,292  which  is  an  increase  of  over  600%  in  the  last 
eight  years. 

This  past  year  also  was  one  of  the  best  years  in  our  history  for  total  returns  on  the 
accounts  we  manage: 

Agency  (long-term)  Account  20.3% 

Stafford  Trust  23.9% 

The  Methodist  Home  for  Children  22.7% 

All  Equity  Account  4 1 .2% 

Over  the  last  13  years  our  Agency  Account  has  averaged  a  total  return  of  13%.  In  the 
last  eight  years  we  have  added  about  400  accounts  and  about  $60  million  to  the  Foundation's 
portfolio. 

As  I  complete  eight  years  as  your  Executive  Director,  I  want  to  thank  Bishop  Solomon, 
my  Board  of  Trustees,  a  wonderful  staff  and  the  United  Methodists  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  for  giving  me  this  sacred  opportunity  to  share  in  this  important  ministry.  I  truly 
have  had  the  "best  appointment"  in  Louisiana  Methodism.

Conducting  budget  and/or  capital  fund  campaigns.

By-Laws 


I.  Term  Limitation  for  Chairman 

The  Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  a  one-year  term  and  shall  serve 
no  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  full  terms. 

II.  President/CEO 

The  President  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  charged  with  the  day  to  day 
administration  of  the  corporation  and  shall  have  such  authority  as  may  be  delegated  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  President  serves  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voting 
power  present  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana  Area,  the  President  shall  serve  on  the 
Mission  Cabinet  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  The  President  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  be  subject  to  annual  evaluation  by 
the  Bishop  and  Executive  Committee. 

In  the  event  the  President  is  a  clergy  person,  he  or  she  shall  be  subject  to  the  appointive 
discretion  of  the  Bishop. 

HI.     Clergy  Presence  on  Staff 

The  staff  of  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  shall  contain  at  least  one  active 
or  retired  clergy  person  in  a  full-time  or  part-time  capacity. 
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ARTICLE  I 

Name 
The  name  and  title  of  this  corporation  shall  be: 

UNITED  METHODIST  FOUNDATION  OF  LOUISIANA 

ARTICLE  II 

Duration 
This  corporation  shall  have  and  enjoy  corporate  existence  and  succession  in  perpetuity  unless 
sooner  dissolved  in  accordance  with  applicable  law. 

ARTICLE  m 

Object  and  Purposes 

The  purpose  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  receive  gifts,  legacies,  and  bequests  and  to 
administer  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  Annual  Conference  agencies,  institutions,  local  churches, 
and  causes  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  of  Louisiana;  and  to  carry  on  an  effective  program  of 
encouraging  Methodist  people  in  Louisiana  to  be  good  stewards  of  their  accumulated  resources. 

This  corporation  may  engage  in  any  lawful  activity  for  which  corporations  may  be  formed 
under  the  Nonprofit  Corporation  Law  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time;  and  it  shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  authorized  under  said  law  including, 
without  limitation,  the  general  powers  presently  authorized  under  LSA  R.S.  12:207,  as  it  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time. 

This  corporation  shall,  at  no  time,  engage  in  activities  which  are  not  either  religious, 
charitable  or  educational  in  purpose. 

This  corporation  is  and  shall  remain  a  non-profit  corporation  as  defined  in  Section  201, 
Subsection  7  of  Title  12  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Louisiana. 

"    ARTICLE  IV 

Membership  of  the  Corporation 
This  corporation  is  organized  on  a  non-stock  basis  and  shall  so  remain  at  ail  times. 
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The  members  of  this  corporation  shall  be  those  persons  constituting  its  Board  of  Trustees  and 
their  respective  successors. 

ARTICLE  V 

Board  of  Trustees 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  not  fewer  than  twenty  (20),  nor  more  than  fifty  (50) 
natural' persons  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time,  and  of  who  at  least  sixty  (60%)  percent  shall 
be  laity.  Additionally,  there  will  be  voting  and  non-voting  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  as  provided  herein  and  as  may  be  established  by  the  By-laws. 

Succeeding  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  their  positions  by  action  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  The  United  Methodist  Church,  upon  nomination  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  and  upon 
approval  of  a  majority  vote  of  the  voting  power  present  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Nominating 
Committee  shall  determine,  at  the  time  such  nominations  are  made,  the  number  of  members  to  be 
elected  to  the  membership  and  the  qualifications  of  such  members. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  authority  to  elect  officers,  committee  chairman  and 
committee  members.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  authority  to  amend  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  and  the  By-laws  of  The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana.  Any  amendments 
to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  must  be  approved  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  veto  any  action  taken  by 
the  Executive  Committee  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  voting  power  present  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Trustees  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  (3)  years  and  until  their  respective  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  No  trustee  shall  serve  more  than  three  (3)  consecutive  3-year  terms,  notwithstanding 
time  served  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Restatement  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation. 

The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  divided  into  three  (3)  groups  with  each 
group  consisting,  as  nearly  as  possible,  of  an  equal  number  of  members  so  arranged  that  the  terms  of 
one-third  (1/3)  of  the  membership  shall  expire  each  year. 
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Succeeding  appointments  shall  be  for  three  (3)  year  terms  to  commence  on  June  1st  of  the 
year  the  preceding  terms  expire. 

The  Immediate  Past  Chairman,  the  President  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana  Area  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  shall  be  voting  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  full  rights 
and  privileges. 

The  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  Louisiana  Area  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  be  non-voting  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  but  they  shall  not  enjoy  rights  of  membership  of  the  Corporation. 
At  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  former  Presidents  and  former  Board  Chairmen,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Immediate  Past  Chairman,  may  also  serve  as  not-voting  ex-officio  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

This  Corporation  shall  make  an  annual  report  covering  the  financial  and  business 
administration  of  the  work  of  said  Corporation  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  at  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  during  the  first  four  (4)  months  of 
each  year,  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chairman,  in  each  consecutive  year  at 
which  time  officers  and  committee  chairmen  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  elected  and  installed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  otherwise  meet  upon  call  of  the  Chairman  or,  in  his  absence, 
upon  call  of  the  Vice  Chairman,  and  shall  further  meet  upon  request  of  any  ten  (10)  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Unless  waived  by  all  Board  of  Trustee  members,  all  notices  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  designate  the  time  and  place,  in  Louisiana,  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  be  given  at  least  ten 
(10)  days  prior  to  the  meeting.  If  the  notice  is  given  by  mail,  and  if  it  is  properly  addressed,  with 
sufficient  postage  affixed,  then  the  deposit  of  such  notice  in  any  U.S.  Mail  depository  shall  constitute 
the  giving  of  notice. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  fifteen  (15)  trustees  present  in  person,  by  written 
consent,  or  by  proxy  shall  constitute  a  quorum.    Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  Articles  of 
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Incorporation  or  by  the  By-laws,  any  action  taken  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present  in  person,  by 
written  consent  or  by  proxy  shall  constitute  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  absent  in  person  from  a  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
may  vote  by  written  consent  or  may  be  represented  by  the  vote  of  the  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman, 
Secretary,  Treasurer  or  by  a  proxy  appointed  in  writing  by  any  of  such  officers. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Officers  of  the  Corporation 

The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  Chairman,  a  Vice  Chairman,  a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer,  all  of  whom  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by  the 
majority  vote  of  the  voting  power  present  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  among  its  membership  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  all  of  whom  shall  have  such  duties  and  responsibilities 
as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine,  or  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-laws.  The 
Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Investment  Committee. 

There  shall  also  be  a  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  to  be  nominated  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voting  power  present  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Each  officer  shall  serve  for  a  one  (1)  year  term,  or  until  his/her  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified. 

There  may  also  be  such  other  subsidiary  officers  as  may  be  provided  for,  from  time  to  time, 
by  the  By-laws. 

The  number,  qualifications,  terms  of  office,  term  limitations,  manner  of  election,"  time  and 
place  of  meeting,  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers,  may  be  from  time  to  time,  fixed,  changed, 
increased  or  reduced  by  the  By-laws. 

ARTICLE  Vm 
Executive  Committee 

A.    Establishment,  duties  and  responsibilities: 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which,  subject  to  such  directions  and  regulations  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  in  the  By-laws,  shall  have  the 
general  and  active  management,  supervision,  direction  and  control  over  the  business  and  affairs  of  the 
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Corporation.  The  Executive  Committee  has  authority  to  acquire,  purchase,  invest,  re-invest,  own, 
administrate,  manage,  control,  use,  maintain,  improve,  sell,  exchange,  pledge,  lease,  dispose  of, 
distribute,  and/or  divest  the  Corporation  of  any  an  all  funds  and  property,  movable  and  immovable,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  as  may  be  owned  by  the  Corporation  in  whatever  matter  acquired. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  further  have  authority  to  exercise  all  such  other  powers  and 
to  do  all  such  other  lawful  acts  and  things  which  this  Corporation  or  its  Board  of  Trustees  might  do, 
unless  prohibited  from  doing  so  by  applicable  laws  or  by  these  Articles  of  Incorporation  or  by  the  By- 
laws of  the  Corporation. 

B.     Composition 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  twelve  (12)  members.  Four  (4)  of 
the  members  shall  be  the  following  officers  of  the  Corporation:  (1)  Chairman,  (2)  Vice  Chairman,  (3) 
Secretary,  and  (4)  Treasurer/Investment  Committee  Chairman.  Four  (4)  other  members  shall  be  the 
chairmen  of  the  following  four  (4)  committees:  (1)  Appropriations  Committee;  (2)  Budget 
Committee;  (3)  Promotion  and  Development  Committee;  and  (4)  Loan  Committee.  Additionally,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  there  shall  be  from  two  (2)  to  four  (4)  At-Large 
members.  All  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  voting 
power  present  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Each  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  serve  for  a  one  (1)  year  term,  or  until  his/her 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

The  Immediate  Past  Chairman  shall  be  a  voting  ex-officio  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  President  and  Bishop  shall  be  non-voting  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  number,  qualifications,  terms  of  office,  manner  of  election,  time  and  place  of  meeting, 
and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  fixed,  changed, 
increased  or  reduced  by  the  By-laws. 
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C.  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  in  Louisiana,  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Chairman,  provided  that  at  least  ten  (10)  days  written  notice  thereof  shall  be  first 
given  by  the  Secretary.  If  the  notice  is  given  by  mail,  and  if  it  is  properly  addressed  with  sufficient 
postage  affixed,  then  the  deposit  of  such  notice  in  any  U.S.  Mail  depository  shall  constitute  the  giving 
of  notice. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  five  (5)  members  present  in  person,  by  written 
consent,  or  by  proxy  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  Articles  of 
Incorporation  or  the  By-laws,  any  action  taken  by  a  majority  of  those  members  who  are  present  in 
person,  by  written  consent  or  by  proxy,  shall  constitute  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Any  Executive  Committee  member  absent  from  an  Executive  Committee  meeting  may  vote 
by  written  consent  or  may  be  represented  by  any  other  Executive  Committee  member,  who  may  cast 
the  vote  of  the  absent  Executive  Committee  member  according  to  written  instructions  or  proxy. 

Any  action  which  may  be  taken  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be  taken  by  a 
consent  in  writing  signed  by  the  Executive  Committee  member(s)  and  filed  in  the  records  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Standing  and  Ad-Hoc  Committees 

A.  General 

Subject  to  such  regulations  and  provisions  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  adopt  from  time 
to  time  or  as  may  be  provided  in  the  By-laws,  the  Chairman  shall  have  authority  to  create  standing 
committees  and,  from  time  to  time,  special  or  ad-hoc  committees  and  shall  define  the  duties  thereof. 

B.  Nominating  Committee: 

1 .     Establishment,  Duties  and  Responsibility 

There  shall  be  a  .Nominating  Committee  which,  subject  to  such  directions  and 
regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  the  By-laws,  shall  have  the  responsibility  and  authority  to 
nominate  all  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  all  committee  chairmen,  all  committee  members  and 
all  officers  (with  the  exception  of  the  President)  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting.  The 
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Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  one  (1)  person  for  each  position  and  each  nominee  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voting  power  present  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Election  of  all  officers,  committee  chairmen  and  committee  members  shall  be  final  upon 
the  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  the  event  that  all  nominees  are  not  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  a 
vacancy(ies)  exits,  then,  and  only  then,  will  nominations  be  taken  from  the  floor  at  the  annual  meeting 
to  fill  the  vacancy(ies). 

2.  Composition 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  following  five  (5) 
members:  (1)  The  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Corporation;(2)  the  President;  (3)  One  (1)  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee;  and  (4)  Two  (2)  Trustees  not  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Vice 
Chairman  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  Vice  Chairman,  as  chairman,  has 
the  authority  to  select  the  members  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  with  the  exception  of  the  President. 
Each  member  of  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  serve  for  a  one  (1)  year  term,  or  until  his/her 
successor  is  chosen  by  the  Vice  Chairman. 

3.  Meetings  of  the  Nominating  Committee 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  conduct  a  meeting  of  its  membership  at 
least  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  order  to  nominate 
officers  and  committee  chairmen  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  to  approve  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  election. 

C.     Standing  Committees: 

There  shall  be  an  Appropriations  Committee,  a  Budget  Committee,  a  Promotion  and 
Development  Committee,  an  Investment  Committee  and  a  Loan  Committee.  The  number  of  members 
to  serve  on  each  committee  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Members  of  each  committee 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voting  power 
present  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Chairman  and  President  shall  be  non-voting  ex-officio 
members  of  each  standing  committee. 
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ARTICLE  X 

By-laws 
The  Board  of  Trustees  may  adopt  By-laws  in  harmony  with  the  established  doctrine  and 
worship  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  Book  of  Discipline  for  the  regulation  of  its  affairs 
and,  after  adoption,  the  same  may  be  amended  only  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  voting  members 
present  in  person,  by  written  consent,  or  by  proxy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  an  annual  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Notice  and  quorum  requirements  shall  be  those  as  indicted  in 
Article  VI  of  these  Articles  of  Incorporation. 

ARTICLE  XI

Amendment  of  Articles 
Amendment  of  these  Articles  of  Incorporation  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of  the  voting  power  present  in  person,  by  written  consent  or  by  proxy  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
approval  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church;

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F.   PROFESSIONAL  MINISTRIES 

BOARD  OF  ORDAINED  MINIS TR  Y 

PURPOSE: 

The  Louisiana  Conference  of  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  exists  to  "recruit,  equip, 
nurture  and  deploy"  licensed  and  ordained  spiritual  leaders  for  the  church. 

WE  CONFESS: 

While  we  began  the  quadrennium  with  great  expectations  of  quickly  implementing  all  the 
new  ministry  legislation  of  the  1996  General  Conference,  there  are  still  several 
significant  processes  to  be  addressed  and  implemented,  such  as  "Mentors." 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

•  There  were  120  youth  and  young  adults  from  Louisiana  who  attended  Exploration 
"96"  and  30  persons  25  years  or  older  who  attended  a  similar  "exploration"  event  in 
September  1997  in  Dallas.  Our  Committee  on  Enlistment  and  Recruitment,  Rev. 
Danny  Gleason,  Chair,  is  planning  a  similar  event  within  the  bounds  of  Louisiana 
for  later  this  year,  '98  or  the  first  of  next,  '99. 

•  The  two  Orders,  Elders  chaired  by  Dr.  Chuck  Simmons  and  Deacons  chaired  by 
Rev.  Mickey  Cloud,  are  being  formed  and  shaped,  carefully  and  intentionally 
discerning  how  to  be  a  covenant  community. 

•  At  this  Annual  Conference,  a  local  chapter  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Local 
Pastors  is  to  be  established. 

•  An  Academy  for  Spiritual  Leadership  for  clergy  and  laity  is  being  established  in 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Laity  and  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  The  first  of 
five  tracks  (years)  will  begin  this  fall  1998. 

•  The  financial  response  of  the  churches  of  the  Conference  to  the  Ministerial 
Education  fund  (91%)  was  the  largest  in  many  years.  This  is  the  basic  financial 
resource  for  our  seminarians  and  Course  of  Study  School  students. 

•  The  processes  adopted  last  year  by  the  Board  are  all  now  in  place  and  operative.

The  following  qualifications  shall  be  fulfilled  prior  to  the  Board's  recommendation  to  the 
clergy  session: 

1 .  Served  four  (4)  years  full  time  since  being  elected  as  an  associate  member  of  the

2.  Completed  the  following  academic  requirements: 

a)  Undergraduate  degree  or  equivalent; 

b)  Five  (5)  year  Course  of  Study  School; 

c)  Minimum  of  24  semester  hours  of  the  basic  graduate  theological  studies  of  the 
Christian  faith,  including  the  areas  of:  Old  Testament;  New  Testament; 
Theology;  Church  History;  Mission  of  the  Church  in  the  World; 
Worship/Liturgy;  and  United  Methodist  doctrine,  polity  and  history.  This 
requirement  may  be  fulfilled  in  either  a  school  of  theology  approved  by  the 
University  Senate  or  the  Advanced  Course  of  Study  provided  by  the  General 
Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry;  (an  approved  C.P.E.  may  equal  6 
semester  hours). 

(Qualifications  1  and  2  above  must  be  completed  before  applications  for  Full  Connection  can 
be  made  to  the  Division  of  Elders.  This  option  to  make  application  for  Full  Connection  is 
available  until  December  31,  2000.) 

3.  One  year  under  the  supervision  of  the  Division  of  Elders  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry; 

4.  Provide  a  written  statement  demonstrating  an  understanding  of  the  theology  of  the 
ordination  of  Deacons  and  Elders  and  a  willingness  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of  those 
ordinations; 

5.  Must  have  the  Cabinet's  recommendation.

COMMISSION  ON  EQUITABLE  COMPENSATION 

The  Book  of  Discipline  clearly  states  that  "The  primary  responsibility  for  payment  of  pastoral 
salaries  remains  with  individual  pastoral  charges"  (622.4  and  249.12).  In  addition,  the  Annual 
Conference  provides  a  program  of  support  for  the  ministers  (not  the  individual  churches)  to 
assure  them  a  livable  level  of  financial  support  when  serving  a  full-time  appointment. 
Towards  this  end,  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  recommends  the  following 
program: 

Local  churches  whose  ministerial  leadership  is  receiving  an  Equitable  Compensation  Grant  are 
expected: 

1 .  To  raise  their  local  compensation  by  a  minimum  of  5%  annually  until  there  is  no 
longer  a  need  for  Conference  support. 

2.  To  pay  all  apportioned  ministerial  items  (Pension,  Equitable  Compensation, 
Episcopal  and  District  Superintendents  Funds),  World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolences. 

3.  To  conduct  an  Annual  Stewardship  Campaign. 

4.  To  carry  Louisiana  Worker's  Compensation  insurance  on  their  minister  and  staff. 

5.  To  pay  a  minimum  of  25%  of  Conference  Medical  and  Health  Care  premiums. 

I.      The  formula  for  1999  grants  will  be  based  on  the  1998  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
Average  Compensation. 
A.     The  minister's  Conference  relationship  sets  the  Equitable  Compensation  he/she  is 
eligible  to  receive  as  outlined  below.     Any  changes  in  Conference  relationship 
during  the  year  will  change  eligibility:

B.  For  the  purposes  of  determining  the  Equitable  Compensation  Grants,  the  minister's 
total  base  compensation  includes  base  salary,  travel,  utilities,  any  continuing 
education  funds  in  excess  of  $500,  and  any  housing  allowance  above  25%  of 
minister's  base  salary.  This  would  begin  January  1,  1999. 

C.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $100  for  each  year  of  service  as  a  full-time  minister 
up  to  a  maximum  of  10  years  of  service. 

D.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $200  a  year  for  each  church  over  one. 
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E.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  its  share  of  MPP  and  CPP  based  on  the  minister's 
income. 

F.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  Continuing  Education  equal  to  the  cost  of  Minister's 
School  at  Centenary  College  less  the  amount  the  charge  pays  for  Continuing 
Education. 

G.  Annual  Grants  approved  by  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments 
on  the  basis  of  available  funds  at  the  beginning  of  the  calendar  year.  Appropriations 
shall  be  made  on  a  pro-rata  basis,  in  the  event  of  insufficient  funds. 

H.     Permanent  Deacons  are  eligible  for  Equitable  Compensation  Grants  only  if  they  are 

serving  in  full-time  appointments  as  pastor. 
I.      The  charge  to  which  the  minister  is  appointed  must  be  classified  by  the  Cabinet  as  a 

full-time   appointment   for   the   minister   to   be   eligible   for   full    compensation. 

Associate  pastors  are  not  eligible  for  Equitable  Compensation  Grants. 
J.      All  income  from  salary,  wages  or  compensation  from  services  rendered  will  be 

considered  in  determining  eligibility  for  Equitable  Compensation  Grants. 
K.     District     Superintendents     must     submit    to     the     Commission     on     Equitable 

Compensation  chairperson  an  application  for  each  minister  in  their  District  seeking 

assistance  from  the  Equitable  Compensation  Fund.  These  are  to  be  sent  after  Charge 

Conference  but  no  later  than  December  3 1  and  for  new  appointments,  as  soon  as 

possible,  using  application  forms  furnished  by  the  Commission. 
L.     All  ministers  receiving  Equitable  Compensation  Grants  are  required  to  renew  their 

applications  when  receiving  a  change  in  appointment,  and  to  notify  the  chairperson 

of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  of  any  change  in  compensation  or 

conference  relationship. 
M.    Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  upon  recommendation  of  the 

Cabinet  and  concurrence  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission  on 

Equitable  Compensation. 
N.     Ministerial  members  appointed  for  less  than  full-time  service  as  defined  by  The 

Book    of    Discipline    will    be    considered    for    participation    in    the    Equitable 

Compensation  Fund  upon  recommendation  of  the  Cabinet. 
O.     Any  pastor  receiving  an  Equitable  Compensation  Grant  starting  in  January,  1998 

and  is  adversely  affected  by  Equitable  Compensation  rule  changes  made  at  Annual 

Conference  1998  will  be  granted  special  consideration  until  they  are  in  a  new 

appointment. 
P.     To  facilitate  Missional  Appointments,  certain  funds  will  be  made  available  to  the 

Cabinet  to  "provide  for  supplementing  base  compensation  beyond  the  minimum 

base  compensation  schedule."  (See  par. 622. 5,  the  Book  of  Discipline,  1996) 

II.  REGARDING  MOVING  EXPENSES:  Charges  of  250  members  or  less  which  have 
frequent  changes  in  pastors  shall  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Conference  with 
moving  expenses  on  the  following  basis: 

A.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  one  year  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the  change,  the 
Conference  shall  pay  to  the  charge  Vi  of  the  actual  moving  expenses  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $500. 

B.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  two  years  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the  change,  the 
Conference  shall  pay  to  the  charge  Vi  of  the  actual  moving  expenses  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $300. 

C.  If  the  pastor  is  moved  after  three  or  more  years,  no  assistance  shall  be  available  to 
the  charge. 

D.  The  pastor  must  be  living  on  the  charge  in  order  for  the  charge  to  receive  such 
assistance. 

E.  Verification  of  moving  expenses  shall  be  made  by  submitting  a  copy  of  the  bill  to 
the  District  Superintendent  in  whose  District  the  charge  is  located. 
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F.  Requests  for  assistance  shall  be  initiated  by  the  charge,  approved  by  the  District 
Superintendent  (in  whose  District  the  charge  is),  then  submitted  to  the  Chairperson 
of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation. 

G.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  by  the  Cabinet's 
recommendation,  by  the  willingness  of  the  District  making  the  request  to  provide 
50%  of  the  requested  amount,  and  concurrence  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation.

That  exponents  of  the  Inclusive  Plan  would  spiritually  and  diligently  work  to  effect 
projections  as  proposed  in  said  plan. 
•       That  meetings  with  the  Cabinet  and  the  Commission  will  take  place  to  determine 
progress  on  the  plan  as  it  permeates  all  levels. 

ITEMS  FOR  ACTION: 

1.  Whereas  this  Commission  has  found  its  function  impeded  by  the  "Values  Team" 
structure,  and  whereas  the  problem  of  Racism  continues  in  the  churches  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Structure,  be 
it  therefore  mandated  that  this  the  1998  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  abolish  the 
"Values  Team"  and  reinstate  the  current  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and 
Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women.  Furthermore,  be  it  mandated  by  this 
the  1998  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  that  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on 
Religion  and  Race  AND  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Rule 
of  Women  be  placed  on  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  and  one  member  from  each 
of  these  two  Commissions  be  placed  on  each  of  the  Nine  District  Ministry  Teams. 

2.  Whereas  ethnic  minority  churches  comprise  approximately  113  out  of  642 
congregations  and  ethnic  minority  members  of  all  of  those  churches  number 
approximately  1 7,879  out  of  approximately  1 26,295  total  church  members  in  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and  whereas  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  has 
limited  conference  staff  time  and  aid  for  those  churches  and  church  members,  be  it 
therefore  mandated  that  this  the  1998  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  establish  a  task 
force  for  ethnic  church  development  that  will  assist  ethnic  churches.  The  task  force 
will  develop  and  compile  resources  at  the  Annual  Conference  level  to  help  these 
churches.  The  task  force  also  will  assist  these  churches  in  developing  local  financial 
and  human  resources  for  the  ministries  of  church  growth,  evangelism,  building 
maintenance  and  improvement  and  social  and  community  development  in  the 
neighborhoods  around  those  ethnic  churches.  The  task  force  should  include 
effective  ethnic  minority  leadership  from  around  the  Conference.

COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCE  RULES 
PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  THE  CONFERENCE  RULES 

ARTICLE  I:  MANUAL  AS  RULE/GUIDELINE 

The  Manual,  "Design  for  a  New  Day,"  is  the  guideline/rule 
for  the  operation  of  the  structure  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  It  may  be  changed  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team. 

(RATIONALE:  This  article,  and  the  changes  in  the 
Conference  Rules,  which  follow,  are  made  in  light  of  the  action 
taken  at  the  1997  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  which 
dissolved  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  nine 
District  Council  on  Ministries  as  of  December  31,  1997,  and  the 
new  Conference  structure  which  became  effective  January  1,  1998. 
The  proposed  new  structure  we  are  "living  into"  must  remain 
flexible  and  receptive  to  change.  Recommendations  for  "fine- 
tuning"  the  structure  should  be  directed  to  the  Transition  team. 
The  Transition  Team  will  then  make  recommendations  for  further 
changes  in  the  new  structure  at  successive  sessions  of  the  Annual 
Conference  through  2000.) 

ARTICLE  II:  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES 

A.  BOARDS 

Delete  Article  I,  Section  A,  Rules  1-6,  and  replace  with 
the  following: 

1.  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

The  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  will  comprise  the 
membership  of  the  following  boards:  Conference  Board  of 
Church  and  Society,  Conference  Board  of  Disci pi eship, 
Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  and  Conference 
Board  of  Higher  Education  &  Campus  Ministry.  The 
chairpersons  of  the  above  boards,  as  elected  at  the 
Annual  Conference,  will  be  members  of  the  CMT  and  will 
preside  as  chairperson  of  the  respective  board.  When 
decisions  are  required  by  any  one  of  the  respective 
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boards,  said  board  will  be  chaired  by  its  elected 
chairperson  and  appropriate  business  will  be  conducted. 
The  persons  required  by  The  Book  of  Discipline  on  each 
of  the  above  boards  shall  be  included  as  members  of  the 
respective  boards. 

(Change  remainder  of  ARTICLE  I,  Section  A,  Rules  7-10 
to  ARTICLE  II,  Section  A,  Rules  2  -  5.) 

B.  COMMISSIONS 

2.  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and 
Interreligious  Concerns 

(Delete  Article  I,  Section  B,  Rule  2,  and  replace  with 
the  following:) 

2.  The  Conference  Ministry  Team  will  comprise  the 
membership  of  the  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and 
Interreligious  Concerns.  The  chairperson  of  the  above 
commission,  as  elected  at  the  Annual  Conference,  will 
be  a  member  of  the  CMT  and  will  preside  as  the 
chairperson  of  the  commission.  When  decisions  are 
required  by  the  commission  it  will  be  chaired  by  its 
elected  chairperson  and  appropriate  business  will  be 
conducted.  The  persons  required  by  The  Book  of 
Discipline  on  the  above  commission  shall  be  included 
as  members  of  the  commission. 

3.  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Religion 
and  Race  elected  for  the  quadrennium.  The  membership  shall 
consist  of: 

1.  One  lay  person  from  each  district  and  nine 
mi  ni  sters-at-1 arge . 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

The  functions  and  selection  of  members  of  the  Commission 
shall  follow  the  general  guidelines  and  structure  of  the 
General  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as  specified  in  The 
Book  of  Discipline. 
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5.  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status 
and  Role  of  Women  elected  for  the  quadrennium.  Membership 
shall  consist  of  fifteen  persons,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  women,  but  including  men,  clergy  and  lay.  The 
chairperson  shall  be  a  woman.  Selection  of  commission 
personnel  shall  include  representatives  of  ethnic  and 
racial  minorities,  youth/young  adults,  persons  over  sixty 
years  of  age  and  various  lifestyles.  The  commission  shall 
develop  programs  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  as 
specified  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 


C.  COMMITTEES 

7.  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 

(Amend  the  following,  as  indicated.) 

b.  Nine  District  Representatives 

Each  District  Conference,  District  Ministry  Team, 

or  District  Committee  on  Nominations,  as 
appropriate  in  the  respective  districts,  shall 
elect  one  representative,  lay  or  clergy,  to  serve 
as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations . 

c.  Six  Members-at-Large 

In  order  to  ensure  adequate  representation  of 
racial  and  ethnic  persons,  youth,  young  adults, 
older  adults,  women  and  men,  clergy  and  laity, 
persons  with  a  handicapping  condition,  persons 
from  small -membership  churches,  distribution  by 
geographic  area,  and  differing  theological 
perspectives,  six  members-at-large  shall  be 
appointed  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  Bishop, 
the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  and  the  Chairperson  of 
Conference  Values  Team  (Upon  its  implementation 
following  the  2000  Annual  Conference,  if 
legislatively  permissible). 

The  Bishop  shall  serve  as  the  chairperson  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations.  Other  officers  may  be 
elected  by  the  Committee  as  the  Committee  deems 
necessary.  The  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications 
and   the   Conference   Secretary   shall   serve   as 
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consultants  to  the  Committee. 

District  Representatives  and  Members-at-Large  shall 
serve  quadrennial  (four-year)  terms.  The  district 
representatives  must  be  "attached"  to  a  local 
congregation,  institution,  or  agency  within  the 
district  they  have  been  elected  to  represent-- 
relocation  outside  the  district  during  the 
quadrennium  shall  require  that  a  new  district 
representative  be  elected. 

The  Committee  shall  nominate  to  the  Annual  Conference  such 
officers  and  members  of  Boards,  Council,  Teams,  Committees, 
and  Commissions  as  the  law  of  the  Church  or  the  Rules  of 
the  Conference  require,  or  as  the  Conference  deems 
necessary  to  its  work. 

11.  Conference  Committee  on  Special  Ministries 
(Delete  the  above.) 

(Explanatory  Note:  The  functions  of  this  committee  are 
re-assigned  to  the  Special  Ministries  Coordinator  and  the 
Conference  Mission  Funding  Team.) 

12.  The  following  Committees  will  be  named  by  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team  as  committees  of  the  CMT  to 
fulfill  the  functions  of  the  Book  of  Discipline. 
This  includes  the  following:  the  Committee  on  Parish 
and  Community  Development,  the  Committee  on 
Disability  Concerns  and  the  Committee  on  Native 
American  Ministry.  Persons  responsible  for 
maintaining  the  connectional  relationship  for  each 
committee  will  be  named  by  the  CMT. 

(Add  the  following.) 

D.  TEAMS 

1.   Conference  Values  Team 

(a).  Beginning  with  the  Annual  Conference  in  2000,  (if 
legislatively  permissible)  the  Conference  Values  Team  shall 
be  composed  of  twenty^  seven  persons.  From  each  district 
there  shall  be  one  laywoman,  one  layman,  and  one  clergy 
person  --  one  of  whom  must  be  an  ethnic  minority  person. 
The  members  of  the  CVT  shall  be  nominated  by  the  District 
Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the  Annual 
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Conference.  Each  member  will  be  elected  to  a  four-year 
term,  a  maximum  of  two  quadrennia  or  portions  thereof.  The 
Conference  Values  Team  will  elect  its  own  officers. 

The  CVT  will  have  the  functions  described  in  The  Book  of 
Discipline,  regarding  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race, 
the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  and  the 
Committee  on  Disability  Concerns.  The  CVT  will  name  one  of 
its  members  from  each  district  to  be  the  representative 
from  the  CVT  to  serve  on  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  one 
of  its  members  to  serve  as  the  representative  on  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team. 

2.  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team 

(a)  The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  will  be  selected  annually  by 
the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  Members  of  the  Ad  Hoc 
Evaluation  Team  shall  not  be  members  of  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team. 

(b)  The  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team  shall  design  an  instrument 
that  will  incorporate  a  process  evaluation  and  a  product 
evaluation  of  the  reorganization  plan  and  determine  the 
degree  to  which  the  mission  of  the  conference  has  been 
realized.  The  evaluation  will  include  a  response  from  all 
staff  members  and  team  members  at  the  district  and 
conference  levels.  Responses  will  be  collected  for  review 
by  the  Ad  Hoc  Evaluation  Team. 

An  annual  report  will  be  made  to  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team.  The  CMT  will-  review  the  report  in 
establishing  priorities  needed  to  fulfill  the  vision 
of  the  conference  and  as  a  basis  for  decision-making 
and  for  recommendations  to  the  conference. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  Ad  Hoc 
Evaluation  Team  are  described  in  the  Manual  of  the 
"Design  for  a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed 
and  "fine-tuned"  annually  by  the  Transition  Team 
through  the  Annual  Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as 
needed  upon  approval  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

3.  Conference  Mission  Funding  Team 

(a)  The  Conference  Mission  Funding  Team  will  be 
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composed  of  eighteen  members,  consisting  of  two 
representatives  from  each  district  who  are  nominated 
by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations;  one- third 
of  whom  shall  be  laymen,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be 
laywomen,  and  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  clergy;  at 
least  one- third  of  the  committee  shall  be  racially 
ethnic  persons.  In  addition,  there  shall  be  a 
representative  from  the  Conference  Ministry  Team 
selected  by  the  CMT,  a  representative  from  the 
Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
(CFA)  selected  by  the  Conference  CFA,  and  the 
Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer.  The  team  shall  elect  its  own 
officers.  The  team  will  be  elected  at  the  1998 
Session  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  assume 
responsibility  on  January  1,  1999. 

The  Mission  Funding  Team  shall  submit  a  budget  for 
the  Conference  Benevolence  Fund  and  the  Wesley 
Foundation  Fund  to  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  It 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  the 
following:  the  Wesley  Foundation  Funds,  the  United 
Methodist  Student  Day  scholarship  funds,  the 
Christian  Education  Sunday  Funds,  funds  for  the 
District  Ministry  Team,  church  building,  extension  or 
relocation  funds  recommended  by  the  District 
Committee  on  Church  Location  and  Church  Extension, 
funds  for  expenses  of  Conference  Boards,  Commissions, 
and  task  forces,  and  any  special  grants.  The 
proposed  budget  will  be  submitted  to  the  conference 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  in  keeping  with 
disciplinary  requirements. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  Transition  Mission  Funding  Team 
through  December  31,  1998.  It  shall  be  composed  of 
the  chairperson  and  two  additional  representatives, 
who  were  elected  at  the  1996  Annual  Conference,  from 
each  of  the  following:  the  Board  of  Church  Extension; 
the  Board  of  Global  Ministries;  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  and  the  Special 
Ministries  Committee,  to  be  selected  by  the  group 
which  they  represent.  The  following  shall  also  be 
members:  a  District  Superintendent  selected  by  the 
Cabinet;  and  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer.   The  team  shall  elect  its  own 
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officers. 


The  Transition  Mission  Funding  team  shall  be  responsible 
for  distribution  of  funds  as  approved  by  the  Annual 
Conference  and  allocated  through  fiscal  year  1998  to  the 
following  responsibilities  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team: 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  Board  of  Global  Ministries, 
Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  Special 
Ministries  Committee,  Commission  on  Archives  and  History, 
the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and  the  Commission  on 
Status  and  Role  of  Women,  the  Conference  Boards, 
Commissions  and  task  forces,  the  District  Ministry  Teams 
and  for  other  transition  expenses. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  Transition 
Funding  Team  are  described  in  the  Manual  of  the  "Design  for 
a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and  "fine-tuned" 
annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual 
Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as  needed  upon  approval  of 
the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

(Rationale  for  changes  in  Article  II  (formerly  Article  I):  The 
only  entity  provided  in  the  new  structure  to  make  ministry 
decisions  on  the  Conference  level  is  the  Conference  Ministry 
Team.) 


ARTICLE  III:  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON  FINANCE 

AND  ADMINISTRATION 

(Amend  the  following,  as  indicated.) 

C.  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BUDGET:  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to 
present  the  Conference  Benevolence  budget  recommendations 
to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  recommended  allocations  to 
conference  program  agencies  should  reflect  agreement 
between  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team.

The  following  persons  upon  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and 
the  Personnel  Committee  and  approval  of  the  CMT  will  be 
employed:  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications,  Special 
Ministries  Coordinator,  Area  Director  of  Mission 
Resourcing,  Director  of  Volunteers  in  Mission  and  Youth 
Coordinator.   If  the  person  employed  to  serve  in  any  of 
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these  positions  is  a  Deacon  or  an  Elder  that  person  must  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  representatives  of  the 
various  groups  are  to  be  selected  by  their  respective 
groups . 

Conference  staff  positions  can  be  amended  by  action  of  the 
Conference  Ministry  Team  between  sessions  of  the  Annual 
Conference  so  long  as  such  are  within  budget  funds  and 
consistent  with  the  missional  priorities  adopted  by  the 
Annual  Conference. 

B.  FUNCTION  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  MINISTRY  TEAM  AND  STAFF 

The  function  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  (CMT)  is  to 
promote  the  vision  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Conference  in  becoming  a  community  of  local  churches  who 
make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.  Each  quadrennium  the  CMT 
will  identify  one  or  more  emphases  to  lead  the 
Conference  to  the  vision.  The  CMT  will  also  serve  as  a 
catalyst  in  leading  the  Conference  in  raising  up  spiritual 
leaders  who  make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ,  and  to 
evaluate  the  degree  to  which  the  mission  is  being  realized. 

The  CMT,  in  consultation  with  the  conference  staff,  will 
determine  those  services  to  be  provided  to  the  district  and 
to  the  local  churches  which  cannot  be  otherwise  provided. 
These  services  include  (1)  Communication  and  public 
relations  information  and  services;  (2)  media,  audio- 
visual, human  resources,  and  print  resources  from  the 
Conference  Resource  Center;  (3)  assistance  to  the  District 
Ministry  Teams  and  to  the  district  staffs  as  needed;  and 
(4)  collection  of  data  and  information  for  ongoing  mission 
evaluation. 

Funds  will  be  provided  from  the  Conference  Benevolence 
Fund,  as  needed,  to  meet  expenses  of  the  these  boards  and 
commissions  and  any  task  force  created  to  accomplish  the 
assigned  task:  Church  and  Society;  Discipleship;  Global 
Ministries;  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry;  Christian 
Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns;  Commission  on  Religion 
and  Race;  and  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women. 

Funding  for  the  administrative  assistants  and  clerical 
support  staff  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  shall  come 
from  the  Conference  Administrative  Fund  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team  Personnel  Committee. 
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All  staff  members  shall  be  employed  and  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team.  Supervision  of 
the  administrative  and  supportive  staff  shall  be  provided 
by  the  Area  Director  of  Gospel  Communications.  The  Area 
Director  of  Gospel  Communications,  the  Executive  Director 
of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer,  and  the  Area  Director 
of  Mission  Resourcing  will  be  supervised  by  the  Bishop. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  Conference 
Ministry  Team  are  described  in  the  Manual  of  the  "Design 
for  a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and  "fine- 
tuned"  annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual 
Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as  needed  upon  approval  of 
the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

(RATIONALE:  This  describes  the  new  structure.) 


ARTICLE  V:  DISTRICT  MINISTRY  TEAM 

A:  FUNCTION 

The  District  Ministry  Team  (DMT)  will  be  the  primary  group 
servicing  the  local  churches  and  the  campus  ministry  units 
within  the  District.  An  enhanced  District  Staff  will  be 
available  to  assist  the  DMT  in  fulfilling  the  following 
functions : 

1.  Develop  and  provide  training  and  consultation 
services ; 

2.  Assist  with  conference-sponsored  ministries; 

3.  Aid  local  churches  in  developing  and  implementing 
their  own  ministries; 

4.  Help  with  outreach  ministries; 

5.  Promote  new  church  development  and  support  existing 
churches  in  transformation; 

6.  Support  individual  and/or  corporate  praise  and 
celebration  activities; 

7.  Be  a  communication  link  between  the  churches  and 
the  Conference;  and 

8.  Assist  in  establishing  and  maintaining  the 
Conference  Resource  Bank. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  District  Ministry 
Team  are  described  in  the  Manual  of  the  "Design  for  a  New 
Day."    The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and  "fine-tuned" 
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annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the  Annual 
Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as  needed  upon  approval  of 
the  CMT. 

B.  COMPOSITION 

1.  The  District  Ministry  Team  will  have  a  maximum  of  15 
members  with  inclusion  as  a  goal.  The  team  will  include 
the  following: 

(a)  Lay  Leader  (Chairperson  of  DMT) 

(b)  District  Superintendent 

(c)  District  Missioner 

(d)  Education  Ministries  Leader 

(e)  Renewal  Ministries  Leader 

(f)  Meditative  Ministries  Leader 

(g)  Outreach  Ministries  Leader 
(h)  Communication  Advisor 

(i)   District  Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministries 

(j)   Board  of  Church  Locations  and  Church  Extension 

Representative 
(k)  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 

Representative 
(1)   Representative  from  Commission  on  Religion  and 

Race 
(m)  Youth  Representative 
(n)   Representative  from  Commission  on  Status  and 

Role  of  Women 
(o)   One  other  member  nominated  by  the  District 

Committee  on  Nominations 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  will  be  nominated  by  the 
District  Superintendent  and  approved  by  the  District 
Ministry  Team.  The  District  Superintendent  will  be  a 
member  of  the  Personnel  Committee.  The  committee  will 
recommend  the  employment  of  the  District  Missioner  for 
approval  by  the  DMT.  They  will  recommend  to  the  District 
Committee  on  Finance  and  Administration  the  compensation 
for  the  District  Missioner.  Additional  funding  for  the  DMT 
will  come  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration. 

3.  The  District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate 
the  following  annually:  Education  Ministries  Leader, 
Renewal  Ministries  Leader,  Meditation  Ministries  Leader, 
Outreach  Ministries  Leader,  Communication  Advisor,  and 
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the  District  Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministries. 

The  following  representatives  on  the  DMT  are  to  be 
nominated  by  the  respective  groups  from  which  they  come: 
representatives  of  the  District  Board  of  Church  Location 
and  Church  Extension,  representative  of  the  District 
Committee  on  Finance  and  Administration,  representative  of 
the  Conference  Values  Team,  youth  representative  from  the 
District  Youth  Team.  The  representative  must  be  a  member  in 
the  district.  Representatives  and  elected  members  are 
limited  to  serve  on  the  team  no  more  than  two  quadrennia  or 
portions  thereof.  They  must  remain  off  the  District 
Ministry  Team  for  one  year  before  they  can  be  nominated  to 
serve  on  the  DMT  again. 

The  job  descriptions  and  functions  of  the  District 
Committee  on  Nominations  are  described  in  the  Manual  of  the 
"Design  for  a  New  Day."  The  Manual  will  be  reviewed  and 
"fine-tuned"  annually  by  the  Transition  Team  through  the 
Annual  Conference  of  2000  and  revised  as  needed  upon 
approval  of  the  Conference  Ministry  Team. 

(Add  to  Article  V.  B,  the  following) 

4.  The  District  Conference  shall  be  responsible  to  elect 
for  the  ensuing  conference  year  the  membership  of  the 
District  Ministry  Team  upon  recommendation  of  the  District 
Committee  on  Nominations,  with  the  exception  of  the 
District  Lay  Leader.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no 
District  Conference  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
responsible. 

The  District  Board  of  Laity  shall  elect  the  District 
Lay  Leader  annually  for  a  maximum  of  four  years.  In  the 
event  that  there  is  no  District  Board  of  Laity  then  the 
District  Committee  on  Nominations  will  nominate  the 
District  Lay  Leader. 

The  District  Ministry  Team  shall  elect  all  District 
Boards,  Councils  and  Committees  and  other  officers, 
required  and  necessary,  in  accordance  with  The    Book    of 
Discipline   and  Conference  Rules. 

C.  THE  DISTRICT  MISSIONER 

The  functions  of  the  District  Missioners  are,  as  follows: 
1.   Works  under  the  supervision  of  the  District 
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Superintendent. 

2.  Works  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Ministry 
Team  and  with  Ad  Hoc  Teams  as  needed  to  plan  for, 
organize  and  deliver  services  to  the  local  churches. 

3.  Identifies  and  develops  human  and  material 
resources  necessary  in  providing  services,  to  the 
churches . 

4.  Plans  scheduled  visits  to  individual  church  and/or 
contacts  to  aid  in  planning  and  in  identifying  needed 
resources . 

5.  Assists  the  local  churches  in  identifying  their 
needs,  developing  an  action  plan,  and  evaluating  the 
effectiveness  of  their  ministries. 

6.  Secures  and/or  links  resources  to  the  individual 
churches  or  to  group  of  churches  with  common  needs. 

7.  Makes  recommendations  to  the  District  Ministry 
Team  for  improvement  of  services  to  the  churches. 

8.  Prepares  and  maintains  accurate  and  timely  records 
of  contacts  with  local  churches. 

9.  Performs  other  duties  as  assigned  by  the  DMT. 

D.  DISTRICT  SUPPORT  STAFF 

Each  District  shall  provide  at  least  a  three-quarter-time 
help  of  an  Administrative  Assistant  to  assist  the  District 
Superintendent  and  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

Administrative  Assistant  and  District  Missioner 
compensation  and  benefits  are  to  be  included  in  the 
district  budget. 

(RATIONALE:   This  reflects  the  new  structure.) 

(Restore  Article  IV. A  in  the  1997  conference  Rule 
as  Article  V  to  read) 

E.  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS 

There  shall  be  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the 
following  members:  District  Superintendent,  who  shall  be 
chairperson;  District  Lay  Leader;  President  of  the  District 
United  Methodist  Women;  President  of  the  District  United 
Methodist  Men;  4  Laypersons  (two  of  which  shall  be  a  young 
adult)  named  by  the  District  Board  of  Laity,  2  youth,  named 
by  the  District  Youth  Council;  ministers,  named  by  the 
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District  Superintendent. 

(Add  the  following  under  Article  V) 

F.  DISTRICT  BOARD  OF  LAITY 

There  shall  be  a  District  Board  of  Laity  in  each  district 
of  the  conference.  It  shall  be  structured  and  function  as 
directed  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity. 

(Restore  Article  IV,  Section  C  as  Article  V,  Section  G.  as 
follows) 

G.  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  ON  FINANCES  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

Each  District  shall  establish  a  District  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  composed  of  at  least  four  laypersons  and 
three  ministers.  The  District  Superintendent,  Conference, 
Jurisdictional  and  General  Conference  members  of  the 
Council  of  Finance  and  Administration  within  the  bounds  of 
the  district  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  District 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Every  consideration 
should  be  given  to  ethnic  minority  representation. 

ARTICLE  V:  PROGRAM  PLANNING  PROCESS 

(Delete  Article  V.  It  has  been  replaced  with  the  functions 
of  the  CMT  and  the  DMT  in  the  proposed  changes  of  Article 
IV  and  V.) 

(Change  to  following:) 

ARTICLE  VI:  CONFERENCE  RULES 

4.  ADMINISTRATION  OF  FUNDS  FOR  CONFERENCE  BOARDS,  TEAMS, 

AGENCIES, AND  INSTITUTIONS: 

Local  Church  treasurers  shall  send  all  funds  for 
Conference  Boards  Teams,  Agencies  and  Institutions  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer  for  appropriate  distribution. 
All  financial  books  and  bookkeeping  and  funds  of  a 
Conference  Council,  Board,  Team,  Committee,  and 
Commission  shall  be  administered  and  unified  in  the 
office  of  the  Conference  Treasurer.  Disbursements  shall 
be  made  through  a  voucher  system  to  be  supervised  by  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  shall  be  authorized  to  invest 
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the  surplus  funds  of  Conference  boards  teams,  and 
agencies  when  the  surplus  exceeds  a  reasonable  amount 
needed  as  carry-over  to  begin  the  next  year.  Provisions 
of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  institutions,  the 
Board  of  Pensions,  or  the  Commission  on  Equitable 
Salaries  and  Sustentation.  Investment  income  generated 
by  funds  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  shall  be 
retained  in  that  account. 

Each  board,  team,  agency  and  institution  of  the  Conference 
shall,  by  April  15  each  year,  submit  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  a  financial  audit  report  of  its  most  recent 
fiscal  year.  The  financial  audit  report  shall  include 
statements  of  assets,  liabilities,  revenues,  expenditures, 
investments  and  the  returns  therefrom.  The  Audit  Committee 
shall  review  audit  reports  within  sixty  days  of  receipt  and 
report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
compliance  or  lack  of  compliance.  A  listing  of  specific 
deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report,  with  recommendation  for 
compliance  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Audit  Committee  in  its 
report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  shall  notify  boards, 
teams,  agencies  and  institutions  individually  of  the 
findings  from  the  Audit  Committee.  Boards,  teams,  agencies 
and  institutions  shall  within  thirty  days  after 
notification,  submit  a  response  and/or  plan  to  correct  any 
noted  deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report. 

The  Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs  shall  not 
remit  any  money  to  boards,  teams,  agencies,  or  institutions 
who  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  within 
the  specific  time  limits. 

5.  DISTRICT  BUDGETS  AND  DISTRICT  FUNDS: 

(Del ete . ) 

(Change  the  remaining  numbers  under  Article  VI 
beginning  with  number  6  to  be  changed  to  number  5.) 

6.  PRE-CONFERENCE  REPORTS:  All  Councils,  Boards,  Teams, 
Commissions  and  Committees  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
shall  send  their  Annual  Conference  reports,  resolutions, 
and  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Secretary  seventy- 
five  (75)  days  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual 
Conference  Session.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile 
and  duplicate  these  reports  and  mail  a  copy  to  each 
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minister  and  each  lay  member  of  the  Annual  Conference 
thirty  (30)  days  before  the  Session  convenes.  Any  reports, 
resolutions  or  recommendations  not  included  in  the  pre- 
conference  reports  must  be  duplicated  and  distributed  to 
the  Annual  Conference  before  final  action  can  be  taken. 
This  rule  does  not  apply  to  the  Conference  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry. 

8.  DATA  FOR  MEMOIRS:  The  District  Superintendents  in  whose 
district  a  Conference  member,  spouse  or  widow/widower  of  a 
minister  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to  secure,  in  advance 
of  the  next  Annual  Conference,  data  concerning  the 
deceased. 

10.  DISTRICT  CONFERENCES:  Each  District  Ministry  Team, in 
consultation  with  the  Cabinet,  will  determine  whether  an 
annual  District  Conference  will  be  held.  When  the 
Conference  is  to  be  held,  each  charge  shall  elect  five  (5) 
lay  members,  and  at  least  two  (2)  reserve  members, 
provided,  however,  each  Church  shall  have  at  least  one  (1) 
elected  member. 

12.  TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP:  The  terms  of  membership  on  all 
Councils,  Boards , Teams ,  Commissions,  and  Committees  shall 
be  limited  to  any  number  of  years,  not  to  exceed  eight  (8), 
served  in  two  consecutive  quadrennia.  When  one  has  served 
the  maximum  time  allowed,  then  reappointment  to  the  same 
council,  board,  team,  commission,  or  committee  shall  not  be 
permitted  until  a  full  quadrennium  has  lapsed.  This  shall 
not  prohibit  service  on  other  councils,  boards,  teams, 
commissions,  or  committees  in  the  following  quadrennium. 

18.  LAY  AND  CLERGY  MEMBERS:  In  accordance  with  The  Book  of 
Discipline,  the  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall 
be  equally  represented  by  clergy  and  lay.  The  clergy 
membership  shall  consist  of  deacons  and  elders  in  full 
connection,  probationary  members,  associate  members, 
affiliate  members,  and  local  pastors  under  full-time  and 
part-time  appointment  to  a  pastoral  charge.  All  clergy 
members  of  the  annual  conference  shall  be  attached  to  one 
of  the  districts.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Credentials, 
in  cooperation  with  the  District  Superintendents,  shall 
ascertain  the  number  of  clergy  members  in  each  district  and 
shall  ascertain  the  number  of  laypersons  in  each  district 
who  are  delegates  by  virtue  of  election  or  by  virtue  of 
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their  office.  Two  young  persons  under  twenty-five  (25) 
years  of  age  shall  be  elected  lay  members  by  each  District 
Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team,  as  outlined  in 
Article  VI,  Rule  17  of  the  Conference  Journal.  The 
Diaconal  ministers,  the  conference  President  of  United 
Methodist  Women,  the  conference  President  of  United 
Methodist  Men,  the  conference  Lay  Leader,  the  district  Lay 
Leaders,  the  president  or  equivalent  officer  of  the 
conference  young  adult  organization,  if  applicable,  and  the 
conference  president  of  United  Methodist  Youth  shall  be 
counted  as  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  from  the 
districts  in  which  they  reside.  The  Conference  Committee 
on  Credentials  shall  then  ascertain  the  number  of 
additional  lay  members  needed  to  equalize  the  lay  and 
clergy  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  total 
number  of  additional  lay  member  slots  will  then  be  pro- 
rated to  the  districts  based  upon  the  church  membership  of 
the  districts  as  reported  in  the  most  recently  published 
edition  of  the  Conference  Journal.  These  additional  at- 
large  lay  members  shall  then  be  elected  by  the  respective 
District  Conference  or  District  Ministry  Team  upon 
nomination  by  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations. 
Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the 
District  Conference  or  by  the  District  Ministry  Team. 

(RATIONALE:  This  reflects  not  only  the  new  structure,  but  also 
adjustments  in  response  to  1996  General  Conference  legislation.)

The  times  we  came  together  in  prayer  and  worship  for  these  occasions  give  us  hope  for 
the  future.  We  are  grateful  for  the  occasions  when  we  can  speak  with  one  voice  to  the 
people  of  Louisiana  in  our  opposition  to  commercial  gambling. 

ITEMS  FOR  ACTION: 

*Our  task  force  on  the  Millennium  Jubilee  will  make  a  report  at  future  Board  of  Directors 
meeting.  We  expect  to  implement  plans  for  Jubilee  2000.  With  a  new  task  force,  we 
look  forward  to  greater  witness  together  in  areas  of  public  policy.  We  expect  to  enlarge 
our  membership  and  are  moving  to  increasing  fellowship  with  one  another  and  with  those 
new  to  our  ecumenical  community.

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LOUISIANA  MORAL  AND  CIVIC  FOUNDATION 

PURPOSE: 

The  historically  chosen  (September  25,  1942)  purpose,  was  first  and  perhaps  best 
expressed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  organization  meeting,  Dr.  W.L.  Doss,  Jr.,  DS  of 
the  Baton  Rouge  District,  Louisiana  Conference  (South  Central  Jurisdiction),  "to  serve 
not  only  its  members  and  the  religious  community  but  the  entire  State  of  Louisiana  by 
providing,  promoting  and  protecting  a  positive  moral  climate  for  our  state  whenever  and 
however  the  opportunity  presents  itself." 

(Note:  although  sometimes  expressed  differently,  this  remains  the  goal  and  purpose  of 
LMCF  today.) 

WE  CONFESS: 

WHEREAS:  The  religious  community  whom  we  are  privileged  to  serve  sometimes  seem 
more  identified  by  their  differences  on  some  moral  and  social  concerns,  especially  on 
various  cooperative  strategies  of  addressing  these  moral  and  social  concerns,  and 
WHEREAS:  The  world  today,  like  the  world  on  the  day  LMCF  was  organized,  has  men 
and  women  who  seek  to  worship,  live,  engage  in  matters  of  commerce,  education, 
ministry  and  other  endeavors;  and  who  need  a  prescriptive  word  from  the  Church  and  the 
inspired  scriptures  which  guide  and  direct  their  activities,  and 

WHEREAS:  The  word  needed  today  from  the  church  is  prophetic  and  prescriptive  in 
nature,  and  the  nature  of  the  word  provided  by  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic 
Foundation,  from  its  beginning,  was  intended  to  be  adequately  informative,  compellingly 
descriptive,  but  without  admonishing. 

THEREFORE:  We  confess  a  sense  of  growing  weary  in  refraining  from  speaking 
prescriptively  instead  of  descriptively,  and  refraining  from  the  role  of  brokering  the 
perceived  collective  influence  of  the  religious  community,  instead  of  the  more  tedious 
work  of  facilitating  and  waiting  upon  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  various  members  of 
the  body  of  Christ. 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

The  years  of  leadership  and  service  rendered  by  LMCF's  third  Executive  Director,  the 
Reverenced  A.C.  Lawton  who  departed  this  earth  on  January  12,  1998  for  his  heavenly 
reward.  Further,  we  celebrate  every  occasion  when  the  collective  efforts  of  the  various 
members  of  the  body  of  Christ  make  a  positive  moral  difference  in  the  places  and  people 
of  our  beloved  Louisiana. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

A  moving  of  the  perfect  and  Holy  Spirit  of  God  upon  the  hearts  of  His  people  who  were 
first  called  Christians  by  those  who  marveled,  not  at  their  mighty  cathedrals  or  any 
political  strength  or  great  worldly  achievement,  but  they  marveled  "how  they  loved  one 
another."  From  this  moving  we  still  with  great  hope,  anticipate  the  changed  hearts 
needed  to  change  this  world.  LMCF  plans  to  remain  faithful  and  to  be  a  more  effective

LYDIA  PATTERSON  INSTITUTE 

Eighty-five  years  ago,  a  good  woman  and  committed  Methodist  rode  a  horse  and  buggy  to  the 
"barrio"  of  South  El  Paso  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  displaced  children  of  Mexican  immigrants 
fleeing  from  a  revolution  and  looking  for  a  safe  place  to  live.  Mrs.  Patterson  believed  that 
justice  and  fairness  were  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and  she  brought  light  and  hope  to  the  lives  of 
these  children.  Her  legacy  remains  in  the  heart  of  the  ministry  of  Lydia  Patterson  Institute 
today.  The  year  1998  marks  the  85th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  school.  We  join 
thousands  of  people  who  have  been  touched,  either  by  being  a  recipient  or  a  participant  in  the 
work  of  this  great  ministry.  Together,  we  offer  reverence  and  appreciation  to  God  for  "La 
Lydia."  On  behalf  of  the  administration,  faculty,  staff  and  student  body,  past  and  present,  I 
wish  to  express  my  deepest  appreciation  to  every  member  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  for 
being  the  foundation  of  our  celebration  today.  Without  you,  brothers  and  sisters,  there  would 
be  no  Lydia  Patterson.  To  every  Bishop,  every  church  leader  and  every  member  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  we  render  respect  and  appreciation  for  every  young  student  whose  life  has 
been  touched. 

The  best  measure  of  our  work  is  the  finished  product.  Last  year  we  graduated  52  seniors  of 
which  49  are  attending  college.  Among  these  are  students  attending  United  Methodist 
institutions  such  as  McMurray  University,  Oklahoma  City  University,  Texas  Wesleyan 
University,  LonMorris  College,  Southern  Methodist  University,  Central  Methodist  University 
and  Southwestern  College  in  Kansas.  Others  are  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Texas  El  Paso, 
New  Mexico  State  University,  Southwest  Texas  State  University,  Texas  Tech  University, 
University  of  Texas  at  Austin,  El  Paso  Community  College  and  many  others.  Several  students 
made  the  Dean's  list  at  the  end  of  their  first  semester.  To  mind  comes  one  very  special 
student.  Through  her  determination  and  the  support  and  love  of  many  caring  people,  she 
overcame  the  many  obstacles  that  she  faced.  Her  father  is  a  fisherman  in  Mazatlan,  Mexico. 
Iran  had  given  up  hope  of  going  to  college  when  she  had  to  return  to  Mexico  to  work  and  help 
with  the  family.  A  caring  United  Methodist  provided  for  a  full  scholarship  for  Iran,  and  a  kind 
teacher  and  his  wife  provided  her  with  a  place  to  live.  Iran  returned  and  she  graduated 
Salutatorian.  Dr.  Gerald  Walker,  then  President  of  Oklahoma  City  University,  provided 
financial  support  so  that  she  could  attend  OCU.  Iran  made  the  Dean's  list  at  the  end  of  her 
first  semester,  and  she  is  on  her  way  to  obtaining  a  degree  in  special  education.  Her  plan  is  to 
work  with  handicapped  children.  Iran  was  featured  in  the  Lydia  Patterson  story  published  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  Texas  Methodist  Foundation.  Our  appreciation  to  the  leaders  of  our 
United  Methodist  institutions  who  continue  this  ministry  by  providing  opportunities  for  our 
students  beyond  our  means. 

We  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  church  and  everyone  who  has  contributed  to  the 
endowment  campaign,  which  has  been  in  progress  for  the  last  six  years.  A  total  of  $2.3 
million  has  been  raised  and  our  goal  of  $4  million  remains  in  place  until  the  year  2000.  At  the 
time  of  this  report,  plans  are  underway  for  an  event  in  El  Paso  to  announce  the  campaign  in 
our  local  area.  With  the  help  of  community  leaders  such  as  the  mayor  of  El  Paso  and  others, 
700  people  will  come  together  in  a  formal  setting  to  celebrate  the  85th  Anniversary  of  Lydia 
Patterson  Institute  and  initiate  the  campaign  in  the  El  Paso-Juarez  area.   First  Lady  of  Texas, 
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Laura  Bush,  will  honor  us  with  a  visit  to  our  campus  and  as  guest  speaker  at  this  memorable 
occasion. 

Our  appreciation  goes  out  to  the  church  leaders  who  have  brought  greater  recognition  to  our 
ministry  by  visiting  or  meeting  on  our  campus.  The  General  Council  of  Ministries  visited 
early  this  year.  The  University  Senate  will  meet  on  our  campus  this  summer  and  the  College 
of  Bishops  will  be  with  us  in  1999. 

Our  daily  blessings  provide  for  the  energy  to  overcome  the  many  challenges  that  as  a  ministry 
we  face.  More  students  need  financial  help,  our  buildings  are  growing  old,  and  the  demands 
on  our  budget  are  constantly  increasing.  Nevertheless,  we  touch  the  lives  of  300  students 
daily  in  an  educational  and  spiritual  manner,  and  our  ministry  continues  to  reach  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  our  campus  and  into  the  lives  of  the  church  and  our  community  at  large.  With 
the  prayers  and  support  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  and 
beyond,  Lydia  Patterson  continues  to  be  an  illuminated  beacon  within  the  ministries  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  endowment  campaign  and  strategic  plan  in  progress,  the 
renewed  support  of  our  community,  and  the  excellent  leadership  of  our  Board  of  Trustees  will 
lead  us  into  greater  things  in  the  next  century.  Thank  you  for  being  on  board  with  us.

Following  the  vision  of 
our  trustees  we  are  moving  toward  the  new  century  by  developing  a  vital  learning  center 
which  will  make  a  major  contribution  to  the  ministry  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 
The  past  year,  1 997,  has  been  a  challenging  and  exciting  time: 

•  While  we  serve  a  wide  range  of  programs,  our  special  ministry  is  to  serve  as  the  Center 
for  Older  Adult  Programming  for  The  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  The  past  year  has  seen 
increased  attendance,  new  programs  and  substantial  improvement.  In  1999,  "The  Year  of 
the  Older  Person"  we  will  meet  the  challenge  of  providing  jurisdiction  wide  training  for 
persons  responsible  for  older  adult  programming  beginning  with  the  Senior  Summit, 
April  15-18.  We  are  also  developing  "Senior  Net"  a  computer  based  lab  which  will 
provide  modern  interactive  education  using  the  best  in  information  highway  technology. 

•  During  the  past  year  we  presented  the  first  Mount  Sequoyah  Seminar  providing  practical 
training  for  clergy.  Our  "Planning  for  Advent"  brought  Professor  Eugene  Lowry  to  the 
mountain  to  join  Bishop  Janice  Riggle  Huie  in  the  presentation  of  an  outstanding  learning 
event. 

•  We  have  continued  our  role  as  a  training  center  for  laity.  Working  with  our  Jurisdictional 
Lay  Leader,  Martha  Etter,  we  presented  the  partner  in  Ministry  Program,  the  first  of  a 
slate  of  seminars  planned  for  laity  and  clergy.  Mount  Sequoyah  will  be  making  a 
significant  contribution  to  lay  education  and  lay-clergy  partnerships  in  the  future. 

•  We  have  continued  our  practice  of  Christian  hospitality  by  improving  and  sustaining  a 
learning  environment  that  enhances  intellectual  and  spiritual  growth.  Programs  from 
churches,  schools  and  community  organizations  are  increasing  and  expanding  and  early 
in  1998  we  already  have  advance  reservations  that  exceed  the  1997  number  of 
participants. 
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•  During  1997  we  were  successful  in  reaching  our  first  financial  challenge:  Operational 
self-support.  By  generating  revenue  sufficient  to  pay  our  basic  operating  costs  we  are 
now  able  to  use  contributed  funds  for  programs  and  capital  improvements. 

•  We  can  report  strong  progress  toward  improving  our  facilities  with  quality  repair  and 
renovation.  Through  the  generosity  of  conferences  and  individuals  and  utilizing  the 
United  Methodist  VIM  program  we  are  making  steady  progress  in  our  program  to 
remodel  our  sleeping  accommodations  to  first  class  conference  center  standards.  We 
look  forward  to  more  conferences  becoming  involved  in  this  exciting  process  of  renewal. 

This  is  a  year  to  celebrate!  There  will  be  anniversary  celebrations  on  the  mountain,  in  all  the 
conferences  and  in  local  churches  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  Please  celebrate  with  us.  God 
has  blessed  us  with  75  years  of  effective  ministry  and  we  are  moving  toward  the  new  century 
confident  that  we  are  called  to  service  as  a  major  contributor  to  the  ministry  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church.

RETIRED  MINISTERS  HOMES  BOARD 

It  has  been  a  busy  year.  We  completed  a  new  home  for  Rev.  Fay  Barrhartung  in  Ruston, 
August  1,  1997.  We  have  purchased  a  new  house  in  north  Shreveport.  $35,000  from  RMHB, 
$35,000  from  the  sale  of  the  home  at  818  East  River  Road,  Shreveport,  and  $35,000  from  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Ben  Fant.  We  have  sold  the  home  at  818  East  River  Road  for  $49,000.  We  had  a 
$125,000  home  given  to  us  in  New  Orleans  by  Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital  for  the 
use  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Durbin.  This  freed  us  up  to  sell  the  other  house  in  New  Orleans  at 
24 1 1  Bristol  Place  which  was  becoming  expensive  to  keep  repaired. 

Sulphur  Insurance  Company  has  served  us  well  the  past  five  years.  However,  in  an  open  bid, 
Sulphur  Insurance  Company  made  a  bid  of  $29,675  and  lost  out  to  Mclnnis,  Tyner  and  Daniel, 
Inc.  of  Baton  Rouge  who  made  a  bid  of  $16,572.  This  represents  a  savings  of  more  than 
$13,000. 

The  Investment  Committee  has  reported  that  our  long-term  account  in  the  Louisiana  Methodist 
Foundation  drew  20.3%  interest  in  1997.  This  raises  the  Market  Value  of  the  Mike  John 
Administrative  Trust  Fund  to  $330,595.72. 

We  had  a  good  response  to  the  dedication  of  the  M.C.  and  Rosemary  Cady  home  last  October. 
By  the  time  of  Annual  Conference  we  will  have  dedicated  the  Cecil  Mims  home  in  Mer  Rouge 
and  the  Fay  Barrhartung  home  in  Ruston  on  March  8h  and  the  Paul  Durbin  home  in  New 
Orleans  on  April  1 9th. 

Our  charter  needs  to  be  amended  at  several  places.  A  resolution  will  be  a  part  of  this  report  to 
take  care  of  this  matter.  Support  from  the  local  churches  in  our  Conference  increased  during 
1997.  However,  still  less  than  10%  of  our  churches  support  this  vital  ministry. 
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AMENDMENTS 

To  The  Charter  Of  The  Retired  Ministers  Homes  Board,  Inc. 

January  30, 1998 

Article  I 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  THE  RETIRED  MINISTERS  HOMES  BOARD,  INC.  Of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  by  which  name  it  shall  have  and 
enjoy  continuous  succession  and  unlimited  duration  as  is  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  state  governing  such  matters. 

Article  II 

The  object  and  purposes  of  this  corporation  is  to  acquire  by  purchase,  donations,  or  otherwise,  land,  land  and 
improvements,  or  other  property  and  to  erect  thereon  houses  or  residences  for  retired  ministers  and/or  widows  of 
retired  ministers  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  within  the  bonds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of 
the  United  Methodist  Church,  South  Central  Jurisdiction;  the  same  to  be  managed  and  maintained  by  such 
board  or  boards,  and  the  leases,  let  or  allocated  to  retired  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  conference  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  appointed  and  made  by  such  board  of 
managers  as  may  be  elected  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  South 
Central  Jurisdiction. 

Article  III 

Under  the  above  entitled  name  and  for  the  purposes  above  expressed,  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  with  such  devise  and  description  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter  and  amend  at  their  pleasure,  and  by  the  name,  style  and  title  provided  and  declared  aforesaid 
shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  be  empowered  to  make  rules,  by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  to  do 
everything  needful  for  their  good  government  and  support,  and  shall  be  empowered  to  take,  have  and  hold  in  trust 
for  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  in  their 
said  corporate  name,  all  manner  of  lands,  tenements,  rents  and  hereditaments,  and  any  sum  of  money,  and  any 
manner  and  portion  of  goods  and  chattels  given  unto  it  or  acquired  by  it  in  any  lawful  manner,  and  to  improve, 
alienate,  lease,  convey,  borrow,  sell,  pledge,  mortgage  and  hypothecate  the  same  as  the  interest  or  convenience  of 
said  corporation  my  require.

Article  VI 


The  Board  of  Managers  shall  elect  from  its  members  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  a 
Superintendent  of  Properties  and  any  other  committees  necessary  to  properly  handle  its  affairs.

This  charter  may  be  amended  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  presently  in  force  or 
subsequently  to  be  enacted,  subject  to  the  conditions  that  any  and  all  amendments  shall  be  first  approved  by  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  and  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  voluntarily  dissolved  until  its  dissolution  shall  first  be  approved  by  said  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  South  Central  Jurisdiction. 

If  this  corporation  shall  be  dissolved  at  any  time  by  operation  of  law  or  otherwise,  all  of  its  property  and  assets 
thereupon  become  the  property  of  and  belong  to  the  said  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church,  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  and  any  cash  derived  from  the  sale  of  any  part  thereof  shall  be  used  for 
the  retired  ministers  of  the  Conference  as  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church, 
South  Central  Jurisdiction,  shall  direct.

The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  has  a  new  Executive  Director!  Dr.  Thalia  Matherson  will 
begin  her  work  on  June  1,  1998.  Dr.  Matherson  is  a  veteran  educator  in  the  Dallas 
Independent  School  District  and  a  long-time  leader  in  the  church  at  the  local,  Annual 
Conference  and  general  church  levels.  She  was  elected  by  the  Mission  Council  of  the 
Jurisdiction  at  its  meeting  in  November  of  1997.  Officers  of  the  Mission  Council  for  this 
quadrennium  are  Don  Pike,  Chairperson,  Cindy  Watson,  Vice  Chairperson  and  Judy  Benson, 
Secretary. 

In  July  of  1997,  the  Jurisdiction  sponsored  SpiLiRa  (Spiritual  Life  Rally)  in  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  under  the  direction  of  the  Jurisdictional  Youth  Team.  More  than  650  youth 
attended  this  inspirational  rally  which  featured  contemporary  Christian  music,  Bible  study  and 
workshops.

PURPOSE: 

St.  Mark's  Community  Center  is  a  national  Mission  of  the  Women's  Division  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  It  is  dedicated  to  the  self-development  of  people,  especially 
women  and  children,  through  education,  vocational  training  and  employment,  advocacy 
and  support,  recreation  and  the  arts,  and  so  importantly,  through  encouraging  individuals' 
spiritual  growth. 
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LWE  CONFESS: 
We  confess  that  we  are  guilty  of  the  sin  of  not  "doing  all  we  could  possibly  do"  to  stop 
the  current  Welfare  Reform  legislation  adopted  by  the  State  of  Louisiana.  We  are  in  fear 
over  what  will  happen  to  up  to  94,000  Louisiana  children  whose  food  and  shelter  support 
is  going  to  end  on  January  1,  1999.  We  are  in  fear  of  what  it  means  for  a  society  to  be 
willing  to  punish  children  for  the  society's  own  failure  to  address  its  systemic  racial, 
economic  and  social  injustice.  We  confess  that  we  must  stop  the  masking  of  Welfare 
Reform  with  terms  such  as  "responsibility"  and  "employment"  when  in  reality  122,000 
new  jobs  need  to  be  created  if  there  are  to  be  enough  jobs  for  the  people  who  are  on 
welfare;  and  that  these  jobs  must  pay  a  livable  wage  rather  than  create  a  new  form  of 
"cheap  labor"  within  our  economic  system.  We  confess  our  silence  and  inactivity 
because  Welfare  Reform  was  not  going  to  directly  impact  our  standard  of  living. 

WE  CELEBRATE: 

•  Being  in  ministry  to  over  1 000  children  and  adults  daily; 

•  The  hiring  of  a  full  time  social  worker  to  work  with  the  students  of  the  Street 
Academy; 

•  Support  from  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  and  Community  Volunteers 
Association,  and  the  donation  of  $80,000  worth  of  state-of-the-art  educational 

>  software  by  JRL  enterprises  which  made  it  possible  for  us  to  install  a  computer 

education  center  in  the  Street  Academy  to  better  prepare  Street  Academy  students 
for  their  LEAP  examinations  and  their  study  of  ninth  grade  algebra; 

•  The  opening  of  a  "Youth  Run  Restaurant"  on  December  1st,  through  support  from 
the  United  Methodist  Foundation  and  the  Women's  Division,  which  twenty  high 
school  drop-outs  will  work  to  complete  their  education  and  to  gain  the  work  skills 
and  experience  needed  for  full-time  employment; 

•  Funding  from  multiple  sources,  including  the  United  Methodist  Foundation,  which 
has  allowed  us  to  work  with  ten  neighborhood  residents  to  establish  a  food  store 
which  will  be  owned  and  operated  by  residents  of  Treme.  The  store,  "The  Treme 
Garden  Market,"  will  also  have  a  network  of  community  gardens  and  be  a 
community  incubator  for  women  owned  cottage  industries  through  a  grant  from  the 
Women's  Division; 

•  The  release  of  the  St.  Mark's  Jazz  Project's  cassette:  "First  Time  Out  -  the  St. 
Mark's  and  Treme  Jazz  Project;" 

•  The  repair  and  rebuilding  of  twenty-three  homes  owned  by  low  income  senior 
citizens  and/or  persons  with  special  needs; 

•  Being  able  to  provide  500,000  meals  to  children  across  the  city;  and  especially, 

•  The  grace  and  presence  of  God  in  the  lives  of  all  whom  we  work  with  and  who 
assist  us  in  our  work. 

WE  ANTICIPATE: 

The  need  to  address  critical  basic  needs  (food  and  shelter)  which  will  affect  up  to 

28,000  children  and  their  families  in  New  Orleans; 

The  Family  Day  Care  program  will  grow  to  work  with  190  providers  within  three 

years; 

The  CUBEY  training  program  will  develop  a  long  term  base  of  funding  and  be  open 

to  train  providers  beyond  those  enrolled  in  Family  Day  Care; 

Long  term  funding  for  the  Carver  Child  Care  Program  will  have  a  solid  base  of 

funding; 

The  restaurant  building  will  be  paid  off  by  1999; 

The  Treme  Garden  Market  will  be  fully  operational  by  June  of  1998  along  with  the 

gardens  and  a  network  of  cottage  industries;
